Women’s opportunities for employment will be di- 
rectly related to their level of skill and experience but 
also to the labor market demands through the remain- 
der of the decade. The number of workers needed for 
all major occupational categories is expected to in- 
crease by about one-fifth between 1970 and 1980, but 
the growth rate will vary by occupational group. Pro- 
fessional and technical workers are expected to have 
the highest predicted rate (39 percent), followed by 
service workers (35 percent), clerical workers (26 
percent), sales workers (24 percent), craftsmen and 
foremen (20 percent), managers and administrators 
(15 percent), and operatives (11 percent). This publi- 
cation contains a brief discussion and employment 
information concerning occupations for professional 
and technical workers, managers and administrators, 
skilled trades, sales workers, clerical workers, and 
service workers. In order for women to take advantage 
of increased labor market ,demands, employer at- 
titudes toward working women need to change and 
women must: (1) receive better career planning and 
counseling, (2) change their career aspirations, and (3) 
fully utilize the sources of legal protection and assist- 
ance which are available to them.

ten sections are (1) adult education must be seen as 
integral to a global scheme for life-long education 
and learning; (2) adult education should promote 
work for peace, international understanding, and 
cooperation; (3) adult education activities should 
meet needs for development, community participa- 
tion, and individual self-fulfillment; (4) adult educa- 
tion methods should take into account incentives 
and obstacles to adult participation and learning; (5) 
member states should endeavor to establish a net- 
work to meet adult education needs; (6) adult 
educators should be carefully recruited and should 
receive initial and inservice training; (7) young peo- 
ple’s education should progressively be oriented to- 
wards life-long education and learning; (8) in 
formulating adult education curriculum, programs, 
and activities, adults’ work experiences should be 
taken into account; (9) at all levels, structures 
should be set up for consultation/coordination 
among public authorities competent in adult educa- 
tion, and (10) member states should strengthen 
bilateral or multilateral cooperation to promote 
adult education development, improve content and 
methods, and find new educational strategies. (CSS)

Project BITE (Business-Industry-Training-Edu- 
cation) was conducted to determine if career deci- 
sions of inner-city high school students can be 
influenced by career training in the areas of career 
information, career exploration, and job develop- 
ment. The study was also planned to provide infor- 
mation about how schools can achieve maximum 
benefits from exposure of students to the world of 
work through cooperation with and assistance of 
business, industry, and the community. Twenty- 
nine students were enrolled in BITE classes at two 
inner-city high schools in the Inglewood (Cali- 
fornia) Unified School District. Two control group 
classes of twenty-five students each were also iden- 
tified. Students in both the BITE classes and the 
control classes had been identified as having “no 
vocational choice” prior to the start of the program. 
The classes consisted of five days of special study 
devoted to each of the fifteen modules developed 
around different occupational clusters. Field trips 
and resource speakers were utilized in addition to 
classroom activities. Each student was given a pre- 
and posttest to determine his/her attitudes and feel- 
ings toward making a career choice and entering the 
world of work and to determine the student’s 
knowledge about occupations and decisions rele- 
vant to choosing a career. The results indicated that 
the average BITE student rasied his/her score on 
both the attitude and competency scales by twenty 
percentage points during the semester, while the 
average control student increased his/her score by 
one-half of one percentage point during the semes-

The coming decade will be a more significant 
period for the relationship of education to vocation 
and work than any other period in U.S. history. No 
longer will life be divided into periods of preschool 
play, formal learning, forty years of work, and de- 
cline; rather, these periods will interlock, especially 
as continued learning becomes increasingly neces- 
sary for work. Thus, the definition of a student must 
be changed, and likewise the areas of educational 
content and structure. Schools must recognize that 
they are dealing with students who have flexible and 
multiple demands and that their structures must be 
flexible and permit these alternative demands. An 
example of a flexible college is located in New York 
at Empire State College which operates through ur- 
ban learning centers, instead of a campus, and per- 
mits students to develop their own course of study. 
Educational content must change so that people no 
longer think of liberal vs. vocational education. 
Schools must assist students to deal not only with 
intellectual ideas, but also with the practical applica- 
tion of these ideas. Notions that one field surpasses 
another in dignity and worthiness need to be 
dropped from society’s thinking. If schools do not 
make these adjustments in structure and content, 
new kinds of institutions will emerge to fulfill these 
needs.

This report presents descriptive information on 
numerically controlled operational devises.

A study was conducted to ascertain the job re- 

quirements and training needs of juvenile service 

unit workers. A training needs assessment inventory 
questionnaire was mailed to all juvenile service unit 
workers in the Kentucky Department of Child Wel- 
fare (DCW). Data from 146 questionnaires were 
analyzed to provide job descriptive information, 
which was used to identify job requirements, train- 
ing needs, and training priorities of social workers 
and juvenile counselors. Results of the study 
showed that the respondents represented eleven dif- 
ferent job classifications categories covering four 
basic job positions. A total of 163 social worker job 
requirements and 142 juvenile counselor job re- 
quirements were identified as critical to successful 
job performance. Interviewing, developing treat- 
ment goals or plans, and providing protective ser- 
vices to children neglected or abused were areas of 
training needs given priority. From the lists of train- 
ing priorities identified for juvenile service unit 

workers, a training plan was developed for im- 

plementation by the Staff Development and Train-

A project was designed to develop a curriculum 

model based on salient, sequenced occupational 

tasks. After an extensive literature review and staff 
discussions, a modified Q-Sort procedure was for- 
mulated to select and sequence tasks. The proce- 
dure made it possible to readily utilize a catalogue 
of tasks compiled by the Vocational-Technical Con- 
sortium of States (V-TECS) The tasks were used to 
develop a competency based modular vocational 
and technical model. Two general automotive task 
outlines were prepared as examples of the applica- 
tion of the sorting procedure. The outlines are in- 
tended to serve as models for subsequent 

instructional program designs which employ V- 

TECS catalogues. Also, a procedure handbook for 

local educators (included as Appendix A) was writ- 

ten to detail procedures for using V-TECS occupa- 
tional catalogues to develop competency based 
modular instructional programs. (CSS) 
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A study was performed to identify empirically 

those essential living skills (ELS) perceived as im- 

portant by men and women in their roles as a family 

member, an individual, and as an employee. Data 
was collected on a voluntary basis from 4,929 em- 
ployed persons contacted through businesses, and 

124 homemakers surveyed door-to-door. The ELS 

instrument consisted of eighty-seven items relating 

to roles of the family member, the individual, and 
the employee. Respondents could check the item as 
being important to one or more of the roles or not 
important to any of the roles. Demographic infor- 
mation was also collected and used in the study. 
Among the findings and conclusions it was noted 
that (1) more ELS were perceived as necessary for 
the individual role, and ELS for the employee role 
were least in number; (2) there were greater similari- 
ties of ELS needed for the two roles of family mem- 
ber and individual than any other of the possible 
role combinations; (3) relatively few ELS were seen 
as important for the employee role; and (4) sex 
stereotyping was reflected in that males noted more 

ELS for males than females in the employee role 

and more ELS for females than males in the family 

role; generally, females concurred with this view- 
point.

munication between the school and community em- 
ployers or agencies. Major project accomplishments 
fell into four categories: (1) changes in teacher atti- 
tudes toward career education, (2) changes in 
learner behavior, (3) specific products, and (4) ac- 
tivated processes and strategies. At the elementary 
level, emphases in five target schools were on cur- 
riculum infusion and career awareness. In junior 
high and high school, curriculum infusion and ca- 
reer awareness were carried on with teachers and in 
class groups. Other functions such as job survival, 
career exploration, counseling, and placement were 
accomplished in small groups. The dropout compo- 
nent required an individualized approach, but some 
job survival counseling occurred in small groups. 

Generally, the project objectives were attained. One 

project accomplishment was the training of teach- 

ers, administrators, and counselors in using infusion 

Strategies and in assisting youth with career selec- 

tion and goal-seeking. Also noted was the school 

personnel’s accompany attitude shifts from 
negative/apathetic to positive. Minority youth, in- 
cluding dropouts, were provided with specialized 
assistance which had been otherwise unavailable. 

Bilingual career education materials were deve-

Vocations and Education) consists of a report by 
project staff and a third-party evaluation report. The 
staff report summarizes major activities undertaken 
to achieve the project’s eight basic objectives, an- 
ticipated changes and problems, and dissemination 
and special activities. The evaluation report begins 
by stating that the project is making substantial pro- 
gress in all six of its goals: (1) increase career aware- 
ness among students; (2) aid in developing students’ 
decision-making skills regarding career choices; (3) 
develop senior job entry-level skills or readiness for 
further education; (4) expand community involve- 
ment and opportunities for outside learning experi- 
ences; (5) increase teacher knowledge of career 
alternatives related to academic disciplines; and (6) 
increase use of career education concepts in grades 
K-12. Three mini-studies are described on the im- 
pact that career education has had on student per- 
formance; test scores from students in grades 3, 6, 
and 9 are analyzed and found to show that the infu- 
sion of career-education-oriented activities has a 
substantial effect on student personal growth and 
language skills. The final section of the evaluation 
assesses how effectively the project has met its per- 
formance objectives for each grade through use of 
learning activities, such as field trips, guest speakers, 
classroom discussions, inservice sessions for teach- 
ers, career exploration, shadowing, and group guid- 
ance sessions. The appendixes include 
documentation for the evaluation and the project 
proposal. (ELG)

The Career Life Development Center (CLDC) 

developed at Virginia Western Community College 
was designed to serve both enrolled students and 
non-student residents of the locality. The following 
eleven program components were implemented: ca- 
reer counseling interviews; curriculum-based coun- 
seling strategies; diagnostic center; individual career 
information profile; career information center; 
cooperative education; college work study; college 
placement office; public radio and other outreach 
strategies; supplemental programming for profes- 
sional staff development; and program evaluation. 
The study sought to identify (1) selected personal 
and demographic characteristics of CLDC users; (2) 
CLDC services utilized; (3) users’ attitudes and 
opinions toward specific aspects of the Center; and 
(4) any users’ comments and/or opinions concern- 
ing CLDC. The study population consisted of 512 
persons who had used at least one of the CLDC’s 
services. A mailed questionnaire (appended) was 
used as the survey instrument. Approximately 48% 
of the population returned the questionnaire. The 
data identified sex, age, race, educational status, and 
employment status of the respondents. Results in- 
dicated that the services most often used were test- 
ing (40%), occupational information (25%), and 
career counseling (25%). The attitudes and opinions 
of the users indicated positive support for all aspects 
of the CLDC and overall satisfaction with the ser- 
vices offered. (Numerous program materials and 
correspondence are appended.) (Author/BM) 
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Identifiers—Education Amendments 1974 
Tennessee’s career education program of 1975-76 

was based on the following objectives: (1) provide 
orientation to state department of education person- 
nel on how to effect incremental improvements in 
K-12 career education with an emphasis on grades 
7-12; (2) provide in-service career education for se- 
lected local education leaders and assistance to 
them in developing plans for integrating career edu- 
cation in the curriculum; (3) provide technical and 
monetary assistance to local education leaders for 
training their school personnel in career education; 
(4) provide through principals, teachers, counselors, 
and librarians in the selected schools instructional 
programs based on the career education concept; 
and (5) publicize continuing career education activi- 
ties and evaluations of the program’s success in 
achieving each of the five objectives. Nine local 
school districts were selected to develop and imple- 
ment a career education program. A third-party 
evaluator collected data on career education knowl- 
edge and attitudes of the program participants. An 
analysis of responses from state, school system, and 
local school personnel showed that the scores of 
each group reflected general knowledge of career 
education and that all three groups indicated a posi- 
tive attitude toward career education. Data also 
showed that there was a definite and fairly consist- 
ent increment in student knowledge and attitudes 
toward career education as students advanced from 
grade 7 through grade 12. (Several examples of the 
monthly newsletter published by the project are ap- 
pended.) (Author/BM) 
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Identifiers—Illinois 
A study was performed to examine problems and 

opportunities associated with occupational educa- 

tion personnel development. Study objectives were 

(1) to define the career education concept in rela- 

tion to occupational personnel development needs, 

(2) to analyze the need for personnel required to 

implement occupational education goals, (3) to de- 

scribe Illinois’ personnel development system com- 
ponents, (4) to suggest alternative program delivery 
models, (5) to develop recommendations and model 
implementation strategies, and (6) to identify prob- 
lem areas requiring additional research or funding. 

Opinions and information were supplied by over 

500 professional educators, teachers and adminis- 

trators, state education agency personnel, and citi- 

zens throughout Illinois. Study activities included 
interviews, surveys, anc identification of three ma- 
jor occupational education personnel categories. 

Sixty-six percent of the secondary schools and com- 


munity colleges surveyed responded; this portion of 
the study revealed increased enrollment in occupa- 
tional programs. Occupational education directors 
expressed a need for inservice staff development. A 
survey of Illinois teacher training institutions found 
a considerable amount of institutional resources 
available to serve occupational education personnel 
development. To meet alternative program develop- 
ment needs, it was suggested that institutions must 
increase their understanding of career education 
and development. Few developed occupational 
teacher education programs exist. The study yielded 
numerous recommendations. (CSS) 
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Identifiers—Escrow, Mortgages 
This curriculum guide provides the teacher with 
materials for a course on how to make housing deci- 
sions based on eight considerations: (1) the advan- 
tages of buying versus those of renting; (2) buying 
and the major expenses that it entails; (3) evaluating 
and choosing a house; (4) methods of financing; (5) 
the purpose of escrow; (6) property taxes; (7) types 
of property insurance; and (8) planning for resale by 
assessing such factors as appreciation and deprecia- 
tion. The teacher’s section includes the key ideas, 
course goals, suggested resources, and learning ex- 
periences for each topic. Vocabulary lists are also 
given with definitions in accordance with real estate 
law. The types of learning activities fall into three 
categories: classroom discussions, research projects, 
and guest speakers such as attorneys, bankers, build- 
ers, and realtors. The student materials consist of an 
information sheet on each topic. (ELG) 
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The Dallas K-12 Urban Career Education Project 
was conducted in two phases. Phase I focused on the 
following objectives: (1) perform an assessment of 
career education needs; (2) identify and train a 
cadre of staff members from the fourteen schools 
participating in the project: (3) identify and/or 
develop infused career education curriculum for im- 
plementation in the project schools: and (4) develop 
administrative procedures to implement career edu- 
cation in an urban district according to the state 
plan. Phase II focused on these objectives: (1) pro- 
duce measurable increases in the academic achieve- 
ment of inner-city students; (2) produce measurable 
increases in student development in terms of speci- 
fied learner outcome goals; (3) improve student at- 
tendance in the participating classrooms of the 
project schools: and (4) increase community in- 
volvement in the teaching-learning process. The 
evaluation design featured both process and product 
assessments and was conducted to provide informa- 
tion through the comparison of students’ control 
and experimental performance on various test in- 
struments. Based on the data collected, generaliza- 
tions, conclusions, and recommendations were 
made. Overall, the project had favorable impact on 





objectives 1, 2, and 4 of the four specified objectives 
for phase II. (BM) 
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To evaluate vocational teacher education as com- 
prehensively as possible, a model was developed 
which is applicable statewide, based upon the pri- 
mary delivery system of public institutions of higher 
education, inclusive of the three major missions of 
vocational teacher education (instructional services, 
research and development activities, and service ac- 
tivities), and based upon expectations for vocational 
professional development. Within the model, each 
of three mission areas is described in terms of goal 
statements which require objectives to describe how 
vocational teacher education programs will achieve 
a particular goal. Operationalization of the objec- 
tives in measurable terms is provided through proc- 
ess and product criteria which specify the basic 
components of an objective. The instruments con- 
tained in this manual were developed to encompass 
all the criteria statements and correspond to the 
process and product criteria. While the process in- 
struments are intended for use by the institution’s 
faculty for self-study, the eleven product-related in- 
struments are designed for use by individuals out- 
side the institution, such as state and national 
service agencies, research students and faculty, and 
other users of research and development products. 
(The manual provides copies of and directions for 
the instruments as well as a brief literature review 
and bibliography of evaluation systems for voca- 
tional teacher education. The appendixes include a 
diagram of the evaluation model, and outline the 
goals and objectives for the three mission areas.)

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Identifiers—Education Amendments 1974 
A study was conducted to develop a prototype 
audio digest to deliver in cassette tape format infor- 
mation concerning career education program de- 
sign, basic concepts, and faculty training. The 
project focused on the following goals: increase the 
amount of career education information in an easily 
assimilated, high impact format; establish a delivery 
system that is national in scope; evaluate responses 
of a large national field test group; and explore the 
feasibility of continuing the digest on a subscription 
basis after federal support ends. Eight tapes were 
produced on the following subjects integral to career 
education: definition; community involvement; ca- 
reer education and guidance; sex stereotype-free 
programs; career education for the handicapped; 
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curriculum infusion; evaluation; and staff develop- 
ment. One side of each cassette presented the most 
recent developments in the field, including legisla- 
tion, funding information, excerpts from important 
speeches/interviews, and significant research- 
/development results. The other side of each tape 
contained a documentary on one or two successful 
programs. The cassettes were field tested in 106 
school districts (a stratified random sampling drawn 
from all fifty states). Results showed that for pro- 
grams beginning career education implementation, 
the tapes helped establish guidelines and provided 
ideas that could be incorporated into the programs. 
For on-going programs, the tapes reinforced ideas 
already in effect and provided a medium for pre- 
senting career education to the community. The 
tapes were also found to be useful in inservice pro- 
grams. (BM) 
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Identifiers—Education Amendments 1974 
The CERES (Career Education Responsive to 

Every Student) Model Project for grades K-12 was 
evaluated by an outside party as well as internally by 
project staff (see CE 017 740). The external summa- 
tive evaluation was limited to assessing project ef- 
fectiveness based on pre- and posttests for the 
following objectives: (1) career education knowl- 
edge and awareness, career choice, and obtaining 
information about careers in grades 7 and 8; (2) job 
application skills in grade 9; (3) knowledge of auto 
mechanics, basic vocabulary, and career education 
information in auto-English classes; (4) improve- 
ment in attitude toward, and increase in knowledge 
of, career education among teaching interns; and (5) 
developing a pilot testing program to evaluate ca- 
reer education in elementary schools. It was con- 
cluded that CERES staff members function well as 
a team and receive much support from administra- 
tors, teachers, and the community; that career edu- 
cation seems strongest at the elementary level and 
at the skill-preparation level in the secondary 
schools; that the special education component 
needs more leadership, and articulation should be 
improved among all components; that the project 
has not only increased the students’ career aware- 
ness but has also favorably influenced preservice 
teaching interns; and that a stronger conceptual 
framework, as well as more effective instructional 
materials, needs to be developed. (ELG) 
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Identifiers—Wisconsin 
This curriculum guide was developed to assist 
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teachers (K-12) in developing comprehensive in- 
dustrial education programs, establish individual 
courses, or plan instruction integrated with other 
academic areas. This booklet’s content is presented 
in eight sections. The first, an introduction for 
teachers, explains the purpose of the guide. The next 
three sections briefly provide a rationale for indus- 
trial education and define industry and industrial 
education. The next and longest section identifies 
five behavioral objectives of industrial education 
and for each objective presents a matrix to serve as 
a basis for selecting and organizing content. The 
elements of industry (system, resource, and coor- 
dinating elements) appear on the vertical axis of the 
matrix while content organizers (elements that pro- 
vide specific focus for each objective) appear on the 
horizontal axis. The sixth section discusses three 
levels in the process of local curriculum planning, 
development, and review. The next section lists ex- 
amples of sub-objectives and activities, while the 
last one presents questions that can be used by 
teachers to provide students with the opportunity to 
interact with each other and examine issues. A list 
of supplementary references and a bibliography are 
attached. (EM) 
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Identifiers—Philippines 
Rationale and format are presented of some new 

adult learning materials developed for illiterates be- 

ing served by the Philippines Rural Reconstruction 

Movement (PRRM). In part 1 the project’s back- 

ground, objectives, and curriculum design are intro- 

duced. The primary objective is defined as the intent 
to broaden the scope of PRRM’s functional literacy 
program by integrating family planning concepts 
into the curriculum. It is reported that in order to 
make the curriculum relevant to rural Filipinos, a 
survey was conducted to determine levels of living, 
knowledge, attitudes, and practices at the local 
level. The remainder of part 1 focuses on the cur- 
riculum. For example, literacy materials are given to 
the student one lesson at a time, and the materials 
begin each lesson with a lead sentence closely 
related to the student’s daily problems. A syllable 
chart demonstrates the manner in which syllables 
are introduced. Part 2 continues with a description 
of the lessons: each two hour session is divided into 
two parts; the first hour is devoted to group discus- 
sion and the second hour to language arts skills. 

Also in this part the teacher's role is defined, and the 

survey instrument and individual progress form are 

included. (CSS) 
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This curriculum guide for Levels I and II home 

economics teachers in New York State provides 

guidelines for developing instructional program 
content for grades 5-8. An introductory section de-

scribes the design of the homemaking-family living 
curriculum; presents procedures for utilizing 
modules in planning instruction with an example of 
plans for implementing one specific module; and 
includes suggestions for the development of 
courses. The remaining two sections of the docu- 
ment present the scope of learnings, the curriculum 
framework, and sample modules for each of the two 
instructional levels. The curriculum covers four 
basic subject areas (human development; housing- 
/furnishings/equipment; food/nutrition; and clo- 
thing/textiles) and six content emphases 
(management, buymanship, leisure, careers, health- 
/safety, and relationships). The following informa- 
tion is appended: an analysis of student needs and 
a needs analysis chart; a glossary of terms; a mini- 
guide for writing measurable behavioral objectives; 
and related forms. (Sample modules for instruc- 
tional levels III, IV, and V, which cover grades 9-12, 
are available in a companion document, CE 014 
566.) (BM) 
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In this study full-time adult education program 
administrators were interviewed and taped to deter- 
mine what they did on the job, how they felt about 
what they did, and how they prepared or felt they 
should be preparing to achieve the goals they identi- 
fied as essential to doing those jobs well. Transcript 
responses from the interviews were divided into 
seven clusters which define adult educators’ compe- 
tencies and roles. The seven clusters are as follow: 
(1) people skills, (2) tightrope-walking-the need for 
a strong ego, (3) the knowledge base-what one has 
to know to be an educator of adults, (4) where you 
belong-the organizational sense, (5) the multi- 
dimensional quality, (6) rubbing shoulders with peo- 
ple-the experiential base, and (7) resources valued.

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Identifiers—Illinois 
In phase 1 of this study Illinois proprietary institu- 

tions were surveyed to identify their vocational pro- 

gram offerings; a directory of their offerings was 
published. In phase 2 Illinois proprietary schoo! ad- 
ministrators were interviewed, and the data was 
analyzed to determine resources available, the insti- 
tution’s readiness for cooperation and/or public 
support, and the institution’s strategies for serving 
adult and minority populations. Among the thirty- 

seven phase 2 conclusions, it was reported that II- 

linois proprietary school owners display a 

professional approach as evidenced by membership 

in local, state, and national associations and efforts 
to obtain national accreditation. Also, the lecture or 


shop lecture/lecture demonstration is the most 
orevalent type of instructional methodology. In 
phase 3 a national survey was taken to determine 
state-based public/private cooperation and financial 
support to proprietary education, and a statewide 
assessment was made of attitudes toward public sup- 
port of proprietary education. In phase 3, thirteen 
conclusions were formed concerning state-based 
policies for resident proprietary education. For ex- 
ample, it was documented that resident proprietary 
vocational education is a large enterprise, and 
boards authorized to administer state plans for vo- 
cational education have limited responsibility for 
governing, coordinating, or regulating resident pro- 
prietary vocational education. (The proprietary in- 
stitutions directory, an annotated bibliography, and 
survey instruments are included.) (Author/CSS) 
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Identifiers—California 
A study was conducted to demonstrate the useful- 

ness and effectiveness of the Community College 
Occupational Programs Evaluation System 
(COPES) in assessing program areas in California 
community colleges. The demonstration concen- 
trated on two program areas, administration of jus- 
tice and business occupations, and a statewide 
sample of eight colleges (a total of twenty-five 
schools participated) was selected for each of these 
two areas. From an analysis of information supplied 
by the schools, self-studies, and validation visits, it 
was possible to identify statewide strengths, weak- 
nesses, critical needs for improvement, and inser- 
vice training needs. In the area of administration of 
justice the program’s strength was found in the high 
degree of competency among the instructors while 
in the business occupations area it was in the facili- 
ties and equipment. Both areas were assessed as 
needing inservice education for faculty to provide 
adequate and up-to-date information on the labor 
market. All twenty-five colleges rated COPES’ ap- 
plication to program areas favorably. The most 
often noted criticism was the brevity of validation 
visits; other areas in need of improvement were 
found to include interviewing techniques, reporting, 
and the writing of evaluation instruments. (Tables 
provide the ratings of COPES items for the two 
program areas while the appendixes contain rank- 
ings of program area needs and reactions by valida- 
tion teams and by professionals at cooperating 
colleges to the use of COPES.) (ELG)

This is the report of a project designed to identify 
useful vocational agriculture curriculum publica- 
tions and to make them available to Pennsylvania 
vocational agriculture teachers. A catalogue of se- 
lected instructional materials from Illinois, Ohio, 
and Oklahoma is presented. Each catalogue docu- 
ment is described, its origin is given, and the price 
is provided. In addition, two teacher’s manuals are 
appended. The first manual, “Agricultural Products 
I,” which is for first-year students, contains five sec- 
tions: (1) units general to agricultural products proc- 
essing, (2) fruits, vegetables, and beverages, (3) 
meats, poultry, and eggs, (4) dairy products, and (5) 
cereal grain foods. Each unit within a section con- 
tains unit objectives and performance objectives. 
Also, the instructional areas are outlined, and 
evaluation guidelines and instructional aids are sug- 
gested. “Agricultural Products II,” for second-year 
students, contains three sections: (1) fruits, vegeta- 
bles, and beverages, (2) meats, poultry, and eggs, 
and (3) dairy products. Units within each section 
provide student activities and frequently work- 
sheets and/or information sheets.

This monograph on Comprehensive Employment 

and Training Act (CETA) program models for prac- 
titioners who are implementing or redesigning pub- 
lic service employment programs explores three 
major approaches to public service employment:

mented a community-based career education 
(CBCE) program in three of its five high schools. 
Two program designs were offered: a two-hour ver- 
sion including job-site visitation during school hours 
and a one-hour version in which job-site visitation 
was arranged after school hours. The one-hour ver- 
sion was considered the most popular and feasible 
design for continuation. A third-party evaluation 
was conducted based on eight student outcomes 
relating to career awareness, self awareness, and ca- 
reer planning. Eighty students participating in the 
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program and a control group of 100 non-participat- 
ing students were administered pre- and post-writ- 
ten inventories and were also interviewed. 
Comparisons were made between the groups’ 
scores, and conclusions were made based cn the 
eight student outcome objectives. Some of these 
conclusions are the following: (1) the CBCE pro- 
gram had a definite impact on the students’ abilities 
to analyze conditions and requirements of occupa- 
tions, but little or no impact on the students’ in- 
creased understandings of positive and negative 
rewards associated with various types of works; (2) 
the treatment students demonstrated increased in- 
terest in and understanding of their own abilities; 
and (3) CBCE had little or no impact on the actual 
selection of jobs stereotyped for the opposite sex.

Achievement Tests, General Educational Deve- 
lopment Tests, Louisiana 
The study compared two adult education stand- 
ards used to determine Louisiana student eligibility 
for taking the General Educational Development 
(GED) test. Of the initial 590 students, 516 re- 
mained as study participants. The traditional stand- 
ard, Standard 1, required the student to earn 13.0 on 
the California Achievement Test (CAT) with no 
area score below 12.0. The alternative standard, 
Standard 2, required the student to earn a raw score 
of thirty-four or above on the American College 
Testing-Adult Performance Level Survey (ACT- 
APL Survey) with a minimum of 10.0 in each CAT 
subject area. Students were pretested on the CAT 
and ACT-APL. A control group received instruc- 
tion in a traditional adult education program; the 
experimental group was taught through an APL- 
based program. The study compares the percentage 
of students initially qualifying for GED through 
Standards | and 2. Percentages of students initially 
qualifying who actually took and passed the GED 
were also compared. Of the initial Standard 1 
recommendations, 89% passed the GED; of those 
recommended through Standard 2, 97% passed. 
Ninety percent of the persons who qualified for 
GED testing by alternative and not traditional crit- 
eria were able to pass the test. APL instruction and 
criteria allowed a higher percentage of students to 
remain in an adult education program and attain a 
high school equivalency diploma. (Author/CSS)

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To educate the small business entrepreneur on a 
continuing basis over three years, a model was deve- 
loped to meet the specific needs of North Dakota 
business entrepreneurs and the educational institu- 
tions serving them. Enrollment in the program at 
Lake Region Junior College was limited the first 
year to twenty businesses and was increased the 
second year to forty. Designed to increase the effec- 
tiveness of business operations, the course of study 
emphasizes family involvement and provides in- 
dividualized instruction through on-site visits as 
well as classroom and small group instruction. The 
subjects taught focus on accounting, taxes, record- 
keeping. small business analysis, reorganization, 
and business technology. Evaluation of the program 
was made by the participating entrepreneurs, an ad- 
visory committee, the Small Business Administra- 
tion, and the college administrators. 
Recommendations included the following: (1) the 
program begin in the summer; (2) advanced billing 
be used to produce a sense of commitment; (3) class 
size be limited to twenty with a total for the three 
years of no more than thirty-five with one program 
coordinator; (4) students live within fifty miles of 
the school to permit instructional visits; and (5) an 
advisory committee be formed for evaluation and 
course changes. (The appendixes contain a list of 
unit topics for each year, an agreement form for the 
entrepreneur and the instructor, the program 
evaluations, the business analysis forms, a standard- 
ized chart of accounts, a progress report form, and 
the charter for an advisory committee.) (ELG) 
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A slide/tape series entitled “Vocational Educa- 

tion and the Special Needs Student” was developed 

in North Dakota to illustrate adaptations that voca- 
tional education teachers have made for special 
needs students (mentally handicapped. physically 

handicapped, and disadvantaged) and to serve as a 

basis for discussion at inservice and preservice lev- 

els of teacher education. A twelve-to-fifteen-minute 


presentation was produced for each of seven voca- 
tional service areas: agriculture, distributive educa- 
tion, health, home economics, industrial arts, office 
education, and trade/technical education. Each sli- 
de/tape shows interviews with a minimum of three 
teachers and support-staff members representing ru- 
ral and urban programs. Chosen through a needs 
assessment survey as priority inservice needs, the 
topics covered include interpersonal relationship 
skills, identifying students, curriculum adaptations, 
teaching techniques, job placement, and evaluation 
of students. Following their presentation at the re- 
gional Education Professional Development Act 
(EPDA) special needs seminar in February and 
March, 1978, they were evaluated by the majority 
of seminar participants as good to excellent. An 
advisory committee also viewed the series and 
recommended that it be shown at the All Service 
Conference in conjunction with discussion groups. 
(The appendixes contain the results of the needs 
assessment survey, the interview questions used in 
each presentation, a list of the teachers interviewed, 
and a summary of the evaluation by seminar partici- 
pants.) (ELG) 
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A research project was undertaken to develop a 

handbook for secondary school industrial arts pro- 
grams in North Dakota relative to the educational 
specifications on facilities and instructional equip- 
ment. Among the procedures used to determine 
these needs were a literature search for such guide- 
lines in other states, a review of the restructured 
state curriculum guide and master plan for industrial 
arts, and recommendations for laboratory sizes and 
types, environmental provisions and utilities, and 
equipment. It was found that the physical facility 
must plan for (1) student exploration in the use of 
tools, materials, and equipment with emphasis on 
problem solving either on an individual or group 
basis; (2) the state curriculum planning sequence for 
junior and senior high schools; (3) one of three types 
of laboratories: dual-cluster, general cluster, or com- 
prehensive: (4) space requirements according to 
adequate safety clearance for aisles and traffic pat- 
terns; (5) complete visibility for the instructor; (6) 
laboratory placement by intradepartmental rela- 
tionships: (7) laboratory flexibility and adaptability; 
and (8) integrated utility systems. As for equipment 
selection, it was concluded that the major criteria 
include potential for educational development of 
students, valid production function, safety and ease 
of operation, quality, and simplicity. In order to plan 
sufficient space for each piece of equipment, it was 
found that equipment selection should precede lay- 
out plans for arranging equipment. (ELG) 
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Intended for use by secondary and postsecondary 
vocational instructors in organizing and conducting 
supervised occupational experiences for students, 
this handbook is divided into two parts. Part 1 cov- 
ers planning and managing occupational experience 
programs and discusses the following topics: (1) 
basic definitions and objectives of an occupational 
experience program; (2) development of an ad- 
ministrative plan, including scheduling of the occu- 
pational experience, staff commitment, and funding;

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Identifiers—Comprehensive Employment Training 
Act, Transition to Work Simulator, United States 
The transition to work simulator (TWS) was deve- 
loped as a policy tool for education and manpower 
planning. It was designed in anticipation of the Edu- 
cation Amendments of 1976 and the Youth Em- 
ployment and Demonstration Projects Act of 1977 
to facilitate comprehensive planning. TWS is a com- 
puterized simulation model of the stream of impor- 
tant decisions persons make in growing from high 
school students to mature workers. Average simula- 
tion is for 3,500 persons. TWS creates a single co- 
hort of persons age fifteen to about thirty-three. It 
synthesizes information describing individual dif- 
ferences, education/manpower programs, and ca- 
reer experiences. TWS decisions are separated into 
three categories: (1) creation: circumstantial aspects 
beyond individual control which determine a per- 
son’s central characteristics (e.g., sex, race, general 
ability); (2) high school: decisions about the high 
school program selected, participation in a Compre- 
hensive Employment and Training Act (CETA) 
program, etc.; and (3) post high school: major labor 
market and career related decisions (including deci- 
sions about marital status and parenting). Example 
policy experiments have been conducted using edu- 
cational policy, manpower policy, a comparison of 
an educational policy and the Classroom Skill 
Training and Cooperative Work Experience Pro- 
gram, and high school dropouts. A major TWS ad- 
vantage seems to be its ability to make 
understandable the development of persons into 
workers. (CSS) 
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Identifiers—Ohio 
A localized system for the evaluation of invest- 

ment in vocational education in Ohio is described in 

this four part manual. Following an instruction in- 
troduction to the manual, part II provides a descrip- 
tion of the analytical framework for this system. 

Vocational education is analyzed as an investment 

and an explanation of the criteria used in the evalua- 

tion is given. The steps used in the computerized 
system to calculate the evaluation measures are 
listed in part III. It also lists the data and source of 
data utilized in each step.

Reported here is the completed phase 2 of a pro- 

gram designed to develop a comprehensive inte- 

grated system that will produce information for 
planning and administrating Illinois vocational edu- 
cation programs. Phase 2 project activities were in- 
tended to further develop and refine the Illinois 

Vocational Management Information System (MIS) 

and to develop three integral MIS components: (1) 

cost analysis, (2) follow-up, and (3) teacher sup- 

ply/demand. The cost component was developed to 
provide local school administrators with a tool for 
analyzing the total cost of various educational pro- 
grams being offered in their districts. The follow-up 
component was created to provide vocational edu- 
cation administrators and/or agencies at the local 
and state level with an automated system to obtain 
student follow-up information. The teacher compo- 
nent was designed to store data relating to teachers. 
counselors, and administrators in vocational educa- 
tion and students enrolled in and graduated from 
Illinois vocational education teacher training pro- 
grams. In addition to completing the system's de- 
sign and programming work. documentation and 
user materials were developed. Ten field-test school 
districts were involved in data collection and report- 
ing activities.

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Identifiers—*Comprehensive Employment Train-

This is a study of the development and passage of 

employment legislation between 1973 and 1977. A 

primary focus is on how the Comprehensive Em- 

ployment and Training Act (CETA) became law.

A well-designed curriculum depends on clearly 
specified objectives. An abuse-avoidance technique 
can be used to write these objectives. The Air Uni- 
versity, charged with building professional compe- 
tence of officers and airmen, has to determine 
educational requirements. The curriculum, based on 
these requirements, usually consists of broadly 
worded area objectives and specifically worded les- 
son objectives. Two arguments support the need for 
behavioral objectives. The first argument is that the 
proof of learning is a change in behavior, and the 
second is that objectives stated entirely in general- 
ized terms invite a variety of unintended responses.

The majority of women enrolled in noncollegiate 

postsecondary vocational schools in October, 1976, 
were twenty-five years of age and over and attended 
school part-time while working full-time. The en- 
rollment of women of age eighteen and over in non- 
collegiate postsecondary schools in October, 1976, 
was almost equal to that of men. When enrollments 
are examined by age and labor force participation, 
differences between men and women become appar- 
ent. For eighteen- to twenty-one-year-olds, the 
number of women participating in vocational educa- 
tion greatly exceeded that of men, while the partici- 
pation rate of women of age twenty-two to 
thirty-four was considerably below that of men. 
Women enrolled full-time were primarily in the 
younger age groups, while the part-time women stu- 
dents were concentrated in the older age groups. 
Comparing women to men students, sixty percent of 
the women versus eight-three percent of the men 
held jobs, seven percent of the women and men 
were unemployed and looking for work, and thirty- 
three percent of the women versus ten percent of 
the men were not in the labor force. Seventy-four 
percent of the employed women students and 
ninety percent of the employed men students were 
full-time workers. Most vocational students (fifty- 
one percent) had completed high school and thirty- 
nine percent had some college experience.

In chapter 2 there is an examination of the indirect 
effects on consumers that advertising has been seen 
to have by causing shifts in various patterns of in- 
dustrial, family. and national resource allocations.

A student and school staff needs assessment was 

conducted to determine the career education needs 

of South Carolina students in the elementary, mid- 

dle/junior high schools, and senior high schools. 

The special needs of handicapped and other educa- 

tionally disadvantaged students were also consid- 

ered. The needs assessment procedure was 
structured on the following seven basic elements of 
career education: self-knowledge: decision-making 


skills; career awareness; economic awareness; edu- 
cational awareness; attitudes and appreciations; and 
social awareness. The study was based on a strati- 
fied random sample of forty-seven counties and in- 
cluded a total of 108 classrooms at the fourth-, 
eighth-, and twelfth-grade levels. Results were 
analyzed and compared to national career educa- 
tion needs assessments. Some of the findings in- 
clude the following: (1) on the elementary level, 
significant needs exist for provisions for a local 
needs assessment, identification of school and com- 
munity resources, and increased emphasis on the 
use of counselors and testing to help students iden- 
tify their interests and aptitudes; (2) on the middle/- 
junior high and senior high school levels, significant 
needs exist for a local needs assessment, formal im- 
plementation plan, inservice training, released time 
and planned conferences for materiais develop- 
ment, field trips, and evaluation of career education 
efforts; and (3) for handicapped /disadvantaged stu- 
dents, critical needs exist in the area of career edu- 
cation opportunities offered to all students with 
special emphasis at the high school level on match- 
ing the interests and aptitudes of individual students 
with future occupational possibilities.

The work of the adult educators, Moses Coady in 
Novia Scotia (1920s and 1930s) and Paulo Freire in 
Brazil (1950s and 1960s) can be examined compara- 
tively. Both men viewed adult education as a tool 
for social change. Both responded to endemic pov- 
erty, dysfunctional outside control, and lack of 
cooperative initiative from within. They would 
agree that the chronically poor see themselves as 
having the problem and do not attempt to find in 
themselves the solution. Both concluded that only 
the poor could effect meaningful change for them- 
selves. The two men saw education as a process to 
examine what has gone wrong and what needs to be 
done. In the Coadian and Freierian philosophies, 
the learner’s position is central, but not separate 
from the general community. The first goal in bring- 
ing about social change is to develop critical aware- 
ness on the part of the poor. Literacy education 
forms the contextual focus of Freire’s efforts to pro- 
mote the poor’s active awareness; Coady’s partici- 
pants learn skills of economic cooperation to 
achieve active social awareness. Leadership for 
Freire and Coady is more a matter of being a change 
agent than a teacher. The differences between the 
two seem to be ones of degree, not of kind. (CSS)

In a speech on the development of formalized 
systems for distance education, the British Open 
University is highlighted. Three themes are ad- 
dressed: (1) objectives, methods, and evaluation of 
Great Britain’s Open University, (2) examination 
and comparison of similar institutions in other 
countries, and (3) development of guidelines for 
initiation of similar institutions. The communica- 
tions explosion has led to a worldwide trend toward 
participative democracy. First prompted by politi- 
cians and then by government, the Open University 
was designed to give excluded students a second 
chance at higher education. Access was to be easy, 
but there would be no compromise on materials or 
academic standards. There would be no qualifica- 
tions, costs would be reasonable, and education 
would be taken to students. Radio and television 
would serve as adjuncts. Since 1971, over 120,000 
have been admitted, with course success rate being 
about 70-75%. The university has largely achieved 
its objectives, and the British academic world has 
accepted the degree in standard. Success has led to 
world interest in the distance learning concept, 
though foreign countries address differently their 
needs, populations, and financing. One shared con- 
cept is that it is possible and practical to educate 
through nontraditional modes. It can be concluded 
that, among other things, courses must be specifi- 
cally designed for the target population, and one 
should make use of available mass communication 
systems.

Important issues in African education involve the 
effects of the colonial education system on African 
subjects and their countries’ political and socio-eco- 
nomic development.

Following independence, the state 
of education in many African countries in 1960 may 
be summarized as follows: (1) there was a fairly 
widespread primary education system with enroll- 
ment at about 41% of school age population; (2) 
adult illiteracy ranged from 50% to 99%; (3) educa- 
tional expenditure has grown considerably; and (4) 
there was uncertainty as to the relevance of the 
educational system to the challenges of the newly 
independent countries. After independence, there 
were many efforts to expand educational opportuni- 
ties. Between 1950-1960, enrollment in about forty 
primary sector countries increased 3-26%. Problems 
such as high formal education costs, high unemploy- 
ment for school leavers, alienation of some educated 
persons from their culture/communities, and a mul- 
tiplicity of languages, and lack of educational oppor- 
tunities have led to a search for functional and less 
expensive education. Political and social action by 
many groups in addition to ministries of education 
will be required to resolve the complex problems of 
African educational systems. (CSS)

tionship 
As university institutions have grown, the univer- 

sity and community relationship has again become 
obscure and troubling. Today, no one has to defend 
the thesis that adults can learn. We have turned our 
attention to how, when, and at what price. Over the 
last twenty years, postsecondary education has wit- 
nessed a shift from elite to mass education. Adult 
public education, mostly of a remedial nature, was 
largely a failure prior to the mid-fifties. But by that 
time in Canada and the U.S., the private sector (in- 
dustry, armed services, etc.) had created teaching 
and learning systems that sometimes dwarfed the 
public sector in scope, results, and costs. During this 
same period, the mistaken view of education as an 
investment was accepted and transmitted to deve- 
loping countries. What has been thrown into per- 
spective now is the distinction between learning and 
education and how the two are related. Education, 
a social endeavor, is the way society responds to the 
capacity of its members to learn. The Canadian uni- 
versity must create its own community not identi- 
fied by a single place, the student’s age, or the 
instructional process. It must cease to evaluate con- 
ventional students for society. The university 
should focus on where, how, why, and what learning 
is taking place. (CSS)

This chronicle outlines the development of adult 

education in British Columbia from 1833 to 1976. 
The introduction states that the development of 
adult education activities and services in British Co- 
lumbia can be traced back almost one hundred and 
fifty years. The author stresses that the outline is 
tentative, and he encourages others to fill in the 
gaps. In the earlier period of the chronology, espe- 
cially pre-1914, the author defines adult education 
as deliberate efforts by men and women to satisfy 
their thirst for knowledge, to equip themselves for 
citizenship responsibilities, and to find opportuni- 
ties for self expression. In the later sections, he gives 
emphasis to activities which involve sustained com- 
munication between the learner and a teacher or 
instructional agent. Very few of the major develop- 
ments included in the chronology are said to be 
associated with agencies for which adult education 
is the principal activity. In later years a trend is 
noted in which formal educational institutions have 
increasingly become dominant in the provision of 
adult education.

State educational departments can take the initia- 
tive in assisting local resources to undertake the task 
of exploring alternative perspectives on lifelong 
learning.

ine their role in developing strategies to deal with 
the adult learner’s changing needs. A few sugges- 
tions are (1) resource analysis—identify and appraise 
the range, nature, and use of educational resources 
in the state; (2) need identification—assess the range 
and intensity of educationally related interests and 
concerns among significant groups within the state: 
(3) guidance programming-identify essential and

Focusing on the cultural needs and values of the 
American Indian child, this programed reader is de- 
signed to develop a sense of prideful awareness of 
self as an individual and as an Indian. Developed as 
part of a Career Education series, this reader is di- 
vided into three sections and uses the technique of 
controlled or directed projection. The first section. 
utilizing illustrations only, presents five pictures 
which focus on the Indian child himself and twenty- 
five pictures which pertain to five Indian values 
(bravery. generosity and sharing, individual free- 
dom, adjustment to nature, and Indian wisdom). 
Teaching instructions and suggested questions/re- 
sponses for discussion accompany the pictures. Sec- 
tion 2 addresses itself to the immediate family 
through the presentation of forty-eight pictures with 
underlying script. These pictures seek to develop 
the child’s awareness of his relationship to each 
family member and also incorporate the five values 
presented in section 1. Teaching instructions and a 
glossary of the ninety-eight words used in section 2 
are included. Section 3 seeks to develop the child's 
awareness of himself in relation to his community 
and for the first time introduces the non-Indian in 
the illustrations and text. Teaching instructions and 
a glossary of the 211 new words used in section 3 


are included. Sections 2 and 3 incorporate the illus- 
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trations with captions in both Lakota (Sioux) and 
English. New words are introduced gradually and 
repeated frequently, and the structure of the text is 
extended from very simple phrases to the more 
complex structure of the short story. (A set of learn- 
ing modules of similar subjects and grade levels is 
available-see note.)

The learning modules presented in this document 
were developed as part of the continuing Career 
Education and the American Indian Series.

This paper describes a plan for career education 
Which is being adopted by the California Career 
Education Task Force with the intent of aiding the 
State Department of Education. The plan will be 
useful to many educators throughout the country. 
Part One of this paper deals with counselor effec- 
tiveness Guidance and counseling program modes 
as well as change opportunities are discussed. Part 
Two ¢ disc usses research and theories available to the 
counselor. Presented are ideas of Piaget, Kolberg. 
Newmann, Dewey. and Gordon. Part Three pro- 
poses an action plan based on the material presented 
in Part Two. The plan combines developmental psy- 
chology. community-based education. moral deve- 
lopment. and career education. A sample plan and 
the steps for its institution are provided. Part Four 
evaluates the basic structure of the action plan. Hall- 
marks of the plan are a holistic concern for the 
student. and simplicity. Adoptibility to subject mat- 
ter. moral development, social interaction with the 
community. enhancement of a vocational self- 
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image, and room for creative are positive features. 
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Examined are two dimensions of leadership style 
(task-orientation and person-orientation) as they 
also define teacher style, specifically, as a function 
of context (grade-level, teacher experience, and 
socio-political differences). The Teacher Opinion 
Questionnaire was utilized to obtain opinions of 
ideal teacher behavior. Subjects were teachers-544 
from Pennsylvania and 732 from Sweden. They 
were evenly distributed among three grade levels, 
and levels of experience. Findings indicate two 
common components in the responses of the two 
groups-initiating structure and _ consideration. 
Americans were high in the former, and Swedes in 
the latter areas. Americans see a rigidity aspect to 
their job, and Swedes do not. Americans also see a 
difference between instructional tasks and main- 
taining an authority position. The dominant value 
structure of the culture is reflected in teacher opin- 
ions about ideal behavior. (Author/JLL) 
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Identifiers—*Sixteen Personality Factor Question- 
naire 
The relationship between classroom seating pref- 

erence and personality was explored. Subjects were 

81 undergraduate students. Using the same 32-seat 

classroom, four classes were tested. Students were 

administered Cattell’s 16 PF followed by another 
questionnaire which contained a diagram of the 
classroom, and students were asked to indicate their 
occupied seat. If the occupied seat was not the pre- 
ferred seat, students were also asked to indicate the 
preferred seat. Each seat was assigned a zone of 
participation (ZP) value. Using a Spearman rank- 
order correlation statistic, ZP values and row 
choices were correlated with Cattell’s Primary and 

Second Order Factors. Results indicate that row 

choice was related to extroversion, tough poise. 

shrewdness, dominance, and ego strength. Also, 
students sitting toward the center differed on ego 
strength, guilt-proneness, and anxiety, relative to 

Students sitting away from the center. (Au-

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Work Experience Programs. Working Women 
The cultural position of women vis-a-vis work is 

changing. Family breakdown and the financial bur- 

dens which come with single-parenting are forcing 
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women to enter the job market for the first time or 
in a new way. Even in two-parent families, eco- 
nomic constraints are demanding that wives as well 
as husbands work full-time. Too many women will 
experience discouragement as they enter work or 
change their expectations of it. This is true particu- 
larly for women who: (1) are from low-income back- 
grounds; (2) are entering work after or as a result of 
personal trauma (divorce, widowhood); (3) are en- 
tering work without the credentials of higher educa- 
tion; and/or (4) have life experiences which are 
traditionally female. For such women gratifying 
work is not easily found. Moreover, the human ser- 
vices upon which these women rely for new access 
to work have not provided advocacy for social 
change, but have often limited the search for new 
careers by the denial of critical support systems. The 
New Careers in Mental Health program described 
in this document was established in 1973 to address 
these concerns. It involves developing innovative 
Associate and Bachelor level education programs 
which enable the combination of full employment in 
human service and full-time participation in higher 
education. (Author) 
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*Sex Differences, Social Psychology. Social Rela- 
tions 
Male and female subjects identified as very attrac- 

tive or very unattractive worked in an interview-like 
situation with a listener of the opposite sex who was 
presented so as to maximize or minimize his or her 
natural attractiveness. intimacy of self-disclosure 
was found to be significantly greater for females 
than for males, significantly greater for unattractive 
than for attractive subjects, and significantly greater 
to an attractive than to an unattractive listener. The 
results are discussed in terms of sex differences in 
American socialization processes, interpersonal re- 
sponse style differences between attractive and 
unattractive people, and the social stimulus value of 
good looks. Directions for applied research into 
areas such as counseling and police interrogation 
are also considered. (Author) 
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State of the Art Reviews 
Both clinicians and patients can easily become 
entangled in the “rights versus rites” debate-that is, 
the effort to strike a balance between mandated 
“right to treatment” and emerging “right to refuse 
treatment.” This paper examines legal and psychia- 
tric precedent and practice in those areas and sug- 
gests a practical, prudent and palatable middle 
ground in solving that crucial dilemma. (Author) 
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Identifiers—*Childs Personel Attributes Question- 
naire, *Toy Preference Test 
This study investigated the relationship of psy- 

chological masculinity and feminity in children to 

trait stereotyping and toy preferences. Subjects (157 

boys and 157 girls in Grades K-4) were tested on a 

Child Test Battery, including the Child’s Personal 

Attributes Questionnaire based on the adult PAQ 
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(Spence, Helmreich & Stapp, 1974, 1975), the Trait 
Stereotype measure which parallels the CPAQ, and 
the Toy Preference test. Results showed highly sig- 
nificant differences between the means for boys and 
girls on the CPAQ scales. However, within each 
sex, M and F were essentially orthogonal. Highly 
significant sex differences were found on the Stereo- 
type measure with each sex showing greater knowl- 
edge of same-sex stereotypes. Large sex differences 
were found in the expected direction in preference 
for sex-typed toys. However, no consistent relation- 
ship between knowledge of trait stereotypes and 
possession of parallel traits was found. Correlations 
between the CPAQ scales and the Toy Preference 
M and F scales were low, and in the predicted direc- 
tion. These results suggest that in the investigation 
of psychological masculinity and femininity in chil- 
dren, it is necessary to keep the measurement of 
traits both conceptually and methodologically dis- 
tinct from the study of other gender-related 
phenomena. (Author) 
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This paper briefly summarizes four years of re- 
search on career decisions in a large sample (997) of 
high-ability women. The research focused on career 
choice and career choice change in these young 
women during the time when these decisions were 
being made. A variety of background questions 
were included in the survey instrument, including 
family size, high school size, socio-economic back- 
ground, parents’ educational attainments and sex- 
role atypicality of the mothers’ occupations. Results 
indicate: (1) change in career planning is common 
in these women; (2) the extent of change varies by 
the area of early career choice; and (3) changes in 
original career decisions typically occur early in col- 
lege. (Author/ HMV) 
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This presentation gives a general overview of the 
part-time student within the realm of the non-tradi- 
tional student; provides a description of the Part- 
time Student Grant Program at lowa State 
University; shares the results of a survey given to 
grant recipients; and provides recommendations for 
other institutions interested in similar innovative 
programs. Recommendations include ways to assess 
program need and goals; define funding require- 
ments and locate sources for funds; and handle ad- 
ministrative responsibilities. (Author) 
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Parental and peer influence on adolescents ac- 

count for a substantial portion of the variation in 


health behavior developing in late adolescence. Of 
high school students sampled, 50% describe the in- 
fluence attempts of their mothers, fathers and peers 
as neutral on most health behavior. Smoking is the 
exception to the pattern with mothers and fathers 
strongly discouraging and peers mildly encouraging 
smoking. Peer and parental influences are consist- 
ent with each other regarding weight watching, 
health food selection and optional exercise. The 
most frequent response for these behaviors, other 
than neutral, is that of mild encouragement. It 
seems clear that there is the potential for health 
educators, government health agencies and others 
to increase efforts to involve parents and peers in 
more actively influencing the establishment of 
health maintaining habits in adolescents.

Each of one third of all Pennsylvania public high 

schools were assessed in 1974, 75 and 76 so that all 
high school students were assessed during this 
three-year period. The results indicate that eleventh 
grade female students displayed a significantly more 
positive attitude toward work than did the male stu- 
dents when responding to work attitude statements 
such as “To me the most important thing about 
work is the good feeling I get from it.” The female 
students also displayed a significantly higher level of 
disagreement than did male students with negative 
statements such as “The prospect of working most 
of my adult life depresses me.” Females answered 
more questions correctly on the Vocational Knowl- 
edge Test; however, both groups answered fewer 
than half of the questions correctly. Large numbers 
of both male and female students expressed similar 
difficulties with career planning. A slight majority of 
all eleventh grade students had not made a definite 
career choice. (BN)

Occupational aspirations and expectations re- 
corded by the Pennsylvania Educational Quality 
Assessment were identified for 11th grade students. 
Analysis of the differences between male and female 
aspirations and expectations indicates that 47% of 
all male students and 52% of all female students 
desired occupations which require postsecondary 
formal education. Generally, eleventh grade stu- 
dents showed conventional and traditional male- 
female occupational desires.

This study undertook the following tasks: (1) to 
review the social science literature on sex roles, sex 
role socialization and sex discrimination in educa- 
tion; (2) to develop a model that accounts for sex 
discrimination and indicates how to eliminate it;

The use of ratings of children by judges is perva- 
sive in the area of father absence research. The in- 
terpretation of such ratings, though, is not always 
straightforward. The possibility that teacher ratings 
of children may indicate a stereotype on the part of 
teachers was investigated by showing 30 teachers a 
videotape that focused on the social interaction of 
an eight-year-old boy. Half of the teachers were 
given a background information sheet that indicated 
he was from a divorced home, while the other half 
were informed that he was from an intact home. The 
teachers were asked to view the videotape and then 
to rate the boy on a wide range of 11 personality 
traits (e.g., anxiety. social deviance, and happiness) 
and to predict what his behavior would be like in 
five different school situations (e.g.. copes with 
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stress. popularity). The Bonferroni multiple com- 
parisons procedure indicated that the teachers rated 
the “divorced” child more negatively on three vari- 
abies reflecting affective state or relations: Happi- 
ness. Emotional Adjustment, and Copes with Stress.

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*Womens Education 
The purpose of this conference was to focus atten- 
tion on career development for adults. The meeting 
was based on the fact that mid-life career changes 
are now commonplace; re-evaluation of personal 
values regarding the fullness of life is no longer a 
strange phenomenon for anyone. The assumption 
was that people such as counselors, who purport to 
be able to facilitate change in others, must be chal- 
lenged to learn new skills for working with adults. 
Topics addressed in this conference include: (1) life- 
long learning; (2) vocational education for women 
and handicapped; (3) adult counseling and leader- 
ship training: (4) career development for the mid- 
life adult and for handicapped adults; (5) 
community college response to adult career deve- 
lopment needs; and (6) minority adulthood and ca- 
reer development.

The criminal development of habitual felons was 
examined by means of lengthy interviews with 49 
prison inmates. all armed robbers serving at least 
their second prison terms. Results are not consid- 
ered generalized, but should be regarded as 49 case 
studies. Although some of the findings were consist- 
ent with traditional images (juvenile offender trans- 
formed into professional criminal), the dominant 
finding was diversity, both in offenders’ personali- 
ties and in their conduct. A key conclusion is that 
many of the traditional assumptions about the deve- 
lopment of habitual offenders need to be reconsid- 
ered and restudied. (Author/JLL) 
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Current research on adolescent fertility indicates 
that illegitimacy is becoming concentrated in the 
teenage and even preteen years. Increasing sexual 
activity, lack of contraceptive information and tech- 
niques, and a desired pregnancy are possible expla- 
nations. Some of the problems faced by adolescent 
mothers include more complicated pregnancies. 
higher maternal mortality, interruption of both edu- 
cation and socialization processes and inability to 
cope with stressful situations. Because early adoles- 
cent childbearing foreshadows far-reaching social 
consequences three options are considered: (1) edu- 
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cation programs to increase communication be- 
tween parents and children; (2) more organized sex 
education and contraceptive programs, and (3) 
more information on adoption possibilities available 
to pregnant adolescents.

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The training program is one of the most important 
and least standardized programatic units. It is im- 
portant to keep in mind that various volunteers can- 
not be mass produced into professional social 
workers, psychologists or counselors by six-, eight- 
or 10-week courses. It is essential that the trainer 
integrate the key concepts presented and discussed 
because the trainees must learn first that counseling 
is not wholly an art or a science, but that it is a 
sequence of events—a process. Secondly, helpers 
must learn that helping is a process by which forces 
in the client are released enabling them to deal more 
effectively with their lives. This process is scientific 
because human behavior has predictable patterns, 
and artistic because it uses intuition in selection of 
techniques to fit client needs. At the same time 
agencies must consider the role of art and science in 
the process of helping in order to define the desired 
programatic level of services. (Author/BN)

Stress management training contributes to weight 

loss, maintenance of weight loss and improved so- 

cial and occupational functioning in obese women. 

Data from the Beck Depression Inventory and the 

Assertiveness Questionnaire indicate that obese 

persons have poor self-concepts which result in 

depression which is inversely related to assertive- 
ness. Stress management training can teach positive 
coping skills of relaxation and assertiveness, de- 
creased depression and improved self-concept. 

These improvements result in better social and oc- 

cupational functioning as well as continued loss of 

weight. One additional result was that five of the 
women continued to meet on their own, providing 

a “support group” for each other. (BN) 
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tion, *Mental Health, *Physically Handicapped, 
Psychological Studies. Research Projects, *Self 
Concept 
The physical barriers in mobile homes were 

removed, and modifications made, to accommodate 

wheelchair students. These selected students were 

tested to determine psychological factors which 

might be important in mobile home living. The re- 

sults of personal interviews. psychological tests and 

personal observation indicated that the physical sur- 

roundings and physical adjustment go hand in hand 

with psychological adjustment. The nature and 

range of personal problems decreased as a result of 


mobile home living for the students (N= 10) in the 
study. The direction of the study was such that all 
students felt very strongly that they profited from 
the experience in independent living. There were 
more people visiting them in the mobile home than 
in the dormitory, while the effect on grades was 
mixed. Overall, the participants rated the experi- 
ment a success. (Author/BN) 
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Contradictions in belief and ambiguities rooted in 
culture cause confusion without many being aware 
of its sources. The resulting strain is unevenly dis- 
tributed. The problems women face are complex 
and have roots in the conflicting views of women’s 
worth, woman’s place as well as the time overloads 
of role demands and the conflict in the priority sys- 
tem. The maintenance of ambivalence, of cross- 
pressures, the double binding of women, the 
manipulation of rewards and punishments all create 
a system of social control which has served to un- 
dermine women’s equal participation in society. 
Women are not only not rewarded but also not pun- 
ished in their professional lives the same way that 
men are. It is only by keeping alert to the hidden 
agendas and to the sabotage in both macro- and 
micro-interactions that women can do their job of 
work without having to figure their way out of 
mazes. (BN) 
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Elementary school boys and girls are highly simi- 
lar with regards to the events they describe as emo- 
tionally arousing fear, sadness, anger, happiness, 
and pride. One hundred and sixty (160) White, 
Black, Chicano, and Asian-American boys and girls 
from kindergarten, second, third, fourth, and sixth 
grades freely described the situation that most 
strongly aroused each of these five emotions. Ver- 
batim responses about situations were categorized 
in a specially devised coding system along four ma- 
jor dimensions: initiating agent, the social context, 
the personal resources gained or lost, and the spe- 
cific need threatened or satisfied in the emotion 
arousing event. Although significant developmental 
and inter-emotional differences were found, only 
limited sex differences were obtained. In general, 
girls more than boys experienced critical emotional 
experiences in family and social contexts, while 
boys were more self-oriented, manifesting greater 
preoccupations with possessions, competence, and 
autonomy. These limited sex differences, found 
within a wider context of similarity, were inter- 
preted in the context of Bakan’s communal/agency 
distinction. Each emotion studied reflected differ- 
ent configurations among the four dimensions 
analyzed, suggesting unique developmental patterns 
of emergence for the separate emotions. (Author) 
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The stereotype of women athletes in college is 
predominantly positive rather than negative. In one 
study, female athletes were seen to be strong, 
strong-willed, leaders, brave and healthy. In the se- 
cond study, women were judged to be significantly 
more attractive when the interviewer was male, and 
males gave significantly higher ratings than females. 
There were no significant differences between the 
attractiveness ratings of athletes and non-athletes. 
In the third study, male and female subjects selected 
the athlete from a row of pictures significantly more 
often than chance would indicate. The date indicate 
that the woman who participates in athletics is 
recognizable but that she is considered no less at- 
tractive by nature of her being an athlete. (BN) 
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Out-of-wedlock birth rates have not fallen much 
at all among teenagers. New analyses of existing 
data sets indicate that becoming an out-of-wedlock 
parent is a process with three stages: commence- 
ment of sexual activity; conception among the sexu- 
ally active; and pregnancy outcome among those 
who conceive. Public policy variables such as 
AFDC benefits, family planning services and abor- 
tion availability did not increase the likelihood of 
sexual intercourse. Teenagers were found likely to 
make the transition as they become older, if their 
fathers were poorly educated; if (among non-blacks) 
they lived on the Pacific Coast; if they were black; 
and if they were from a more recent birth cohort or 
a non-intact family. The examination of data regard- 
ing pregnancy among the group who were sexually 
experienced indicated that AFDC benefits did not 
serve as an economic incentive to childbearing out- 
side of marriage. On the other hand, the impact of 
liberal family planning and abortion policies is cited 
in reducing the incidence of out-of-wedlock child- 
bearing. (BN) 
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The interactions of 10-month-old infants and 
their mothers were observed using mathematical 
models of interaction which state that the child’s 
behavior depends on recent characteristics of mo- 
ther’s behavior, and that the mother’s behavior de- 
pends on recent characteristics of the child’s. 
Therefore, changes in the intensity of the behavior 
of one cause changes in the intensity of behavior of 
the other. There were no differences between boys 
and girls in the extent to which they were influenced 
by their mothers, nor were there any differences 
between mothers of gizls and mothers of boys in the 
extent to which they were influenced by their in- 
fants. In general, infants were significantly more 
often in control of the interactions. Boys were found 
to be significantly more insistent than girls. Boys 
who were insistent at 10 months had close physical 
relationships with their mothers at 22 months. Girls 
who were insistent had distant physical relation- 
ships with their mothers one year later. (BN) 
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Suicide and attempted suicide are problems which 
continue to occupy the world-wide attention of both 
health service administrators and research workers. 
National statistics of completed suicides have 
shown an increase in rates among people aged 15-24 
years and even among children below the age of 15. 
Conference discussions were based on working pa- 
pers relevant to four main WHO categories: com- 
munity mental health services; mental health of 
children and young people; alcoholism and drug de- 
pendence; professional education and training. The 
topics specifically included are: (1) Modern Trends; 
(2) Psychopathology; (3) Social and Cultural As- 
pects; (4) Risk Factors; (5) Prevention and Inter- 
vention; (6) Suicide Prevention Services (and their 
evaluation); (7) Information Systems; (8) Research; 
and (9) Training and Education of Suicide Preven- 
tion Workers. (BN) 
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The problems of youth have in the past attracted 
considerable concern. The long-term program of the 
European office of the World Health Organization 
includes a whole range of activities in this field. The 
Working Group was convened to review the activi- 
ties, organization and staffing of youth advisory ser- 
vices. Their report recommends that these services, 
although initially focused on special problems, 
should increase and broaden their objectives in 
terms of primary prevention, and develop other 
forms of community, vocational, social, recreational 
and self-help programs. Financing from government 
bodies should not be used as a policy-determining 
factor. Evaluation of youth advisory services should 
be done by outside experts taking into consideration 
the experience and opinions of consumers and staff. 
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The facilities provided by youth advisory services 

are not really original, because services existing 

before 1970 already provided most of the facilities 

and utilized the same methods. The innovation of 

the services exists more in the way they approach 

young people. The effect of the services has been to 

increase the number of assistance posts in areas of 

social turmoil, thereby making it easier to carry out 

on-the-spot tracing and diagnosis of behavioral dis- 

turbances or social handicaps. The originality of this 

approach has been in a breaking down of hierarch- 
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ical structures which is not in line with the sectoral 
concept of mental health services, but which brings 
assistance, reception and treatment networks to 
areas not properly covered. Scientific evaluation of 
the preventive work by the wide range of youth 
advisory services seems to face the same continuing 
problem encountered in all preventative research. 
The basic problem exists in defining the very notion 
of success, because that definition requires that the 
chief criteria be separated out from a multitude of 
variables. Attendance figures still convey an idea of 
the success of the services. There is nothing to show 
that long-lasting institutions interest the young. 
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While there were wide differences between coun- 
tries, all areas were taken into account to obtain a 
balanced view because every country has young 
people who are disadvantaged in one way or 
another. The problems of young people were identi- 
fied as accidents, malnutrition, pregnancy, sub- 
stance abuse and suicide. These problems were 
being approached by schools, health services, and 
social service agencies. Less traditional health and 
social programs are a vitally important component 
of services for teenagers. Irrespective of their struc- 
ture, all health services for adolescents need to in- 
clude a fully developed primary health care 
program. This should acknowledge the increasing 
part to be played by self-care and peer care; non- 
traditional as well as traditional approaches to 
provision of services; and the development of health 
care providers who are specialists in adolescent 
problems. (BN) 
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This program combines five distinct parts of the 
teacher training program into a unified experience 
for undergraduate social studies students. It offers 
some unique opportunities for ongoing involvement 
of university students in the improvement of their 
own instruction. Three academic courses in con- 
junction with an optional reading methods course 
are linked with a field practicum, and this consti- 
tutes the block program. The evaluation process 
consists of three kinds of strategies: (1) counseling 
and feedback, (2) group rating instruments; and (3) 
written focused projects. Ongoing counseling in in- 
dividual conferences raises instructional concerns 
and determines career goals. Specific areas of con- 
cern are readily detected and clarified. Total group 
evaluation of the block program occurs at the end of 
the term. Written evaluations include a self-rating 
list of student competencies, anonymous weekly 
ratings of faculty, and projects by students as well as 
oral and written feedback. Ongoing problems are 
identified and dealt with. (KA) 
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Examined were causal attributions for women and 
men and sports participation. In accord with previ- 
ous academic research, athletes of both sexes were 
expected to attribute successes more to their abili- 
ties and efforts and failures to lack of effort, as com- 
pared to a group of non-athletes. Also examined was 
the differential use of team and individual attribu- 
tions by males and females. Male college athletes 
(N=50) and female college athletes (N= 33) were 
administered an attribution questionnaire. Male 
(N =37) and female (N=17) psychology students 
served as the control. Results analyzed with a t-test 
and analysis of variance indicated that the majority 
of attributions were team attributions; athlete attri- 
butions were unstable with great use of effort and 
mood attributions; female athletes tended to attrib- 
ute their outcomes differently from male athletes; 
college athletes tended to be more loyal to their 
teams than non-athletes; and sex differences in attri- 
butional patterns tended to override the factor of 
being an athlete. Results suggested that college ath- 
letes do not have strong differences from other col- 
lege students in the way they view sports; rather, the 
major differences are between men and women. 
(KA) 
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Community organization is a method of social in- 
tervention in which individuals, groups, and agen- 
cies plan actions which are intended to alleviate 
social problems. It is concerned with the education, 
development, and/or change of social institutions. 
This approach involves two processes: community 
planning and coordination. The general nature and 
historical role of organization in the Asian Ameri- 
can community and group processes currently in 
effect in a specific Asian American community are 
examined. A review of three Asian American 
groups provides a sense of the psychological and 
social commonalities among them as described by 
various historians, writers, and scholars. One organ- 
ization is described whose goal was to eliminate the 
cultural, social, economic, and educational barriers 
faced by Asian Americans, in addition to promoting 
the integrity and dignity of the Asian American 
experience. (KA) 
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Training psychologists for school consultation is 
relatively new. Most training programs do not in- 
clude systematic training in consultation, and con- 
sultation has been identified by school psychologists 
as the area in which they consider their training 
most deficient. In light of the inadequacy of school 
consultation training and the sparsity of research on 
the effects of training procedures, declarations of 
training guidelines are not indicated. Training for 
school consultation is in a pioneer stage, and it ap- 
pears to be time for sharing of training experiences. 
The purpose of this paper is to describe the utiliza- 
tion of groups in a school consultation training 
course and to consider some problems and issues 


raised by the utilization of groups. To place this 
description in perspective, what precedes the dis- 
cussion on groups is a brief consideration of (1) 
consultation as a mental health service to schools; 
(2) assumptions underlying utilization of groups; 
and (3) the course in school consultation. (Author) 
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Examined was the way in which self-disclosure 
develops, focusing upon the family structure and 
communication system. It was hypothesized that 
affection in the family would affect the amount of 
self-disclosure of subjects to parents and people out- 
side the family, and that there would be a curvilinear 
relationship between the degree of parental control 
and self-disclosure, with families in which parents 
and adolescents make decisions together (demo- 
cratic) more conducive to self-disclosure than fami- 
lies in which decisions are made by parents alone 
(autocratic) or adolescents alone (permissive). Sub- 
jects were recruited from two groups: 13 male and 
44 female high school students and 41 college stu- 
dents participated in the study. Subjects were inter- 
viewed individually using a modified Jourard 
Self-Disclosure Questionnaire and a Likert format 
questionnaire. Results revealed that parental affec- 
tion significantly affected self-disclosure, and that 
degree of participation in the family has an impor- 
tant effect upon self-disclosure. It was suggested 
that self-disclosure be placed in a developmental 
framework, and that the structure and child rearing 
practices of the family definitely influence self-dis- 
closure by providing a model for interpersonal rela- 
tionships. (Author/KA) 
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This paper describes an outreach support system 

for children charged with offense who were at risk 
of detention between the time of arraignment and 
the time of hearing. Called the Detention Avoid- 
ance Program, it features a link betwen the court 
and the juvenile and his family, employing crisis 
intervention techniques to maintain the child in the 
community. The study analyzes the differences in 
family background and family interaction patterns 
between the recividists and non-recividists in the 
Program. The pattern of variables that distinguished 
the recidivist-prone offender from the not-yet 
recidivist suggested that these individuals mani- 
fested greater emotional disturbance, characterized 
especially by impulse disorders; in addition, they 
had greater educational handicaps as characterized 
by non-attendance, poor performance, and early 
school drop-out rates. The current educational defi- 
cits also presage subsequent occupational difficul- 
ties. (Author) 
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This article described an experiment using group 
procedures as a means of training faculty members 
and student peer-helpers to conduct student advise- 
ment in a college setting with entering freshmen. 
Results suggested that the group process can assist 
in overcoming certain limitations of more tradi- 
tional faculty-student advisement activities by ex- 
panding the range of topics and concerns dealt with, 
utilizing the group process as a partial substitute for 
professional counseling services, and providing a 
basic reference group in which students can share 
ideas, feelings and concerns before they become 
crises. Group advisement procedures were used as 
a method of integrating the student personnel and 
academic functions of the college for the overall 
benefit of student, faculty, and student personnel 
administrators. (Author) 
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Two contingency systems, individual and group, 
were evaluated for their effects on children’s behav- 
ior during small group meetings. A group of 48 chil- 
dren, ages 8-14, attended a seven-week residential 
camp program operated on a token economy sys- 
tem. Ratings of the campers’ behavior were made by 
the counselors on a five-point rating scale at the 
conclusion of the daily meetings. Each camper re- 
ceived both contingency programs, in counter- 
balanced order. Data were gathered during baseline, 
two feedback and two treatment phases. An analysis 
of variance for repeated measures was performed on 
the mean weekly camper scores. Both systems were 
eqully effective in significantly increasing the 
amount of desirable behavior, and there was no ef- 
fect on behavior due to feedback alone. The impor- 
tance of subject characteristics for the group 
contingency system was verified. The results are 
discussed in terms of advantages and disadvantages 
of each type of contingency system, and recommen- 
dations are made regarding the appropriate use of 
each type of system with specified populations and 
settings. (Author)

This paper offers an overview of a comprehensive 
program for the educational and vocational counsel- 
ing of university freshmen. The program, now in 
operation in University College, The Ohio State 
University, has evolved out of a need to provide 
quality services to great numbers of students. Effec- 
tive methods have been developed to assist students 
through initial developmental stages of their college 
experience. Any part of this program is adaptable 
for use in a college or university of any size. Inte- 
grated services included in this model are: pre-entry 
counseling; a first quarter orientation and adjust- 
ment course for credit; individual academic advise- 
ment; aids for helping students in academic 
difficulty; career counseling; placement awareness; 





and a community based freshman field experience 
course and career information program. Also in- 
cluded are methods for interfacing with faculty and 
degree units, a training program and credit course 
for academic advisers, and an organizational model 
for delivering these services. (Author) 
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Transsexualism offers a unique perspective on 
gender identity, sex-role stereotyping, and sex dif- 
ferences in a patriarchal society. It is also an impor- 
tant medical ethical issue which raises questions of 
bodily mutilation and integrity, nature versus tech- 
nology, medical research priorities, unnecessary 
surgery, and the medical model, as well as defini- 
tions of maleness and femaleness. It is suggested 
that transsexualism is primarily caused by the rigid 
sex-role stereotypes that a sexist society generates, 
and is therefore symptomatic of something that is 
wrong on a deeper level. The role of gender identity 
clinics and the medical establishment in fostering 
and reinforcing stereotyped behavior is explored, 
and it is suggested that a benevolent form of behav- 
ior control and modification is occurring. Directions 
for change in treatment are outlined, including 
greater concern for the integrity of both the in- 
dividual and society, and counseling which incorpo- 
rates elements of “consciousness-raising.” (KA) 
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An experiment was performed to test two hypo- 

theses. One was that there would be a curvilinear 
relationship between increased degrees of a negative 
communication and persuasion, and the other was 
that there would be a positive and linear relationship 
between a positive communication and persuasion. 
College undergraduate smokers and nonsmokers 
were given false physiological feedback in order to 
manipulate their perceptions of different types of 
arousal (positive, negative, and control) and varying 
degrees of arousal (low, moderate, high, and con- 
trol). The results showed that perceptions of nega- 
tive arousal were related to belief acceptance and 
attitudes, while positive arousal were related to 
behavioral intentions. The results also demon- 
strated support for Fishbein and Ajzen’s (1975) the- 
ory in that beliefs predicted attitudes, while 
attitudes predicted intentions. However, subjective 
norms also predicted attitudes and both attitudes 
and intentions predicted behaviors. The results not 
only demonstrate the importance of distinguishing 
between beliefs, attitudes, intentions, and behaviors 
when assessing the effects of persuasive communi- 
cations, but also show the importance of distinguish- 
ing between communications differing in type of 
emotional impact (positive or negative). (Author) 
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Urban Community Mental Health Centers 
(CMHC’s) are faced with large case loads and long 
waiting lists. Clients failing the initial appointment 
represent a significant loss of staff time and re- 
sources to CMHC’s. Despite the high rate of failed 
initial appointments reported, no studies have 
looked at means of reducing the failure rate. In the 
current study 88 subjects were assigned to one of 
four intervention groups. Group A received a letter 
three days prior to initial appointment; group B re- 
ceived a telephone call three days prior to initial 
appointment; group C received a telephone call one 
day prior to initial appointment; group D was a con- 
trol. The content of the telephone call and letter 
were identical. Subjects were reminded of date and 
time of appointment and name of worker. The re- 
sults showed a significant reduction in the rate of 
failed initial appointments. In Group C, 91% of sub- 
jects kept the initial appointments; in both Groups 
A and B, 68% kept their initial appointments. Only 
45% of the control group kept their appointments. 
The effectiveness of these intervention techniques 
in reducing the failure rate, and thereby enhancing 
the resources of CMHC’s , was discussed. Possible 
explanations for differences in the effectiveness of 
the three intervention techniques, as well as age, sex 
and SES variables, were explored. (Author) 
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This how-to handbook describes a two-day, one- 

day and two-hour program suitable for use in a 

counselor education curriculum. Materials include 

introductory exercises, pre- and post-test instru- 

ments, communication activities, lectures and 

evaluation sheets. The focus of the project is to raise 

the consciousuess of professionals in regard to sex 

equality. (BN) 
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Identifiers—* Australia 
Social categorization theory contains significant 

inferences for human communication research. The 

effect of common fate by subject inclusion in con- 

vergent or divergent experimental categories was 

ascertained by manipulation with Australian stu- 

dents who evaluated bogus Aboriginal art. Whereas 

previous research shows that social categorization 

produces negative attitudes and behavior, the cur- 

rent study showed that common fate produced posi- 

tive attitude change. Consequently, the social 

categorization process can work both ways. Conclu- 

sions discuss the generic nature of group categoriza- 

tion. (Author) 
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Assistance 

A set of strategies is presented which can provide 
local communities and programs with methods of 
enhancing their parent education activities. Staff 
members, realizing that effective parent education 
programs could not be limited solely to short-term 
activities and/or providing parents with a variety of 
materials, made attempts to increase parent pro- 
gram effectiveness through the provision of techni- 
cal assistance. Specific activities were designed to: 
(1) further staff expertise in providing training and 
technical assistance to parent education providers; 
(2) keep current and expand the parenting materials 
information base; (3) implement and evaluate a 
strategy for the use of materials; and (4) monitor the 
use of materials in selected replication sites. Im- 
plications of the project and recommendations for 
further implementation of the program are included. 
(KA) 
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The parenting and education functions of families, 
in the context of their homes and communities, are 
explored. The literature on parent education is re- 
viewed, and a preliminary survey of a number of 
ongoing parent education programs is conducted. 
The tasks undertaken were designed to provide a 
solid theoretical and empirical foundation for carry- 
ing out proposed research, development and service 
goals. Ongoing goals and objectives for the project 
are outlined, and specific instruments utilized dur- 
ing the study are included. It is hoped that this 
project will build a base of information that would 
be valuable in the development of programs for par- 
ents, caretakers, school and community personnel.

This handbook is designed to stimulate thought 
about guidance programs, and to assist Colorado 
counselors, teachers and administrators in fulfilling 
their guidance responsibilities to the public. A brief 
history and the philosophical bases of guidance and 
counseling are presented, as well as a description of 
professional counselor organizations and significant 
trends and issues. The elements of school guidance 
and counseling programs at the elementary, middle, 
and senior high school levels are outlined, with par- 
ticular focus upon goals and objectives at each level. 
Considerable emphasis is placed upon program 
development, including such activities as counselor 
involvement in career and life planning, peer coun- 
seling programs, counselor as consultant, and guid- 
ance paraprofessional. Program evaluation is 
stressed, and possible methodology included. This 
handbook can serve as a reference and guideline for 
counselors, other school personnel, and community 
people as they work together to meet student needs. 
(KA) 
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This study examined the issue of how groups of 
students attempting to solve problems can be taught 
to consider moral aspects of the problem at a mature 
level. Classes in Swiss cantons (N =42) were given 
one of three different moral problems. Each class 
was divided into eight groups. The three treatments 
were: (1) provision of additional background infor- 
mation on the problem; (2) provision of moral rules 
which could be applied in solving the problem; and 
(3) provision of strategies for solving the problem in 
a compact manner. Dependent measures were 
measures of the stages of cognitive interaction of the 
groups and measures of the degree of compactness 
of the group. A shift toward a higher interaction 
stage through the first and second treatments, and 
toward higher compactness through the third treat- 
ment, were hypothesized. Results indicated that in 
a moral conflict, the answer was always given 
through solution propositions, but that the process 
of justifying and evaluating solution propositions 
was more or less complex and proceeded differently 
in different interaction stages. (KA) 
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The rendering of the concept of rationality is cru- 
cial to the understanding of the implications of in- 
cluding mental health as an educational goal. If 
there is a positive, universal definition of rationality, 
which can be applied to everyday situations, then 
the teaching of rationality and thereby the improve- 
ment of mental health should be undertaken in the 
school. Those who assume this universal definition 
advocate inclusion of mental health as an educa- 
tional aim; those in doubt about the universality of 
rationality criteria oppose the use of mental health 
concepts in school. Two distinct bodies of literature 
exist which bear on the question of this universality. 
A possible conclusion is that if there are no early 
applicable criteria of rationality, education for men- 
tal health reduces to education for conformity. (KA) 
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Identifiers—* Appalachia 
This paper describes a project which is attempting 

to strengthen existing mental health programs and 

develop new forms of support for rural children, 

since current programs are limited by a scarcity of 

funds, trained personnel, and supportive services. 

The setting of the project is a three-county area in 

Southwestern Pennsylvania which has been desig- 

nated as “undersaved” in respect to health and men- 

tal health facilities. The paper describes the 

collaborative efforts of mental health professionls 

from a large urban university and a network of rural 

human service agencies, through which consultative 
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and educational services as well as program deve- 
lopment and evaluation are being provided. An im- 
portant aspect of the work is to irain Child 
Development Specialists who live and work in the 
three-county area. The paper describes the orienta- 
tion, training, and professional responsibilities of 
these Developmental Specialists and documents the 
evolution of this new professional role. The activi- 
ties initiated by the Developmental Specialists and 
the progress made in implementing this project can 
serve as a model for the creation of similar projects 
involving collaborative endeavors between mental 
health professionals from urban and rural areas. 
(Author) 
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The identification of teachers’ subjective reports 
of stressors was investigated. Stress was defined as 
the teacher’s subjective reception of demands from 
the environment. Teachers (N=53) were asked to 
list sources of stress and to respond to a question- 
naire assessing teacher attitudes on corporal punish- 
ment and the stressful nature of teaching. Findings 
revealed that the most frequent sources of stress for 
teacher practitioners were interactions with chil- 
dren, problems with time, interactions with the ad- 
ministration, interaction with parents and 
inadequate resources and materials, whereas 
sources of stress for student teachers were concerns 
over teaching competence and performance, and 
children’s behavior and discipline. Responses to the 
questionnaire revealed a significant difference 
betwen practicing and student teachers about cor- 
poral punishment, with student teachers opposing it 
and practicing teachers favoring its use. Recom- 
mendations for reducing and/or dealing with stress 
were presented, with the suggestions stemming 
from a human services, psychological approach to 
elimination of corporal punishment in schools. (KA) 
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Increasing rates of out-marriages among the 
Asian communities indicate the Asian-American’s 
acceptance by the dominant American culture while 
posing a potential social problem for their children. 
Given two divergent cultures the children face con- 
flicts over cultural values accepted and cultural 
communities embraced. Some of these possible con- 
flicts are examined. Twenty-nine college age males 
and females of Eurasian extraction were inter- 
viewed and given Gough’s (1952) Adjective Check 
List. They were found to identify more often as 
Caucasians than Asians. This identification, 
however, was influenced by the ethnicity of the 
neighborhood in which they were raised. A large 
proportion of Eurasians did not see themselves as a 
part of the neighborhood’s majority culture. This 
feeling of minority status may partly explain the 
Eurasian’s description of themselves as being sensi- 
tive, cautious, dependable, and honest. Also of in- 
terest were attitudes towards interracial marriages. 
While Asian-Caucasian marriages were approved of 
in general, the Asian female-Caucasian male pairing 
was more desirable than was the Asian male-Cauca- 
sian female pairing. These findings reflect some of 
the Eurasian’s internal conflicts. Areas of concern 
include identity, self concept, sense of belonging, 
and social attitudes. (Author) 
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Professionals staffing the advertising industry 
have a double role to fulfill. They must perform in 
a manner which will maximize their clients’ eco- 
nomic goals as well as maintain a sense of social 
responsibility which is entrusted with any and every 
mass media decision-maker. Little research has 
been done, to date, on which personal qualities ex- 
hibited by advertising executives are predictive of 
successful attainment of both roles. Described are 
the potentially different socially responsible behav- 
ior exhibited by male and female advertising execu- 
tives. Sex may be predictive of unique perspectives 
brought into the social responsibility role. The po- 
tential for successful completion of the male and 
female advertising executives’ economic role should 
be examined in future research. (Author/CJ) 
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The proceedings from the Toronto Conference 
present an overview of domestic violence, the roles 
of the police and judicial system, male/female rela- 
tionships in domestic violence, the clinical treat- 
ment of domestic violence, domestic violence and 
education, social services, and a bibliography on 
battered wives. The multi-dimensionality of, and 
the multi-variate causation factors associated with, 
family violence are reiterated. It is hoped that there 
will be change through organized political efforts, 
civil and criminal suits which pressure the systems 
to address the problem, and in the many research 
efforts geared to providing more data and insightful 
questioning. Very little evidence emerged from the 
conference to suggest that the Canadian milieu is 
radically different from the United States, where the 
public’s attitude to domestic violence and structural 
arrangements nourish violent acts bewteen family 
members. (Author) 
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The focus of this seminar was on the family life 

education needs of young people, particularly young 

women, in the countries represented at the meeting, 
and what teachers, particularly women teachers, 
can do to help meet those needs. Seminar conclu- 
sions stress that a systematic attempt be made to 
promote a better quality of life through responsible 
decision making and improved understanding of hu- 
man relationships and family roles. Specific recom- 
mendations for improved family life education 














programs and agency activities are included. (KA) 
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The validity of Bilingual Education in a multi- 
cultural preschool setting is examined and sup- 
ported. Further, a discussion of how mental health 
may be linked to the recognition of a child’s native 
language, in his aquisition of a positive self-concept, 
is delineated. Additionally, theoretical information 
is supported by a survey completed in 1976, with 
specific reference to cultural values and their effect 
on education and language learning. Conclusively, 
teacher attitudes play a major role in a child’s acqui- 
sition of a healthy self-concept; therefore, curricular 
inclusion and consideration of language and eth- 
nicity will positively affect the overall learning proc- 
ess. (Author) 
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The old argument of humanism versus behavio- 
rism is slowly being replaced by a synthesis of these 
two foundations of thought. This slow professional 
recognition of synthesis is due to three basic short- 
comings in the professional community rather than 
extreme differences in ideological thought. They 
are: (1) psychological terminology being equated 
with a specific foundation of thought; (2) lack of 
emphasis in developing bonds of similarity rather 
than contradiction when setting goals and encoun- 
ters for professional development; and (3) lack of 
mutual professional recognition between humanists 
and behaviorists. It is suggested that the phrase “hu- 
manistic behaviorism” be applied more in the 
professional community, and interpreted as the 
practitioner’s use of behavioral techniques and tools 
to reach humanistic goals. New directions in re- 
search for humanism-behaviorism are also men- 
tioned, including the examination of the influence of 
humanistic and behavioral variables on communica- 
tion, problem-solving, therapeutic, and learning out- 
comes. (Author/KA) 
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This manual sets forth policy for the Law Enforce- 
ment Education Program. The provisions of the 
manual apply to all participating institutions of 
higher education and to student recipients of pro- 
gram grants and loans. It also guides the activities 
of all program and state personnel who are involved 
in the administration of the program. The manual 
includes: (1) the authority, purpose, and general ad- 
ministration of the program; (2) institutional eligi- 
bility and participation; (3) program, student, 
in-service and preservice eligibility; (4) determina- 
tion of student awards; (5) recipient obligations and 
repayment provisions; and (6) program administra- 
tion procedures. (KA) 
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Examined was the transition made by parents to 
the “empty nest” phase of family development. Two 
basic hypotheses were tested: children’s growing in- 
dependence and departure from the home does not 
represent loss for most parents, but rather is ex- 
perienced as a gain; and men and women appear to 
experience the transition differently and show con- 
trasts in the extent to which they utilize children as 
resources. Interviews with middle-class families 
(N=22) in the “launching” phase of family deve- 
lopment indicated that: (1) the transition stage was 
best described as a period of role re-alignment; (2) 
women’s exchange with children was characterized 
by greater intensity and higher degree of reciprocity 
in the area of emotional support than was the case 
for men; and (3) the mother-daughter relationship 
appeared to be unique among the possible parent- 
child pairs. There is a need for further research on 
the quality of ties between adults and their parents. 
(KA) 
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Investigated was the utility of self-descriptions as 
tools for personality assessment. It was hoped that 
self-descriptions would fall into a reasonably tight 
typology and that these types would be related to 
important behavioral and attitudinal measures. Col- 
lege students (N = 94) participated in structured in- 
terviews, and a short form of the Omnibus 
Personality Inventory and the College Student 
Questionnaire. Nine bipolar trait dimensions 
emerged in the content analysis, and were clustered 
into four groups related to standardized scaled 
measures of personality, ratings of satisfaction in the 
program, and academic achievement. A method for 
handling self-description data is proposed, and in- 
sights into the important relationships between self- 
image and personality are provided. (Author/KA) 
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Accelerated social change in the last decade has 

placed many demands on school social workers. 

This document is addressed to these workers and 

provides an integrated view of past achievements 

and current directions in their field of practice. The 
multiple and sometimes contradictory functions of 
the public schools are discussed, as well as some 
aspects of the societal context in which services are 
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performed. Attention is given to four major educa- 
tional policy issues on childrens’ rights in which 
social workers have a stake: equal educational op- 
portunity, the right to attend school, appropriate 
educational experiences, and the child’s right to an 
appropriate education, fairness in disciplinary prac- 
tices. The search in the last decade for new models 
of school social work practice is described and eva- 
luated, and school social work research is reviewed. 
Finally, two major undertakings by the National 
Association of Social Workers, Inc. are document- 
ed-one on a project which obtained baseline data on 
school social workers, and one on setting standards. 
(Author/KA) 
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A K-12 health education curriculum can be deve- 

loped in a school district as a result of using this 

Planning Resource. Part I offers a practical cur- 

riculum planning process. Part II identifies broad 

health competencies in four major content areas: 

mental health, physical health, safety and com- 

munity health. Part Ill offers references, and in- 

cludes various appendices such as supporting 

statements about health education and state stat- 

utes. (BN) 
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The purpose of the Communications Survival Kit 

is to serve as a guide for counselors to assist in 

planning, developing and implementing a public re- 
lations program for the guidance department at the 
local school level. The kit contains practical infor- 

mation in three categories. First is a rationale for a 

public relations (PR) program, what PR is and 

where to start. Second, strategies are offered for 
planning and identifying audiences, using media, 
and preparing a slide presentation. The third section 
consists of lists of resource people, a bibliography, 
and a list of ideas to highlight the guidance program 
in the school building, the school system and the 
community. (BN) 
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Numerous studies have shown a correlation be- 

tween life events and physical health, mental health, 

and behavioral measures such as impaired grade 
point average. Most of these studies have measured 
stressfulness by summing the total number of events 
experienced in a given time period. However, Vino- 
kur and Selzer have shown that the amount of un- 
desirable change correlated better than total change 
with psychopathology and with a behavioral meas- 

ure, number of traffic accidents. In this study, 253 

college students rated the life events they ex- 

perienced in the past year as mostly desirable or 
undesirable. Undesirable life events had a higher 
correlation with lowered grade point average than 
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total life events. Desirable life events did not corre- 
late with grade point average. Practically all of the 
correlation between total life events and grade point 
average came from the undesirable life events. Fur- 
thermore, undesirable life events correlated with 
lowered grade point average when academic ability 
and past academic performance were partialled out. 
This was not consistently true of total life events. 
The results support Vinokur and Selzer’s claim that 
stressfulness can best be conceptualized in terms of 
its undesirability. (Author) 
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This paper investigates the changing role of 
women, the decline of the “feminine mystique,” the 
“empty nest” stage of marriage, sex role stereotypic 
counseling in secondary and postsecondary educa- 
tional institutions, and other problems resulting 
from the increasing numbers of women enrolled in 
colleges and universities in the United States. It de- 
scribes a review of the literature which indicates 
that women who are re-entering college frequently 
need a special set of services, which differ from 
those of the traditional student. Selected school pro- 
grams which have responded to women’s expressed 
needs are discussed. To serve the special needs of 
older women today, and women of the future, a 
process model for developing a community-based 
resource center for women is presented. The 
proposed centers utilize human service agencies and 
educational resources of communities. The empha- 
sis is on augmenting and coordinating rather than 
duplicating services for women in communities 
throughout the nation. (Author) 
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A group of nine elementary school children, each 

referred originally by his/her teacher due to low 
levels of peer interaction in free-play situations at 
school, participated in a study designed to assess the 
effects of treatment “booster shots” on the mainte- 
nance of social behavior. Five of the children had 
been treated previously for social withdrawal; the 
other four had not. An intervention package, con- 
sisting of social skills tutoring and a recess-based 
point system, was alternated with treatment reversal 
periods to determine whether maintenance effects 
would accumulate with repeated exposure to treat- 
ment procedures. Observational data collected dur- 
ing playground recess periods showed that four of 
the five previously treated subjects were interacting 
within normative levels of social behavior following 
a series of three treatment “booster shots.” Only 
one of the four previously untreated subjects 
showed evidence of a similar effect. Results indicate 
that a treatment “booster shot” strategy might pro- 
vide an effective means of facilitating maintenance 
of interactive behavior for children previously 
treated for social withdrawal. (Author) 
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The shelter for battered women described in this 
report was established for three purposes: (1) to pro- 
vide assaulted and battered women and their chil- 
dren refuge from domestic violence; (2) to enable 
women to identify viable alternatives to life-threat- 
ening situations and encourage self-reliance; and (3) 
to act as an advocate for change within the com- 
munity and in those systems responsible for provid- 
ing services to assaulted and battered women and 
their children. The report itself is a detailed final 
evaluation of the program for the fiscal year ending 
June, 1978. A few of the areas covered are funding 
sources and appropriateness of funding; staff posi- 
tions and salaries; goals and objectives; functions 
performed by the shelter; and deficiencies and 
recommendations for improvement. (Author/BP) 
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Identifiers—* Erickson (Erik H), *Generativity 
A group of 590 female M.D.’s, Ph.D.’s, lawyers, 
and artists between ages 30 and 40 completed a 
mailed questionnaire including an anxiety scale 
(State-Trait Anxiety Inventory), a sex role question- 
naire (Personal Attributes Questionnaire), a meas- 
ure of ego development (Inventory of Psychosocial 
Development), and an Attitudes Toward Women 
Scale along with a demographic information sheet. 
The major finding was that “generativity”’, the style 
of ego maturity associated with adulthood accor- 
ding to Erikson (1950), can be achieved by those 
who are not biologically “generative” or procrea- 
tive. This result calls into question Erikson’s empha- 
sis on parenthood as a necessary condition for 
continued development, and offers counterevidence 
for the stereotype that childless individuals are im- 
mature and psychologically unhealthy. (Author) 
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This guide is designed to assist the nursing home 
staff, and in particular the activity director, in im- 
proving the physical, social and psychological care 
of residents in nursing homes. It contains lists and 
descriptions of ideas and procedures contributed by 
over 100 activity directors. The activities are seen as 
potentially able to help a resident overcome prob- 
lems such as gradual isolation, loneliness, and loss 
of social identity. The scope is great enough so that 
people of a wide variety of age, ability and health 
levels can participate. (Author/BP) 
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The purpose of this guide is to help the Bureau of 
Prisons develop programs based on a balanced 
philosophy that recognizes that punishment, deter- 
rence, incapacitation and access to opportunities for 
self-improvement are all valid purposes of incarcer- 
ation. The Bureau's basic objectives are, first, to 
provide a safe and humane environment for inmates 
and staff; and second, to increase the number of 
inmates who achieve a successful adjustment upon 
release to the community by offering offenders a 
wide variety of opportunities for work, job training, 
education and counseling. Designed for Education 
Supervisors and Assistant Supervisors, the guide 
covers every area of a manager’s responsibility as it 
relates to the operation of an Education Depart- 
ment. It deals with a wide range of topics, from 
administrative procedures and program evaluation 
through specific components such as legal libraries 
and leisure activities. In addition to being a resource 
book, it can also serve as a “how to do it” guide for 
education managers who wish to establish meaning- 
ful programs. (Author/BP) 
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The Standard Celeration Chart and its related re- 
search principles were used in a study to determine 
the reading level on the informal reading inventory 
that promotes highest speed or accuracy of learning. 
For ten school days, 49 fifth graders read and 
charted their progress at four levels: instructional 
level, one grade below, and two and six grade levels 
above the instructional level. The results showed 
significant differences in distributions of perfor- 
mance scores at the four levels but no significant 
differences in distribution of learning slopes. The 
findings challenge reading teaching practices that 
place a premium on high performance. They also 
challenge the use of traditional statistical research 
techniques in reading instruction. (FL) 
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Researchers tested 136 third through sixth grad- 

ers with the reading subtests of the “Iowa Test of 

Basic Skills,” reading tests constructed from appro- 

priate graded reading materials, and an oral cloze 

test constructed from a short story whose language 
resembled the oral language of the children. They 
computed correlations (within each grade level) be- 
tween all the variables, including combined oral- 
written cloze scores and the reading subtest, and 
found that 14 of the 16 correlations were significant. 
The results suggest that both reading and listening 
abilities increase with age, that oral language com- 
plexity increases slowly while written language 
steadily increases in complexity, that cloze proce- 
dures test reading achievement, and that reading 
and listening cloze test scores represent somewhat 





differing abilities. The results also demonstrate the 
potential value of cloze procedures for placing stu- 
dents in reading programs, for testing student read- 
ing comprehension, for measuring student oral 
language ability, and for diagnosing reading and oral 
language problems. (RL) 
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Many measurement techniques have been deve- 
loped to assess elements related to attitudes toward 
reading, which encompass an individual’s views, 
feelings, values, and beliefs. Instruments developed 
by British teachers include Likert-type scales, a rep- 
ertory grid technique, and an approach assessing 
reactions to screened photographs of different read- 
ing situations. Attitude assessment techniques may 
be divided into the following categories: interviews, 
which are practicable only for small sample work; 
Likert-type and Thurstone-type scales comprising a 
series of statements about reading with which pupils 
are required to indicate degree of agreement or disa- 
greement; sentence completion and open-ended 
questioning related to attitudes toward reading; se- 
mantic differential scales, which require pupils to 
rate aspects of reading on each of several different 
scales; repertory grids, on which pupils react to 
statements about reading experiences; and self- 
reports, for which students answer a series of ques- 
tions about reading situations. A model has been 
developed to allow for a comparison of the attitudes 
of individuals and groups. (The paper provides 
suggestions for constructing and scoring attitude 
measurement scales.) (GW) 
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Instead of being considered a curricular entity, 
reading should be treated as an essential part of the 
total learning structure through the integration of 
reading behaviors and academic content. The as- 
sumptions underlying the use of the skill-centered 
reading curriculum to meet the goal of content ac- 
quisition-that reading skills will transfer to content 
reading, that reading is a uniform act undifferen- 
tiated by specific task demands, and that basal read- 
ing materials stimulate the type of reading required 
for academic content-do not hold up under analysis. 
A more effective instructional approach, based upon 
the integration of reading and academic content, 
requires the determination of reading behaviors 
needed for reading specific content, followed by the 
teaching of those behaviors. Examples may be con- 
sidered that show how this approach can be used in 
helping students develop vocabulary skills, compre- 
hension strategies such as the drawing of inferences, 
and understandings of organizational patterns. Two 
devices that show promise for enhancing the learn- 
ing of content are the structured overview and the 
embedded organizer. The use of an integrated rea- 
ding/content approach should result in the in- 
creased acquisition of content on the part of the 
learner. (GW) 
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Six suggestions for comprehensive secondary 
reading programs were developed after considera- 
tion of comments made by Judith A. Boettcher, 
Anne E. Newton, Randall J. Ryder, and Roger C. 
Googins (see related documents). The suggestions 
are as follows: (1) A comprehensive program must 
deal with all students who need help; thus, there 
should be a content area program, a remedial pro- 
gram, and possibly a developmental program. (2) 
Someone must be responsible for ensuring that good 
liaison is maintained among the people who contrib- 
ute to a comprehensive program. (3) A remedial 
services committee should be formed to decide what 
special services the school will offer, screen stu- 
dents, coordinate ongoing programs, and evaluate 
the special programs. (4) A content area reading 
committee, which includes the reading teacher and 
teachers from all the content areas, would be helpful 
in keeping teachers informed about the reading pro- 
gram and their students’ progress. (5) It is important 
to provide inservice training in which content area 
teachers can learn about specific procedures for 
developing students’ reading skills. (6) Among the 
factors in remedial reading programs that need at- 
tention are program duration, consistency, and 
diversity; intensity of instruction; and teachers’ 
knowledge of materials. (GW) 
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An ideal secondary level remedial reading pro- 
gram would be based on the philosophy that both 
freedom and structure are required, that learning 
demands involvement and feedback, and that suc- 
cess breeds success. Such programs should be struc- 
tured (i.e., based on clearly defined content and a 
clearly designated mode of presentation). There are 
many structured reading programs available to 
teachers, and recent research studies testify to the 
value of structure. Ideal remedial reading programs 
should also involve students actively in the learning 
process. Tutoring is an important approach to in- 
creasing academic engaged time (the time students 
spend engaged in academically relevant materials), 
and reports of peer-tutoring sessions show how this 
approach provides for student involvement and re- 
sponsibility. Finally, ideal programs should be based 
on an atmosphere of acceptance that permits stu- 
dents to experience success and feel positive about 
their reading. With regard to content and materials, 
an ideal program plans for a balanced content of 
vocabulary development, comprehension skill deve- 
lopment, and free reading growth with specific, 
measurable objectives and well-defined methods. 
(The paper includes an example of a peer-tutoring 
spelling sheet and presents three models for an in- 
structional week.) (GW) 
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Most of the suggestions made by Judith A. Bo- 
ettcher (see related document) for an ideal second- 
ary remedial reading program are readily applicable 
to such programs, although some changes in empha- 
sis may be necessary to ensure effectiveness. 
Among the desired emphases are the following: 
structure must be inherent not only in the cur- 
riculum, but also in the classroom environment. Stu- 
dents can be involved in planning for individualized 
learning from the beginning of the program. At- 
tempts should be made to integrate the remedial 
reading program with the school’s entire reading 
program. The content of a program must include 
skill training in a variety of areas, including oral 
reading, listening, study methods, and written com- 
munication. A variety of materials must be available 
to meet the needs of all students (as is shown by an 
examination of the needs of two different students 
and the materials used with them). Tutoring has its 
place as an instructional technique but must be com- 
plemented by teacher instruction. Evaluative meas- 
ures should not only identify potential program 
candidates but should determine each student’s pro- 
gress and the success of the program itself. Finally, 
remedial reading specialists’ schedules must be 
planned carefully to permit them to work with stu- 
dents and content area teachers, maintain contact 
with parents, and meet regularly with other reading 
personnel. (GW) 
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The responses of 108 children, aged five through 
nine, to the question, “What is reading?” were 
analyzed to determine whether there were age- 
related trends toward more mature and structurally 
more complex definitions of reading and whether a 
relationship existed between reading skill and the 
ability to formulate a definition of reading. The 
Reading subtest of the Wide Range Achievement 
Test (WRAT) was also administered to each child 
as a measure of reading skill. Results showed that 
there were differences by age and grade level in 
maturity of definition (as measured in terms of in- 
clusion of critical elements of word recognition and 
meaning) and in structural complexity (as defined 
by number of facets of reading specified). A signifi- 
cant positive relationship was found between read- 
ing skill as measured by the WRAT and complexity 
of definition. These findings were supported in a 
second study involving 36 children in kindergarten 
through grade two and in a reanalysis of earlier re- 
search data. (FL) 
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A successful content area reading program not 
only includes reading classes that teach specific 
skills, but also provides for the inservice training of 
teachers, offering activities that facilitate student 
reading comprehension in the content areas. For 
such a program to succeed, the financial commit- 
ment and time devoted to teacher training must be 
substantial and large numbers of teachers at all 
grade levels must be involved. It is likewise essential 
to form a committee responsible for planning the 
inservice training program. The responsibilities of 
this committee would include the following: iden- 
tification of objectives, goals, and content scope for 
each grade level; definition of content material ac- 
cording to student needs and related skills; develop- 
ment of materials; establishment of schedules for 
reading specialists within the content area class- 
room; and arrangement of inservice sessions. The 
reading specialist, with expertise in reading in the 
content area, would administer the program, pro- 
vide direct assistance and individual instruction for 
the content area teacher, and analyze materials ac- 
cording to concept, difficult vocabulary, and 
familiarity for the student. (Two reading activities 
are described.) (MAI) 
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The ideas of Randall J. Ryder (see related docu- 
ment) regarding secondary content area reading 
programs may be supplemented with other sugges- 
tions about teacher training and staff development. 
Among the suggestions are the following: content 
area teachers should be helped to use reading 
materials near students’ reading levels. The certifi- 
cation process for reading personnel can be 
strengthened by demands on colleges and universi- 
ties to be more consistent in course content and 
quality. Elementary and secondary content area 
teachers should communicate regularly and share 
techniques for reading instruction. There should be 
district commitment to content area reading in- 
struction, and teacher training programs could be 
implemented in each school by a building-level 
reading coordinator assisted by an advisory group. 
Additional state or federal funding would be neces- 
sary for such a program. In the planning and deve- 
lopment of content area reading programs, a needs 
assessment should be performed; the staff develop- 
ment program should include administrators, begin 
with formal training sessions, and move from large 
group participation to departmental involvement; 
there should be incentives for teachers to partici- 
pate; building-level leadership should be used whe- 
never possible; and a program of maintenance 
should be planned. (GW) 
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Information processing models indicate that 
learning occurs in the interaction of three systems: 
perceptual (receiving information), memory (selec- 
tive storing of information), and performance (using 
the processed information). The three systems 
working together affect each other and together de- 


monstrate learning. Reading, then, is the organiza- 
tion and reorganization of information and is never 
static. It is a creative and generative process that is 
learned by doing. The information processing model 
has implications for teaching reading for it demon- 
strates both the interdependence of all parts of the 
reading process and the idea that the driving force 
is for information. Reading is not a hierarchy of 
skills but an interaction of processes. Therefore, the 
teacher must be a facilitator providing appropriate 
material, a guided introduction to the traditions of 
written language, and an introduction to coding 
strategies without interfering with the reading proc- 
ess. The teacher’s task is to provide order to bits of 
information and to develop confidence in a child to 
continue reading independently. (TJ) 
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Reading and social studies instruction in 39 third- 
through sixth-grade classrooms in central Illinois 
was observed in a study designed to determine 
whether elementary school classrooms provide 
comprehension instruction. Among the findings 
were that practically no comprehension instruction 
was seen but that comprehension assessment, usu- 
ally carried on through interrogation, was common; 
that other kinds of reading instruction were not seen 
with any frequency; that in addition to being inter- 
rogators, teachers also appeared to be assignment- 
givers, spending a large part of the observed periods 
on giving and checking assignments; that sizeable 
amounts of time went to activities categorized as 
“transition” and “noninstruction”; and that teach- 
ers did not see the social studies period as a time to 
improve children’s comprehension abilities, but in- 
stead were concerned about covering content and 
having children master facts. (The report discusses 
definitions and examples of comprehension instruc- 
tion, notes differences between comprehension in- 
struction and comprehension assessment, explains 
the categories used for teacher and student behav- 
ior, offers suggestions for future research, and re- 
ports the findings of the study in descriptive and 
tabular form.) (GW) 
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The theory that reading is a perceptual process 
was tested in a study involving 216 fourth, fifth, and 
sixth graders. The significance of the relationship 
between performance on a standard reading test and 
on an apparatus designed to test visual/motor per- 
ception was assessed. An analysis of the data re- 
vealed that there was no relationship between 
performance on the reading test and on the ap- 
paratus. The data indicate that skill in reading and 
in visual perception are not related. (Appendixes 
contain a scoring sheet for the visual/motor percep- 
tion instrument, class-by-class breakdowns of the 
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findings, and tables of data analysis.) (FL) 
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Identifiers—* Kelly (George A), Reading Attitudes, 
*Role Construct Repertory Test 
Conceptions of Reading (COR), a research pro- 

ject within the Institute for Research on Teaching, 

has modified the ‘“‘Role Construct Repertory Test” 

(Rep Test) to tap teachers’ conceptions of reading. 

Developed by psychologist George Kelly to aid in 

discovering personal belief systems, the Rep Test 

has been modified by other researchers to aid in 
determining how people organize information. For 
the COR group’s research, teachers with strong 
points of view about reading were identified through 
a Proposition Sort in which they sorted statements 
about reading according to their beliefs. The teach- 
ers then performed modified Rep Test tasks requir- 
ing them first to list students’ names on cards, sort 
them according to how the students received read- 
ing instruction, and explain their reasons for sorting 
them in that way; and then to compare three stu- 
dents to each other, telling how two were alike and 
one was different in terms of reading and success. 
Teachers then discussed their beliefs about instruc- 
tional materials and reading. Data gathered from 
the teacher/interviewer dialogues yielded informa- 
tion regarding six conceptions about reading and 
reading instruction. Classroom observations have 
provided evidence that teachers’ behaviors are fairly 
consistent with their conceptions as tapped by the 

Rep Test, indicating that the Rep Test, in combina- 

tion with the Proposition Sort, is an effective screen- 

ing method. (GW) 
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In an investigation into the process of retrieval 

from very long term memory, four subjects who had 

been out of high school from 4 to 19 years were 
asked to think aloud while attempting to recall the 
names of their high school classmates. The retrie- 
vals were found to be characterized by overshoot, 
systematic hypothesizing, fabrications, the estab- 
lishment of search contexts, self-corrections, and 
the use of a number of basic search strategies. These 
phenomena, as well as an array of traditional mem- 
ory phenomena, can be understood on the basis of 
an interpretation of retrieval as a reconstructive 
problem solving process. Information about the tar- 
get item is used to construct a description of some 
aspect of the item, which is used to recover a new 
fragment of information about the item; from this 
information a new description can be formed to re- 
trieve still more information, and so on until the 
piece of information sought is recovered. Three sub- 
processes may be identified: finding a context for 
the search, searching, and verifying that what has 
been recovered is about the target item. (Au- 
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Identifiers—* Research and Development Interpre- 
tation Service 
In a project designed to interpret research and 
development in the field of reading to practitioners, 
telephone interviews were conducted with a re- 
presentative group of the nation’s educators and 
with seven outstanding reading researchers by the 
Research and Development Interpretation Service. 
The practitioners were found to be interested 
primarily in processes involved in language and 
reading comprehension; they asked practical ques- 
tions about improving comprehension abilities. The 
researchers indicated that much of the research on 
comprehension is exploratory and that only tenta- 
tive findings are possible. (Lists of the questions 
asked are included.) (TS)

Development 

In an investigation of the degree to which children 
learn associations in the direction opposite to the 
one in which they were taught, 20 preschool chil- 
dren were instructed in letter-sound correspond- 
ences in one of two ways. One group was presented 
with the letter symbol and asked to produce the 
sound, while the other group was presented with the 
letter sound and asked to point to the corresponding 
letter symbol in an array of letters. After the last 
acquisition trial, the children were given a reversal 
trial in which they were presented with the usual 
response and asked to produce the stimulus. It was 
found that performance on the reversal trial was 
significantly lower than on the last acquisition trial.

Sixteen kindergarten children were instructed in 
grapheme-phoneme correspondences according to 
two methods that were identical except that in one 
method the children were instructed individually 
and in the other the children received group instruc- 
tion. The number of learning trials given to each 
child was the same in both situations. However, in 
the group the teacher showed all of the children the 
consonant card before calling on an individual child 
to identify it. Since there were nine other children 
in the group, each child had 45 potential vicarious 
learning trials. The results of the experiment in- 
dicated that the children in the group performed 
better than those who received individual training. 
Furthermore, children in the group learned signifi- 
cantly more grapheme-phoneme correspondences 
from trial one to trial two, but later trials indicated 
no difference in the learning rate between the two 
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groups. It was concluded that learning trials given to 
other group members can function as effective 
vicarious trials. (Author/MAI) 
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Fifty-two first- and second-grade students par- 
ticipated in a basal reader study in 1974-1975, as a 
follow-up to a 1973-1974 study. All but four of the 
subjects had entered the Ginn 360 reading program 
the previous year as kindergarten and first-grade 
students; of the 52 subjects, 38 were making satis- 
factory progress in reading and were considered the 
regular group, and 14 had shown reading skill acqui- 
sition problems and were considered the special 
group. The Ginn 360 program was used as the basis 
of the study; assessment devices included criterion- 
referenced tests, individual records, monitoring of 
students’ attending behavior, and standardized 
tests. Techniques of positive reinforcement were 
used by teachers. Analysis of the results indicated 
that among the students in the regular group, the 
first graders passed 40.72% of Ginn reading objec- 
tives and second graders passed 35.68%, that first 
graders retained a mean of 85.62% of the objectives 
passed and second graders retained a mean of 88.- 
91%, and that the first graders placed at the 42nd 
percentile on a standardized reading test while se- 
cond graders placed at the 14th percentile. The spe- 
cial group demonstrated low achievement. (Tables 
are presented to show assessment results, compari- 
sons with results from the 1973-1974 study, and 
comparisons with scores from classes in four other 
schools.) (GW) 
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Prereading assessment was first used to predict 
school readiness and was an assessment of the 
child’s visual and oral vocabulary skills. By the 
1970s, readiness assessment had changed from as- 
sessment of a child’s developmental probability for 
success or failure in reading to an assessment of the 
child’s skill development in relation to the reading 
instructional environment. Most current readiness 
tests reflect this newer concept emphasizing skills 
related to decoding and to comprehension. Recent 
criterion-referenced tests reflect the idea of relating 
assessment to instruction. This has brought about 
greater emphasis on subscores rather than on total 
scores. In the future, more research is needed to 
discover the relation of understanding concepts of 
“reading,” “word,” and “letter” to learning to read. 
An important implication of readiness assessment 
research is that teachers should choose the most 
appropriate prereading test for their particular situa- 
tions and then plan instructional tasks to follow the 
information gained from the tests. (TJ) 
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ing Difficulties, *Minority Group Children, 
*Nonstandard Dialects, *Reading Diagnosis, 
*Reading Difficulty, Special Education 
The number of minority children who are placed 

in special education programs is disproportionate to 

the number of minority children in school. One fac- 
tor causing this situation is that dialect interference 
causes lower reading scores among minority chil- 
dren. Since few standardized tests instruct the 
teacher to ignore errors attributable to differences 
between the child’s dialect and standard English, 
children who speak in dialect regularly get lower 
scores than would be the case if such errors were 
ignored. In discounting the effect of dialect interfer- 
ence, teachers should pay particular attention to the 

areas of word recognition (errors attributable to a 

nonstandard dialect should be ignored), latency (a 

child may recognize words slowly because a transla- 

tion process is occurring), and comprehension 

(what really matters is whether or not the child 

understands the text). Some typical black dialect 

variations from standard English are omissions 

(‘hep” for “help’’), substitutions (‘pin” for “pen’”), 

syntax (omission of prepositions), and word order 

changes (‘why she won’t come?” for “why won’t she 
come?”’). (TJ) 
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Dyslexia, a difficult to define phenomenon, is 

manifested by the otherwise normal child who has 

an IQ above 90 and a reading subscore below the 
fifteenth percentile. Five observations about this 
phenomenon are: (1) The concept of dyslexia is 
often confused with “slowness” in learning to read. 
A child who is bright enough to guess instead of 
read could be wrongly diagnosed as dyslexic instead 
of “‘illiterate.”’ (2) It would be rash to use a definition 
deficiency as an excuse to abandon a practical diag- 
nostic tool. (3) No child should be labeled as dys- 
lexic until all possibilities of nonreading phenomena 
have been eliminated. For instance, the transition 
from a special education class to a regular classroom 

may itself cause the non-reading phenomenon in a 

child. (4) Preconceptions of the mainstreamed staff 

may cause teachers to diagnose dyslexia instead of 

changing their teaching methods and styles for a 

child who is experiencing normal reading problems 

and confusions. (5) Teachers should stick to recog- 
nized teaching methods that offer a wide variety of 
alternatives and leave the diagnosis of dyslexia to 
specialists. An effective teaching method is to 
change lesson plans from “the teacher will” to “the 
student will” which makes the teacher more aware 
of the learning styles of a wide variety of children.

To evaluate the performance of elementary school 

children on various paradigms for assessing vocabu- 

lary knowledge on-line, three studies were con- 

ducted. In the first, 173 second through eighth 

grade students were involved in an investigation of 

five approaches to vocabulary assessment: synonym 

in context, synonym out of context, cloze, oral 

recognition, and self-screening. Results revealed 

significant problems with the self-screening and oral 

recognition formats; they were therefore eliminated 

from the succeeding studies. A total of 184 first 





through fifth graders participated in the second and 
third studies, which further evaluated the three re- 
maining formats. These studies also correlated the 
children’s performance on the three paradigms with 
scores on a standardized measure of reading com- 
prehension. The results suggest that no single for- 
mat is superior in assessing vocabulary knowledge 
across all grade levels. Data from the third study 
also indicate lower correlations between vocabulary 
knowledge and comprehension ability for the sec- 
ond and third grades than for the fourth and fifth 
grades. (Author/FL) 
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Students from Trinidad and Tobago, West Indies, 

participated in a study to determine their overall 

reading ability as measured by norm- and criterion- 
referenced reading tests and to discover the extent 
to which linguistically related reading difficulties 
were manifested in their oral and silent reading per- 
formance. The Gates-MacGinitie Reading Test and 
four subtests of the Wisconsin Tests of Reading Skill 

Development: Word Attack were administered to 

200 good and poor readers in their fifth year of 

formal education. Approximately half of the test 

booklets were randomly selected and scored and the 
subjects were divided into good, deficit, and differ- 
ence reading ability groups. Subjects from each 
group were asked to read a test passage into a tape 
recorder and then to retell it in their own words. 

Five tapings from each group were selected for mis- 

cue analysis. Conclusions drawn from the data are: 

no group of readers was observed to make highly 

effective use of oral or silent reading strategies as a 

means of facilitating meaning acquisition; regardless 

of reading ability, subjects encountered difficulties 
in consistently maintaining the grammatical and 
meaning structures of materials written in standard 

English; and few subjects were able to adequately 

verbalize about the stories they read. (Author/FL)

The procedures used in developing test forms P 
and Q of the “Wisconsin Tests of Reading Skill 
Development: Comprehension” are described in 
this report. The criterion-referenced tests assess the 
40 skills and objectives of the “Wisconsin Design 
for Reading Skill Development: Comprehension” 
commercial edition. The report contains individual 
test descriptions as well as general descriptive infor- 
mation regarding readability specifications, item 
content and test format, test directions, scoring and 
use of test results, and the tryout population.

studies. (Author/FL) 
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The oral reading miscue patterns of 26 normal 

students in grades one, two, and three were com- 
pared with those of 26 educable mentally retarded 
students from primary, intermediate, and junior 
high school classes. Intelligence quotients ranged 
from 94 to 137 for the normal students and from 50 
to 80 for the retarded students. During the testing 
sessions, pupils read three selections they had never 
seen before; their oral reading was tape recorded, 
and miscues were later recorded and analyzed ac- 
cording to reading miscue inventory criteria. 
Among the results were that mentally retarded and 
normal readers displayed similar abilities to utilize 
sound and graphic cues in decoding unknown 
words, and that the two groups substituted single 
words of the same grammatical function to a similar 
degree. Normal readers, however, appeared to cor- 
rect more miscues than did retarded readers and to 
be more proficient in producing grammatically and 
semantically acceptable structures when reading, 
while mentally retarded readers showed a tendency 
to make a greater number of meaning-changing mis- 
cues. Normal readers showed a greater tendency to 
use meaning-based and grammar-based cues and to 
correct miscues efficiently, while retarded readers 
tended to use grammar-based cues while often ig- 
noring meaning factors. (Author/GW) 
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Ninety-one English-as-a-second-language (ESL) 
students in grades two through twelve and 781 na- 
tive English-speaking students in grades two, four, 
and six participated in a study to examine the rela- 
tionships among word identification, reading com- 
prehension, and listening comprehension of ESL 
students and to compare word identification and 
reading comprehension skills of ESL and native 
English-speaking students. The study also sought to 
determine the effects of certain individual and soci- 
oeconomic variables on ESL students’ reading com- 
prehension. The findings revealed that native 
speakers performed significantly better than ESL 
students on the word identification tasks, and that 
there was a positive correlation between ESL learn- 
ers’ reading and listening skills. No association was 
shown between ESL students’ first-language back- 
ground and their performance on word identifica- 
tion tasks, nor was the ability to read in English 
affected by reading skills in the first language or by 
its structure. Clear patterns were evident among the 
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ESL students’ reading performance and language 
background, length of residence in the United 
States, amount of English spoken at home, and 
amount of television watched. However, no pattern 
appeared between the ESL students’ reading per- 
formance and their sex, sibling position, amount of 
ESL instruction, or socioeconomic status. (Appen- 
dixes include tests, passages and questions, ques- 
tionnaires, and parent permission letters and forms 
used in the study.) (FL) 
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Data on beginning reading practices in 23 coun- 
tries are presented in this report. Each entry pro- 
vides information about the age at which children 
are introduced to reading; the methods, materials, 
and classroom organization used in the primary 
reading classes; and the involvement of parents and 
family in beginning reading activities. Selected 
European countries are discussed first, followed by 
the Scandinavian countries, the Soviet Union, the 
United Kingdom, Canada, Australia, and New Zea- 
land. Next, selected countries in the Orient are ex- 
amined, followed by three South American 
countries, India, Nepal, and Israel. Finally, several 
Third World nations are briefly discussed. (FL) 
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In an attempt to find a new approach to making 
research applicable to the classroom, this book is 
organized around questions about reading instruc- 
tion posed by a group of 14 teachers, supervisors, 
and administrators. The book contains 24 questions 
presented in the form of actual classroom situations. 
In order to clarify the question, each of these sce- 
narios provides information about the context in 
which the problem arose. Each scenario is followed 
by a discussion which draws on research findings 
and professional experience; references recom- 
mended for additional reading on the topic are also 
included.

The selections were reproduced on slides in 
one of three ways: text with color photographs, text 
with pictures which had been reduced to line draw- 
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ings, and text without pictures. The subjects were 
divided into high, medium, and low achievement 
levels and each read selections on two different top- 
ics while being timed. After each reading, each sub- 
ject was administered a reading comprehension test. 
Analysis of the results indicated that varying the 
pictorial illustrations did not affect the time re- 
quired by students at the three achievement levels 
to comprehend the materials.

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Identifiers—* Reader Response 
Humor in literature and children’s responses to 
humor deserve serious study. Humor in literature 
may focus on a character’s method for coping with 
a disturbing situation, problems (such as riddles) 
that engender sudden insights when things fall into 
place, or ludicrous characters. Incongruity and sur- 
prise also play an important part in humor and occur 
in many children’s books. The tragi-comic develop- 
ment in children’s literature may be traced back to 
oral folk literature; and children’s books around the 
world provide examples of character humor, incon- 
gruity between reality and fantasy, ridiculous or 
slapstick situations, and word play. Psychologists 
have studied children’s response to humor from a 
Piagetian standpoint, the relationship of compre- 
hension and moral development to children’s hu- 
mor responses, and maturational differences in 
response. Other relevant research has included stu- 
dies of the relationship of intelligence to children’s 
humor choices, the types of humor children prefer, 
and children’s reactions to various kinds of humor 
stimuli. Teachers can carry out their own action 
research to find out what children laugh at. (The 
paper lists 51 books and articles, including humor- 
ous children’s books and relevant research reports.) 
(GW) 
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Identifiers—* Monroe Oral Language Scale, *Oral 
Language 
Four scales developed by Marion Monroe for re- 
cording, describing, analyzing, and rating children’s 
oral language skills are described and presented in 
this paper. The skills assessed by the scales are first 
described as follows: (1) how a child thinks, as re- 
vealed by the quality of ideas; (2) how a child thinks, 
as revealed by definition of words; (3) how a child 
uses words, as revealed by ability to verbalize ideas; 
and (4) how a child uses words, as revealed by com- 
mand of sentence structure. Eighteen activities are 
then described that will encourage children to ex- 
pand their vocabularies and express themselves 
orally. (GW) 
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The 1978 Summer Reading Institute, which 
served 58 Washington, D.C., elementary school 
children, is described in this paper. Major character- 
istics of the program model are first identified, along 
with elements that were added to the model in the 
preplanning stage. Numerous aspects of the pro- 
gram are then described, including the make-up of 
the student body, staff, and teenaged tutorial staff; 
pre-program interviews and planning; organiza- 
tional structure and daily schedule; field trips and 
special events; the formation of a media and re- 
source room; principles on which the program was 
based; teaching approaches that emerged; the crea- 
tion of an open, exciting school environment; plan- 
ning and staff training activities; and the selection 
by each staff member of two or three children to 
whom they would give special attention. The Insti- 
tute is summarized as a place in which intellectual 
discipline was introduced to children considered 
school failures, reading was noisy and exciting, re- 
source rooms were designed for action, halls and 
playgrounds were turned into classrooms, and liking 
children was planned and not accidental. Activities 
in which children participated are then described, 
including sustained silent reading, learning to read 
song lyrics, writing about emotions, taking field 
trips, and receiving books of their own. (GW) 
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Both research about what teachers do that makes 

a difference in pupil learning and observation of 
teaching practices give information about what is 
effective and helpful in teaching reading. Research 
shows that effective teachers spend more time in 
task-related activities and less time dealing with 
matters unrelated to course content. They under- 
stand their objectives, are carefully organized, and 
give close attention to pupils working independ- 
ently. There is a close association between teacher 
expectation and pupil learning. Use of interchangea- 
ble responses (summary responses made by teachers 
to pupils’ questions or statements) is an effective 
teaching technique. An anomaly is that effective 
teachers of low socioeconomic status pupils do not 
encourage pupils to analyze, synthesize, evaluate, or 
do anything other than answer narrow questions 
asked by the teacher. This anomaly indicates that 
techniques appropriate for one age or group may be 
inappropriate for another. In observing teachers, it 
is possible to see that bored teachers produce bored 
children. Reading aloud, commendation for suc- 
cessful performance, absence of censure for poor 
performance, and allowing independent reading 
time are all effective techniques observed in class- 
rooms. (TJ) 
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The Structured Discussion Approach (SDA) is a 

continuing inservice program in which faculty 

members mutually decide upon and attempt to solve 
common instructional problems. The five steps in 
the SDA are: identify the major instructional prob- 
lems felt by the faculty, discuss with the faculty the 


framework behind the SDA, prepare for the outside 
reading phase of the SDA, begin with a trial proce- 
dure on topic one, and evaluate the process and 
understandings gained. The SDA allows faculties to 
develop independence and expertise in identifying 
and solving problems together. (TJ) 
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There are a number of ways in which parents can 
serve as role models in helping children to value 
reading, including parent-child sharing of culture 
through family rituals, reading aloud to children or 
having the children read aloud, tutoring at home 
and in the schools, using home learning kits for skill 
development and to provide a carry-over of skills 
learned in school, and serving as paid or volunteer 
teacher aidesreceiving training and becoming vital 
participants in reading programs in the schools. Par- 
ents are often in a good position to discover chil- 
dren’s interests and to perceive their emotional 
reactions toward the reading situation. They should 
be encouraged to visit and observe school reading 
programs and to act as volunteers or as resource 
persons. (TJ)

The Arizona Young Authors Conference and 
Young Readers Award are the culminating activi- 
ties in a two-year cyclical program designed to ex- 
pand the reading and writing of children throughout 
the state. During the 1975-1976 school year, ele- 
mentary school students reproduced their writing in 
their own bound books; Young Authors Confer- 
ences were then held at individual schools, followed 
by mini-conferences at local junior high schools and 
then by a state conference to which children from 
each school were invited. The 1976-1977 Young 
Readers Award program, which involved elemen- 
tary and junior high school students in reading ac- 
tivities, culminated with an autograph party and 
ceremony at which an award was presented to Judy 
Blume, the author of the book chosen by the stu- 
dents as their favorite. During the Young Authors 
Conference year, school district personnel worked 
closely with University of Arizona personnel, a state 
committee provided overall coordination, and liai- 
son persons provided practical help and information 
about the program to teachers, librarians, and prin- 
cipals. District workshops on book making and 
creative writing were held for teachers, and princi- 
pals took an active role in the program. A second 
biannual Young Authors Conference was planned 
for the 1977-1978 school year. (GW) 
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Designed to explore new reading readiness pre- 

dictors that are not found extensively in the more 
commonly used commercial group tests and to 
develop new indices to measure the level of reading 
readiness of beginning first graders, a study was un- 
dertaken involving 115 children. The factor of sex 
in reading readiness was also investigated. An ex- 
perimental test composed of subtests in predicting 
outcomes, basic language concepts, spatial relations 
concepts, and auditory reception was administered 
to the subjects at the beginning of the 1975-76 
school year. The Canadian Readiness Tests (CRT) 
were also administered at that time. In February, 
the Bond-Balow-Hoyt (BBH) reading development 
tests were given. Results show that the learning rate 
subtest of the CRT and the spatial relations con- 
cepts subtest on the experimental test were signifi- 
cant predictors of reading achievement on all 
subtests of the BBH. No significant differences were 
found in reading readiness between boys and girls 
on the experimental test. However, on the CRT 
there were significant differences between the sexes 
on the word matching and semantics subtests. The 
reading achievement tests showed no significant dif- 
ferences. (FL) 
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Identifiers—Book Binding, *Book Production 
Step-by-step guidelines for teaching students the 
processes involved in conceiving, writing, editing, 
and binding books are presented in this paper. Fol- 
lowing a discussion of the values and aims of such 
a project, possibilities are noted for making class, 
small group, or individual books. Guidelines are 
then provided for helping students become involved 
in the project, find subjects, plan how to treat their 
subjects, research their subjects, refine and organize 
their materials, work in workshop situations to ob- 
tain feedback and criticism, and complete the pro- 
cesses of writing a first draft, editing and 
proofreading, writing a second draft, and making a 
dummy of the book (for which detailed instructions 
are included). Suggestions for evaluation follow, 
after which a three-stage editing checklist is prov- 
ided to help students edit their papers after reading 
them aloud to the class, reading them to partners, 
and checking each other’s papers for mechanical 
errors. Illustrated instructions for binding a book are 
then presented, divided into preliminary comments, 
a list of materials needed, and step-by-step instruc- 
tions for preparing book pages, preparing and sew- 
ing book spines, making book covers and covering 
the books, and putting books together. (GW) 
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Intended for use by educators responsible for 
developing post-secondary learning centers, this 
manual emphasizes the design and administration of 
such centers rather than the various aspects of skill 
instruction. Its seven chapters discuss the concept 
of a learning center; the components of the model, 
including a supplemental course, recruitment and 
selection of staff, the training of tutorial and teacher 
assistants, learning materials, distinct labs, non- 
credit readiness in content areas, and extension of 
the model; diagnosis of institutional and individual 
needs; instructional methodology, specifically lis- 
tening, notetaking, study skills, vocabulary, and 
comprehension; affective considerations, with a dis- 
cussion of a “relaxation” project; evaluation, includ- 
ing sample data and forms; and _ proposal 
preparation. (FL) 
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Paid or volunteer assistants can help a teacher in 
several ways. They can give students positive rein- 
forcement and can help them correct their work. 
Assistants can also perform specific tutorial tasks 
including directing oral reading, assisting with 
phonics and sight vocabulary, and helping students 
improve their comprehension. (TJ) 
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The performance of 35 students with low and 
medium reading scores who took a reading and 
study skills course at a community college was com- 
pared with that of 27 students who had similar read- 
ing skills (as judged on a standardized test) but who 
did not take the reading course. Comparisons were 
made in the areas of the number of semester hours 
each group completed, the number of students who 
returned the semester following the reading course, 
and the grade point averages of each group. A sig- 
nificant difference was shown between low reading 
skill students who took the course and low reading 
skills students who did not take the course in terms 
of number of semester hours completed during the 
semester the course was offered. On no other com- 
parison did any reliable difference occur between 
students who took the course and students who did 
not take the course. (TJ) 
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Iidentifiers—* Reading Attitudes 
One approach to preparing kindergarten children 

for beginning reading combines a meaningful print 

environment with active student involvement in the 
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learning process. The environment of the classroom 
from the beginning exposes children to meaningful 
printed words and symbols. Children use name tags 
not only for identification but also as a way for the 
teacher to take attendance through the year. From 
daily calendar use, children learn awareness of time 
word boundaries, left-to-right sequence, number 
concepts, sound-syllable relationships, and sight- 
word identification. Job charts, activity charts, and 
labeling are other ways of making children aware of 
printed meaning and helping them develop sight- 
word identification skills. Nursery rhymes, songs, 
and stories read aloud by the instructor are also used 
to enhance reading skill development. The overall 
purpose of this program is to develop positive attt- 
iudes toward reading as well as to develop cognitive 
skills. (TJ) 
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This paper on readability begins with a brief dis- 

cussion of comprehension, including a definition, 

and then lists factors that influence comprehension, 
such as knowledge of vocabulary, long passages that 
are ambiguous, digressions, and unnecessary res- 
tatements. The paper then explores readability and 
presents a graph for estimating readability and in- 
structions for using it. Finally, the paper focuses on 
cloze procedure, explains when and why cloze 
procedure can be used, and gives directions for con- 
structing, administering, and scoring a cloze test. 
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Focusing on the process by which intentions get 
expressed in written form, this article presents a 
theory of communicative competence based on the 
development of the “part-whole” thinking process. 
Specific topics discussed in the article are: speech 
act theory; speech act theory and theories stressing 
the importance of subject cognition; genetic epis- 
temology, creativity, and the writing process; and a 
theory of creativity and the writing process. Propos- 
als are presented for a research program designed to 
assess the effects of giving instruction as to the pur- 
pose for writing and to investigate how the means to 
writing are brought into “focal” or “subsidiary” 
awareness to more effectively realize the writer’s 
intentions. (FL) 
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The difficulty of obtaining usable information 

about the mental processes involved in the use of 

language has been a major obstacle in the design of 

effective writing programs. The antipsychological, 

behavioristic bias of American linguistics, which 

prevented any study of the deeper mental processes 

of language production, was remediated in part by 

the evolution of transformational grammar, al- 
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though the preoccupation was still with syntactic 
formation rather than with thoughts and their ex- 
pression. Recent investigations in psychological re- 
search have been more promising with regard to 
their applicability to teaching language skills. (1) 
Syntax plays a limited role in the processing of lan- 
guage, being applied late in text production and 
soon forgotten in text comprehension. (2) Gram- 
matical decisions in the formation of a single sen- 
tence cannot be made without knowledge of the 
overall flow of the text. (3) The concept of “frame” 
is now being used to classify the shared knowledge, 
beliefs, and attitudes prerequisite to communica- 
tion; into this field the individual introduces nonex- 
pected material in the form of news or opinion. (4) 
Effective writing proceeds when the writer achieves 
the optimum balance between what the reader al- 
ready knows and what he or she is now being told. 
(5) Finally, good writing is not inventive, but recom- 
binational. (DS) 
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Identifiers—Communication Research 
Assuming that radio listeners are more interested 
in programs where the pace is faster, two versions 
of a six-minute interview were devised and tested on 
97 adult church choir members. Prior to the experi- 
ment, participants completed a questionnaire that 
requested information on their age, sex, education, 
radio station preference, and listening time. One 
group listened to a stow version of the interview 
where the speaker spoke for longer uninterrupted 
periods and responded to only four questions. The 
other group heard a faster version which contained 
12 questions and answers. Results indicated that 
although there was no variation in the immediate 
responses from the two groups, the listeners who 
heard the slow version tended to recall the interview 
as being shorter and simpler than did the listeners 
who heard the faster version. Therefore, the positive 
effect of faster pacing was not proven. A statistically 
significant correlation found between immediate re- 
sponse and pre-existing interest in the content of the 
tape indicated the need for a more sophisticated 
match of audience profile, message content, and 
message structure in educational radio messages. 
(Author/MAI) 
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In a small informal study of the process of chil- 

dren’s writing, three children, aged 9, 10, and 11, 

were observed as they wrote. Specifically, the study 

sought to discover how the children approached the 
task of writing, the manner and extent of their in- 
teraction, and the result of this interaction upon 
their writing. Each child’s writing was also exam- 
ined to determine how it fit into the three modes of 

James Britton’s model of language functions: ex- 

pressive (language which remains close to the 

speaker), transactional (language to get things 
done), and poetic. In addition, the study attempted 
to discover what constituted a story to the children. 

Each child was told on the night previous to the 

planned writing activity to give some thought to the 

writing of a good story, and the actual writing was 
completed in approximately one hour in an informal 
setting. The results suggest that interaction among 
the children did not appear to interfere greatly with 
their finished stories and, despite the interaction, 
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the children wrote individual stories. In terms of 
Britton’s model, all three stories fell on the con- 
tinuum between expressive and poetic writing. In 
addition, the children showed a clear idea of what 
a story should be like and used these notions in their 
writing. (Charts of the children’s comments and 
behaviors during the activity and copies of their 
stories are appended.) (FL) 
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Because of the built-in stereotyping and deroga- 
tion of women that exists in the English language, 
the classroom teacher must face the task of finding 
practical answers to three popular attacks against 
research on sexism in English: language is a rather 
minor and irrelevant issue; there is no need to 
change language from the way it has always been; 
and words have meaning only in context or usage, 
so sexism is not in language but rather in people. In 
response to the first attack, research reveals that far 
from being trivial, language is the vehicle that ex- 
presses attitudes and influences thinking. When sex- 
ist attitudes structure English, male power is 
reinforced and women are repressed. Likewise, a 
historical perspective reveals that language changes 
constantly and, more significantly, the use of male- 
specific pronouns as the pronoun of reference for 
both sexes occurred deliberately as an act of the 
British Parliament in 1850. Although the third at- 
tack, placing the meaning of words according to the 
speaker’s intention, is impossible to measure accu- 
rately, numerous words in the English language il- 
lustrate that masculine words or forms are positive 
in meaning or connotation, while feminine words 
and phrases indicate weakness or negative implica- 
tions. (MAI) 
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Despite a strong concern for ethical and responsi- 
ble journalism, journalists themselves disagree as to 
whether their practice is a profession and if it is, 
which of the many definitions of “profession” de- 
scribes it. Judged according to the following criteria 
sometimes used to describe other professions, jour- 
nalism cannot be classified as a profession: training— 
successful journalism does not require specialized 
intellectual training; professional responsibility— 
reporters and publishers differ radically on this is- 
sue; professional organizations-the print and 
broadcast journalist is not represented directly by 
any group; professional regulation-this occurs out- 
side the field, rather than from within; professional 
pride-a lack of pride is reflected in the low eco- 
nomic status and high attrition rate among report- 
ers; and ethical standards-the journalist is 
monitored from outside the field. Rather than judge 
the practice of journalism, it seems fairer to evaluate 
individual journalists as professional or non-profes- 
sional according to the importance of their work, 
the integrity involved, and the responsibility and 
time that are demanded. (MAI) 
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In spite of a number of unanswered questions re- 
garding its place in the teaching of composition and 
the lack of agreement on why it is effective, sent- 
ence combining (SC) has become accepted as a use- 
ful skill building technique in regular composition 
classes. Attempting a broader context on the college 
level, SC was used exclusively to teach every aspect 
of composition to an experimental group of 150 stu- 
dents. The classes provided daily practice in putting 
sentences together in context and offered class dis- 
cussion on the reasons for the students’ syntactic 
and rhetorical decisions. Using SC, the students 
covered the basic principles of rhetoric and style as 
well as many of the problems of grammar, punctua- 
tion, and diction. Since the results of the course 
indicated significant gains for the students in all 
areas of composition as compared with a conven- 
tionally taught group, the process of SC raises the 
following possibilities for college composition 
classes: make sentence combining a total cur- 
riculum; permit the expansion of given patterns by 
the addition of new content in the exercises, thereby 
leading the student toward free writing; allow stu- 
dents to create their own “kernels” and exercises; 
and consider SC as a mechanism for organizing 
ideas within the larger units of discourse. (MAI) 
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The study of mass media and popular culture in a 
composition class allows students and teachers 
together to develop a critical awareness of television 
and advertising. Jerzy Kosinski’s book, “Being 
There,” a novel about the impact of television, is a 
beginning point for the study of television. Using 
that book as if it were a collection of events, pieces 
of evidence which may reveal a pattern, students 
can begin to form a statement that can be the thesis 
for an essay on television. A study of advertising 
may include awareness of the mythic and psycho- 
logical appeals of advertising-study of the demo- 
graphic backgrounds of advertising campaigns-or it 
may focus on the diction and essay structure in an 
advertisement. Another assignment which reveals 
popular culture consists of having students keep 
track of what they throw away for two or three days 
and then write an essay on what that reveals about 
themselves and society. Students might also con- 
sider how kitsch has demeaned the major rituals and 
celebrations such as death, marriage, birth, gradua- 
tion, and retirement. Finally, students might write 
about a political speech and how media coverage 
affected their views on the subject. (TJ) 
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Identifiers—Advertising 
To assist journalism students in making informed 

decisions regarding newspaper work, a brief course 

was devised that was based on a total newspaper 
concept. Defining the newspaper as the interaction 
of all of its departments in a unique geographic, 
demographic, and economic setting, this course 
focused on the traditional approach to a newspaper; 
the total newspaper approach; the role of service in 
newspaper production; how to develop an operating 
structure to support the total newspaper concept, 





including the roles of each department, promotion, 
growth targets, setting goals and priorities, the pro- 
motion of editorial content, advertising volume, and 
circulation; and the role of public relations and 
other departments. (Ways to incorporate as well as 
broaden the concept in the journalism curriculum 
are also included.) (MAI) 
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Data for a study of the composition process con- 
sisted of student compositions written in response 
to four stimulus tasks (compositions written within 
unstructured, topical/Aristotelian, dramatic situa- 
tion, and behavioral models), and students’ intros- 
pective comments made in_ response to 
questionnaires, during taped discussions, and in in- 
dividual interviews. These data were subjected to 
process analysis according to an adaptation of J.P. 
Guilford’s Structure of Intellect Model for informa- 
tion processing, yielding four methods of ordering 
information: accretion, cross-section, juxtaposition, 
and counterpoise. Accretion, used with 
memory/evocation operations, organically deve- 
lops a flow of ideas into a coherent unit. Cross- 
section and juxtaposition order 
cognition/clarification information by exposing 
composite units’ components (cross-section) or by 
presenting two units so that the presented relation- 
ship clarifies both units. Counterpoise organizes 
evaluation/agreement operations either by adding 
sufficient information for criterion satisfaction or by 
replacing an unsatisfactory item with one that meets 
criterion requirements. (Author/RL) 
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Rhetorical Criticism 
In teaching the principles of rational discourse in 
advanced expository writing, it is necessary to 
clarify the similarities and differences between the 
logic and rhetoric of Aristotle and to identify a com- 
mon ground between the two. The study of logic 
within rhetoric focuses on the inductive standards 
used to support two kinds of argument: the general 
to particular, and the particular to general. These 
forms are defined by contrasting them with their 
counterparts in formal reasoning using the criteria 
of the strength of the relationship between premises 
and conclusion, and completeness. Rather than in- 
volving deductive logic and the rules for syllogisms 
and inference, rhetoric is concerned with defining 
these inductive standards through testing the truth 
of factual statements by considering a generaliza- 
tion according to the size, representation, and preci- 
sion of the sample; testing the truth of evaluative 
statements by considering such criteria as corre- 
spondence, amount of relevant knowledge, and 
economy; and testing the link of evidence between 
the premises and conclusion-the inductive probabil- 
ity of the argument. With the focus on these induc- 
tive standards, the teaching of written discourse can 
concentrate on clear, precise language and the 
avoidance of fallacies. (MAI) 
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A five-week summer conference was arranged for 
high school English teachers in South Carolina to 
learn more about what happens as students learn to 
write, what teaching strategies would enhance their 
development, and how better writing courses might 
be designed and implemented. Participants, who 
wrote almost daily, were asked to examine their 
own writing processes: prewriting, writing, rewrit- 
ing, and what it means to “find and develop an 
idea.” They discussed those processes and teaching 
strategies to encourage students to work effectively. 
A variety of techniques were used to help teachers 
view the writing process as a whole rather than as 
fragmented and oversimplified. Teachers’ attitudes 
began to change from seeing themselves as arbitors 
of usage to seeing themselves as resources to help 
students understand the varieties of language which 
can be used for different purposes. Many also 
became convinced that students must discover writ- 
ing principles on their own. (TJ) 
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The limited effectiveness of the press as an agent 
of reform is considered in this paper in view of the 
role of the Minneapolis press in the rise and decline 
of a corrupt city administration from 1900 to 1905. 
The paper first posits a continuum along which press 
effects on reform may be pinpointed; it then dis- 
cusses the muckraking era, which included the 
period under consideration, and tells of Lincoln 
Steffens’s ‘The Shame of Minneapolis,” a muckrak- 
ing article about the Minneapolis scandal. The fol- 
lowing topics are then discussed: the scandal, which 
centered on the gathering of graft by Mayor Albert 
Ames and his associates, using police authority as 
leverage; the way the three Minneapolis newspapers 
covered the administration from 1900 through the 
1902 grand jury indictments of administration offi- 
cials and the resignation of Ames; reform attempts 
by the new administration; and the 1903 indictment 
and subsequent trials of Ames. It is concluded that 
even the two newspapers that opposed the Ames 
administration did not probe to uncover the under- 
lying pattern of corruption, that the papers printed 
the most revealing stories about the scandal only 
after the grand jury had unearthed the details, and 
that the newspapers’ prescriptions for reform were 
confined to the area of the replacement of corrupt 
personnel, rather than addressing more fundamen- 
tal changes in government structures. (GW) 
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The occurrence of Black English Venacular 
(BEV) dialect features in the writing of 42 inner-city 
college students was studied using such sociolin- 
guistic methods as variable rule analysis, computer 
programs, and implicational scales. A comparison of 
the patterns found in the subjects’ writing with those 
found in spoken BEV revealed that sometimes, as in 
/-t, d/ deletion, the patterns in writing parallel the 
patterns in speech. However, in other cases, such as 
the hypercorrect verb plural “s,” the feature pat- 
terns in writing differ from those in speech. The 
results of this research should be directed toward 
composition teachers to help them understand their 
students’ writing problems and also toward linguists 
to show that writing can also be a source of data to 
study the patterning of language variation. (FL) 
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Thirteen alternatives to using competency based 
tests should be considered when diagnosing student 
competency in writing: teacher-made or departmen- 
tal tests, teacher-student conferences, contractual 
grade agreements between student and teacher, stu- 
dent self-evaluation, individualized goal setting, 
keeping files or portfolios of student work, teachers’ 
written comments on student papers, rating scales, 
diagnosing student growth in their handling of syn- 
tactic structures, peer criticism (workshop ap- 
proach), collaborative learning (students teaching 
one another in mutual-interest groups), staff gra- 
ding/cross grading (groups of teachers grade the 
same papers), and games/contests. Since English is 
too compiex a subject to be measured by a single 
test, teachers can get a more accurate and fairer 
evaluation of student writing skills by using many 
kinds of evaluation methods. (RL) 
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Teacher Education, Productivity, Responsibility, 
Standards 
In contrast to the past, when English teachers 
were considered responsible for the quality of their 
instruction, the present push for accountability 
comes from outside the profession and has taken 
several forms including competency based teacher 
education (CBTE), licensing, and achievement test- 
ing. Mandated in several states, CBTE deals with 
the way in which teachers are trained and certified 
and involves cooperative programs between col- 
leges and school systems that list in detail the skills 
knowledge, and attitudes that future teachers are to 
acquire. Licensing, a substitute for conventional 
certification, recommends that teachers be licensed 
in the same way as other professional practitioners 
such as doctors and lawyers and that teaching re- 
ceive the same legal status. Accountability in the 
form of achievement testing requires that students 
pass tests at various educational levels before mov- 
ing to the next level. While the accountability move- 
ment can be positive in its impact on priorities, 
organization of instruction, and skill and attitude 
identification, it is important that English educators 
take an active role in determining how the field is 
to be monitored and work toward a greater unity of 
purpose from within the profession. (MAI)

Of a random sampling of 500 persons living in the 
Oklahoma City metropolitan area, 167 were in the 
21 to 34 age group whose newspaper reading habits 
and attitudes toward newspapers were being stud- 
ied.

The magazine industry has thus far escaped the 
attention and regulation that both the newspaper 
and broadcast industries have received. The obvious 
defense of the magazine industry is the number and 
diversity of the separate publications of which it is 
composed.

The use of technology in teaching composition, 
which has increased in recent years, began with a 
few filmstrips on grammar. Then slide-tape presen- 
tations were used to stimulate writing, and overhead 
projectors helped in evaluating writing in class. 
Now, videocassettes are used to record commonly 
repeated minilectures and minilessons on spelling, 
punctuation, and other topics. Also, an electronic 
typewriter hooked up to a television screen is availa- 
ble for use in teaching spelling and to emphasize 
particular words in a sentence or particular parts of 
a word. An improvement on this would be to add 
color, keyed to specific parts of speech, so that the 
function of nouns, verbs, adjectives, and adverbs 
could be easily demonstrated.

Suggested solu- 
tions to the access problem include placing the bur- 
den on the party seeking disclosure to demonstrate 
that the release of information is in the public inter- 
est, making the submitting party an indispensable 
party in FOIA suits, and permitting companies that 
object to the release of trade information to object 
in writing and allowing the requester to respond.

The Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) was 
amended in 1974 in order to restrict government 
control and to facilitate the public’s access to infor- 
mation. However, part of the FOIA bans federal 
officials from disclosing ‘trade secrets” and com- 
mercial or financial information obtained in confi- 
dential circumstances. This exemption has resulted 
in a great number of requests and lawsuits between 
the government and business over the disclosure of 
exempted information. Arguments for the greater 
release of information to the public state that re- 
verse FOIA suits are illegal and that the released 
information would not be valuable to competitors. 
Proponents of withholding information argue that 
FOIA suits are legal, that the release of information 
would be harmful in a competitor’s hands, that cor- 
porations would begin holding back information 
from the government, and that representatives from 
foreign countries could obtain nonsecret docu- 
ments. While seeking a concrete definition of “trade 
secret” exemption, business can achieve the protec- 
tion afforded by this exemption through advance 
agreements on confidentiality, injunctions, civil 
damage suits, and court orders.

Ongoing research programs conducted at General 
Motors Institute are motivated by the practical ob- 
jective of improving the company’s organizational 
effectiveness. Computer technology is being used 
whenever possible: for example, a technique deve- 
loped by Herman Chernoff was used to process data 
from a survey of employee attitudes into 18 differ- 
ent factors and then to represent the data by means 
of geometrically constructed faces. Each of the fac- 
tors was represented by a specific facial feature: job 
satisfaction by mouth curvature, pay satisfaction by 
nose length, work group satisfaction by length of 
mouth, communication satisfaction by angle of eye- 
brow, satisfaction with supervisory goal emphasis 
by eye length, and so on.

The technique of enjambed conversation (a 
transcription of a conversation void of punctuation 
and speaker designation) was used to produce two 
verbal messages, one “more related” the other “less 
related” to a particular subject. The messages were 
then tape recorded so that the context surrounding 
them could be manipulated. The two recorded con- 
versations differed in the length of speaker turn and 
the number of speakers. Two experiments were then 
conducted involving 60 college students. The first 
consisted of two cells, each with 15 subjects. Each 
cell heard a different version of the recording and 
then the subjects in both cells disenjambed the 
“more related” conversation. The second experi- 
ment followed the same procedure, disenjambing 
the “less related” conversation. The results sup- 
ported the proposition that an element of context 
more relatable to the understanding of a verbal mes- 
sage will have more influence on how that message 
is interpreted than a less relatable element. The 
study indicated that elements of context influence 
how people make sense from verbal messages 
through the employment of economy and consist- 
ency rules.

A study involving 59 undergraduate speech com- 
munication students investigated relationships be- 
tween intelligence, understanding of editorial satire, 
and appreciation of satire. The students were asked 
to read three satirical essays and then to pick one of 
five statements that best described the thesis as in- 
tended by the author. Then each satire was rated on 
a seven-step scale from “extremely funny” to “‘ex- 
tremely unfunny.” Analysis of variance indicated 
that better understanding of satire was significantly 
associated with higher Scholastic Aptitude Test ver- 
bal (but not quantitative) scores. Funniness ratings 
were significantly correlated with verbal SAT scores 
and with understanding of a satirical intent for only 
one of the three essays used. (TJ) 
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Women 
The portrayal of the working girl in the silent films 
of the 1920s ignored the fact that in reality women 
worked to help support their families, to be finan- 
cially independent, or to supplement their family’s 
income. A study of movie heroines from that era 
reveals that these characterizations reinforce the 
image of the traditionally dependent woman in that 
these women worked only until marriage: appeared 
sweet, innocent, and submissive; searched openly 
and often aggressively for a rich husband; and were 
often incompetent in coping with their personal and 
professional problems. When female characters 
were presented as strong, independent, or sexually 
frank, their rebelliousness led to marriage with dull 
and conventional companions and to maintenance 
of the status quo. The few movies that did portray 
successful professional women presented the her- 
oine as mannish and out of touch with her own 
feelings. The two exceptions to sex-typed roles for 
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women occurred in movies produced by women and 
based on books that were written by women. Even 
the public lives of the female movie stars of the 
1920s reinforced tradition in that their public image 
was often frivolous, sexy, and helpless, while in real- 
ity, many were successful business professionals. 
(MAI) 
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Identifiers—* Audience Response 
Sixteen college students were measured for “skin 
conductance responses” (SCR) while they viewed 
four films on either a movie or a television screen in 
a study of selected media differences between theat- 
rical film and television viewing. The students 
watched a bland (nonaggressive) and an aggressive 
film on one medium, then viewed two similar films 
on the other medium, providing self-reports of their 
responses by completing “Mood Adjective Check 
Lists.”” Although the researchers hypothesized that 
theatrical film viewers would show greater arousal 
for aggressive films and less arousal for bland films 
than television viewers, SCR data show greater 
arousal for film viewing only during scenes depict- 
ing violent death. Researchers find no substantial 
support for a general media effect of viewer arousal, 
but they note that different types of aggressive film 
content create different arousal levels and that unin- 
teresting film content produces “‘sub-resting” SCR 
levels. (RL) 
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A total of eight focused group discussions, each 
with 12 participants, were held in Philadelphia, 
Minneapolis, Denver, and Houston to examine par- 
ticipants’ television viewing habits, attitudes toward 
television, and perceptions of public versus com- 
mercial programs. Analysis of the results revealed a 
similar breakdown of response to television among 
all the groups. Among the major findings were that 
television played a number of roles for respondents, 
including those of entertainment source, escape 
mechanism, causal companion, educational tool, 
and filler for unstructured time; that those who be- 
lieved television was worthwhile were more likely 
than others to plan their viewing; that the problem 
of choice of programs did not arise frequently be- 
cause of multiple television sets in homes; that many 
of the women enjoyed soap operas but not sports, 
while the opposite was true for many of the men; 
that shows most often disliked were those consid- 
ered superficial, ridiculous, or racy: that “Roots” 
and “Holocaust” were valued greatly by almost all 
respondents; that public television was seen as edu- 
cational but was also perceived to be humorless, 
unexciting, and repetitious, while commercial 
television programs were seen as having more inter- 
est and variety; and that a more important role for 
public television was predicted for the future. (GW) 
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Identifiers—* Colombia 
Thirty-six participants from the United States 
have been involved in a teacher exchange program 
between Florida International University and the 
school system of Cartagena, Colombia. Known as 
“Focus: Cartagena,” the program revolves around 
four specific objectives stating that, after experienc- 
ing the program, participants should be able to 
recognize and recall general facts about Colombia, 
to identify and describe fundamental characteristics 
and problems of Colombia’s educational system, to 
recognize and describe basic cultural differences be- 
tween Colombia and the United States, and to deve- 
lop and maintain a positive attitude toward 
Colombia. In an effort to evaluate how well these 
objectives were met, each participant was asked to 
complete a questionnaire. An analysis of the 23 
questionnaires returned revealed that the knowl- 
edge and understanding associated with the pro- 
gram’s three cognitive objectives were retained; 
further, the objective of achieving a positive attitude 
toward Colombia was clearly verified. (A copy of 
the evaluation questionnaire is appended.) (FL) 
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Designed to answer some of the questions con- 
cerning the nature of professional ethics in the fields 
of anthropology, psychology, and sociology, this re- 
port outlines the range of ethical concerns of these 
three disciplines and describes the way in which 
these concerns have been previously presented. The 
first of the three sections of the report deals 
primarily with incidents, such as Project Camelot, 
which created both public and professional interest 
in social science ethics. The second section gives 
special attention to two statements on ethics: one 
produced by the American Anthropological As- 
sociation and the other by a group of cross-cultural 
psychologists. The final section contains an over- 
view of trends in the relationships between social 
scientists and those with whom they interact. It also 
provides examples of changes in the expectations 
institutions and individuals have of social scientists 
and suggests the need for further study of the social- 
ethical aspects of the research process. (FL) 
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This review of current legal practices with respect 
to censorship in the areas of obscenity and pornog- 
raphy contains a history of anti-obscenity legisla- 
tion; a review of the efforts of the United States 
Supreme Court and lower courts to define ob- 
scenity; a discussion of publisher Larry Flynt’s bat- 
tle against the “community standards” criterion for 
defining obscenity; a discussion of the self-regula- 
tion efforts of the radio and television media; a con- 
sideration of the problems of obscenity and 
pornography on billboards; and an examination of 
child pornography laws. (FL) 
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There are three “communication contexts”: in- 
terpersonal, intrapersonal (relating to others 
through internal thought), and mass media, espe- 
cially television (relating to others in an indirect, 
impersonal manner). People satisfy different needs 
through different contexts. Open-minded people 
may choose television for relaxation and the interp- 
ersonal context for learning about others, while 
closed-minded people choose the mass media 
(television) for gratifying both needs. The content of 
television tends to reinforce high authoritarian atti- 
tudes held by the viewer. Racist and sexist attitudes 
especially tend to be reinforced by the fact that 
minority groups and women are often made the butt 
of jokes. The most unfortunate aspect of this social 
learning is that viewers who are most closed- 
minded, fatalistic, and bigoted are most apt to view 
television and develop viewer-character relations 
and thus have their thinking reinforced. This has a 
negative social impact on a pluralistic urban society 
which values open-minded cognitive development. 
(TJ) 
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One hundred studies on small group communica- 
tion that were published in speech communication 
journals from 1969 to 1978 are summarized and 
critiqued in this paper. The literature is classified 
into three new lines of research (critical variable. 
process, and tangential) and three continuing lines 
of research (leadership, discussion, and pedagogy). 
Finally, the paper presents seven recommendations 
for ways to improve the quality of small group com- 
munication: (1) the replication of major small group 
communication studies needs to be encouraged. (2) 
research should focus on the clarification of opera- 
tional definitions of the unit of communication used 
in studying small group communication interaction. 
(3) a weighted, parsimonious list of communication 
behaviors occurring in small groups needs to be 
generated, (4) small group phasic research should 
work toward generalization. (5) a clear relationship 
should exist between the findings of small group 
research and the training imparted in textbooks and 
classrooms, (6) small group research efforts in 
speech communication should be conducted by a 
greater number of scholars, and (7) extraordinary 
cooperation efforts may be required to produce 
rapid advancement in small group communication 
research. (RL)

H.R 015, the proposed revision of the Com- 
munications Act of 1934, is consistent in many as- 
pects with Federal Communications Commission 
(FCC) trends toward greater reliance on market- 
place forces than on regulation, but some portions 
of the bill should be reexamined before the final 
rewrite. First, the new bill would shift from a “public 
interest, convenience, and necessity” standard for 
policy making to one emphasizing the goal of regu- 
lating “to the extent marketplace forces are defi- 
cient.” However, the bill should address more 
specifically when and what regulatory discretion is 
coni-rred on the FCC to deal with imperfections in 
certain markets. Second, H.R. 13015 proposes to 
shift spectrum allocation and policy making powers 
to a single Executive Branch administrator, a move 
that could seriously erode mechanisms created by 
Congress to insulate broadcasting from government 
control. Third, the bill precludes federal regulation 
of cable television but ignores potential state regula- 
tion that might frustrate the development of the 
benefits of competition. Finally, H.R. 13015 pro- 
vides for public participation in communications 
regulation and policy making but should go even 
further by providing for reimbursement of expenses 
incurred by the public in directly participating in 
FCC proceedings. (GW) 
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Two major technological developments and some 
definite procedural guidelines have changed televi- 
sion coverage of the courtroom from what it was in 
the famous case of Billie Sol Estes in 1962. Today. 
a color camera is compact. operates soundlessly. 
functions under extremely low light levels. and is 
equipped with a powerful zoom lens. Likewise. the 
videotape recorder is small. uses an erasable tape. 
and permits a single camera located inside the 
courtroom to feed an electronic video signal to as 
many individual recorders as may be required. 
Combined with these unobtrusive pieces of equip- 
ment, the following guidelines for television stations 
help safeguard a fair trial: preparing for the court- 
room coverage long in advance: assigning a media 
coordinator to act as the liaison between the judge 
and the media and as an arbiter in dealing with 
disputes which may arise among various media re- 
presentatives: arranging with other stations for a 
pooling of coverage: and familiarizing the crew and 
reporters with the courtroom decorum in order to 
avoid upset. Increased television coverage in the 
courtroom calls for greater responsibility and 
professionalism on the part of network reporters 
and raises questions as to how the proceedings will 
be edited. and what impact the coverage will have 
on trial participants and on society's perception of 
the court and the legal system. (MAI) 
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Noting that an increasing number of rape victims 

who seek alternatives to police procedures do so 

because of the insensitive behavior of the investigat- 
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ing police officer, this paper provides a model of 
interpersonal communication skills that will enable 
police officers to better relate to and support the 
victims of rape. The areas covered in the model 
include officer beliefs and attitudes, verbal first aid 
techniques, methods of dealing with verbal abuse 
from the victim, how to read such nonverbal cues as 
eye contact and touch, terms to avoid with the vic- 
tim, and being “yes, confirmational.” The stated 
purpose of this behavior model is to help a rape 
victim see herself as “ok” and to help officers gain 
the victim’s confidence so that the crime may be 
solved. (FL) 
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An organizational need hierarchy can be used by 
consultants as a model for diagnosing organizational 
problems, after which an intervention plan can be 
made. The need hierarchy, which approximates 
Abraham Maslow’s individual need hierarchy, is 
composed of five ascending levels related to organi- 
zational needs in the areas of survival of the organi- 
zation itself, security for part of the organization, 
communication within an organization or between 
the organization and the public, improvement of the 
status of the organization in the eyes of other profes- 
sionals, and enhancement of the effectiveness of al- 
ready successful operations. A consultant has a wide 
range of role options available for intervention, 
ranging from indirect behaviors (clarifying and in- 
terpreting, listening, or refusing to become involved 
at all) to direct, prescribing behaviors (recommend- 
ing actions or planning the implementation of solu- 
tions). The behavior chosen depends on the 
organizational need diagnosed; at lower levels of the 
organizational need hierarchy, organizations need 
very direct, prescribed behaviors from a consultant, 
while a more indirect approach is appropriate for 
dealing with higher level needs. (GW)

The Federal Communications Commission (FCC) 

is far more anxious to promote the First Amend- 
ment premise that broadcasters should air con- 
troversial programing than it is worried about the 
occasional use of “four-letter words” by broadcast- 
ers. The FCC and Supreme Court decisions in the 
“Pacifica” case affect only the broadcasting of a 
series of offensive words as a “verbal shock treat- 
ment” and have no implications for the isolated use 
of potentially offensive words. The FCC should not 
act as a censor but should increase programing 
choices through fostering increased competition 
and more outlets for expression in electronic media. 
Its highest priority continues to be to encourage 
bold, innovative, and controversial programing, not 
to discourage it. It also has the goal of increasing the 
diversity of programing for such groups as children, 
minorities, women, and the aged. Finally, the FCC 
is committed to the principle that broadcasters have 
an obligation to air controversial issues. Broadcast- 
ers therefore should not allow the “Pacifica” case to 
lead to timidity in their coverage of controversial 
subjects. (GW) 
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Broadcasters should aim for diversity and excel- 
lence in programing rather than basing programing 
decisions on the Nielsen ratings and aiming for 
maximized profits. Broadcasting reflects, shapes, al- 
ters, and informs the national consciousness; enter- 
tainment programs as well as newscasts have 
tremendous impact on the public, and the effect of 
broadcasting on values and institutions has become 
a national issue. There are five principles that should 
determine how the Federal Communications Com- 
mission (FCC) will move with regard to broadcast- 
ing: (1) The integrity and independence of the 
FCC’s process is more important than any of its 
particular decisions. (2) The FCC will be even- 
handed in enforcing its rules and protecting the pub- 
lic interest. (3) The FCC will not exceed its 
authority by intervening directly in specific pro- 
gram decisions, but instead will encourage con- 
troversial programing. (4) The FCC should seek to 
stimulate excellence through diversity, and diver- 
sity through competition, and should rely upon 
regulation as little as possible. (5) The FCC should 
encourage new technology and services rather than 
helping any vested interest to hold them back. 
Broadcasters should show initiative in greatly in- 
creasing the range of services they offer to the pub- 
lic. (GW) 
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Information has become the lifeline of United 

States society, and consumers-especially those con- 

cerned about children-need to become concerned 

with the entire information phenomenon. Those 
who control access to information will be responsi- 
ble to a great extent for the future values of society, 
and involved citizens should participate in shaping 
what the future communications environment will 
be. The Federal Communications Commission 
(FCC) should regard the overall public interest as its 
only constituency; should be evenhanded in enforc- 
ing rules and protecting the public; should refrain 
from censorship of specific program content; should 
promote excellence through diversity, and diversity 
through competition; and should favor the develop- 
ment of new technologies and services. The public 
has the right and the responsibility to monitor the 
performance of industries regulated by the FCC. 
The power of citizen participation in FCC proceed- 
ings may be seen in the growth of Action for Chil- 
dren’s Television and in the broadcast industry's 
response to it. The FCC is now considering many 
issues with important implications for the future: 
citizens’ groups should become involved in the dis- 
cussions and decisions regarding these issues. (GW)

It is important for the Federal Communications 
Commission (FCC) to reexamine its policy research 
goals and processes and to encourage the entry of 
economists into the regulatory process. The entire 
regulatory structure of the FCC should be reap- 
praised; regulation should be used to help the natu- 
ral forces of the marketplace function more 
efficiently and should be based on the principles 
that the consumer should have the broadest possible 
services and that the prices of those services should 
not be artificially inflated.

If cable television is to survive in the competitive 

marketplace, it will have to show increased foresight 

in designing new services and facilities. Cable televi- 
sion regulations, which may have been an impedi- 
ment to past growth, should be fully reviewed by the 

Federal Communications Commission (FCC) and 

deleted or corrected if necessary; but cable televi- 

sion will achieve success only through its own entre- 
preneurial initiative. Very often, cable television has 
provided only an echo of services already provided 
by broadcast networks; it might instead provide 
such distinctive services as quality children’s pro- 
graming, cultural programing. and programing for 
minorities. Although the National Cable Television 
Association has predicted that cable television 
would provide far-reaching services, its predictions 
have not been borne out by reality. The cable televi- 
sion industry should not expect regulatory protec- 
tion from the FCC but should learn to compete with 
new technologies in providing services for the pub- 
lic. It should serve minorities through its employ- 
ment practices and should offer programs in the 

public interest. Only if cable television provides a 

unique service in quality, diversity, and state-of-the- 

art technology will it receive the public backing it 
needs to survive. (GW) 
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Based on papers presented at the East-West Com- 
munication Institute conferences and seminars in 
Hawaii between 1973 and 1975, these five essays 
focus on intercultural communication, emphasizing 
that popular culture existed with great diversity for 
centuries before modern media and that popular 
cultures have importance and impact on the every- 
day life of the common people in all cultures. The 
essays discuss the effects of global communication, 
particularly through radio and television, on the

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To determine the extent to which males and 
females bring similar or dissimilar attitudes of trust 
to encounters with members of the same or the op- 
posite sex, a study was conducted that examined 
attitudes of interpersonal trust according to the sub- 
ject’s perception of the expertness (validity of judg- 
ment), reliability, and dynamism of the attitude 
object. For the study, 102 males and 135 females 
were tested on a 27-item semantic differential in- 
strument and the results were analyzed according to 
the variables of sex of subject, sex of attitude object, 
and relationship to attitude object (closest friend or 
that sex in general). The study revealed the follow- 
ing: females perceived people of both sexes to be 
more expert and hold stronger attitudes of interper-

males were perceived as more dynamic; and closest 
friends of both sexes were rated higher on all three 
dimensions than were both sexes in general.

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Confronted with the problems imposed by the 

stage presentation and interpretation of ancient 

Greek theatre to contemporary audiences, scholars 

have developed four major approaches to the pre- 

sentation of Greek drama over the past 70 years. 

The first approach, referred to as modificationist or 

realist, claims that communicating ancient Greek 

drama to a modern audience requires a total modifi- 

cation of the drama and a realistic presentation of

the costumes, language, and even the poetic struc- 
ture of the play. The adaptationist school of thought 
is similar in that it believes that the content and the 
form of the drama must conform to modern social, 
psychological, moral, and aesthetic values if the pre- 
sentation is to be relevant to contemporary audi- 
ences. In contrast to these two views, the 
scholasticists rely on a scholarly interpretation 
based on the historical, philosophical, and literary 
background of the plays, while the classicists argue 
that the dramas must be read or presented as ar- 
cheological performances, maintaining all of their 
original parts. Scholars do agree that the role of the 
chorus presents the most serious problem in presen- 
tation and that insight into the tradition, culture, 
history, and philosophy of Greece is essential to a 
revitalization of ancient Greek theatre. (MAI) 
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Utilizing material in the ERIC network, this paper 

briefly investigates the theory, history, and current 
state of community schools.

Counselors in turn orient students, 
parents, and the community to the program and 
inform teachers of the counselors’ services. The 
counselor’s role is expanded to contact with all lev- 
els of the school operation, while some of the coun- 
selor’s functions requiring less professional training 
are turned over to teacher-advisors. The need for 
openness, flexibility, continued learning, and con- 
sciousness of the individual counselor’s place within 
the educational complex as a whole is stressed. (Au-

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The multielective system in the high schools of 

the North Hunterdon district in New Jersey failed 

to provide students a sense of belonging, warmth, 

openness, and importance. The multiunit high 

school model, developed to answer these needs. 

groups students into learning communities of 20 to 
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125 students each. Each learning community is 
focused on a particular topic, but is staffed by from 
two to five teachers from a range of subject areas. 
After the freshman year students may choose to 
enter the standard multielective program instead. 
This document, prepared by the project director at 
North Hunterdon, outlines the training. operating, 
and evaluating processes required for achievement 
of the multiunit high school’s two basic objectives. 
The first of these is the reorganization of the school 
into learning communities responsible for budgeting 
their own time, space, and resources, as well as for 
developing group spirit and personal relationships 
between individual students and their teachers. The 
second objective is for students in learning com- 
munities to exhibit a marked increase in six areas 
measured by Stern’s High School Characteristics 
Index: intellectual climate, student dignity, self- 
expression, cohesiveness. congeniality, and open- 
ness.

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The primary role of the principal in a multiunit 

high school is as a curriculum leader. By allowing 
others to share in the decision-making process, en- 
couraging the utilization of the program improve- 
ment council. striving for community involvement, 
and allowing others who are highly motivated the 
autonomy they need, the principal helps assure that 
the frustrations and obstacles that obstruct tradi- 
tional programs do not develop. The principal also 
serves as a supporter and facilitator of the multiunit 
program. organizing the administrative staff. aides, 
and volunteers to best allow teachers the freedom to 
work closely with students. Teacher evaluations and 
budget administration are conducted with consen- 
sus, open communication, and shared decision- 
making in mind as well. Finally, the principal 
assumes the role of protector of the educational pro- 
gram. carefully balancing the influence of the differ- 
ent aspects of the multiunit program and guarding 
the pluralistic decision-making process even from 
his or her own tendency toward unilateral decisions. 
This manual covers the means by which principals 
cope with these roles. in such areas as relationships 
with district leaders. instructional supervision, sche- 
duling. budgeting. personnel practices, teacher 
evaluation. the program improvement council, and 
community involvement. (Author/PGD) 
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The most important and most difficult task of the 

assistant principal for instruction in a multiunit high 

school is recruitment of teachers for the learning 


communities. These teachers must be convinced 
that the increased workload and added responsibili- 
ties involved in developing interdisciplinary 
courses, budgeting time, space, and funding, and 
dealing with students on an individual basis are off- 
set by the autonomy, academic freedom, and posi- 
tive student response gained in return. Other tasks 
shared by the assistant principal for instruction in- 
clude teacher evaluation, monitoring the instruc- 
tional budget, promoting  cross-disciplinary 
techniques, organizing summer work, overseeing 
use of curriculum guides and independent study 
projects, providing for inservice training, and deve- 
loping the learning community concept. The assist- 
ant principal for student services, on the other hand, 
has responsibility for such noninstructional phases 
of the high school operation as facility usage and 
security, discipline, and the extracurricular budget. 
The learning community affects this role in two 
ways. The learning community itself takes on some 
first-level disciplinary functions, and the assistant 
principal for student services must modify record- 
keeping processes to assist measurement of the pro- 
gram’s success. Appendices contain samples of 
basic forms used by the assistant principals. (Au- 
thor/PGD) 
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In multiunit high schools such as those in New 
Jersey's North Hunterdon district, the department 
chairperson serves as an intradisciplinary Learning 
Community Leader (intra-LCL). The multielective 
portion of the school’s curriculum in each subject 
area remains the responsibility of this person, while 
individual jearning communities determine their 
own curriculum. Learning communities turn to the 
intra-LCL primarily for resource assistance and for 
coordination of the learning community program 
with classes and teachers operating outside the 
learning community. The intra-LCL can in fact op- 
erate as a learning community teacher and, in this 
role, is responsible to the interdisciplinary Learning 
Community Leader (inter-LCL), who is charged 
with budgetary and scheduling duties within the 
community. This document outlines the respon- 
sibilities of the intra-LCL in both aspects of the 
school program and also discusses operation of re- 
source centers. (Author/PGD) 
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The purpose of this manual is to provide learning 

community leaders orientation to the leadership 
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role and its responsibilities. This book is a guide 
through the assessment, planning, implementation, 
and evaluation stages of community growth. Close 
attention to the manual will allow a learning com- 
munity leader to: (1) recruit a staff of committed 
teachers and students, (2) implement shared deci- 
sion-making and problem-solving, (3) maintain 
open communication among staff, students, parents, 
and administration, (4) establish a climate of trust in 
the learning community, (5) successfully communi- 
cate the learning community goals, objectives, and 
processes to the public, (6) implement a systematic 
educational planning, assessment, and evaluation 
process, (7) schedule space and time to meet learn- 
ing community needs, (8) establish a guidance 
counselor as a significant member of the learning 
community team, (9) establish and maintain accept- 
able and productive standards for student behavior, 
(10) develop a learning community budget based on 
program and learning goals, and (11) use specific 
measurement tools. As part of the process teachers 
and students are encouraged to participate equally 
in the planning and decision-making of their learn- 
ing community curriculum, learning behaviors, and 
learning environment. (Author/PGD) 
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Annotations of twelve documents introduce

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If New York State had attempted to raise its tax 
revenues from 1956 to 1975 entirely without re- 
course to property taxes, the burden would have had 
to be shifted to one or more of four other major 
categories of taxation. This document briefly dis- 
cusses the impact of two alternatives: how each of 
the four categories would have been affected by be- 
ing forced to assume the full additional tax burden 
by itself; and how all four categories would have 
been affected if each had assumed a proportion of 
the additional burden equal to its proportion of the 
full tax burden. Year-by-year results of the analysis 
are shown in graphs and tables. (Author/PGD) 
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New York’s 1973-74 Task Force on State Aid for 

Elementary and Secondary Schools adopted the fol- 
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lowing nine “‘working principles” to guide efforts at 
legislative reform: (1) equalization of resources 
available to school districts, (2) improved coordina- 
tion among districts, (3) inclusion of the impact of 
urban wealth and pupil population in fiscal consider- 
ations, (4) simplification of the state aid formula, (5) 
adoption of a changed operating expense definition 
to take account of federal aid, (6) reexamination of 
pupil weighting, (7) provision for pupils with special 
needs, (8) rejection of prohibitions on districts’ will- 
ingness to use their own resources, and (9) the 
achievement of real property relief. An evaluation 
of New York’s 1974 legislation reveals that most of 
the Task Force’s cbjectives were met. However, the 
state aid formula remains complex and federal aid to 
local districts was not considered. (Author/PGD) 
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Voucher plans vary mainly in the value assigned 
each voucher, whether schools are permitted to 
charge extra tuition, provisions for the education- 
ally disadvantaged, and the degree to which par- 
ticipating schools are regulated. A crucial factor in 
any voucher plan is the freedom of choice parents 
have in selecting their children’s educational envi- 
ronment. This kind of educational marketplace sys- 
tem works only when individual schools are free to 
meet the desires of their clients. The requirement 
that schools provide equal educational opportunity 
tends to conflict with such freedom. Constitutional 
questions of church-state separation are also in- 
volved when voucher systems attempt to include 
parochial schools. The only major effort to test a 
voucher plan was a 1972-76 project in Alum Rock, 
California. Limited to 13 of the district’s 25 public 
schools, the test proved inconclusive. The organiza- 
tional and authority structure of the district resisted 
allowing the individual participating schools suffi- 
cient autonomy. Parents failed to exercise their free- 
dom of choice to force the schools to compete in the 
search for educational excellence. This document 
analyzes both positive and negative attitudes toward 
voucher plans and describes several alternative ap- 
proaches in an attempt to determine the most effec- 
tive system. (Author/PGD) 
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Historically, school finance has been concerned 
with three things: adequate provision, equity, and 
efficiency. While the first of these has been substan- 
tially achieved with free public education and a sta- 
bilizing student population, recent court cases 
remind us that the term “‘adequate educational pro- 
gram” has never been conclusively defined, particu- 
larly in relation to inflating educational costs. 
Concerns involving equity have centered on at- 
tempts to equalize wealth, special needs, and educa- 
tional costs among the districts of a state. Wealth 
equalization proposals in particular have been re- 
sisted in the courts. Lack of agreement on educa- 
tional goals and technology has limited attempts at 
efficiency to restrictions on revenues and expendi- 
tures, often through the inadequate device of budget 
elections. This document, directed toward those al- 
ready familiar with the basic concepts of school fi- 
nance, briefly discusses these issues as they apply to 
the situation in New York, referring to court cases 
and examples from other states. The author con- 
cludes that it would be wiser to consider fundamen- 
tal changes in New York’s school finance system 
than to tinker with present formulas. (Au-

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School financing generally has five goals: {1) sub- 
stantial equalization of educational opportunity 
throughout a state, (2) fiscal neutrality-educational 
quantity and quality should not be dependent on 
local wealth, (3) equitable taxation, (4) efficient use 
of school funds, and (5) preservation of local control 
of education. No state has attained all these goals. 
It seems logical that evaluation of a state’s school 
finance program should start with an analysis of the 
variation among school districts in educational op- 
portunities provided. The next step is to identify the 
causes of those variations, which are often related to 
variations in fiscal resources. Measuring a school 
finance program’s features against a set of estab- 
lished criteria can indicate strong and weak points 
in the program. The impact of each of a program’s 
features can be assessed only by the use of analytical 
tools, some simple and some sophisticated. This 
document concludes with a presentation of a few 
simple techniques for testing the equity of each of 
a school finance program’s features from district to 
district in ways comprehensible to the layman and 
legislator. (Author/PGD) 
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Projections developed from the past quarter cen- 
tury trends in New York’s tax and spending levels 
are used to forecast the future financial implications 
of current fiscal and educational policies. The sum- 
mary report describes the manner in which the pro- 
jections are achieved, identifies several concerns 
and issues associated with the fiscal outlook, and 
examines questions relative to the future of educa- 
tion in New York. The criteria for evaluation in- 
cluded revenues and expenditures in current and 
constant dollars, per capita constant, and per capita 
current dollars, and various demographic data. In 
order to study the interrelationship between the sta- 
te’s and the nation’s economy, total revenues and 
expenditures for both the United States and New 


York were projected. (Author/ MLF) 
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During the week of July 11, 1977, the Illinois 

Office of Education (IOE) hosted a consulting/link- 

age skills awareness workshop in Springfield, II- 

linois. The workshop was part of a reorganization 

process that began in 1975 when IOE planners de- 
termined to separate the regulatory functions from 
the service functions of the agency. As a result, the 

OE developed a comprehensive training program 
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to facilitate this change and enhance staff ability to 
meet local education agencies’ needs for service. 
Participants in the workshop were linking agents 
from the IOE, and from education agencies in Il- 
linois and other states. The primary goal of the 
workshop was to acquaint linking agents with a 
broad array of consulting and linkage skills as a 
means of helping participants assess their training 
needs. Activities included large-group sessions to 
clarify workshop goals; small-group sessions focus- 
ing on awareness of ten linkage clusters; and pro- 
gram services team meetings wherein participants 
reviewed the ten linkage skill areas and prioritized 
their own needs for further training. Linkage skill 
awareness sessions focused on design and planning, 
entry and intervention, diagnostic skills, group 
facilitation, problem-solving, resource utilization, 
power and influence, communications, conflict 
management and utilization, and evaluation skills. 
A lengthy appendix contains workshop details. (Au- 
thor/JM) 
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In 1975 and 1976, under the Organisation for 

Economic Cooperation and Development (OECD) 

Programme on Educational Building (PEB), a series 

of studies was undertaken on coordination of school 

and community facilities. A number of case studies 
were carried out in France, Sweden, the United 

Kingdon, and the United States, countries in which 

numerous projects have been developed associating 

school buildings with facilities for other community 
services. An analysis of the case studies was aimed 
at showing the potential benefits of such projects 
and their specific implications for educational build- 
ing policies, and the work culminated in an interna- 
tional symposium. This leaflet contains the main 
conclusions of this work, opening with a brief re- 
minder of the way in which it developed and the 
type of results it has achieved, then summarizing the 
topics of the five-volume series now being published 
that presents the results of these studies. This is 
followed by a section on implications for policies 
formulated in policy terms that focus on the future 
and are concerned with what should be done to 
allow coordination of facilities to develop in the

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This report, volume | in a series, is a synthesis of 

studies conducted under the auspices of the Organi- 

sation for Economic Cooperation and Development 

(OECD) Programme on Educational Building 

(PEB) on the theme of coordination of school and 
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community facilities. The findings are based on a 
number of case studies of countries in which pro- 
jects have been developed associating school build- 
ings with facilities for other community services.

Principals 

This report summarizes research findings con- 
cerning three types of conflict common in schools: 
structural conflict, group conflict, and cognitive 
conflict. Structural conflict arises out of the organi- 
zational structure. Corwin found that as schools 
become more complex, authority problems and 
teacher administrator conflicts rise. He also found 
that structures that allow the expression of minor 
conflicts minimize major conflicts. Group conflict 
arises from the friction and competition among 
groups. Blake and Mouton found that loyalty to a 
group distorts perceptions of another group’s point 
of view. Sherif contended that intergroup conflict 
can be minimized by introducing goals that only can 
be attained by the cooperation of all groups. Cogni- 
tive conflict is conflict resulting from cognitive dif- 
ferences or differences in the way people interpret 
or use information. Brehmer contended that simple 
nonrational cognitive differences can sometimes 
develop into full-scale conflict. Hammond and oth- 
ers found that reducing cross-cultural conflict is dif- 
ficult because of differences in past experience, 
psychology, or social background. These studies 
suggest that principals might reduce conflict by tole- 
rating expression of minor conflict, minimizing the 
number of administrative subunits, embracing goals 
desired by all groups but not attainable by a single 
group, and identifying cognitive differences that 
may cause conflicts. (Author/JM)

The Information Centre for School Building (ICS) 
in the Netherlands works on commissions of the 
central authorities, but also for local authorities, 
school boards, and sometimes commercial firms. 
This publication contains papers by Thijs J. 
Geursen, the managing director of the ICS and by 
Kees Kamp, the deputy director. In “School Build- 
ing for Society,’ Geursen discusses a number of 
factors that interact in building for education: (1) 
policy and management, (2) quantity versus quality 
and measures of control, (3) architecture as the ex- 
ponent of function and cost, and (4) the role played 
by research and development work. In “The School 
Building and Its Equipment,’ Geursen argues for 
flexible equipment and, based on research, com- 
ments on the educational function of tables and the 
frequency of equipment use. Kamp’s paper, “School 
Building and Their Equipment Functions and In- 
teraction,” examines in particular the importance of 
an integrated development of buildings and furni- 
ture for education and advocates that the school 
furniture industry better attune itself to the wide- 
ranging function of school furniture as the flexible 
filler of the school building. In “School Furniture in 
the Design Stage of a School Building,” Kamp ex- 
amines what the usual process is when a school 
building is being designed, at what stage the furni- 
ture is being considered, and how to ensure that this 
consideration does not remain restricted to mere 
consideration.

The University of Alaska, Juneau (UAJ), is the 

center for the University of Alaska Southeast and 
includes both a senior college and a community col- 
lege. Most of the university facilities within the Ju- 
neau area are on the Auke Lake Campus, 
approximately 12 miles northwest of central Ju- 
neau. This report delineates the location of the cam- 
pus, then briefly describes the scope and intent of 
this plan as it relates to the University’s comprehen- 
sive master planning program. A brief description of 
the philosophy and objectives of both the University 
and its consultants follows, and the history of the 
University and stated objectives of the University of 
Alaska Southeast are reviewed. An analysis of exist- 
ing conditions is presented that includes land use, 
zoning, ownership, utilities, soils, slopes, climates, 
and visual qualities of the site. Planning ratios in 
terms of square feet per student are established as 
guidelines for development of the campus. Site utili- 
zation guidelines are set and the mix of building 
types is established. Design proposals for develop- 
ment of the site are presented that provide a circula- 
tion and parking pattern, a proposal for utility 
distributions and height zones, and a conceptual site 
development plan in three phases. The report con- 
cludes with a series of recommendations made by 
the consultants that cover transportation, density of 
development, and architectural character. (Au-

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This report was prepared as part of the School 
Organization Program, a program focusing on au- 
thority-control structures, task structures, reward 
systems, and peer group processes in schools. It con- 
tains five papers delivered at an American Educa- 
tion Research Association Symposium.

This report presents data on enrollment, staff, and 

schools for all public school districts and Boards of 

Cooperative Educational Services (BOCES) in New 

York State. The data summaries were obtained from 

the annual survey of school districts conducted by 

the Information Center on Education in the fall of 

1977. General data are presented for 1975-77, and 

more detailed data are included for 1977-78 enroll- 

ment and staff by grade level for the state, regions, 
counties, and districts. The number of operating 
school districts remained constant at 737, while the 

number of BOCES decreased by 1 to a total of 44. 

The number of public schools has been decreasing 

in the past three years. In 1977-78 there were 33 

fewer schools operating as compared to the previous 

year, with the greatest decrease occurring in the 
elementary school category. The number of pupils 
enrolled in the public schools and BOCES of the 
state declined by 116,702 from the fall of 1976 to 
the fall of 1977. The total number of professional 
staff members employed by public school districts in 
fall 1977 was 203,138, of which 175,879 were class- 
room teachers. The total number of paraprofes- 
sional and support staff in 1977 was 136,220.

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This report is an indepth study of the competency 

movement. It probes current methods of construct- 
ing, administering, evaluating, and explaining 
competency tests; it gives detailed accounts of spe- 
cific state and local programs; it presents case histo- 
ries that can enable the administrator and educator 
to benefit from the experience of others: and it 
shows samples of actual competency tests currently 
in use. Beginning with “What Is Competency Based 
Education?” the book goes on to examine legal 
problems that have arisen out of competency test- 
ing, such as cultural bias and insufficient prepara- 
tion.

This report, one of a series of yearly reports, ana- 

lyzes New Jersey school labor negotiations laws and 
practices as of 1979. One article deals with the 
school board’s ability to take actions within the 
framework of the negotiations law. Another con- 
cerns leave provisions for illness and disability con- 
nected = with pregnancy, childbirth, and 
child-rearing. Other articles concern bargaining tac- 
tics, impasse procedures, the changing scope of 
negotations (with special reference to a 1978 New 
Jersey Supreme Court decision), and employee 
grievances (with special emphasis on the “West 
Windsor” decision). An analysis of the New Jersey 
Education Association’s Sample Agreement for 
1979-1980 is included.

This catalog is composed of brief descriptions of 
and extensive indexes to federal programs that pro- 
vide educational benefits to the American public. It 
includes all programs administered by the U.S. Of- 
fice of Education as well as programs administered 
by other federal agencies in support of educational 
services, professional training, or library services 
available to the general public. Each program is de- 
scribed in terms of the specific type of assistance 
provided, the purpose for which it is available, who 
can apply for it, and where to apply. The federal 
offices to contact for additional information on each 
program are identified. The catalog includes pro- 
grams, activities, and services that can be requested 
or applied for by political subdivisions such as 
states, counties, or cities, or by corporations, institu- 
tions, or individuals. It includes grants, loans, loan 
guarantees, scholarships, mortage loans, insurance, 
and other types of financial assistance. It also de- 
scribes the provision of federal property, facilities, 
equipment, goods, or services, including the dona- 
tion of surplus real and personal property. Finally, 
it includes programs providing technical assistance, 
counseling, and professional training. (Author/JM) 
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Past federal educational policy failures can be 

traced to three sources. The first is unrealistic ex- 

pectations about schools’ capacity for social reform, 
about the time needed to produce significant 
change, and about the degree of federal leverage 
over local school district behavior. The second 
source is the misconception that improving educa- 
tional performance requires innovative educational 
technologies, missing “inputs,” and a project focus 
for federal funds. Third, federal programs have suf- 
fered from poor implementation. Premises about the 
operation of state education agencies (SEAs) and 
local school districts gleaned from research litera- 
ture suggest several recommendations to help make 
federal educational policy more effective in promot- 
ing local change. (1) The federal government should 
establish an Area Cooperative Program that would 
provide assistance to school districts for the im- 
plementation of federal programs. (2) The federal 
government should establish a district-based profes- 
sional growth program for the purpose of develop- 
ing school districts’ capacity to provide staff 
development on a regular basis. (3) The federal gov- 
ernment should revise the Elementary and Second- 
ary Education Act Title IV to strengthen the 
administrative capacity of SEAs to more effectively 
influence district performance. (4) Federal agencies 
should develop accounting and programmatic con- 
trol procedures that permit the integration of federal 
and state (or local) categorical funds. (Author/JM) 
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Teacher Salaries 
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This cost analysis model was developed for use in 
examining the costs of programs teaching French as 
a second language. Its main aim is to understand 
how costs are incurred, but it can be used to figure 
actual costs that can be used in a cost benefit anal- 
ysis. The model was developed using data from two 
Canadian school boards that offer a variety of 
French programs to their students. The model 
recognizes that costs depend on program content, 
allocation of student time, pedagogical methods, 
delivery of content, organization of pupils, staff as- 
signment, instructional materials, transportation, 
buildings and plant operation, individual support, 
and resource services. An emphasis is placed on the 
cost arising from class size, teacher salaries, busing, 
and curriculum materials and supplies. Class size is 
important because many costs-the teacher, class- 
room, and much curriculum material-are incurred 
on a per class basis. The smaller the class, the larger 
are per pupil costs. Because teachers’ salaries are the 
major item on the school budget, the model includes 
a technique for studying the utilization of teacher 
time. (Author/JM) 
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The period from 1934 to 1945 witnessed a number 
of changes in education and in school administra- 
tion. Teachers’ problems were common. For exam- 
ple, teachers were only minimally prepared for their 
positions, especially in rural areas, and teachers’ sa- 
laries were low. Secondary curriculum moved from 
college preparation to preparation for life. A debate 
was in progress about whether schools ought to be 
the agents or the leaders of society. Increasing at- 
tention was paid to experimental methods in analyz- 
ing school problems. The period saw a significant 
rise in the number of full-time administrators, as 
school districts consolidated and states began to 
certify administrators. Administrators began to be 
differentiated by roles and responsibilities. Second- 
ary education was growing and with it the impor- 
tance of the secondary principalship. The level of 
administrators’ degree attainment was rising. Super- 
vision changed from inspectorial to a focus on im- 
provement of teaching. The new _— school 
administrator would now have to be effective in 
problem-solving and group dynamics, as well as fi- 
nancial planning. Leading writers like Jesse Newlon 
were adding social theory and social psychology to 
administration curricula, along with the standard 
finance and management. Others continued to 
stress efficient management and record-keeping. 
(Author/JM) 
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Absenteeism is frequently cited as the most trou- 

blesome day-to-day problem for secondary school 

administrators. There are no perfect answers to the 
problem. A strong stand on absenteeism usually re- 
sults in only partial success, but a permissive policy 





often produces many more absences. A report on 
absenteeism by Educational Research Service found 
a correlation between high attendance rates and 
high achievement scores. Punitive attendance poli- 
cies appear to result in higher attendance rates for 
most students and higher achievement scores for 
students with low IQs, but no achievement gains for 
high IQ students. In some states, lowering a stu- 
dent’s grade solely because of absenteeism is illegal. 
Incentive programs show mixed results. The best 
attendance policies involve administrators, teach- 
ers, students, and parents in policy-making. The 
most successful policies are strong, specify expecta- 
tions and outcomes clearly, are well publicized, and 
are consistently enforced. A description of attend- 
ance policies and procedures used throughout the 
country concludes this newsletter. (Author/JM) 
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The fourth publication in the Model Schools se- 

ries, this guide for administrators suggests changes 
and procedures that come mainly from the authors’ 
experience in the Model Schools Project, a five-year 
program sponsored by the National Association of 
Secondary School Principals. The project’s purpose 
was to demonstrate in a group of schools that educa- 
tional opportunities can be enhanced when a variety 
of educational innovations are coordinated with im- 
proved methods of program evaluation. Throughout 
the booklet, the authors urge full involvement of the 
faculty, student body, administration, school board, 
parents, and general citizenry in school changes. 
Topics covered include deciding whether to change 
the school; deciding what to change; using sound 
teaching methods to change persons and schools; 
providing options to make changes easier; using in- 
formation you already have; collecting additional 
data to facilitate change; profiting from experiences 
of others; acting positively to gain confidence; cop- 
ing with problems; accepting personal responsibil- 
ity; organizing to provide effective leadership; and 
basic questions to ask before beginning. Each chap- 
ter concludes with possible first steps toward imple- 
menting the procedures discussed. (Author/JM) 
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Supreme Court decisions, New York State laws, 
and Fleischmann Commission findings all deter- 
mine how New York may aid nonpublic schools. 
The Supreme Court has upheld a New Jersey law 
permitting reimbursement to parents for transporta- 
tion of children attending sectarian schools. It also 
allowed a New York statute providing textbooks to 
both public and nonpublic school students. In 1971 
the Court handed down the “Lemon Doctrine” 
summarizing the three tests for all state aid statutes: 
the statute must have a secular purpose, not advance 
nor inhibit religion, and not produce an excessive 
governmental entanglement with religion. By these 
criteria the court struck down a Rhode Island law 
giving a salary supplement to private school teach- 
ers and a Pennsylvania law reimbursing nonpublic 
schools for salaries, textbooks, and instructional 
materials. No Supreme Court decision has found 
that any state legislation passed all three tests. The 
Court also struck down a portion of a Pennsylvania 


law providing auxiliary services to nonpublic 
schools. State aid to New York nonpublic schools is 
made more difficult by a strict state constitutional 
prohibition. New York’s Fleischmann Commission 
reaffirmed the Lemon Doctrine and concluded that 
vouchers, tuition grants, or student or parent aid 
plans would be unconstitutional. (Author/JM) 
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This report presents a variety of revenue and ex- 

penditure data for U.S. public elementary and sec- 

ondary schools during the 1975-76 fiscal year. Data 
were compiled from annual expenditure reports sub- 
mitted by each state. Information is intended to 
meet the general information needs of educational 
researchers and the more specialized needs of per- 

sonnel administering programs under P.L. 81-874, 

School Assistance in Federally Affected Areas, and 

P.L. 89-10, the Elementary and Secondary Educa- 

tion Act of 1965. Consequently, in addition to reve- 

nue data, the publication contains capital outlay and 
debt service data as well as three types of current 
operating expenditure data. The first type of current 
expenditure includes state and intermediate level 
administration. The other two are for local public 
elementary and secondary education and include 
both current expenditures as defined by a U.S. Of- 
fice of Education Handbook and current expendi- 

tures as defined by P.L. 81-874 and P.L. 89-10. A 

sample of the questionnaire form used to collect the 

survey data is included. (Author/JM) 
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lution —Adbuimaiiine Attorney Relationship 
To avoid fear of potential lawsuits, administrators 
today must include a school attorney in decision- 
making. An attorney is especially useful in perform- 
ing such functions as reviewing board policies and 
administrative regulations; monitoring collective 
bargaining negotiations; advising concerning em- 
ployee termination and nonrenewal; consulting re- 
garding student civil rights; previewing board 
agendas; forecasting implications of pending legisla- 
tion; representing school administration before ad- 
ministrative agencies; drawing up corporal 
punishment procedures; reviewing employee negli- 
gence procedures; advising concerning bidding on 
and offering service contracts; monitoring bonding 
and finance policies; counseling on reorganization 
procedures; and setting up transportation plans. 
School administrators must keep many important 
things in mind when retaining an attorney. Hiring 
should be done by the school board after careful 
study. Dismissing should only be for serious failings. 
Arrangements for payment should be clearly agreed 
on. The attorney’s responsibility in litigation should 
be clearly spelled out. Most of an attorney’s activity 
should be in preventing lawsuits. The relationship 
between the attorney and the school board should 
be open enough that the attorney will point out 
possible legal problems before they occur. Although 
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retaining an attorney may at first look expensive, it 
may save the school large sums in lawsuits. (Au- 
thor/JM) 
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The model policy and rules presented here were 
based on the final rules concerning education re- 
cords appearing in the “Federal Register’ and are 
designed to help those developing and implement- 
ing local policy and rules. The model policy is a 
short statement of direction concerning student re- 
cords. The rules, covering 21 different areas, explain 
the application of the policy to specific circum- 
stances. The suggested rules cover such areas as 
hearing procedures, consent for record dissemina- 
tion, dealing with computerized records, adminis- 
trative responsibility for records, maintaining logs 
of requests for records, access to records, and per- 
mission releases. Model forms included in the publi- 
cation are a model form notifying parents and 
students about record access, a cumulative record 
review log, a record request form, a notification of 
pupil record transfer form, a third-party record re- 
lease form, and a record of inspection of pupil re- 
cords. (Author/JM) 
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The issue of search and seizure in the public 
schools is clouded by conflicting legal decisions. 
School policies and rules on the issue should be 
made only after considerable deliberation and com- 
munity input. Because of the lack of clarity, this 
model of search and seizure policy and rules is in- 
tended only as a basis for consideration of the topic. 
In making search and seizure policies, a balance 
must be maintained between an individual student’s 
rights and the school’s responsibility to maintain an 
environment conducive to learning. The basis for 
protection from unreasonable searches and seizures 
is the Fourth Amendment to the Constitution. The 
importance of the school’s responsibility for main- 
taining an environment conducive to learning is evi- 
dent in recent Supreme Court decisions involving 
short-term suspension of students and corporal pun- 
ishment. The search and seizure policy suggested 
here is a short general statement of district direction 
concerning the policy. Numerous rules are sug- 
gested that apply the policy to specific circum- 
stances. This model attempts to distinguish among 
three types of searches: maintenance inspection of 
lockers; contraband search of lockers; and contra- 
band search of students and their immediate posses- 
sions. (Author/JM) 
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This issue contains the second of a two-part fea- 
ture about European community school centers. 
The principal difference between the European and 
the American community school movements is that 
in almost all European nations the federal govern- 
ment supports them and takes an active part in their 
development. The article focuses on the forms of 
facilities and their administrative organization in 
Sweden and France. In Sweden most new develop- 
ments are designed around small town centers. An 
example is given of a town center that contains a 
high school, medical center, sports hall, library, res- 
taurant, and a complex of shops and stores with 
adjacent residential sections. The library, gym- 
nasium, assembly hall, and medical center were de- 
signed to serve school and community 
simultaneously. In another Swedish town, com- 
munity and school facilities are integrated into 
housing developments. The schools can be con- 
verted into housing when the need for primary 
schools begins to decline. The Kulturhuset is an ex- 
panded library, art gallery, and municipal services 
center built in the middle of Stockholm. In France 
new town projects have community facilities 
grouped around or close to a shopping center. The 
buildings and their programs are designed for inter- 
generational use according to the activity rather 
than according to the age or social characteristics of 
the users. (Author/MLF) 
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Districts should develop a procedure for the han- 
dling of their relations with law enforcement offi- 
cials that balances students’ and parents’ rights with 
the responsibilities of law enforcement officials. 
This balance can be maintained only through a good 
working relationship between the school and law 
enforcement personnel in which each recognizes 
the other's responsibilities and the rights of students 
and their parents. This model is designed to aid 
school districts in the development of policies and 
rules. It should be used as a focal point of discussion 
rather than merely adopted as it stands. Such a 
policy should be reviewed by staff. students, com- 
munity members, law enforcement officials, and le- 
gai counsel. The model policy is a short statement 
expressing general school district philosophy con- 
cerning investigations and the relationship between 
the school and law enforcement officials. The rules 
apply the policy to specific situations and cover 
such areas as administrative investigations, law en- 
forcement investigations, questioning of students, 
violations of criminal law, taking a student into cus- 
tody. and the maintenance of regular communica- 
tion between school officials and law enforcement 
officials. (Author/JM) 
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The model attendance policy offered for consider- 
ation here suggests that school districts should en- 
courage regular school attendance and may demand 
reasonable excuses for absences. Unexcused ab- 
sences may warrant disciplinary action. The sug- 
gested rules that apply the attendance policy to 
specific situations cover a number of areas. A broad 
statement of attendance philosophy might in- 
troduce attendance rules. The rules may stipulate 
that after prolonged absences, parents may be con- 
tacted by the school. Rules concerning tardiness 


should be included in the attendance rules. Legiti- 
mate reasons for excusing absences should be 
clearly listed along with mechanisms for obtaining 
special permission to be absent. The rules for comp- 
leting missed school work may be included. Penal- 
ties for unexcused absences might be probation, 
detention, or suspension. It is suggested that reduc- 
tion of grades not be used as a disciplinary proce- 
dure. The duties and jurisdiction of the truancy 
officer may be incorporated in the attendance 
policy. These rules and policies should not be 
adopted verbatim, but rather adapted to individual 
situations and needs. The appendix includes lowa 
laws concerning school attendance and cites studies 
on absenteeism and achievement. (Author/JM) 
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The conceptual and theoretical implications of 
employing different functional models of social 
change at the community level are outlined in this 
paper. While no new theoretical or methodological 
ground is broken, a class of models is recommended 
that appear infrequently in sociological literature, 
yet are well suited for representing social change. In 
particular, the ramifications of additive, multiplica- 
tive, and mixed models are explored. Regardless of 
whether the variable being examined is rate of social 
change or amount of social change, the additive 
model has little to recommend its use. If the re- 
searcher is interested in the amount of change, then 
a mixed model seems the best form to be employed. 
If the interest is in the rate of change, the multiplica- 
tive form may be more desirable. Social change can 
be viewed as a contingent process in which the state 
of development interacts with change agents to pro- 
duce a new stage of development. Furthermore, 
change agents themselves do not operate in isola- 
tion, but in a complementary fashion to produce 
social change. (Author/JM) 
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This monograph briefly describes state legislation 
and administrative rules concerning competency- 
based education. Defeated legislation is also in- 
cluded. In 1978-79 California, Nevada, and New 
York are requiring graduating seniors to pass a 
proficiency exam before receiving a diploma. In 
Nevada and New York similar exams are adminis- 
tered to determine student promotion. Nine states 
use a statewide proficiency exam as an indicator of 
student progress and the need for remedial classes. 
Alaska. Colorado. and Missouri have an optional 
exam. Eleven states, including Oregon, require that 
minimum competency standards be developed to 
measure students’ progress. A chart details the ac- 
tivities of all the states in competency standards 
development and competency testing. Included in 
the appendix are the titles of the legislation cited in 
the chart and the full text of a congressional bill to 
establish a National Commission on Basic Educa- 
tion to review state plans and set standards. (Au- 
thor/JM) 
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This system for predicting enrollment in the Lon- 
don Borough of Bromley was first developed for the 
Hertfordshire County Council and was modified to 
fit the unique situation in Bromley, including high 
mobility of the population and high proportion of 
children in private schools. The system divides the 
borough into 207 zones and produces forecasts for 
each zone for each of the next seven years. The 
forecasts show the age of each pupil, sex, and 
whether Roman Catholic. To make predictions, in- 
formation is collected and analyzed on housing 
development in the area, immigration into new 
houses, migration of the population, and private 
school children. Additional forecasts are made of 
children outside the borough who may need places 
in schools within the borough. Each year the system 
and forecasts are updated. The main features of the 
forecasting system and the procedures involved in 
applying it are described. (Author/JM) 
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This computer-based system of enrollment pro- 
jection predicts up to seven years ahead the number 
of school children of each age and sex who will be 
in school. The main distinguishing feature of the 
system is the ability to detect well in advance small 
changes in the geographical distribution of children. 
Forecasts are made for zones that will yield about 
twenty new pupils each year. Because forecasts are 
made for these small zones rather than for the area 
as a whole, it is possible to take special account of 
local factors that may affect the long-term demand 
for school places. The forecasting system deals with 
children attending voluntary schools such as paro- 
chial schools, children moving into new houses, 
children moving in or out of the school system, and 
children outside the area being studied who request 
enrollment in schools within the area. The prinicpal 
use of the forecasting system is in determining the 
timing and location of new school buildings. After 
the system is running smoothly, it can also be used 
to plan teacher assignment, school boundary areas, 
and transportation plans. The system could also be 
adapted to forecast populations other than school 
children. (Author/JM) 
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Values, attitudes, and beliefs are frequently neg- 
lected in education for public service. It is difficult 
to teach these concepts in a traditional pedagogical 
manner. Instead, concentration on these concepts is 
more appropriate through the “andragogical” ap- 
proach often used in executive development pro- 
grams. ““Andragogy” is based on the educational 
needs of the student and includes personal and af- 
fective feedback. Executive development is in- 
tended to help effective managers become more 
effective. Since attitudes spring from values that are 
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enduring beliefs, values are more critical than atti- 
tudes or beliefs. The four critical stages of executive 
development are self-examination, self-expecta- 
tions, hypothesis development, and hypothesis test- 
ing. During the self-examination stage, the 
executive looks inside to discover values, expresses 
them to another person, and receives feedback 
about them. During the self-expectations stage, the 
executive determines what kind of person he or she 
wishes to become. During the hypothesis develop- 
ment stage, the executive determines whether to 
change values and what values to change. During 
hypothesis testing, executives change their behav- 
iors in accordance with their new values and deter- 
mine how well the new values work in the real 
world. This new awareness of the relationship be- 
tween values and behavior allows administrators to 
improve their effectiveness. (Author/JM) 
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The history of Catholic schools began in the Arc- 
hdiocese of St. Louis 160 years ago, significantly 
antedating Catholic schools on the eastern sea- 
board. The first Catholic college and university west 
of the Mississippi were in St. Louis. Catholic educa- 
tion began in St. Louis with four giants, Bishop 
Louis Du Bourg, Bishop Joseph Rosati, Blessed 
Philippine Duchesne, and Peter Verhaegen. They 
produced extensive development of Catholic educa- 
tion by 1840. In the early 19th century anti-Catholic 
feeling was prevalent in the United States, and in St. 
Louis, rioters threatened Catholic schools, and one 
school for blacks was closed. Public schools were 
Protestant in orientation and Catholic schools were 
considered un-American. During the latter half of 
the 19th century, parochial schools in St. Louis de- 
veloped dramatically under Archbishop Peter Ken- 
tick. In 1896 his successor Archbishop Kain insisted 
that every pastor establish a parochial school and 
every Catholic child attend these schools. In 1903 
his successor Archbishop Glennon encouraged the 
development of Catholic high schools. In 1911 three 
such schools opened, although finances were a con- 
tinual problem. After 1946 Catholic schools became 
increasingly racially integrated and their numbers 
continued to grow. However, enrollments declined 
throughout the sixties, and in the seventies schools 
were consolidated. Yet the St. Louis system today 
numbers 200 schools and is one of the ten largest 
Catholic systems in the United States. (Author/JM) 
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Two overarching tasks face school public relations 
directors. These tasks are gaining public support for 
education and fostering understanding and accept- 
ance of the professions of school public relations. 
Both are difficult. Schools today suffer from a lack 
of public confidence. School public relations suffers 
from a lack of understanding by the public. This lack 
of understanding may be partially because those 
who promote school public relations are called by at 
least eleven different names, from information spe- 
cialists to directors of public relations. To begin to 
solve these problems, i: is important to remember 
that public relations directors are more than just 
communicators; they are societal technicians apply- 
ing knowledge of the social sciences to bring about 
high level adjustments between the public and pub- 
lic school education. This can be called the “engi- 
neering of consent” and can be accomplished by 
concentrating on eight areas: (1) defining immedi- 
ate, intermediate, and long-range goals, (2) re- 


searching the publics with whom adjustments are 

being made, (3) reorienting goals if necessary, (4) 

deciding on strategies, including how to use the 

“four Ms’—mind power, manpower, mechanics, and 

money, (5) determining appropriate themes and ap- 

peals for the publics involved, (6) getting organized, 

(7) timing and planning tactics, and (8) making a 

budget. (Author/JM) 
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The history and current status of the governance, 

organization, and financing of education for Alaska 

natives are discussed in this report. The first chapter 
briefly summarizes key factors of geography, envi- 
ronment, economics, and population affecting edu- 
cational development throughout Alaska’s history. 

Chapter 2 covers the Russian period and the early 

United States period from 1867 to 1900. The emer- 

gence of the territorial government in the years 

1900 to 1917 produced a turning point in Alaska’s 

educational history, culminating in the creation of 

the Territorial Department of Education. This 
period, marking the formalization of the dual sys- 
tem of education, is discussed in Chapter 3. In 

Chapter 4 attention is focused on the parallel federal 

and territorial educational systems, with an empha- 

sis on governance, organization, and financing. The 
first decade of statehood, when considerable atten- 
tion was paid to education and state-federal rela- 
tionships, is treated in Chapter 5. Chapter 6 centers 
on the 1970s. The last 30 years have seen many 
efforts toward bringing about a single school system 
in Alaska, but no final accomplishment. In Chapter 

7 the current significant policy issues are reviewed 

and in Chapter 8 research questions that need to be 

explored are noted. (AuthorJM) 
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The purpose of this survey was to determine fu- 
ture needs of the Houston Independent Schoo! Dis- 
trict based on parents’ expectations of schools and 
aspirations for their children’s education. Question- 
naires were sent to a random sample of parents of 
982 secondary students and 1,058 elementary stu- 
dents. The sample reflected the sex and ethnic dis- 
tributions of the total district enrollment. 
Tabulation of the questionnaires indicated that a 
majority of parents considered education a high pri- 
ority item and wanted increased emphasis on basic 
skills, career awareness programs, and college 
preparation programs. Most woulu spend existing 
extra school funds on handicapped and disadvan- 
taged students. The majority of parents hoped that 
their children would have a college education, 
become professionals, and learn to think for them- 
selves. Parents supported competency testing but 
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were against using it to permit early graduation. 
They felt that the current length of a child’s total 
education and of the school day and year should 
remain the same. While most favored courses for 
parents enabling them to tutor their children, they 
were not willing to pay extra taxes to support this 
program. Parents (especially minority parents) 
wanted day care for preschoolers. Most wanted to 
maintain or decrease the current reliance on prop- 
erty taxes. (Author/JM) 
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Outlining the premises of role theory applicable to 
the dean’s role, this paper attempts to analyze the 
dean’s role from several perspectives. It recom- 
mends ethnographic research for a true understand- 
ing of the dean’s role and as a means of hastening 
the reform of education. Recent studies of the dean- 
ship, the professoriate, and schools of education re- 
flect the kind of critical self-scrutiny advocated in 
this paper. The role of the dean of the college of 
education is analyzed here in relation to the signifi- 
cant others to whom the dean must respond: faculty, 
students, central administration, school systems, su- 
perintendents, and state departments of education. 
The role of the dean is largely determined by the 
expectations that others have about it. Faculties ex- 
pect the dean to be a leader and this is the role 
toward which the dean must strive. Deans of educa- 
tion must be students of their own roles if they have 
hopes of becoming true leaders or of influencing 
institutional change. (Author/JM) 
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The report examines vocal frequency differences 

between normal speaking children and 65 children 

(mean age 9-years) with vocal nodules and accom- 

panying vocal quality disturbances. In part I of the 

study children were screened by a physician and 
their voices were recorded and analyzed by a digit- 
izer-computer system for mean vocal frequency, 
frequency variability, basal frequency, frequency 
range, and amount of frequency skewness for sus- 
tained vowel phonations. Among findings was that 
of the vocal frequency measures studied, only basal 
frequency differentiated the two groups. The second 
part of the experiment related 15 perceptual factors 
and one physical variable to the ratings of overall 
vocal efficiency. The results suggest that listeners 
can accurately scale voices along a severity con- 
tinuum and relate this to judged voice characteris- 
tics.

Issues concerning the interpretation and applica- 
tion of the “least restrictive environment” (LRE) 
principle for handicapped children are examined. 
Overly optimistic predictions about the use of regu- 
lar class placements for all exceptional children are 
cautioned against, and issues regarding LRE in pri- 
vate schools and separate segregated public schools 
are examined. California policy and regulations are 
cited. (CL) 
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The report describes the design of a community 
development model for child abuse and neglect 
which used resources already existing in a rural 
area. The first section presents basic generalizations 
about rural areas, services, and rural human services 
professionals. Section II presents working papers, 
definitions, and concepts used in the project. Con- 
tents include papers on community responsibility in 
child abuse, societal and institutional abuse and neg- 
lect, operationalized definitions, self help groups 
oriented toward social change and children’s rights. 
The development of ACCR (Appalachian Citizens 
for Children’s Rights) is detailed in Section III. Sec- 
tion IV examines human service systems which ex- 
ist in most rural communities. Covered are social 
services, health services, law enforcement, educa- 
tion, recreation, child care, and self help services. A 
final section discusses organization of self help pro- 
grams in rural communities. (CL)

The book presents three 93-day lesson plans to 
motivate and teach handicapped secondary stu- 
dents basic academic skills in reading and language 
arts, English, and mathematics in conjunction with 
learning about automobile engines from Revell’s 
Visible V8 Engine Kit. Each lesson plan is cor- 
related with the Visible V8 Engine Kit and includes 
daily objectives and task analyses. The reading and 
language arts section includes selected vocabulary 
words grouped under common phonic rules. The 
English and mathematics sections each include stu- 
dent exercises, with answers for the teacher. Materi- 
als provided for teacher duplication include 
instructions for Visible V8 Engine Kit assembly, a 
vocational vocabulary pretest, a sample dealer bill- 
ing sheet, and a time/dollar conversion sheet to fig- 
ure out labor charges. (DLS) 
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The book describes a project designed to develop, 
pilot, and assess a prototypic career education 
model to prepare handicapped children and youth 
for new careers in communication and media- 
related occupations. Some methodological issues 
are described, along with the construction and 
evaluation of the program model and the develop- 
ment, implementation, and evaluation of the model 
program. Model components found to be effective 
are reviewed and include the coupling of a skill 
training aide procedure with the curriculum to dou- 
ble class enrollment.

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The SKI HI program, a home intervention model 
for hearing impaired infants and their families, is 
described.

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The study compared two groups of fourth grade 

special needs children differing in mainstreaming 

experience-one group was currently receiving more 
segregated instruction than they had the prior year 
and the other group was receiving less. Variables 
investigated included measures of their attitude to- 
ward school, social acceptance by regular class chil- 
dren, attributes of their individual educational 
plans, opinions of their parents and teachers toward 
mainstreaming, and their regular teacher’s percep- 
tions of needs in the area of special education. 

Among findings were that changes in mainstream- 

ing, type of instructional program, and student sex 

were, for the most part, unrelated to student percep- 
tions of the quality of school life; that parents 

viewed segregated education more favorably as a

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The study was designed to increase 88 teacher 

trainees’ generation of inferring and problem solv- 

ing questions and elicitation of appropriate re- 
sponses from educationally handicapped students. 

Teacher trainees participated in one of five groups: 

(1) anticipating videotapes, (2) coding videotapes, 

(3) anticipating written version, (4) coding written 

version, and (5) the control group. The four experi- 

mental groups received a training manual designed 
to teach discrimination of questions and responses. 

Results indicated the training manual’s discrimina- 

tion training was effective in modifying trainee’s 

generation of questions. It was hypothesized that 
written materials would be superior to videotape 
and that anticipation would be superior to coding. 

Neither hypothesis was supported. Contrary to the 
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latter hypothesis, the results suggested that in some 
cases coding may be more effective than anticipa- 
tion. Implications for further research included the 
need to validate training materials at more than one 
location and the importance of attending to the 
quality of students’ responses. (Appendixes, which 
make up half the document, include an evaluation of 
modules designed to modify teachers’ questioning 
of special education students, illustrations of the 
four training modules, and a copy of the training 
manual.)

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This analysis considers the deep purposes of com- 

munication, communication and relationship, rela- 
tionship and nonverbal communication, projective 
and introjective perception, emotions and learning, 
the theory of dramaturgy applied to teaching, and 
some implications for the foreign language teacher. 
Communication is a special combination of intrap- 
ersonal and interpersonal interaction. Communica- 
tion is described in four ways: as an interaction; a 
commentary; a transaction called learning; and, at 
the meaning level, an arousal, not a sending. A 
managerial grid is presented that illustrates the sig- 
nificance and role of relationship in communication. 
Unspoken communication is expressed by the 
whole body and the information expressed concerns 
the feelings about the self, the task at hand, and the 
other persons involved. A well-structured course 
and reasonable goals are important, but the art of 
teaching involves sensing the way to capitalize upon 
the unpredictable behavior of both the class and the 
self as interaction takes place. Foreign language 
teaching is one of the great disciplines in the 
humanities and general education, if put in its com- 
municative setting. Effective teaching communi- 
cates to the student the great value of a discipline. 
The communicative power of teachers depends 
largely upon the capacity to open up to students and 
show how their aspirations were, at least in part, 
attained in their teaching. Successful teaching is 
related to becoming a whole person to the student, 
knowing the behavior of the student, and his aspira- 
tions. (SW) 
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Identifiers—*Value of Language Study 
Enrollment trends and factors that influence fo- 

reign language study in colleges and universities are 

discussed. Most college foreign language programs 
have emphasized the study of literature and have 
not been committed to the training of teachers or 
the teaching of civilization or culture. It appears that 
students’ concern about the job market and their 
future economic security affect iheir choice of 





courses. Foreign language teachers and their organi- 
zations need to reach out to the community in order 
to make the public aware of the values of studying 
languages. Traditional reasons for studying a foreign 
language are cited which are insufficient for choos- 
ing foreign language study instead of another sub- 
ject. The ability to use a foreign language increases 
a person’s capacity to communicate and should be 
justified on that basis. Language study helps the 
student appreciate culture, read literature without 
translation, and communicate with people in their 
language. Foreign language majors need to develop 
other skills in addition to linguistic talents for career 
purposes. Foreign languages in science, translating 
positions, and linguistic and conversational skills in 
business, diplomacy, and other occupations are dis- 
cussed. (SW) 
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The application of proven public relations tech- 

niques to the goal of attracting more students to 

foreign language study is advocated. One way of 
identifying target publics is with the computer. 

Valuable target groups are the business and indus- 

trial community, government officials, elected and 

appointed education officials, community leaders, 
and professional people. An effective technique is to 
ask for the participation of target groups. After gain- 
ing the support or understanding of the influential 
groups, the community at large should be addressed. 
A state or regional association can provide work- 
shops, materials, and continuing resources for local 
groups. Major products, such as the production of 
television spot announcements, speeches, and audi- 
ovisual presentations should be promoted by the 
parent organization. The basics of news in the 
broadcast media and newspapers are discussed. 

Face-to-face communication through presentations 

to community groups is an effective technique. 

Some newsworthy promotions include language 

fairs and career clinics. The responses to surveys 

can be newsworthy and a good selling tool. Lists of 
media groups and community organizations are 
necessary for public relations efforts. The role of 
volunteers in the promotion of foreign languages is 
discussed. (SW) 
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The greatest single opportunity for influencing 

public opinion concerning foreign language study is 

through the teacher-student encounter. There is 
some indication that student motivation for foreign 
language study may be related to general cultural 
interests and travel facility rather than to research 
or career requirements. Flexibility in pace or con- 


tent contributes to a positive image of foreign lan- 

guages. There is a need for tailoring teacher 

behavior to students’ declared desires. Adoption of 

a humanistic, cooperative approach between 

teacher and student may help improve the image of 

foreign language study. Activities are reviewed that 
stress a close personal relationship between student 
and teacher. The language teacher’s relationship 
with the student’s family can also influence foreign 
language enrollment. Professional associations can 
provide resources and support to the classroom 
teacher. The relationship between the foreign lan- 
guage teacher and counselors and administrators is 
important, and a closer cooperation between the 
school and community is needed. The language fair 
and the language camp are popular foreign language 
activities; language study can also be promoted by 
some modern advertising methods. The business 
community often supports and promotes foreign 
language activities. (SW) 
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Overall and specific tasks involved in learning a 

foreign language and the factors that promote or 
retard learning are considered. To apply theories of 
learning and teaching, behavioral objectives for the 
learner must be considered. A macro-level learning 
theory is useful in conceptualizing reasons for stu- 
dent success and failure and in establishing educa- 
tional policies. Factors affecting learning include 
time, aptitude, age, learning opportunities, persever- 
ance, and quality of instruction. Four studies illus- 
trating the learning model are described. Views on 
current controversies concerning the theory of lan- 
guage acquisition are discussed. A micro-level 
learning theory breaks the task down into recogniz- 
ing the sounds and sound sequences and the mean- 
ings to which the sounds correspond. Receptive and 
productive learning processes and the importance of 
meaning and situation are discussed. Language 
learning problems concerning instructional se- 
quence and memory are considered, and sugges- 
tions are offered for classroom teachers, students, 
and preparers of instructional materials. (SW) 
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The interaction of teacher, students, and materials 
in foreign language study is considered. In the stu- 
dent-centered classroom, the teacher must adapt 
materials to a particular client or clientele. Student 
needs and characteristics need to be determined, 
using diagnostic tools such as aptitude, intelligence 
and creativity tests, and attitudinal scales. The 
determination of needs and interests should be an 
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ongoing process rather than merely the first step; 
observation of the learner as he learns is important. 
The claims that individualized instruction and mini- 
course curricula meet the needs of students are ex- 
amined. Many features typically associated with 
more innovative programs are being included as 
components of courses that remain mostly tradi- 
tional. Many language teachers are using a more 
eclectic and experimental approach and are at- 
tempting to modify familiar techniques, such as 
drills and dialogues. Some use of the language for 
authentic communicative purposes even in begin- 
ning courses is frequently advocated. Teachers are 
adapting and supplementing standard teaching 
materials to meet the needs of students rather than 
following a single text or program. Personalized ex- 
ercises, special group and individual projects, and 
communicative exercises help to meet the emo- 
tional, psychological, and social needs of students. 
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Identifiers—Maslow (Abraham H) 

The affective education movement and applica- 
tions to foreign language learning are surveyed. Af- 
fective, or humanistic, education seeks to include 
self-knowledge, improved interpersonal communi- 
cation, and clarification of one’s values. Research 
studies show that thinking and feeling are intert- 
wined. Emotion is present in the classroom and can- 
not be totally suppressed without negative 
consequences. A curriculum of affect is based on 
students’ concerns. Both subject-matter content and 
skills are enlisted to aid students in overcoming 
their anxieties relating to self-image, their relation- 
ships to others, and control over their lives. The 
major psychological basis of affective education is 
Maslow’s theory of basic human needs. Self-actuali- 
zation refers to an innate drive to realize in actuality 
what a person may potentially be. Adolescent learn- 
ers are involved in a search for self-identity, and 
teachers can be influential in their development. 
Successful teachers possess empathy, sensitivity to 
students, and the ability to accept them. Classroom 
characteristics that promote affective growth and 
group processes operating in the classroom are dis- 
cussed. Foreign language programs that have incor- 
porated affective education are described. 
Techniques have been adapted from the values 
clarification and human dynamics movements. 
Leading affective activities requires the teacher to 
be sensitive to students’ reactions. Major criticisms 
of affective education are also discussed. (SW) 
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dent Evaluation, *Testing, Test Items 
The principal aim of testing is to communicate to 
the student the extent to which he has progressed in 
attempting to fulfill his goals. Progress in the testing 
field is observed especially as a step in a feedback 
loop that includes goals, tasks, and evaluation 
procedures for providing feedback to the student. 
The teacher-as-learner also uses test feedback in 
program planning. The criterion-referenced test is 
essential if the “‘mastery model” is used. A need 
exists for computerized banks of foreign language 
test items that are easily used for individualized pro- 
grams, and research and local study are needed to 
determine the minimum objectives for foreign lan- 
guage courses. When only criterion-referenced tests 
on discrete language are used, there is a danger that 
affective goals will be glossed over. If contracts are 
used, there should be some flexibility to allow for 
specialized student interests. Both discrete item 
tests and tests of global language proficiency are 
needed. There is also a need for tests of communica- 
tive competence to ensure goal-test congruence. Re- 
search is continuing on ways to test “way-of-life” 
culture; behavior can and must be tested as well as 
knowledge. New reporting systems to parents are 
needed for innovative programs. Constant evalua- 
tion of the attitudes of foreign language students and 
students who are not studying languages are needed 
so that the programs reflect the goals and needs of 
students. Continued research into ways of assessing 
student and community attitudes toward foreign 
language study and foreign people and cultures is 
essential. (SW) 
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Teachers frequently extend their activities 
beyond what is found in the text by expanding 
materials in the text or by creating a context for 
achieving their objectives for the course independ- 
ent of the text. Teachers who extend beyond the 
text generally focus their attention on some impor- 
tant aspect of the total program: greater amounts of 
student drill in order to master basic pronunciation 
or patterns; more frequent, extensive, and creative 
use of the target language; and increased experience 
with various facets of the culture. Some of the tech- 
niques currently being used by teachers in the 
United States are examined with attention to the 
impact on the teacher. The following techniques/- 
materials are covered: individualization; classroom 
games and inexpensive materials; commercially pre- 
pared games; radio broadcasts; film/tape presenta- 
tions; programmed texts and compute--assisted 
instruction; and the team approach using student 
aides and paraprofessionals. The need to provide a 
context for creative student activity is pointed out. 
Ideas about providing conversational practice and 
integrating the cultural with the linguistic compo- 
nent are discussed, including the use of role playing 
and dramatic activities. Learning resources in the 
community, language festivals, and language camps 
are also covered. (SW) 
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Curriculum is continually changing because it is 

based on needs of the student, needs of society, and 

subject-matter knowledge. In 1973, cultural, com- 

munication, and career goals assumed greater im- 

portance. Curriculum design involves consideration 

of interest and ability grouping, self pacing, mastery 
learning, multiple approaches to learning, learning 
of language skills with content of individual choice 
according to specific interests, confluence of con- 
tent and process, content based on human concerns, 
communication games, and peer teaching. Curricu- 
lar changes in foreign language programs at the ele- 
mentary level include a return to classical Greek 
and Latin courses and the teaching of culture. At the 
secondary level, language programs are including 
student-centered curricula, minicourses, career and 
interdisciplinary courses, the use of radio and televi- 
sion in the classroom, autotutorial materials, and 
total immersion programs. At community colleges, 
terminal courses set goals related to the interests 
and needs of the students. The curricula of under- 
graduate courses are being personalized to maintain 
student motivation. Use of multimedia, multiple ap- 
proach to learning, career preparation, interdiscipli- 
nary programs, and minicourses stress keeping the 
language alive and diversity in course offerings, con- 
tent, and student-teacher relationships. Research 
suggests that no single curriculum provides optimal 
learning experiences for all students and it recog- 
nizes the fact that there is no “average student.” 

(SW) 
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Preparation for study abroad is a valid part of the 

foreign language program. One advantage of study 

abroad is the motivational focus it gives to home- 
based foreign languages programs. The possibility of 
participating in the foreign culture and actually us- 
ing the language are incentives. Teaching intercul- 
tural communication and understanding is a valid 
way of teaching the language; it may require using 
materials collected and combined by teacher and 
students out of their own personal experience. Al- 
though official accreditation of foreign study pro- 
grams appears to be an impossible task, individual 
teachers can speak out about the quality of interna- 
tional programs. Barriers to communication in a for- 
eign culture and overcoming the obstacles are 
discussed. A good orientation program and, if possi- 
ble, intensive language training should precede the 
study abroad experience. There is a need to free 
students from egocentric, ethnocentric, and stereo- 
typic perceptions. (SW) 
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This article examines communication problems in 
teacher education programs and cites programs or 
approaches and research efforts in teacher educa- 
tion. Needs of prospective teachers and the quality 
of student teaching are examined. Instructional 
procedures and components that may improve 
learning in teacher education programs include mi- 
cro-teaching, interaction analysis, computer as- 
sisted instruction, individualization of instruction, 
and increased use of a wide range of media. Some 
evolving processes and movements are competen- 
cy-based teacher education, simulation, protocol 
materials, minicourses, and self-renewal patterns. 
The systems approach has also been applied to lan- 
guage teaching. A variety of new and expanded 
laboratory and practicum experiences include early 
major experiences, continuous individually tailored 
experiences, teacher education centers, professional 
courses taught on location in school and com- 
munity, internships, and residences. The interrela- 
tions among the triad of the student teacher, 
cooperating teacher, and college supervisor and 
their communications effectiveness as seen by each 
has been studied by researchers. Student teacher 
education centers have been operated to increase 
the effectiveness of the student teaching experience. 
Communication problems between schools and col- 
leges are discussed. Inservice teacher education pro- 
grams, evaluation and feedback about teacher 
education programs, and the dissemination and use 
of research findings in the field are discussed. (SW) 
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This article discusses the varieties of bilingualism, 

types of bilingual programs, goals and program im- 

plementation, measurement and evaluation of bilin- 

gual/bicultural programs, teacher preparation, the 
impact of the ESEA Title VII Bilingual Education 

Act, sample programs, the question of language 

“standards,” and studies about program outcomes. 

The term “bilingual” refers to persons who demon- 

strate abilities in two languages. Most bilinguals 

demonstrate mastery of one language and less than 
educated native speaker competence in the other 
language. Goals of bilingual/bicultural education 
vary from transition to English and rapid assimila- 
tion into the dominant culture to parallel programs 
in both English and the home language. A promising 
way to develop English literacy in children whose 
home language is other than English is to begin by 
teaching them to read and write in their home lan- 
guage, while acquiring skills in English. Bicultural 
programs stress understanding of and respect for the 
child’s home culture and consideration of the home 
culture in teacher training and the program of stu- 
dies. Understanding the attitudes of the non- 

English-speaking community and involving them in 

program planning are important. Reliable and valid 





measures of the language abilities of teachers and 
children in English and the home language in all 
skills are needed, and evidence of change in atti- 
tudes and self-concept of children should be gath- 
ered and evaluated. Progress of children in bilingual 
programs should be compared with children in tra- 
ditional programs. (SW) 
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Teaching, as a communicative process, ranges be- 
tween purely message-oriented communication (the 
goal) and purely language-oriented communication 
(a means). Classroom discourse (‘Close the win- 
dow”, etc.) is useful as a drill but is also message- 
oriented. Skill in message-oriented communication 
is acquired only through practice in this kind of 
communication which must also be felt as if it were 
real-life conversation. Language-oriented com- 
munication is an indispensible preparation for mes- 
sage-oriented communication. Pattern drills, now in 
some disrepute, are useful as a bridge between the 
given text and free dialogue. (An example, from the 
cartoon series “Peanuts,” is given.) Giving natural 
feeling to the utterance with natural intonation, ges- 
ture, and facial expression, represents a real transi- 
tion from given text to free conversation. (Practical 
suggestions for teaching are given.) The quality of 
communicative ability that is achieved depends 
upon the content. This should deal with matters of 
concern to the students or their friends, such as 
school difficulties, and with problems faced by 
humanity in less-favored areas. (WGA) 
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Identifiers—* Fundamental Frequency (Phonology) 
Data on the development of fundamental fre- 
quency patterns and the emergence of semantic re- 
lations during the “one word period’ in child 
language development are reported in this study. 
The research focuses on the changes that occur as 
children progress from producing single words to 
sequences of single words and finally to producing 
two-word utterances. Four children were audio and 
video tape-recorded once every two weeks for 30 
minutes until they began to produce primarily two- 
word utterances. All utterances were examined 
spectrographically to determine the characteristics 
of fundamental frequency and duration. The study 
presents data in tabular and graph form collected 
from one male subject, spanning the ages of 19 to 22 
1/2 months, over seven sessions. Generally, the 
proportion of sequences and two-word utterances to 
single-word utterances increased over the observa- 
tional sessions. The findings suggest that sequences 
of single words were planned as a linguistic unit, 
since they share fundamental frequency characteris- 
tics with unified two-word utterances, despite the 
fact that a pause had intervened between two words 
during execution. It is concluded that sequences of 
single words appear to be structured units that re- 
flect the transition between single words and multi- 
ple-word utterances. (EJS) 
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Identifiers—* Conjunction (Language) 
Cross-sectional and longitudinal acquisition data 
for English, German, Italian, and Turkish children 
ranging in age from approximately 1 to 4 provide a 
preliminary answer to the question of whether there 
is a consistent interlanguage order of development 
of notions of conjunction. It was found that children 
first conjoin sentences by simple juxtaposition with- 
out a surface connective, and thus the basic assump- 
tion is that notions of conjunction are acquired prior 
to the surface particles that mark them. With jux- 
taposition as a starting point, a regular order of 
development appears in the acquisition of the differ- 
ent types of semantic relationships underlying con- 
junction which are symmetric coordination, 
antithesis, sequence, and causality. Soon after the 
early causal statements, the first conditional notions 
emerge, appended to simple directives. Conditional 
and temporal “when” statements next appear fol- 
lowed by simultaneity and finally the use of 
“before” and “after” in subordinate clauses. The 
consistency of these findings across four languages 
strongly suggests the existence of a universal cogni- 
tive order of emergence in the acquisition of the 
notions underlying conjoined statements. (EJS) 
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Focusing on the acquisition of semantic features 

and the relation between semantic and perceptual 

features, this study further tests the ‘‘semantic fea- 
ture hypothesis,” where a child acquires full adult 
word meaning component by component, and its 
complementary “correlation hypothesis,” which 
claims that the source of these semantic features lies 
in underlying perceptual events. Dimensional adjec- 
tives were chosen because they can be defined in 
terms of perceptual features, such as height and 
length, which are amenable to experimental control. 
Forty children were administered four tasks at 
weekly intervals, and the results revealed a six-stage 
model of development in each child’s pattern of 
response to “big,” “‘little,” and “‘long.”’ The “‘seman- 
tic feature hypothesis” is systematically evaluated 
against the data, and it is concluded that those as- 
pects of the hypothesis pertaining to the acquisition 
of semantic features are supported, but that aspects 
pertaining to the organization of features within se- 
mantic space need expanding to account for what 
happens with semantic space once a new feature is 
acquired and that linguistic development appears to 
be more than just a reflection of corresponding cog- 
nitive development. (EJS) 
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Identifiers—* Learning Strategies 
Production data from a longitudinal study of 
seven children in their first atternpts to produce 
words containing fricatives are presented to illus- 
trate how children use four distinct strategies to 
approach this relatively difficult class of sounds. 
The strategies are: (1) favorite sounds—an approach 
used by a subject who seemed to enjoy playing with 
different ways to say words containing mid to back 
fricatives and affricates; (2) avoidance-used by 
three subjects and characterized by the failure of a 
child to produce certain sounds and the child’s 
refusal to learn adult words containing the problem 
sounds until a dramatic reversal of the avoidance 
strategy brings on an exponential growth in fricative 
production; (3) syllable fricative—a strategy used by 
three subjects involving the vowelless production of 
words containing fricatives; and (4) word position- 
an approach exemplified by three subjects where 
fricatives are produced in postvalic or final position. 
The four strategies provide ways for the child to 
concentrate on a certain class of sounds and to use 
them in situations where they might be easier to 
produce. The strategies are less than clearly related 
to further phonological development and even less 
related to resulting adult phonologies. Tabular data 
are included. (EJS) 
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This paper reports the results of a preliminary 
study dealing with the ways in which children be- 
tween ages 6 and 7 organize spoken language. In 
particular, aspects of the temporal and segmental 
structure of polysyllabic English words containing 
the syllable C/jul/, as in the word “pediculous,” are 
dealt with. This study is based on the assumption 
that the production and perception of spoken lan- 
guage is motivated by phonological units of varying 
lengths. The importance of peripheral feedback 
monitoring for speech production in children is re- 
evaluated, even though there appears to be little 
supportive evidence for such feedback in existing 
adult data. To determine under what conditions seg- 
mental errors occur in production of words with this 
particular syllable, a pilot study was run with two 
six-year olds. From this a stimulus list of four-and 
five-syllable words containing C/jul/ was developed 
that was presented orally to seven children. The 
preliminary results suggest that in order to meet 
certain phonological conditions, it is the relation 
between syllable (and not segment) durations which 
the six-year-old must modify toward the adult dura- 
tion values. This notion possibly receives some sup- 
port from the children’s use of stress and rhythm 
strategies. (Author/ NCR) 
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From the standpoint of transformational gram- 
mar, this experimental work evaluates the extent to 
which children choose or fail to generalize their 
rules for the placement of the negative particles 
“not” and “‘n’t.” The subjects were eight three- and 
four-year-olds of middle-class background who had 
been producing sentences with auxiliary verbs and 
negative particles at the time of the study and could 
easily imitate affirmative sentences with two auxili- 
ary verbs. The children were instructed by their par- 
ents to imitate multiple auxiliary sentences with 
different placement of negative particles. The pat- 
tern of results showed that children consistently al- 
lowed “auxiliary verb+n’t’” only as the first 
auxiliary verb. While there was consistency within 
a given child as to placement of “not” as either first 
auxiliary or pre-predicate, there was no unanimity 
across the children. Significantly, it was found that 
three children failed in varying degrees to take ad- 
vantage of the prospective generalization offered by 
negative sentences, and chose pre-predicate rather 
than first auxiliary placements of “not,” even as 
they consistently imitated “auxiliary +n’t” forms as 
the initial negative forms of multiple auxiliary sent- 
ences. (EJS) 
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A discussion of word acquisition rates and strate- 
gies is based upon a 6-month case study of an Es- 
tonian-speaking child who gradually and 
systematically relaxed phonotactic constraints to al- 
low greater complexity in word production. In addi- 
tion to the cognitive tools of assimilation and 
accomodation as described by Piaget, the child used 
a further filtering process or “avoidance strategy” in 
which she eliminated as noise those stimuli which 
would overtax her capacities for identifying, proc- 
essing, storing, and producing new structures. An 
analysis of the adult models for the child’s first 50 
words revealed an avoidance strategy both in the 
restricted phonotactic sequences (vowel-vowel and 
consonant-consonant) in any single word and in the 
limited inventory of segments found in these words. 
The data suggest that by the time a child begins to 
spontaneously produce words with adult models, he 
has some rudimentary knowledge of the adult sound 
system beyond that which he can himself produce. 
The study includes tables depicting word acquisi- 
tion rate by month, a “boldness graph” in terms of 
departures from adult models, and the percent of 
accomodation vs. assimilation in 10-word acquisi- 
tion periods. An appendix lists the child’s first 50 
words. (EJS) 
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This paper proposes a broad outline of a variable 

modei of language development and explores se- 

veral particulars of such a model in the language 
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behavior of four two-year-old children. The process 
by which information about language is progres- 
sively transformed and integrated rather than 
merely being added together can be seen in the 
shifting relations between form and function in the 
vertical levels of language development. At the 
same time, knowledge of language proceeds hori- 
zontally as the child takes in more than one aspect 
of the linguistic system being learned. Language 
development is not compartmentalized with respect 
to comprehension and production or to phonology, 
lexicon, pragmatics, semantics and syntax. A study 
of the co-occurring lexicon, discourse and gram- 
matical complexity variables revealed that these 
factors influence what children are able to say with 
different effects: either to facilitate or to constrain 
sentences. More important, however, is the fact that 
the variables operate at the same time to influence 
the child’s language behavior. These observations 
lead to the conclusion that varying lengths of a 
child’s sentences appear to be due to the covariance 
in different aspects of the child’s knowledge of lan- 
guage. (AMH) 
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Materials for acquiring minimal communicative 
competence have to serve a double purpose: learn- 
ing of comprehension on the one hand and of ex- 
pression on the other. Because there is so little 
available data on the exact nature of the com- 
municative function of language, it is difficult to 
construct authentic communications. CINAO (a 
beginning course in English for adults) uses brief 
excerpts from video and sound recordings that are 
motivating in content and that can serve the double 
purpose mentioned above. Practice with these 
“texts” leads to the acquisition of rules of language 
function in verbal communication and to the ability 
to use these rules in order to understand the com- 
munication. Because they lack necessary vocabu- 
lary, beginning students would have difficulty using 
these internalized rules to produce their own com- 
munications. Therefore, CINAO divides produc- 
tion and comprehension activities. In a first level, 
students use the recorded excerpts to learn and use 
rules for each activity separately. In a second level, 
they learn to use the rules internalized during the 
first stage, not from existing documents but by con- 
structing their own situational dialogues under the 
guidance of a native speaker. Use of such materials 
would be facilitated by a network for the exchange 
of materials, availability of the proper equipment, 
and provision for usage by students outside of class. 
A two-part lesson outline completes the essay. 
(AMH) 
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This study describes the syntactic features of 
Black English Vernacular (BEV) spoken by black 
characters in three black situation comedies on Am- 
erican television: “The Jeffersons,” ‘““Good Times,” 
and “‘What’s Happening.” Using scripts and audio 
tapes of three episodes from each series during the 
1977-78 television season, transcripts were made of 
each show and each show was coded for the pre- 
sence of ten common syntactic features of BEV in 
naturalistic settings as described by sociolinguists. 
The results indicate that television is homogenizing 
the dialect. BEV, as spoken on television, tends to 
cluster in only three of the ten syntactic categories— 
auxiliary deletion, copula deletion, and negative 
concord-providing a limited dialect that does not 
correspond to BEV in naturalistic settings, but gives 
the impression of difference. Within this limited dia- 
lect, the use of BEV features tends to follow pre- 
dicted use patterns based on the sociolinguistic 
findings: (1) males use BEV more frequently than 
females; (2) while most teenagers use BEV infre- 
quently (unlike the sociolinguistic findings), teenage 
gang members are high BEV users; (3) low socio- 
economic status (SES) characters use BEV more 
frequently than high SES characters. Five tables are 
appended showing frequency of variants across 
categories and use of BEV by sex and age. (Author- 
AMH) 
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This manual is intended primarily for university 

students who are preparing to teach English as a 

foreign language, although it is considered useful for 

inservice teachers also. Language, linguistics, ap- 
proaches to foreign language instruction, program 
types and effective teaching methods are discussed 
in the introduction. Subsequent chapters deal with 
the teaching of pronunciation, grammar, vocabu- 
lary, reading and writing. The final two chapters 
deal with testing each language skill and the use of 
instructional aids. Each chapter presents in sum- 
mary form some of the theory related to the topic, 
instructions on class presentation, exercises and as- 
signments, and a discussion in the form of review 
questions on the chapter. Some chapters contain 
lesson plans. A bibliography completes the volume. 

(AMH) 
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This is the first kit in an innovative series of activi- 
ties intended primarily for use in a bilingual educa- 
tion setting. It is designed to encourage children to 
use oral language in natural, spontaneous ways. The 
kit includes an explanatory booklet describing the 
aims or functions of language, the modes through 
which the aims of discourse are achieved, some ob- 
servations on a new perspective on language and an 
introduction to the “informing” activities. The 44 
learning activities are printed on colored cards 
coded according to the mode of presentation, that 
is, informing by description, by narration, by clas- 
sification and by evaluation. The activity cards de- 
scribe the materials the children need to carry out 
the activity, special instructions and pointers for the 
teacher, and supplemental activities. All informa- 
tion is presented in English. It is noted that the 
activities could be conducted in any language since 
the goal is always the same: expanding spoken lan- 
guage through experience. (AMH) 
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This report is based on a questionnaire survey sent 

to the registrars of all two-year and four-year col- 

leges and universities in the United States. Replies 

were received from 2,637 institutions, of which 2,- 

374 reported registrations in one or more foreign 

languages. The fall 1977 survey shows a decline of 

1.4% in total foreign language registrations between 

1974, the year of the last previous survey conducted 

by the Modern Language Association, and 1977. 

Registrations declined by more than ten percent in 

German and Russian, but by three percent or less in 

French, Latin, and the aggregate of the so-called 

“other” or less-commonly taught languages. Span- 

ish continued to be the leading language in U.S. 

colleges and universities, accounting for 46% of the 

total. The report consists of an introduction, six 
summary tables, fourteen detailed tables, and the 
report form used in the survey. The detailed tables 
present data by state or by region for the seven most 
commonly taught languages and for the “‘other” lan- 
guages as a block, as well as detailed comparative 
figures from surveys undertaken in 1968, 1970, 
1972, 1974, and 1977. (Author/AMH) 
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This report is a cross-linguistic study that com- 

pares the sequence of emergence of semantic rela- 

tions in English with the sequence of emergence of 
these relations in the acquisition of American Sign 

Language. American Sign Language (ASL) differs 

from English in modality (it is a visual-gesture lan- 

guage rather than an auditory-vocal one) and in the 
syntactic devices used for expressing many of the 
semantic relations examined in this study. While 
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some semantic relations in adult ASL are produced 
very much as they are in English, others, most nota- 
bly location, instrument, and dative, are signed by 
lexicalizing the verb and its arguments together. It 
is suggested that such syntactic differences between 
English and ASL could interact with semantic or 
conceptual complexity in determining the sequence 
in which relations are acquired by the child. The 
subjects are five deaf children of deaf parents who 
are learning ASL as their native language. It is found 
that the emergence of the semantic relations in a 
visual-gestural language is roughly the same as that 
in an auditory-vocal language, despite the striking 
differences of syntactic devices in the two model 
languages. (Author/NCR) 
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Identifiers—Elementary Secondary Education Act 
Title VII, ESEA Title VII 
This paper presents an overview of the impact of 

the Elementary Secondary Education Act (ESEA) 

Title VII Spanish/English bilingual program. Stu- 

dent, teacher, and project data were collected in 38 

projects in their fourth or fifth year of funding, along 

with data from non-Title VII comparison schools. 

The research design of this national study is dis- 

cussed, as are major findings related to project and 

student characteristics. Less than a third of the Title 

VII students were classified as of limited English- 

speaking ability. Almost all of the projects were 

maintenance bilingual programs rather than transi- 
tional ones, as mandated by Title VII legislation. 

The evaluation is divided into six sections: (1) types 

of students served by Title VII projects in the study; 

(2) educational goals of Title VII projects in the 

study; (3) costs associated with the Title VII bilin- 

gual project schools and non-Title VII schools for 

1975-76; (4) characteristics of teachers and teacher 

aides in Title VII projects; (5) impact of Title VII 

program on student achievement and attitudes; and 

(6) relationship between (a) gains in student 

achievement and attitudes and (b) classroom proce- 

dures, classroom environment, and teaching staff 
characteristics. (Author/ NCR) 
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A method in bilingual education by which sub- 
jects can be taught in two languages, known as “the 
Concurrent Approach,” is the school curriculum de- 
fined and discussed here. After a brief overview of 
the professional literature, the rationale for the im- 
plementation of this approach is offered on the basis 
of four criteria: (1) mental processes, (2) community 
patterns, (3) adaptation to these patterns to satisfy 
pedagogical objectives and (4) sociolinguistic rein- 
terpretation of the roles of teacher and class. The 
central argument focuses on the “General Theme” 
and the ‘System of Cues.’ The theme emphasizes 
the equal prestige of both codes, and the cues stress 
the four fundamental notions of interpersonal rela- 
tionships, language development, curriculum and 
classroom strategies. The implementation of the ap- 
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proach is then summarized and a bilingual work- 
shop described where teachers have been trained in 
concurrent teaching techniques. It is concluded 
that, except for the teaching of language arts, bilin- 
gual children should be taught concurrently in their 
two languages; bilingual teachers should, therefore, 
acquire expertise in the set of strategies that incor- 
porates sociolinguistic sensitivity, identification of 
socio-pedagogical cues, and conscious manipulation 
of switching practices. (Author/AMH)

Culture-specific non-verbal communication is re- 

garded here as an essential “language”’ that has been 
neglected in modern language teaching pedagogy, 
though the substance of culture is often referred to 
in the curriculum. A distinction is drawn between 
the public aspects of culture commonly experienced 
by the second language learner and the private as- 
pects, which are largely unobservable for visiting 
foreign students. These private aspects, such as the 
kinesics (body motion) and proxemics (social and 
personal space) of family relationships, roles, and 
territoriality, are seen as a primary set of learning 
goals. Video documentary techniques are described 
for making illustrative material about private culture 
available in the classroom. (Author/ NCR) 
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Identifiers—Alaska, *Village English 
The term “village English’’ has been used by a 
number of people to label the English used by Alas- 
kan natives. The term appears in discussions of edu- 
cational problems and often the phenomenon is 
cited as a significant reason for the lower than ex- 
pected achievement of Alaskan school children. It 
is suggested that statements about “village English” 
are based on the unproven claims that “village Eng- 
lish” exists, that it hinders learning in the schools, 
and that it originates through native language inter- 
ference during the process of acquiring English. It is 
hypothesized that many “village Englishes” exist 
because of the many village dialects. The need for 
studying the language interference on schoolroom 
learning is emphasized because, it is suggested, lan- 
guage differences often bear too much of the burden 
of educational failures. In discussing the third claim 
of native language interference during English ac- 
quisition, it is suggested that Alaskans learn a more 
or less independent system of English through nor- 
mal processes of language acquisition. When pat- 
terns differ from those of standard English, it should 
not be assumed that they result only from linguistic 
interference in learning English. The patterns may 
well be part of that village’s dialect of English, 
which differs systematically from other dialects. 
The following set of assumptions are offered as al- 
ternatives to the common ones: (1) “village Eng- 
lish” is actually “Englishes,” (2) these varieties 
differ superficially, rather than significantly, from 
other dialects of English, and (3) the features of the 
English used by village children are acquired as a 
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result of learning an established dialect rather than 
created as a result of native language interference.

Two projects of the Ecole Normale Superieure de 
Saint-Cloud (CREDIF) are described and critically 
analyzed in this paper: the definition of a threshold 
level, “Niveau-seuil,” in French and a learning 
module, “Looking for Work,” intended to teach 
necessary written French to migrant workers.

This study investigates the ways adult second lan- 
guage learners deal with errors and trouble sources 
in their conversations with one another. Specifi- 
cally, it describes the repair work done by the sec- 
ond language learners, the extralinguistic features 
accompanying these repairs and the differences be- 
tween repairs made by speakers at different profi- 
ciency levels. In addition, the repairs made by 
second language learners of English are compared 
with repairs made by native speakers. The data were 
collected from three videotaped conversations be- 
tween pairs of friends with varying language back- 
grounds and proficiency levels. Analysis of these 
conversations showed that the repair work done by 
the adult second language learners was similar to 
repairs done by native speakers. However, correc- 
tions of beginning second language learners were 
the outcome of incompetence in phonology, syntax 
and lexicon. Extralinguistic features were signifi- 
cant in terms of facilitating the process of negotia- 
tion for understanding. The three conversations 
differed significantly according to the students’ 
proficiency level, especially in the pace and length 
of the repair operations. In general, the data indicate 
that adult second language learners are able to deal 
with errors and trouble sources and to learn specif- 
ics, such as vocabulary, as well as conversational 
strategies from conversing with one another.

Using a variation of the 
Focus Delphi process, the study focused on the fol- 
lowing question: considering the existing resources 
of higher and adult education in North Carolina and 
the educational needs of the adult population, what 
kinds of education futures are desirable and also 
possible for 1975-2000? Four panels of respondents 
were selected for the study: adult education faculty 
members, members of the State legislature and up- 
per echelon officials of state and private universities. 
adult education practitioners from university exten- 
sion divisions and continuing education depart- 
ments, and continuing education students. Three 
rounds of Delphi questionnaries yielded consensus 
on the primary areas of concern for adult and con- 
tinuing education, and divergence of opinion was 
also represented in the study. The study provided a 
demonstration of a planning tool for higher and 
adult education interests in North Carolina and in- 
dicated that further research along these lines would 
be profitable. (SW) 
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Identifiers—*Prior Learning 
A national system is described that was designed 

to facilitate a college’s task of relating formal course 

work taken elsewhere to its own programs. The pro- 
ject builds on the system established by the Ameri- 
can Council on Education (ACE) in 1945 to provide 
credit recommendations for formal military courses, 
and uses experience gained in a New York pilot 
study in early 1974. It focuses on the adult learner 
who studies in programs sponsored by government 
agencies, business and industry, unions, and profes- 
sional and voluntary associations. The process in- 
volves the application of policies and criteria, jointly 
established by the Council’s Commission on Educa- 
tional Credit and the New York Board of Regents, 
by teams of subject specialists who generate credit 
recommendations for the courses, if appropriate. 
The results are sent to the participating organization 
and to colleges and universities. The organization 
sponsoring the courses operates a transcript system 
to report the individual’s performance in the course 
to colleges. The major objectives of the first two 
years of the project were to develop and refine crit- 
eria and procedures for selecting appropriate 
courses and programs and in conducting course re- 
views, establishing policies and procedures as a basis 
for a national self-supporting system, and develop- 
ing a system to disseminate project information and 
results. Appended is a handbook on conducting 
course reviews, agreements between ACE and the 

Consortium of California State University and Col- 

leges and between ACE and the Pennsylvania De- 

partment of Education, newspaper articles, and a 

pamphlet on the program. (SW) 
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The Chancellor’s charge to the President sets 

forth the principles and guidelines each will follow 

in their respective roles. The Board of Regents of 
the State of New York sets educational policy and 
rules for the execution of the policy. The newly 
elected President of the State University and Com- 
missioner of Education will execute the policy. 

Chancellor Black urges President and Commis- 

sioner Ambach to help sustain educational quality 

and preserve the structure of educational gover- 
nance of the State. The inaugural address of Gordon 

M. Ambach discusses the origins of educational 

governance and the changing stages of learning to- 

day. The following five problems are pinpointed: 
unprecedented decline in achievement; enrollment 
decline; the need for educating all age groups simul- 
taneously; an aging population with more leisure but 
in danger of becoming occupationally obsolete; and 
increasing personal isolation. He offers the follow- 
ing suggestions: educational strategies should be ad- 


justed to different assumptions that together 
address both parent and child needs; educational 
objectives should be reconsidered at the elementary, 
secondary, and postsecondary levels from the per- 
spective of lifelong learning; the learning institu- 
tions such as museums, libraries, and television 
should be brought into more productive combina- 
tion with the resources of schools and colleges; and 
the psychological and physiological changes of 
adulthood should be considered by educational de- 
signers. (SW) 
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This summary report about Project Renewal pro- 
vides an overview of the need for faculty develop- 
ment and the concept of a representative faculty 
collaborative. The purpose of the project was to pre- 
pare the State College System for the establishment 
of a Center for Educational Development, a concep- 
tual center, rather than a geographical center. Nine- 
teen faculty workshops that were conducted are 
described. In order to provide incentives for faculty 
to pursue the issues raised in the workshops and to 
further test out the assumption that System-spon- 
sored training sessions could have direct feedback 
on the campuses, Project Renewal sponsored a com- 
petition for proposals relating to curriculum devel- 
opment. Eight projects involving 23 faculty from 
seven colleges were funded. The products of these 
projects are available for use by any of the colleges. 
A directory of human and physical resources in the 
State College System was also compiled. All but one 
of the 19 workshops were formally evaluated by 
participants at the end of each workshop. The pro- 
gram of faculty workshops was further subjected to 
an extensive summative evaluation that related 
faculty responses to a wide range of issues. (SW) 
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A project to enroll and serve ‘non-college-age™ 
women at Barat College, Illinois, is described. The 
18-month project was designed to develop new col- 
lege-community ties, increase substantially the 
numbers of women returning to college. restructure 
internally to meet new identified educational needs. 
and provide cross-generational learning formats for 
all students. All students were to be integrated in a 
single institutional program addressed to life-span 
educational needs of women. The college founded 
an office of continuing education. enrolled 168 
women during the first year. and disseminated in- 
formation to the community through mailings, press 
stories, and personal visits. A discussion is pre- 
sented on: basic facts about continuing education 
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students at the college: faculty reaction and depart- 
mental impacts; attitudes among “traditional age” 
students; administrative coping with problems and 
issues raised by the influx of returning women: and 
the present status of the college with a “cross-gener- 
ational” student population. A program evaluation 
was conducted and seven reports were produced.

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A project at the University of Michigan is de- 
scribed that involved the award of a small number 
of faculty fellowships that allowed some released 
time and financial support for development and im- 
plementation of classroom innovations. The focus of 
the Fellowship was the analysis and redesign of tar- 
get courses regularly taught by the fellows. Techni- 
cal assistance. equipment. training workshops. 
seminars, and personal consultation with project 
staff were provided. The project was based on the 
conceptual model of Rogers and Shoemaker that 
views the adoption of an innovation as an individual 
decision made within and influenced by a social 
context. The project was designed to increase the 
quality of instruction as measured by student perfor- 
mance and attitudes toward courses. A few con- 
trolled experiments were conducted to test the 
impact of video tapes on students’ comprehension. 
and student ratings of faculty performance were ob- 
tained. The project was also designed to increase the 
faculty’s use of instructional technology. Twenty- 
three innovations were adopted by the nine faculty 
fellows: the changes ranged from the use of video to 
the use of discussion and diagnostic tests. It was 
hoped that the use of instructional technology by 
non-participating faculty would increase through 
the influence of participating faculty. Although the 
fellows did act as dissemination agents through dis- 
cussion with colleagues. few adoptions of innova- 
tions could be traced to work of the fellows. 
Appendices included a description of project activi- 
ties for a social psychology course and a checklist of 
instructional techniques. (SW)

Twelve institutions with experiential learning pro- 
grams in higher education were selected to develop 
practical models that could be useful to similar insti- 
tutions. Attention was to be focused on either or 
both of two areas of concern for experiential learn- 
ing programs: the establishment of criterion stand- 
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ards for assessment and the financial implications of 
new assessment programs. The project included se- 
veral workshops: an introductory workshop to cre- 
ate a common conceptual context and base of 
information, a second workshop to review and cri- 
tique preliminary models, and dissemination work- 
shops to provide information on how to use models 
in other institutions. An assessment of the project 
by the project audit committee is presented. Brief 
summaries of each institution’s model prepared by 
its authors are presented, and audit committee com- 
ments on each model are included. Outcomes and 
implications of the project are discussed by the pro- 
ject director. Appendices include agendas for work- 
shops, an annotated list of project reports, seminar 
agendas, and agendas for local workshops.

After finding the error in his 
attempted solution, ISCI points out that there is an 
error, then gives as many hints and/or explanations 
as the student requests, until he is able to continue 
the solution independently.

Requests to the National Center for Education 
Statistics (NCES) for postsecondary education data 
were analyzed and compared to previously identi- 
fied issues. Summaries of telephone requests (log 
entries) and files of letter requests from January 
1977 through December 1977 were studied. A sin- 
gle coding scheme was developed for both letter and 
phone requests for information; all log entries and 
letter requests during 1977 were reviewed and those 
dealing with postsecondary education were coded.

The independent sector of higher education in the 

State of New York provides 88,000 jobs and almost 
$8 million of identifiable economic impact. It also 
plays a unique role in the state’s recovery effort. The 
institutions in this sector award almost half the ba- 
chelor’s and more than two thirds of the postbac- 
calaureate degrees in the state. As an employer the 
independent sector of higher education is one of the 
largest in the state. Its operating revenues in 1976 
amounted to over $2 billion, including 30 percent 
from out-of-state sources and one quarter billion in 
federal government grants and contracts. Spending 
by institutions and by students is expected to 
amount to almost $8 billion in 1977-78. The impor- 
tation of monies by out-of-state students is a signifi- 
cant factor, as is the savings in state and local tax 
levies as measured against units of production (de- 
grees) of independent institutions.

In 
1971, 231,000 master’s degrees were awarded in the 
United States, and 40 percent were awarded to 
women. In 1976, the total number awarded was 
313,090, and those awarded to women had in- 
creased to 46 percent.

Findings are presented from the third year of the 

demonstration of the Guidance Information System 

(GIS), a computer-based information delivery sys- 

tem providing occupational, two-year college, four- 

year college, and financial aid information to 
students in two-year colleges in New York. Conclu- 
sions, based on experiences with seven colleges dur- 
ing 1974-1977 and on comparisons with studies of 
GIS use in high schools and prison settings, include: 


(1) community colleges, in their first year of in- 
volvement with the system, got off to a slow start 
during the time in which the computer system was 
being integrated into the ongoing pattern of coun- 
seling activity; (2) use of the computer varied as a 
function of college characteristics and implementa- 
tion strategies; (3) variations in the level of use were 
found among sites of a similar type; (4) settings 
differing in organizational complexity differed in re- 
gard to length of time needed to implement a com- 
puter system; and (5) the amount and pattern of use 
of the system varied substantially among different 
types of settings. It is also stressed that counselors 
played a major role in referring students to the com- 
puter, and also served to make students aware of the 
potential and limitations of the computerized infor- 
mation. The availability of the computer did not 
appear to have an impact on counselors’ work load, 
nor on division of counselor responsibilities, al- 
though there were reports that the quality of coun- 
seling improved. (MB) 
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*Social Change 
In the United States there are two commitments 
and two trends which shape and eventually may 
alter traditional educational patterns. The first trend 
is the mobility of students in terms of school busing, 
business transfers of their parents, high school fo- 
reign exchange programs, and further college-age 
changes which create a free, peripatetic nature in 
these future students. The second trend involves the 
technology which has placed in students’ hands ever 
more efficient means and increased supplies of 
materials to enable them to teach themselves. The 
two basic commitments characterizing American 
education are secular education and mass educa- 
tion. The former has been considered as essential to 
a free, pluralistic society and the latter encompasses 
recent trends toward the development of each per- 
son to his individual potential. As educational ex- 
perts are confronted with the myth of value-free 
eduation, the questions arise of how to rectify prob- 
lems resulting from purely materialistic teaching 
and how to delineate more broadly the tasks of edu- 
cation. Citing the literature, this document goes on 
to present possibilities for education in the future.

In order to determine the characteristics of con- 

tinuing education instructors at St. Petersburg Jun- 

ior College, as well as their professional 
development interests and attitudes toward the col- 
lege, a survey was administered to the 125 instruc- 
tors and yielded an 82% response rate. The study 
showed: (1) the most typical instructor was a white 

female, age 44, holding a bachelor’s degree; (2) 

keeping abreast of new discipline developments and 

gaining greater depth of knowledge ranked as the 

most important professional development needs; (3) 

fringe benefits and merit pay were seen as the most 

important incentives for the instructors; and (4) the 
teachers rated “friendly” as the best descriptor of 
the working environment. The study results suggest 
the necessity of: recognizing the part-time faculty as 
an important segment of the total staff; coordinating 
goals of staff development programs with those of 
the institution and instructors; initiating a varied 
format of development programs; researching exist- 





ing programs at other colleges; considering motiva- 
tion factors, along with hygiene factors, to stimulate 
interest in development activities; and including 
more minority group instructors when staffing new 
activities. A review of the literature and the survey 
questionnaire are included. (MB)

Based on the assumption that each student learns 

in a unique way, this paper outlines the factors to be 

considered before selecting the methods of instruc- 
tion for particular mathematics courses and their 
students. The advantages and disadvantages of the 
lecture/textbook and question/answer method, in- 
dividualized instruction, self-pacing, discussion/- 
demonstration, field experiences, and tutorials are 
described. Characteristics of courses and students, 
and suggestions regarding these methods of instruc- 
tion are outlined for the following elements of a 
mathematics curriculum: (1) pre-college courses- 
vocational-technical, arithmetic, elementary alge- 
bra, intermediate algebra; (2) ffirst year 
courses-college algebra, trigonometry, modern

Other considerations in program development in- 

clude instructor role, media, counseling, placement 

testing, student follow-up, tutoring, funding, and at- 
tendance. A summary of cognitive mapping, a list of 
textbooks, and a bibliography are included. (MB) 
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Student Needs, *Teacher Improvement, Teaching 
Techniques 
Two easily administered and scored research in- 
struments for the study of person-environment con- 
gruency theory in the college classroom are 
presented. The need for such a theory-integrated 
approach is seen in recent research that indicates 
that the “common sense” approach to teacher 
evaluation, i.e. simply asking students, teachers, and 
administrators what teacher/teaching characteris- 
tics are necessary for good instruction, may be in 
error. The person-environment congruency model 
proposes that an individual’s satisfaction is a func- 
tion of the congruency between his needs and 
“press” characteristics of the environment. This 
model has been applied in the area of worker need 
satisfaction. Fifty-four male and female community 
college students enrolled in a general psychology 
course completed a 21-item student needs assess- 
ment questionnaire during the fifth week of an elev- 
en-week spring quarter term. One week later 
students completed a 21-item environmental rein- 
forcers description questionnaire. Thus, a teacher 
examining the various scales, can determine where 
he may wish to alter the environment over which he 
exerts control or discuss with the students their 
needs for further understanding. The scales are out- 
lined and a bibliography is included in the docu- 
ment. (MB) 
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Most would agree that education is a social good 
and necessity, yet serious inequities and inequalities 
remain in our educational system. The largest 
sources of support for public schools are the local 
school district and the state. The revenues they con- 
tribute come from property and sales taxes, both of 
which are regressive and inequitable. Our uncoor- 
dinated economic system, which has resulted in 
unemployment, hardship, and deprivation, also cre- 
ates problems for formal education. Only with coor- 
dinated national planning, equitable tax reform, and 
the complete restructuring of federal, state, and lo- 
cal roles in financing public education can the goals 
of quality education and equal educational oppor- 
tunity be realized. Positive changes have occurred, 
including: the increasing participation of teachers, 
parents, students, and community groups in educa- 
tional decision-making; the efforts of unions like the 
United Automobile Workers to be educating and 
learning unions; mandates to local unions to estab- 
lish education committees; negotiations for worker 
sabbaticals; and the growing partnership between 
unions and community colleges. (AYC)

A study was conducted on the use of the Guid- 

ance Information System (GIS), an on-line com- 
puter information retrieval system for occupational, 
two-year college, four-year college, and scholarship 
and financial aid information, in four detention/cor- 
rectional facilities in New York. These were the 
Queens House of Detention for Men (QHDM), 
Brooklyn House of Detention for Men (BHD), New 
York City Correctional Institution for Women, and 
Queensborough Correctional Facility (QFC). The 
study revealed that differences in utilization rates 
among similar types of sites (GIS-use was also stud- 
ied in high schoc's and community colleges) were as 
great or greater than those between sites; the rate of 
use at QHDM was several times that of the Wo- 
men’s Correctional Institution-the site with the se- 
cond highest rate of use. In all sites, whether 
colleges, high schools, or prisons, which were 
deemed “reluctant” because of underutilization of 
the system, the decision to participate was usually 
made by an administrator who remained removed 
from the day-to-day operations and did not provide 
ample support to those directly in charge of the 
project. It was also found that the more fragmented 
the organizational structure of the institution, the 
greater the lag in full project implementation; 
secured environments were generally slowest in in- 
tegrating GIS into on-going programs. Staff reaction 
at most prison sites was favorable. (MB)

The purposes of the United Automobile Workers 

labor studies program are to: (1) provide a broader 

understanding and perspective of economic, social, 
and political problems of our society and the role 
which unions and workers should play in it; (2) pro- 
vide educational opportunities for individual growth 
and advancement; and (3) equip members of labor 
organizations with technical skills needed to exer- 
cise their union and civic responsibilities, especially 
those arising in urban areas. Options as to the vari- 
ous degree and certificate programs, reflecting dif- 
ferent levels of achievement, include a certificate in 
labor studies, an associate degree (terminal), an as- 
sociate of arts degree, and transfer of credits leading 
to baccalaureate and subsequent degrees. This docu- 
ment provides detailed course outlines, reference 
and resource materials, and bibliographies for the 
following course topics: introduction to organized 
labor in America; heritage and achievements of the 
labor movement; structure and administration of 
unions; collective bargaining negotiation, adminis- 
tration, and arbitration; labor law; time study; con- 
temporary urban issues and problems; social 
movements; economics for labor; and creative uses 
of leisure time.

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The administrator must learn to organize person- 
nel and to delegate responsibilities with commensu- 
rate authority while maintaining an impersonal yet 
friendly, approachable, consistent, and fair manner. 
Recognizing that even the best administrator is 
prone to make some mistakes and that he cannot 
satisfy everyone all the time is also important. The 
best administrator makes the ideas of others work 
more often than creating them. Suggestions to ad- 
ministrators for improving communication include: 
listen more carefully; be available; never hesitate to 
ask for advice; welcome sincere criticism; involve 
others in decision-making; utilize the abilities of the 
total staff; minimize the levels of administration and 
supervision; involve faculty in curriculum develop- 
ment; and provide the opportunity for the one who 
asks a question to also propose a solution.

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Identifiers—Information Analysis Products 
Aspects of the community college environment, 
and the role of the community college are explored 
from a faculty viewpoint in this collection of essays. 
Robert A. Whisnant outlines the tasks in preparing 
for new educational missions. Bette Slutsky ques- 
tions the direction community colleges are taking 
toward remedial and vocational responsibilities. J. 
Louis Schlegel discusses issues and options in 
humanities instruction. Suzanne Kaplan and Gor- 
don Wilson explore interdisciplinary, independent 
study. Mary A. Stevens describes ways faculty help 
to create and support new methods to meet com- 
munity needs. Donald W. Green and others exam- 
ine a rural community college with a comprehensive 
community service program.

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In an effort to determine external and internal 

reasons for program, course, enrollment, and in- 

structional differences in the strength of the 
humanities curriculum at two- -year colleges, 20 col- 
leges representing a variety of sizes, geographic lo- 
cations, means of control, and program emphases 
were selected for site visits. Interviews revealed that 
though patterns of interaction and control varied, 
State regulatory agencies and legislation affected the 
colleges’ programs, especially through funding re- 
views, program and course approval, and require- 
ments for data collection. Humanities requirements 
of transfer institutions constituted an additional ex- 
ternal influence. Neither the socio-economic status 
nor ethnic make-up of the community had consist- 
ent effects on the humanities, nor did the needs of 
local high schools nor the potentially influential 
community-service programs. The most important 
internal influence was a strong president or board; 
others included program funding, incentives for 
faculty and curriculum development, humanities 
grants, and instructional resources. Effects on 
humanities enrollments varied; eleven institutions 
experienced increases attributed to new humanities 
requirements and nine experienced decreases at- 
tributed to growing vocational programs. Faculty, 
department chairpersons, and deans of instruction 

viewed the enrollment shifts differently, as they did 

the role and future of the humanities in the two-year 

college. (Recommendations and the interview form 
are included.) (AYC) 
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The paucity of material dealing with academic 
programs for the health professions in two-year col- 
leges is reflected in this review of studies and reports 
which show great variety in their primary focus and 
in the disciplines involved. Cited in this literature 
review are: syllabi for courses in anatomy, physi- 
ology, and chemistry; a report on biological course 
prerequisites at a variety of institutions, including 
those granting nursing, medical technology, and 
pharmacy degrees; a compilation of conference pa- 
pers dealing with biomedical education; descrip- 
tions of nursing curricula and students; discussions 
of the aged and aging, death and dying, and student 
motivation; several studies concerned with ethics in 
the health professions; and descriptions of interdis- 
ciplinary programs.

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Refinement of planning, goals, and objectives was 
emphasized in the third year of the Professional 
Development Program at Lansing Community Col- 
lege. Goals for the overall college program were to: 
(1) continue to offer options for professional deve- 
lopment which relate to people’s immediate situa- 
tion and department; (2) make more opportunities 
available for faculty to explore new teaching strate- 
gies that they may apply to their own classroom 
instruction; (3) involve administrative personnel in 
professional development programs, planning, and 
the reinforcement of individual efforts to change or 
improve performance; (4) refine current profes- 
sional development programs and initiatives; and 
(5) evaluate on-going staff development activities as 
they relate to personal objectives and institutional 
missions. A professional development laboratory 
and office supports individuals, programs, and divi- 
sions throughout the college relative to needs as- 
sessment and evaluation, campus-wide programs, 
and maintaining quality instructional programs. The 
professional development plans for the academic 
year 1978-79 are outlined for the business, college 
services, arts and sciences, student personnel ser- 
vices, learning resource, and applied arts and 
sciences divisions. An appendix discusses alterna- 
tive approaches to professional development. (MB) 
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The extent to which the nation’s community and 

junior colleges received awards in selected federal 

categorical aid programs for fiscal year 1978 is ou- 
tlined. For each aid program the following informa- 
tion is provided: dollars authorized, dollars 
awarded, dollars obtained by community colleges, 
total number of proposals submitted, total number 
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of awards, total number of awards to community 
colleges, and the number of proposals submitted by 
community colleges. Data are also given for 1977 
when available. This report assists resource develop- 
ment officers in determining which grant opportuni- 
ties have a high funding potential, based on the 
record of the past two consecutive years. As in 1976 
and 1977, two-year colleges received proportionally 
more money from formula grant programs (e.g., 
nursing capitation, Title II-A library, and Title VI 
equipment) than from competitive grant programs. 
General comments stress that community college 
resource development personnel must continually 
press for more representation on reader panels, that 
those persons preparing proposals realize that com- 
munity colleges constitute an interdependent seg- 
ment of higher education, and that an effort must be 
made to assist community colleges in receiving an 
equitable proportion of the dollars appropriated. 
(MB) 
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The increasing costs of higher education and 
doubts about its importance, and the decreasing 
marketability of a college degree have made those 
responsible for appropriating public funds and the 
consumers of higher education services demand 
greater accountability from public institutions. 
These demands, as well as internal demands for 
greater participation by students and faculty, call for 
reform in the decision-making processes and in do- 
ing so have created a management crisis. The exter- 
nal pressures generated the reform movement 
advocating analytical management, which is typi- 
fied by bureaucracy and the scientific method; it 
uses a systems approach wherein information is as- 
sembled for each aspect of an overall operation and 
then given to those individuals responsible for mak- 
ing decisions. On the other hand, internal forces 
favor anthrocentric management, that is, a decen- 
tralized participatory system with heightened posi- 
tive motivation for the participants. A philosophical 
base for the assessment of alternative management 
models, a discussion of the limitations and dangers 
of the analytical approach contrasted to the advan- 
tages of the anthrocentric approach, and a bibliogra- 
phy are included. (MB) 
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The Intergovernmental Personnel Act Program 
(IPA), begun in 1971, provides for the temporary 
exchange of personnel between federal executive 
agencies and states, local governments, institutions 
of higher education, and Indian tribal governments 
to do work of mutual benefit and concern. In the 
five years following the program’s inception, more 
than 3,000 mobility assignments were made. Forty 
major federal agencies, all 50 states, nearly 300 local 
governments, and more than 328 colleges and uni- 
versities utilized the program. The program’s par- 
ticipants represented a variety of occupations and 
specialities with the most frequent assignments be- 
ing made in the areas of general executive manage- 
ment, science and technology, education, social 
science, business, law, engineering, and architec- 
ture. In 1976, the federal agency most frequently 
using the IPA was the Department of Health, Edu- 
cation, and Welfare with 236 of the total of 829 
participants. Testimonials of community college 
personnel participating in the program are pre- 
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sented. Eligibility for participation, salary and 
supervision considerations, duration of appoint- 
ment, documentation of assignment conditions and 
responsibilities, allowances for travel and moving 
expenses, and procedures for termination of assign- 
ment are discussed. A list of IPA Division Chiefs for 
United States Civil Service Commission Regions is 
also included. (MB) 
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Identifiers—* National Science Foundation 
The programs of the National Science Foundation 
(NSF), whose mission is to support basic research, 
science education, and general science literacy, 
should be seriously considered by two-year college 
science faculty and administrators as alternative 
sources of funding to accomplish institutional and 
personal objectives. The three divisions of NSF, 
each with its own focus, fund the majority of efforts 
to support science education. Within the Scientific 
Personnel Improvement Division are the Women in 
Science Program and the Science Faculty Profes- 
sional Development Program. Three programs of 
the Science Education Resources Improvement 
Division which seem particularly relevant for com- 
munity colleges are Local Course Improvement, In- 
structional Scientific Equipment Program, and 
Comprehensive Assistance to Undergraduate 
Science Education. The Science Education Deve- 
lopment and Research Division operates two pro- 
grams of interest, Development in Science 
Education and Research in Science Education. The 
Office of Science and Society is another source of 
funding through the Pubiic Understanding of 
Science Program. In addition to describing NSF and 
each of these programs, this paper considers the 
reasons for low two-year college participation in the 
programs, institutional activities which can facili- 
tate successful fund seeking, how to succeed with 
NSF proposals, and the advantages of fund seeking. 
(AYC) 
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In order to identify and analyze conditions and 
factors that may affect the success of two-year col- 
leges in securing federal categorical aid funds, 28 
public community colleges in Florida were studied. 
In fiscal year 1975, four had received more than 
$1,000,000 in federal categorical aid funds, three 
over $500,000, eleven between $125,000 and $500,- 
000, and ten had received less than $125,000. After 
a preliminary survey, nine institutions were selected 
for site visitations. High-funded institutions had a 
well-planned federal relations/resource develop- 
ment program that was given top priority by the 
chief executive officer. Other factors influencing 
success in obtaining funds were clearly defined and 
obtainable institutional objectives, institutional 
credibility, a well-prepared project proposal, a full- 
time federal relations officer, careful targeting of 
proposals, close contact with federal agencies, and 
a high level of agreement between the chief execu- 
tive officer and resource development personnel. 
Conditions characteristic of low-funded institutions 
included an administrative philosophy not condu- 
cive to actively seeking federal assistance, and lack 
of knowledge about the availability of funds and 


about how to start, support, and operate a resource 
development program. Personnel in low-funded in- 
Stitutions stressed a need for adequate time, staff, 
and financial support, and for assistance and oppor- 
tunity to develop the sophistication and knowledge 
necessary for planning and initiating a resource 
development program. (AYC) 
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Identifiers—* National Endowment for the Arts 
The history, current priorities, and future direc- 
tions of the National Endowment for the Arts 
(NEA) are discussed with an emphasis on the appli- 
cability of NEA programs to community colleges. 
The Endowment has three major goals: (1) to pro- 
mote broad dissemination of cultural resources of 
the highest quality; (2) to assist cultural institutions 
in providing greater public service and to improve 
artistic and administrative standards; and (3) to sup- 
port creativity among the most gifted artists, en- 
courage the preservation of our cultural heritage, 
and enhance the quality of life of our nation. The 
Endowment provides direct financial assistance in 
the form of grants to organizations and individuals, 
and performs leadership functions in the form of 
technical assistance, research, dissemination of in- 
formation, advocacy, and encouragement of non- 
federal support of the arts. There are twelve 
different program offices, each with a director sup- 
ported by program specialists and assistants, and an 
advisory panel composed of experts. The success of 
two-year college systems in obtaining funds from 
NEA has been negligible. The best opportunities for 
community colleges are in the following areas: in- 
dividual faculty members as grantees, and colleges 
as project grantees, as recipients of services, as link- 
ing agents for specific priority constituencies, as cul- 
tural sites, and as artists’ training institutions. (MB) 
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Identifiers—Corporate Grants, *Grantsmanship 
As many community colleges are facing a period 
of stabilizing enrollments combined with inflation in 
operating costs and the increasing need to protect 
themselves against fluctuations in public funding, 
seeking new sources of funding becomes an inevita- 
bility. Corporations and private foundations are two 
major untapped sources for fund raising programs. 
Initially, an educational institution must assess its 
needs and set its priorities. The next step in the 
process is to identify prospective donors. Generally 
donors are either foundations within an institution’s 
geographic area, or those that give nationally or 
internationally. Foundation Center Libraries and 
directories of foundations can aid in gathering infor- 
mation on foundations, but identifying corporate 
donors is generally more difficult. The third step 
involves educating and cultivating prospective do- 
nors in a systematic manner as to the nature of the 
college’s programs, students, facilities, and com- 
munity benefits and needs. The next step of submit- 
ting the grant proposal entails meeting with 
corporate representatives, writing the proposal in a 
concise manner geared toward foundation needs, 
and using personal contacts to boost influence. A 
final step in the total process is stewardship, the 
management of funds that have been granted to an 
organization. A bibliography of foundation grant 
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directories and other publications is included. (MB) 
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Concurrent with the problem of declining re- 

sources from traditional sources, the results of the 
rapid expansion and construction of community 
colleges during the 1960’s and 1970’s encouraged 
the development of alternatives in funding. By 
1978, 52% of the community colleges in the United 
States had established the foundation as a vehicle 
for encouraging and receiving public funds and for 
improving public relations. In establishing a college 
foundation, the college board of trustees must au- 
thorize the use of the institution’s name. The foun- 
dation itself begins with a president, vice-president, 
secretary, treasurer, and executive committee. Its 
development and organization period usually takes 
at least nine to twelve months and can be divided 
into four phases: (1) the organizational and adminis- 
trative period which consists of developing the Arti- 
cles of Incorporation and By-laws, filing for Internal 
Revenue Service tax exemption status, securing ap- 
proval by the state government, selecting the core 
group of the board of directors, and developing a 
brochure for public distribution; (2) the educational 
awareness period during which members of the 
board of directors are introduced to various aspects 
of the institution and other members of the board 
are recommended; (3) the community relations 
period; and (4) the planning and implementation 
period. (The report concludes with a list of opera- 
tional ‘‘do’s” and “don’ts” based upon the experi- 
ence of successful foundations.) (AYC)

Sixty-six community college career education 
programs in 30 states are described in this sour- 
cebook. The data is based on a national survey con- 
ducted by the American Association of Community 
and Junior Colleges. Descriptions include location, 
enrollment, type of geographical area (e.g., rural, 
suburban), and characteristics of the student popu- 
lation for each college. Specific program informa- 
tion includes program title, population served, 
number of people responsible for conducting the 
program, when and how the program was estab- 
lished, list of program-developed materials, availa- 
bility of information and assistance, contact person 
at the college, and a narrative description of the 
program. The sourcebook is prefaced by a reprint of 
Kenneth Hoyt’s “A Primer for Career Education” 
which outlines the basic nature of the career educa- 
tion effort as viewed by the United States Office of 
Education’s Office of Career Education. A bibliog- 
raphy is included with the primer. An appendix to 
the document contains the survey instrument. (MB) 
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Papers in this document provide a perspective on 

the views of two-year college educators and other 

educational leaders on the relevance and place of 
international education now and in the future. Ed- 
mund J. Gleazer, Jr., discusses the community col- 
lege’s role in international education and outlines 
the policy of the American Association of Com- 
munity and Junior Colleges as well as reviewing the 
activities of other organizations including the Coun- 
cil on International Cooperation in Higher Educa- 
tion and the International Council on Adult 
Education. Moses S. Koch presents rationales and 
models for internationalizing the college cur- 
riculum. Seymour Eskow outlines the educational 
benefits of sending students and faculty abroad in 
terms of increasing understanding among peoples of 
the world and involving individuals in participant 
and observer relationships. Fred H. Harrington em- 
phasizes the need for community colleges to in- 
crease their involvement in providing technical 
assistance services abroad. Daniel R. McLaughlin 
describes the cooperative relationship between As- 
nuntuck Community College in Enfield, Connecti- 
cut, and Chien-Hsien Junior College of Technology 
in Chungli, Taiwan, Republic of China. The recom- 
mendations of the 1978 Wingspread Assembly and 
a list of participants are included. (MB) 
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In 1976 El Centro College tightened its attend- 
ance policies-the bases for dropping students for 
excessive absences. Though operated under a com- 
mon administrative system, each program, division, 
or individual instructor set up whatever policy 
seemed most appropriate. A faculty questionnaire 
examined the newly developed attendance policies 
and a follow-up one year later analyzed develop- 
ments and effectiveness. A wide variety of policies 
was discovered: a student could be dropped after a 
range of 2-20 hours of absence; some instructors 
differentiated between “excused” and “‘unexcused” 
absences; some penalized students for cumulative 
tardies. Of faculty members responding, 83.7% used 
an attendance policy in common with their division 
or program; 38.2% enforced it “rigidly,” and 55.9% 
“moderately”; 87.3% rated the policies as good. 
Over 90% of current policies had been in effect for 
two or more years. Non-attending students were 
dropped at a relatively stable rate of 15-20% per 
semester, with an apparent reduction trend in ab- 
sences and drops as students recognized and 
adapted to the system. Student attendance was 
found to correlate with educational achievement 
and commitment. Highest absence and drop rates 
were in developmental courses and required general 


courses. Lowest rates were in sophomore and elec- 
tive/career courses. Surveys are appended. (Au-

Citing other studies, this paper provides a back- 
ground overview regarding the design of a lifelong 
career development model for severely hand- 
icapped individuals which is now in progress at the 
University of Missouri-Columbia. The Rehabilita- 
tion Act of 1973, the Education for All Hand- 
icapped Children Act, the Educational 
Amendments of 1976 (Vocational Education), and 
the Lifelong Learning Act of 1976 have made it 
imperative that such programs be developed. Life- 
long learning is defined and the extent that its 
philosophy has pervaded modern society is de- 
scribed. Societal changes require new conceptuali- 
zations of self, work, and the world as a whole. In 
this context deficiencies in opportunity for the 
handicapped are documented and a new conceptual 
model to alleviate these needs is outlined. Principles 
to follow in setting up a delivery service must in- 
clude viewing the client as an active agent, capable 
of making decisions as a partner in the process of 
education and rehabilitation. Through the develop- 
ment and implementation of the Lifelong Career 
Development Project, it will be possible for hand- 
icapped individuals to find the support and coor- 
dinated services necessary to enable them to 
function at their fullest potential and effectively 
meet their lifelong learning needs. The role of the 
community colleges to implement these goals is also 
discussed. A bibliography is included. (Au-

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Funding constraints had resulted in the need to 

increase the size of classes conducted by the Busi- 

ness and Technical Division of Piedmont Technical 

College. In the absence of budget limitations classes 

were split when enrollments exceeded 30 students. 

This study was initiated to examine the relationship 

of class size to course grade point average (GPA) 

during a two-year period. The 12 courses chosen for 
the study had both high (over 30) and low (30 or 
less) students, were conducted by full-time staff, 
and were of the same level of difficulty. A Z-test at 
the .05 level of significance was used to test the null 
hypothesis that there is no significant difference in 
course GPA’s of students in large classes and those 
in small classes. The Z-value of .2881 was less than 

1.96, the area of concern under the normal curve, 

resulting in an inability to reject the null hypothesis. 

The difference between the mean GPA’s of the large 

and small class groups was statistically insignificant. 

The results of this study form the basis for formulat- 

ing class size policy beginning fall 1978. A review of 

the literature revealed that findings of studies on 
class size varied considerably, and that although 
much research supported small classes, there ap- 
peared to be some consistence in the findings that 


class size had little effect on student performance. A 
bibliography is included.

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The court reporting curriculum at Alvin Com- 
munity College, which leads to an associate of ap- 
pliéd science degree, has been praised by the 
National Shorthand Reporters Association, which 
sets the standards for court reporting schools. The 
court reporter uses a method of taking notes called 
stenotypy which entails taking down verbatim ev- 
erything that is said at a trial, hearing, or meeting. 
A special machine called a stenograph which em- 
ploys a method of rapid writing by the use of alpha- 
betic letters to represent the phonetic sounds of 
language is used by the reporter. The court reporter 
must be a person who can pay attention to detail and 
who has the patience and concentration to do hours 
of dictation and transcription. A successful student 
must be able to use the English language and master 
the exacting demands of the stenograph machine. 
The five semester program requires that students 
have a high school diploma and take courses in ty- 
ping, machine shorthand theory, law and legal ter- 
minology, communication skills, grammar and 
punctuation, transcription, medical terminology, 
national and state government, sociology, court- 
room procedures, technical dictation, and general 
office practices. (MB) 
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The Jewish studies program at Los Angeles Valley 
College is discussed with an emphasis on the teach- 
ing of lower division Hebrew language. As the first 
two-year undergraduate program in the nation, it 
seeks to provide an appreciation of Jewish civiliza- 
tion. The program includes classes in Hebrew lan- 
guage, literature, civilization, Jewish philosophy, 
history, sociology, religion, Talmud, Yiddish litera- 
ture and language, the Holocaust, and Jewish- 
American literature. The language classes are a 
self-contained unit with little connection with the 
content classes. Understanding, speaking, reading, 
and writing are stressed as the student is exposed to 
the structural principles of modern Hebrew gram- 
mar, while concentrating on linguistic Hebrew. In- 
struction in Hebrew literature uses a 
historical-critical method emphasizing the literature 
as an interpretation of history; where the instructor 
takes a more passive role allowing the students to 
have an interactive experience. A study of those 
students enrolled in Jewish studies courses from 
1970 to 1975 found that 76% were Jewish, 80% were 
transfer students, and 51% were over 21. The 
majority were housewives over 35, who were mar- 
ried daughters of immigrant Jews. Fifty-five percent 
were the products of Jewish secondary education. A 
syllabus for a modern Hebrew literature course is 
included. (MB) 
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The Community Education Conference for 
School Superintendents which took place at 
Cuyahoga Community College on October 11, 
1977, is described and summaries of the speeches 
are presented. The purpose of the conference was to 
enable school superintendents and community col- 
lege personnel to consider ways of delivering com- 
munity educational services. Dr. Nolen Ellison 
stressed the need for closer cooperation and mutual 
planning among various public institutions and 
agencies within the Greater Cuyahoga County Re- 
gion. Dr. Mario Fantini reviewed the past, present, 
and future of community education. Dr. Jack Min- 
zey examined a community education project with 
national implication. Mike Collins highlighted the 
role of the Ohio State Department of Education in 
facilitating linkage. Dr. Wayne Rodehorst stressed 
the need for educators to recognize their role in 
meeting the needs and providing services in a peo- 
ple-oriented manner. Henry Doll spoke of the Gund 
Foundation’s role in promoting leadership and ac- 
tion in community education. Paul W. Patton pre- 
sented a slide-tape show highlighting Project Open 
Door. Suzanne Fletcher spoke about community 
education from a national perspective. (MB) 
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The Division of Continuing Education at New 
York City Community College witnessed its third 
year of budgetary reduction and staff losses in 1977- 
78. The college’s grant income declined by $300,- 
000 from 1976-77 and enrollment in tuition courses 
fell. Factors influencing the drop in tuition course 
enrollment included a loss of central staff initiative 
in tuition course development and raising of fees to 
meet the mandate that tuition cover not only in- 
structional costs but other costs previously under- 
written by the college. Overall enrollment, however, 
rose by about 650 from the previous year. The worse 
blows to the continuing education division were the 
loss of refunding for the Voorhees vocational train- 
ing program for ex-offenders and the ethnic heritage 
studies program for older adults. Other programs 
that are described with regard to enrollments, 
evaluation, problems and achievements, and future 
plans are the vocational programs for deaf adults, 
and technical programs in food service training, day 
care cooks’ training, biomedical equipment tech- 
nology, hearing aid technology, and welding. Dis- 
cussions of credit for continuing education, the state 
civil service employee benefits training program, 
and the sanitation management certificate program 
are also included. A statistical summary of the tui- 
tion and grant programs is also provided. (MB) 
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Identifiers—Information Analysis Products 
Although part-time instructors now account for 
over 56% of the total number of faculty members in 
the two-year college, little information exists on the 
impact this segment of the instructional staff has on 
the quality of a college’s educational program. At 
most institutions, part-time instructors are not given 
the same opportunities, support services, or respon- 
sibilities as their full-time counterparts, and no re- 
search has been conducted on the effects these 
policies have on the instructors’ ability to perform 
their roles effectively. A number of community col- 
leges have instituted professional development pro- 
grams for their part-time faculty in the form of 
handbooks, orientation programs, and in-service 
training. However, few evaluation reports are avail- 
able on the extent to which these programs have 
helped participants develop personally or profes- 
sionally. Research is needed to identify factors that 
enhance the contribution part-time faculty members 
can make to their students, colleagues, instructional 
programs, and the institution itself.

As part of an effort to determine the impact of 
Advanced Institutional Development Program 
(AIDP) funds on two-year and four-year colleges, 
questionnaires were sent to 26 two-year college 
presidents (100% were returned) and to 53 four-year 
college presidents (85% were returned). The areas of 
greatest impact most frequently reported by all 
presidents were: enhanced institutional planning 
and management capability; clarification and articu- 
lation of institutional mission in the area of manage- 
ment; and strengthening of the academic program 
with expanded and enriched curricula. For two- and 
four-year colleges, the study reports on degrees of 
institutional change during the funding period, and 
on future implications in areas of curriculum and 
instructional development, management and plan- 
ning systems, institutional research and evaluation, 
student personnel services, community services, 
and general institutional resources development. 
Changes common to both groups included: in- 
creases in numbers of programs, courses, laborato- 
ries, and students enrolled for academic skill 
development; increase in special group programs; 
increase in faculty development activities; and new 
and refined management and planning systems. Ma- 
jor improvements included: increase in professional 
and career courses; increase in low income students’ 
enrollments in professional courses; more effective 
administrative patterns; and improved fiscal stabil- 
ity.

If community colleges expect to effectively serve 
their diverse constituency, they must develop and 
refine effective fund-raising capabilities. Institu- 
tional development, which encompasses fund rai- 
sing and other activities, often begins with the 
Development Office, which is considered in the 
document in terms of its purpose and functions in 
Chapter II. Since institutional development must 
become “‘institutionalized” before a fund-raising 
program can attain success, all segments of the col- 
lege-the faculty, the students, the staff-must 
become involved with and participate in the goal 
and objectives of institutional development. Grants- 
manship (Chapter III) must be practiced within and 
outside of the Development Office. Alumni activi- 
ties (Chapter IV), e.g., involving alumni in publica- 
tions and programs, although not primarily a source 
of revenue, are an important part of institutional 
development.

Mathematics students at the community college 

level have continually experienced a relatively low 
achievement rate when compared to their perfor- 
mance in other subjects. Most of the instructional 
strategies encountered by these students consist of 
the lecture-discussion-demonstration format, with 
no allowances made for individual difference except 
academic background. This paper investigates the 
individual teaching and learning styles of students 
and instructors in the mathematics department at 
Manatee Junior College (Florida) in terms of dis- 
covering to what extent, if any, significant differ- 
ences exist in teaching/learning styles. Canfield’s 
“Teaching Styles Inventory” and “Learning Styles 
Inventory,” which each yield a numerical score on 
17 distinct teaching/learning style preferences, 
were administered to six mathematics instructors 
and a random sample of 575 students, respectively. 
A comparative analysis of the learning styles scores 
was made on three partitions of the random sample: 
total sample according to final grade; according to 
instructor; and according to course. Results in- 
dicated that the “Learning Styles Inventory” mea- 
sured uniform patterns whenever the comparison 
groups were considered independently. A compari- 
son of the two inventories shows students with 
higher grades had learning styles more closely 
related to instructor teaching styles than students 
achieving lower grades. (Author/ MB) 
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Management and Evaluation Systems 
An outcomes orientation is examined as the domi- 
nant focus for formulating improvements in a col- 
lege’s planning, management, and _ evaluation 
(PME) system. Outcomes are seen as individual 
(produced by college personnel or students), pro- 
gram related, or institutional. An outcomes orienta- 
tion to PME has the advantages of relating to the 
quality of service provided, the impact on students 
and community, the accountability to groups out- 
side the institution, the productivity of results in 
terms of resources used, and the ability for clearer 
statements of expectations and responsibilities in 
administrative functions. Technical considerations 
incorporated in this system include: administrative 
perspectives on accountability, types of outcomes, 
administrative processes, and organizational levels; 
concepts related to administrative processes; tools 
related to design and implementation of the PME 
model; and planning, managing, and evaluating 
techniques. Implementation of the system entails 
college and administrator readiness factors, strate- 
gies for introducing the change, and stages of deve- 
lopment of the model. Efforts by two community 
colleges to use the outcomes method are described 
and an appendix presents examples of tools used to 
implement the model. A bibliography is also in- 
cluded.

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Identifiers—Action Research Team 
The factors which contribute to the successful in- 

stallation and assimilation of educational innova- 
tions were examined  in_ relation § to 
vocational/technical programs in eight post- 
secondary institutions. About 555 instructors, ad- 
ministrators, and non-teaching professional staff 
were surveyed regarding the level and extent of use 
of individualized instruction and the viability of 
planned institutional change. One campus was se- 
lected to evaluate the intervention of an Action Re- 
search Team (ART). The 80 instructors showed a 
somewhat active level of investment in professional 
activities external to the college; had a tendency to 
view themselves as having substantial influence on 
their programs; and were internally-oriented in- 
dividuals. On a ten-point scale, where high scores 
indicated favoring individualized instruction, mean 
scores of all respondents ranged from 5.8 to 8.4. 
Generally, respondents considered their institutions 
to be concerned with “achieving uniqueness” and 
“contributing to society.” The schools ranged from 
those using individualized instruction on a primarily 
mechanical basis to those using it routinely. Results 
indicated that certain program areas lent themselves 
more readily to innovation. The ART intervention 
was successful in formulating an_ institutional 
renewal project. A literature review and bibliogra- 
phy are included and appendices contain a frame- 
work for analyzing innovation adaptation and 
instrumentation used in the study. (MB)

Tax reduction and limitation of government 
spending issues dominated the November 1978 
state and national elections. What effect the propo- 
sitions will have on community college financing 
will not be known for some time. Three principal 
sources of college revenue-property tax, state ap- 
propriations, tuition and fees-account for most of 
the funds in the categories of capital outlay financ- 
ing and current operating financing. The manner in 
which state funds are allocated offers four funding 
alternatives: negotiated budget, unit rate formula, 
minimum foundation or equalization, or cost-based 
program. Whatever the funding pattern, the amount 
of money allocated is related to the number of full- 
time student or faculty equivalents or the number of 
student credit hours. In recent years legislators and 
governors have placed limits on the amount al- 
located to colleges. Especially unfortunate conse- 
quences were seen in the curtailing of non-credit 
courses; loss of local autonomy; decrease in the 
number of locally-supported colleges; lessened com- 
mitment to the Open Door policy; and increases in 
tuition and fees.

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A survey was conducted to find out how students 

felt about the scheduling of classes at Arapahoe 

Community College. A stratified random sample of 

97 classes, involving 1,775 students or 28% of the 


student body, was used. Questions were designed to 
assess: (1) the type of classes in which the student 
typically enrolled, day/night, etc.; (2) an evaluation 
of the process of getting into desired classes and 
obtaining related student services; and (3) demo- 
graphic information about the students in the sur- 
vey. The demographic data verified that the sample 
was representative of the total student population. 
The most common complaints were that courses 
needed for graduation were not offered to both day 
and night students; that night courses should start at 
5:30 or 6:00 p.m., instead of 5:00 p.m., to allow more 
time to get to school from work; and that registra- 
tion times should be scheduled so that those closest 
to graduation could register first. Closed courses 
posed the biggest problem to students during regis- 
tration. With respect to expanded student services, 
many students wanted the bookstore, food services, 
and library to extend hours at night and/or on week- 
ends. Expanded course offerings at night, in the 
early morning (6:00-8:00 a.m.), and on weekends 
were aiso favored. Appendices contain the survey, 
lists of closed or unavailable courses, and student 
comments.

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Land-Use: A Financial Resource for Community 
Colleges? A Report of a National Survey of 
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Use, National Surveys, *Use Studies 
To determine land-use patterns nationwide in 

community colleges, a random sample of 287 two- 
year colleges in 27 states was surveyed on the fol- 
lowing topics: (1) description of the institution; (2) 
description of the land for the campus including 
estimation of unusable land; (3) assessment of the 
various uses of the land as well as an estimate of the 
annual cost of maintenance and/or improvement; 
(4) information on the specific uses of income gene- 
rated by land use; and (5) identification of any prob- 
lems or barriers encountered by institutions in using 
land for income purposes. There was a 42% response 
rate to the survey. Three major types of non-educa- 
tional program land use were observed: commit- 
ment of surplus land to aesthetic or land-bank 
purposes, dedication of some excess land to public 
use, and dedication of available portions of land to 
income purposes. Substantial evidence suggests that 
the colleges in state systems perceive themselves as 
restricted to land reserve policies. Few, however, 
have a thorough or meaningful policy. It is con- 
cluded that those institutions which determine that 
their excess land should be used for community uses 
or for income uses should develop a comprehensive 
plan and provide for an overseeing group which can 
reflect the public interest. The survey questionnaire 
is appended.

The use of advisory committees for the develop- 
ment, maintenance, and continued exchange of in- 
formation for hospitality education programs is 
discussed. Two types of committees are the general 
advisory type, which can deal with entire programs 
on institutional and community levels, and the sin- 
gle-field type, which helps develop programs in spe- 
cific areas. The advantages of advisory committees 
are: (1) they provide a unique opportunity to gather 
occupational and industrial information that can 
augment programs; (2) their organization and func- 
tion can be tailored to specific situations and needs; 
and (3) they can function effectively without assum- 
ing either legislative or administrative responsibil- 
ity. Hospitality education advisory committee 
members show the greatest continued interest and 





participation in school projects when their advice is 
sought frequently, their suggestions are adopted, 
democratic procedures are followed in meetings, 
they receive public credit for their contributions, 
they are invited to attend department meetings and 
campus functions, and when school representatives 
keep them informed of the progress that results 
from their work. Factors to be considered in choos- 
ing advisory committee members are experience, 
adequate time available, character, community re- 
presentation, and length of committee service.

The normal course of family adaptation to preg- 
nancy, birth, and early parenting is examined in this 
study, and variables predictive of difficulties in 
family adjustment during this period are investi- 
gated. Subjects were 89 married couples and 9 
women whose husbands did not participate. The 
women had a mean age of 28 years; 46 were preg- 
nant for the first time and 52 had other children. 
Data were collected early and late in pregnancy, 
during the hospital stay and after delivery, and at 2 
months postpartum. Measures included semi-struc- 
tured interviews, projective tests, standardized and 
“home-made” paper and pencil tests, and observa- 
tions. Preliminary results revealed several correla- 
tions between parental and infant data. Mothers 
who had been more anxious and depressed during 
the first trimester of pregnancy had more irritable 
babies at 3 days postpartum. The less difficulty par- 
ents reported in adapting to the pregnancy, the bet- 
ter the baby functioned physiologically and 
emotionally at 2 months of age. Physiological com- 
plications during delivery correlated with poorer in- 
fant adjustment at 2 months postpartum. The best 
predictor of infant adjustment at 2 months was the 
mother’s adaptation to labor and delivery. Women 
whose babies were rated more irritable at birth felt 
worse about themselves as mothers at 2 months 
postpartum. Findings were interpreted as suggesting 
that the effects of pregnancy have profound implica- 
tions for the functioning of the family in the postpar- 
tum period.

Data from 1976 New Hampshire birth certificates 
were used to examine the correlations between the 
degree (month of pregnancy that prenatal care be- 
gan) and intensity (number of prenatal visits) of 
prenatal care and low infant birth weight, il- 
legitimacy, maternal age, maternal education, and 
complications of pregnancy. The rate of low birth 
weight infants was found to be significantly higher 
for those mothers who waited until the second 
trimester of pregnancy before getting prenatal care 
and for those mothers who had had 8 prenatal visits 
or less. Mothers who were 19 years of age or 
younger, had less than 12 years of education, and 
were giving birth out-of-wedlock tended to initiate 
their prenatal care later in their term of pregnancy. 
Younger, less educated mothers who had low birth 
weight infants or who gave birth out-of-wedlock 
also tended to have had fewer prenatal visits. Fewer 
prenatal visits was shown to be correlated with more 
complications of pregnancy. Early onset of prenatal 
care was found to be weakly correlated with fewer 
complications of pregnancy.

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*Teacher Influence, Teacher Role 
This review of the literature on the development 

of young children’s curiosity is directed specifically 

toward teachers and other practitioners and empha- 
sizes what socialization agents can do to influence 
children’s curiosity. Gaps in current knowledge 
about children’s curiosity and implications of re- 
search findings are discussed. Theoretical perspec- 
tives on children’s curiosity, including trait, 
perceptual, mastery motivational, learning, cogni- 
tive and ethological theories, are briefly delineated. 
Developmental and situational factors related to 
curiosity are pointed out and individual differences 
among children’s expressions of curiosity are 
probed. Correlates of curiosity, including intelli- 
gence, play, creativity, authoritarianism, anxiety 
and self-concept, are examined. The influence of 
situation and setting variations on curiosity, such as 
maternal absence, environmental deprivation, the 
presence of strangers, educational programs, group 
size, the opportunity to manipulate objects and ob- 
ject novelty, are reported. Findings show that adults 
can be instrumental in fostering and maintaining 
children’s curiosity by being attentive, sensitive, 
and supportive of children’s needs to explore, by 
answering children’s questions informatively, and 
by displaying the positive characteristics of curious 
people.

Issues briefly discussed include: (1) types of day 
care available; (2) choice of home-based versus cen- 
ter-based care; (3) caregiver characteristics such as 
warmth and responsiveness, encouragement of in- 
tellectual growth, respect for individual needs, and 
good discipline techniques; (4) program characteris- 
tics such as emotional climate, adult-child ratio, 
safety, organization, and equipment; and (5) danger 
signals.

In 23 brief chapters this handbook provides infor- 
mation about purposes, procedures, legal arrange- 
ments, interpersonal relationships and other topics 
related to foster child care in Alaska. Chapters 1 
through 3 are introductory. Chapter 4 gives infor- 
mation concerning Foster Parent Associations and 
includes a member recruitment form. Chapters 5 
through 10 relate background information on such 
subjects as the nature and purposes of foster care, 
the procedures followed in child placement, and the 
rights and duties of parties to the foster care ar- 
rangement. Chapter 10 suggests guidelines for the 
first foster parent contact with the child. Chapters 
11 through 16 are designed to help foster parents 
understand both the child and the foster home situa- 
tion. The effects of separation on the child are de- 
scribed, and suggestions are made to help foster 
parents deal effectively with the child’s feelings. 
Guidelines for handling everyday concerns-such as 
discipline, household duties, medical care and reli- 
gious training-are provided.

A wide range of information pertaining to foster 

care and the role of foster parents is presented in 

this handbook.

guardian, and the process of becoming a foster par- 
ent (recruitment, the application process, screening, 
and foster parent education) is discussed. The rights 
and responsibilities of the social worker/agency, 
foster parents, and natural parents are delineated, 
with the importance of teamwork highlighted. The 
placement procedure is described in detail including 
preparation for placement, suggestions for facilitat- 
ing successful adjustment to placement, and what 
happens when a placement proves unsuccessful.

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Evaluation 
This guide provides an instrument for determining 
the cost effectiveness of child care centers. An as- 
sessment checklist covering child care center fea- 
tures in the areas of physical facilities, program 
experience and administration (including every as- 
pect of the minimum Florida licensing standards) is 
presented. The checklist was designed for monitor- 
ing child care centers in which funded children have 
been placed, and can be used not only for accounta- 
bility to funding sources, but also for indicating to 
centers the program elements required by the pur- 
chaser. Each center assessed is assigned a particular 
checklist score. Scores are then graphed with the 
various weekly rates of the assessed centers. When 
the minimum acceptable score and the maximum 
possible weekly rate are established by the pur- 
chaser, the graph of assessed centers reveals which 
centers are or are not acceptable. It is suggested that 
this assessment process is better than assessment 
which emphasizes reports of actual expenditures. 
The checklist assessment procedure may be modi- 
fied to chart either preschool, infant care or after 
school services. (Author/RH) 
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This paper, requested by the Senate Committee 
on the Budget, examines child care arrangements 
and federal programs that support day care and pre- 
school activities. General information is provided to 
enable one to make an informed choice from among 
a variety of budgetary and legislative choices related 
to federal support and child care and preschool edu- 
cation. Chapter II describes current child care ar- 
rangements made by families and examines the 
major factors that affect those choices. The third 
chapter describes the current federal programs that 
support child care and preschool. Chapter IV 
focuses on child developmental issues, including an 
examination of the developmental impacts of cur- 
rent federal programs.

This report presents the rationale, scope, and im- 
plementation of an innovative early childhood edu- 
cation leadership training program in _ Israel 
designed to improve child care services in develop- 
ment towns and among the disadvantaged. The pro- 
gram aim is to focus attention on the importance of 
replacing the prevailing custodial care with inte- 
grated services and programs which address both 
educational and social concerns. University gradu- 
ates from a variety of educational and experiential 
backgrounds were selected for an additional year of 
university level classwork and supervised field work 
in the basic areas of child development, parents and 
family life, the training of paraprofessionals, and 
community resources. The goal of the program’s 
curriculum is to train a person who is sensitive to 
individual and group needs (to children, parents, 
staff and other community agents); who knows how 
to assess these needs and to make, implement and 
evaluate plans to meet them; and who can develop 
professionally in the process. Most graduates of the 
program are involved in establishing a variety of 
innovative and experimental child care programs. 
The university program is described in terms of cur- 
riculum and goals and the impact of the program is 
informally assessed. Implementation problems are 
indicated and briefly discussed. (Author/RH) 
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Identifiers—*SPAN Playgroups 
This report reviews research related to effects of 
the amount and quality of early peer group interac- 
tion on the social and cognitive development of 
young children and briefly describes a preschool 
playgroup program for geographically isolated Aus- 
tralian families. Research suggests that children 
from isolated rural areas may perform more poorly 
academically and socially partly because of lack of 
a readily accessible peer group with whom to engage 
in sociodramatic play. To further facilitate their 
children’s development, parents of children en- 
rolled in a preschool correspondence program are 
encouraged to form playgroups with other parents 
of preschool children in their area. Child-centered 
and parent-centered objectives of the preschool 
playgroups are listed. Directions for program sup- 
port activities are suggested. (Author/RH) 
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Identifiers—*Congress 95th 
This document presents the proceedings of a U.S. 

Senate subcommittee hearing on obstetrical prac- 

tices in the United States. Specific issues examined 

include the use of fetal monitors, the increasing rate 
of cesarean sections, elective induction of labor, and 
the use of drugs in pregnancy and labor. Information 
is presented in the form of statements and testimony 
by expert witnesses, articles and publications, perti- 
nent communications to and from subcommittee 
members and experts, and tables and charts. (JMB) 
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Improvement, *School Schedules, School Sys- 
tems, Time Blocks 
This paper examines practices under school con- 
trol that have an impact on the allocation and ex- 
penditure of instructional time, and utfers research 
based considerations for effective program im- 
plementation. Research literature sources and data 
sets are used as a basis for examining: pacing of 
instruction, uses of common textbook instruction, 
productive instructional time, initiation of instruc- 
tion at the beginning of the school year and place- 
ment of pupils for instruction. It is suggested that 
program implementation can be effective if it incor- 
porates the movements toward minimal compe- 
tency testing, individualized educational programs, 
increased dissemination of outcome-based instruc- 
tional systems, and a general increasing desire for 
school accountability, as these movements force 
decisions concerning what to teach, given available 
resources. Three requisites for accountable school- 
ing are established: (1) measurement instruments 
sensitive to the instructional programs and goals of 
the school; (2) measurement devices and proce- 
dures for describing the learning opportunities prov- 
ided by the school (e.g., placement, time spent on 
instruction); and (3) a mechanism for gathering and 
making this information accessible to parties re- 
sponsible for making decisions about and for the 
school. (Author/CM) 
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This final program evaluation report assessing the 

University of Western Ontario Preschool Project 

examined the cognitive and social development of 

60 high and low income preschool children to deter- 

mine whether the program had had a compensatory 

educational effect on economically disadvantaged 
children. The data analysis focused on: (1) the chil- 
dren’s social competence; (2) their motivational 
characteristics and cognitive styles; and (3) their 
intellectual and cognitive abilities. Results showed 
that the UWO program had been reasonably suc- 
cessful in achieving social development progress 
and IQ gains with both high and low income chil- 
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dren, and that, for the low income children, the 
program had special compensatory value in the in- 
tellectual and cognitive areas. (SE) 
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This paper focuses on the humanistic characteris- 
tics futurists predict will be needed by individuals 
who live in a more interdependent world and pro- 
jects ways early childhood educators can teach chil- 
dren to deal with changing aspects of the world. 
Briefly discussed are teaching approaches for incor- 
porating the coping and creative characteristics of 
young children into viable living skills for the future: 
(1) development of the child’s self concepts; (2) 
development of the child’s coping skills; (3) consid- 
eration of affect in the approach to teaching; (4) 
acquisition of a future focused role-image; (5) em- 
phasis on interpersonal cooperation; (6) develop- 
ment of interpersonal skills; and (7) emphasis on 
working with parents. (SE) 
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This paper proposes that local public schools as- 
sume the locus of responsibility for providing com- 
prehensive health and mental health services for 
children and their families. Among the advantages 
of school based delivery systems are the universality 
of public education, the availability of physical and 
human resources, established funding mechanisms 
and local control of operations. It is suggested that 
existing program and networks (such as community 
mental health centers, health agencies, and com- 
munity education programs) lend themselves to the 
development of a system of physical and mental 
health services delivered through the schools with 
citizen participation in the decision-making process. 
Current state and federal legislation would require 
only slight modification to enable services to 
become school based. Services provided through the 
school system would vary depending on local values 
and needs, existence of other community services, 
cost, the roles of the caregivers and their vested 
interests, and the availability of technical assistance 
in implementing the system. The most important 
consideration is the need to develop varied delivery 
systems congruent with the divergent needs of ur- 
ban, rural, and minority groups. (Author/RH) 
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This practical guide to infant-child day care offers 

suggestions for teaching in three areas: basic care, 

free play and guided learning. The Basic Care sec- 

tion contains information on dressing, eating, and 


other routines. The Free Play section discusses ar- 
ranging materials, fostering creative and conceptual 
learning, and supervising group play indoors and 
outdoors. The section on Guided Learning de- 
scribes methods and materials for teaching children 
basic concepts through sensory motor play and for 
sequencing and monitoring the children’s progress. 
This section also offers tabular curriculum guides on 
body image, transportation, and problem solving 
skills. Two additional sections discuss making 
homemade toys and give suggestions for working 
with parents. (Author/SE) 
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Identifiers—*Group Day Care, *Home Care 
This 5-year study involved the design, develop- 
ment and evaluation of a combined day care and 
parent guidance program for infants and preschool 
children, and included comparisons between par- 
ticipants’ development from 6 months to 5 years of 
age and the development of a group of similar chil- 
dren reared entirely at home. Major elements of the 
parent and day care program, based at a municipal 
day care center, are described. These include the 
physical setting, teaching principles and techniques, 
curriculum, in-service training and program assess- 
ment procedures. Described in more detail are the 
major findings, which center on two aspects of the 
study: first, evaluating the characteristics of the day 
care program itself, including the patterns of care- 
giving and stimulation, the environment, and the 
interactions between caregivers and children; se- 
cond, reporting enough main trends in parent and 
child development to evaluate the quality of the 
parent and day care program. Among the many im- 
plications discussed are the following: (1) given 
moderate levels of interpersonal care and cognitive 
stimulation, program infants thrived at least as well 
as home-reared children on measures of motivation 
and socio-emotional development and better than 
home-reared children on cognitive measures; (2) 
children in group day care did less well than home- 
reared children past age 3; (3) a regular program of 
parent guidance may considerably enhance the 
development of working-class children from all 
backgrounds. (Author/SE) 
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Selected materials on children’s policy issues in 
the United States are listed in this bibliography of 
more than 85 entries. Many entries are also an- 
notated. Citations are organized into ten sections: 
(1) general issues, (2) economic issues, (3) society’s 
institutions and the child, (4) juvenile justice, (5) 
minority issues, (6) handicapped children, (7) chil- 
dren’s health, (8) children out of their homes, (9) 
public policy, and (10) children’s advocacy. (JMB) 
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This short term longitudinal study of parent- 

infant interactions over 4 months beginning at birth 
examines interrelations among patterns of interac- 
tive behavior, characteristics of the parents and in- 
fants, and parental attitudes, knowledge and 
feelings in relation to their infants. Forty sets of 
mothers and fathers were observed interacting with 
their infants in a feeding and play context in the 
newborn period in a hospital setting, at three weeks 
and at three months in a home setting. A 45 item 
questionnaire was completed by each parent at each 
time point. Results showed that: (1) both parents 
and infants regulate each other’s behavior beginning 
as early as the newborn period; (2) fathers are active 
participants in interaction with their infants over the 
first several months of infant life; (3) early social 
interaction is better understood when parents are 
affirmed as cognitive organisms and are assessed for 
their attitudes and attributions about infants; (4) sex 
of the infant is a determinant of early parent-infant 
interaction; (5) parent behavior in the triadic family 
context clearly modifies the interaction patterns of 
both mothers and fathers. (SE) 
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This resource guide for teachers and administra- 

tors gives practical suggestions on ways to recruit, 
train, use and keep parent and community volun- 
teers in the schools and classrooms. Pre-planning 
activities (workshops, rap sessions, and inservice 
meetings) for administrators and school staff are 
discussed. Techniques for recruiting parents and 
community volunteers and methods of overcoming 
problems relative to recruitment of vounteers are 
listed. General methods for training classroom 
volunteers are mentioned, and specific “how-to” 
training suggestions focus on such topics as general 
routines, reinforcement of a skill, using a game, 
managing a center or teaching a small group, tutor- 
ing, enrichment of study, interpersonal relation- 
ships, and supervising students. Specific ways of 
using the volunteer in the classroom, the school and 
the home are also listed. Tangible, semi-tangible, 
and intangible methods of rewarding volunteers are 
suggested as well as hints for overcoming some spe- 
cific human relations’ problems.

This publication of the CDA Clearinghouse offers 
brief descriptive abstracts of 4 CDA programs 
which reflect CDA training criteria and have been 
judged to be usable in various programs and locali- 
ties. Each abstract consists of a program overview 
and describes the implementation of each of the 6 
CDA training criteria. The overviews discuss pro- 
gram administration, approach and delivery. Of the 
4 programs described, 3 are university affiliated. 
The University of Tennessee CDA Training Pro- 
gram provides academic courses offered in “cluster” 
sessions at both the local agency and/or campus site 
and through field supervision. The Arkansas CDA 
Training Program at Arkansas State provides 100% 
field based, individualized, on the job training. The 
Westchester-Rockland Program Development 
Committee is not university administrated. Its field 
supervisors are mainly Head Start supervisory staff. 
The Arizona CDA Training Program at Central 
Arizona College has developed an individualized 
modular training system for the area’s culturally and 
educationally diverse training population. Each pro- 
gram implements the CDA training criteria in vari- 
ous ways. CDA competency areas are listed and 
standard terms for the CDA Abstracts series are 
defined. (RH) 
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This survey, which continues research done each 

year since 1971, presents, in English, then in 

French, a general overview of day care services in 

Canada for the year 1977. Contents indicate rate of 

growth of day care services, age groups served, and 

variety and sponsorship of day care programs. Con- 

tinuing need for a supervised day care program is 

indicated. (RH) 
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This booklet discusses labor productivity in Texas 

industry as related to the increasing number of 
women and their need for child care. Information 
(in narrative and tabular form) is presented on: pro- 
duction costs and labor productivity, the recent in- 
flux of women into the Texas labor force, the social 
and economic characteristics of women in the Texas 
labor force, factors of productivity, child care as a 
function of increased productivity, and cost factors 
of child care. It is recommended that the possibili- 
ties of industry sponsored child day care services be 
further explored, and that ways of reducing costs 
and minimizing liabilities be studied. A sample 
questionnaire for exployees regarding their needs 
for child care is included in the appendices along 
with tabular and graph information.

Identifiers—*McCarthy Scales Of Childrens Abili- 

ties 

This longitudinal study investigates the relation- 
ship between preschool children’s ability test scores 
and their scores on achievement tests in lst and 2nd 
grade. Subjects were 59 academically able children 
(27 boys and 32 girls, 4 black and 55 white) enrolled 
in an independent school. Children (mean age, 3 
years, 9.8 months) were assessed with the 
McCarthy Scales of Children’s Abilities. Each mean 
McCarthy Scale score obtained for the study chil- 
dren was within one standard deviation of the stand- 
ardized means. When the subjects were in the lst 
grade, Level 1, Form A of the Comprehensive Test- 
ing Program of the Educational Records Bureau 
(ERB) was administered. In the 2nd grade, Level 2, 
Form B was used. Pearson correlation coefficients 
indicated that correlations between McCarthy Scale 
scores and 2nd grade achievement test scores were 
larger than the correlations between McCarthy 
Scale scores and first grade achievement test scores. 
While additional studies of the relation between the 
McCarthy Scales and achievement measures are 
needed, the study adds support to the notion that 
the McCarthy Scales are valid predictors of school 
achievement. (Author/RH) 
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Identifiers—*Intraracial Adoption 
This dissertation aims to identify the specific 

satisfactions derived and difficulties encountered by 
white parents who adopted a preschool-aged Black 
child, and to assess the overall outcome of white 
couples-black children adoptions. Two groups; a 
group of 82 white parents who adopted a Black 
child, and a matched comparison group of white 
parents who adopted a child of their own race, were 
formed. Data were obtained through family inter- 
views and from adoption records. Specific interview 
questions addressed satisfactions and difficulties of 
parents, reactions of friends and strangers, anticipa- 
tions of future problems, and suggestions for im- 
provement of adoption procedures. Results indicate 
that transracial placements are as successful, in 
terms of parents’ satisfaction with their adoptive 
experience, as intraracial placements. A review of 
prior studies of the characteristics of adoptive fami- 
lies is included. Interview forms for both groups of 
parents are appended. (Author/RH) 
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search Utilization, *Social Influences 

In a conference convened to evolve new research 
approaches to the study of child development 
within the family, workgroups discussed emerging 
issues and priorities in research on children and 
families, information on children and families 
(needs and sources), and current methods and ap- 
proaches in child development research. Work- 
group I evaluated many approaches to family 
studies and assigned high priority to the study of 
care, continuity, and child identity functions of 
families. Workgroup II advocated the construction 
of a centralized archive or consortium of archives of 
data sets with facilities and staff for on-site use of 
data and support services; discussed the standardi- 
zation of data set formats and the effect of theoreti- 
cal perspective on data collection and presentation; 
and formulated a list of discussants’ data needs. 
Workgroup III discussed the secondary analysis and 
synthesis of independent studies; cross disciplinary 
research on children and families; need for better 
techniques for generalization and prediction; bal- 
ance between large and small scale studies; more 
encompassing evaluation of research projects; and 
more adequate conceptual models of child develop- 
ment which focus on the child’s larger social context 
and its interactional outcomes. Also included: the 
text of the key note address (which explored the role 
of research in relation to welfare reform and sug- 
gested new directions for research), roundtable dis- 
cussion, plenary session discussion and participants’ 
names. (Author/RH) 
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This study identifies elements in the attachment 
behaviors of 7-month infants which predict the 
quality of their attachment to their mothers at 13 
months. At 7 months 147 infants were observed 
(and videotaped) during a free play period with their 
mothers present, during a separation from their 
mothers and then during a reunion period. At 13 
months 47 of the infants were observed under con- 
ditions which elicited attachment behaviors by in- 
creasing stress through alternating separation, 
stranger present and mother present conditions. 
Observers judged infants as either unattached, se- 
curely attached, or insecurely attached. It was 
hypothesized that infant behaviors during separa- 
tion and reunion periods at 7 months would most 
reflect the quality of the infant’s later attachment 
behavior, and that patterns of early infant behavior 
would predict later attachment classification better 
than would discrete variables. Infant patterns at 7 
months were identified through factor analysis of 
separation and reunion behaviors. A multiple 
regression analysis, with 7 month factor scores as 
predictor variables and 13 month attachment clas- 
sifications as the criterion variable, was performed. 
Results supported the hypotheses. Securely at- 
tached 13-month-old infants had tended to look at, 
play with and especially touch their mothers during 
reunion at 7 months. (Author/RH) 
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This report describes an attempt to implement a 

cost-effective social learning intervention program 

for home use in which behavior modification tech- 

niques were taught to parents of 12 conduct-prob- 

lem children (ages between 3 and 11 years) by 

psychologists at the Children’s Hospital of Eastern 

Ontario. Mother and father and mothers-only treat- 

ment groups plus a control group were formed. Six 

families participated in each group. Core features of 
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the intervention were the rating of the child by par- 
ents and teachers, the teaching of social learning 
principles to parents, teaching parents how to pin- 
point and chart behavior problems, and establishing 
parent-child contracts involving behavior rewards 
and punishers. Each family in a treatment group 
spent an average of 11.5 hours in treatment. Com- 
parisons of pre-treatment, post-treatment and fol- 
low-up data from behavior rating scales were made. 
Extension of the home intervention to school set- 
tings was attempted with 4 children. Significant de- 
creases in problem behaviors were reported on 
behavior rating scales completed by parents in the 
treatment groups compared with controls. The chil- 
dren in the mothers-only and mother and father 
groups fared equally well. Follow-up data revealed 
that these positive changes were maintained. Means 
of teacher ratings of treatment groups were in the 
direction of improved behavior, but no generaliza- 
tion of affects can be made. (Author/RH) 
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This paper reviews the literature concerning mo- 
tor related child deaths, emphasizes that automobile 
related incidents are the major cause of death in 
children below 14 and over 1 year of age, and pro- 
vides suggestions about what pediatricians can do to 
reduce highway fatalities among children. Special 
attention is given to investigations of the use of 
safety devices in motor vehicles. Research indicates 
that making the wearing of seat belts mandatory by 
statute somewhat alleviates fatality, although most 
drivers do not regularly use their seat belts. Prob- 
lems of alternate restraining devices are discussed. 
Pediatricians can facilitate the protection of chil- 
dren by asking parents during well-baby care office 
visits about the type and level of use of child re- 
straining devices they have and by prescribing an 
appropriate device when necessary. (Author/RH) 
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This study attempted to identify cognitive and 

behavioral deficits which might be unique to hype- 

ractive children. Fifty children between the ages of 

5 and 12 were subjects of the investigation. Four 

experimental groups were formed: Hyperactive 

(HA), Behavior Problem Children (BP), Severely 

Asthmatic Children (AC), and Normal Control 

Children (NC). Several commonly used paper and 

pencil tests measuring variables related to impul- 

Ssiveness, attention and motor inhibition were ad- 

ministered individually. Reaction time measures 

were taken while the subject was seated on a stabli- 
metric cushion which automatically recorded gross 
motor activity. Results suggest that hyperactive 
children are more inattentive, more impulsive, and 
more easily frustrated than normal children. They 
also appeared more active than the controls. The BP 
group was similar to the HA group on all but 3 
measures. BP children shared deficits in impulse 
control but not the HA group’s attentional prob- 
lems. The AC group performed as poorly as the HA 
group on several measures. Asthmatic children 
shared deficits in impulse control and motor inhibi- 
tion with HA children, but did not share their prob- 
lems with attentional processes. The only deficit 


unique to the HA group was that of attention. (Au- 
thor/RH) 
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Identifiers—* Organized Sports 
This study develops an action research approach 
to the investigation of children’s games and sports 
activities. Eight hypotheses concerning the differen- 
tial effects of participation in organized sports and 
participation in child-directed games are generated 
from a review of theory and research. Hypothesis 1 
postulates that participation in organized sports will 
be negatively related to participation in child- 
directed games. Additional hypotheses probe the 
relation of game and sport participation to prosocial 
behavior, self-esteem, persistency, tolerance for am- 
biguity, locus of control, machiavellianism, and 
creativity. Several instruments were developed and 
modified for data collection among a sample of 170 
male and 174 female subjects in 3 elementary 
schools. Analysis of variance, correlation and 
regression techniques were used to analyze the data. 
Hypothesis 1 was not supported. Three additional 
hypotheses received no support, while 4 of the 
hypotheses received either partial or moderate sup- 
port within age-sex sub-sets of the sample. A follow- 
up study of the effect of sports participation on 
personality development found a tendency for non- 
participating females to become less machiavellian. 
Conclusions as well as implications for research and 
practice are advanced. (RH) 
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This collection of 11 articles focuses on integrat- 

ing handicapped and nonhandicapped children in 

preschool programs. Article 1 presents arguments 
for preschool integration. Article 2 discusses re- 
search on peer interaction and mixed-age socializa- 
tion. Article 3 advocates a behavior analysis and 
operant conditioning approach to studying and in- 
fluencing peer interactions. In Article 4, four pre- 
school model programs - behavioral, normal 
developmental, cognitive developmental and cogni- 

tive learning — are described. Article 5 specifies di- 

mensions of integrated preschool programs which 

promote development of handicapped children. In 

Article 6, the feasibility of training young delayed 

children to imitate behavior of nondelayed class- 

mates is discussed. Article 7 reports studies of an 
integrated, cognitively oriented preschool program. 

Article 8 reports on integration in a day care center. 

Article 9 discusses integrating the hearing-impaired 

child. In Article 10, the mainstreaming of hand- 

icapped preschool and kindergarten-age children 
into open structure classrooms is described. Article 

11 describes the merger of a mental retardation 

agency’s early education services with community 

preschool programs. (Author/RH) 
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The intellectual and social abilities of young 

precocious children and the effects of educational 

interventions on these children are examined in this 
third year report of a longitudinal study of the deve- 
lopmental patterns of unusually precocious chil- 
dren. The report focuses on several studies 
conducted with preschool and elementary school 
age children during the 1977-78 granting year. In- 
cluded are a brief overview of the project structure; 
test performance results for the 1977-78 year, (in- 
cluding cognitive, social, and personality factor 
data); descriptions of 3 educational intervention 
programs studied, and a report on the current status 
of the longitudinal study’s focal group of ‘‘extraor- 
dinarily precocious” children. The appendices 
which comprise approximately half the documents 
contain program information and related letters and 
brochures as well as 3 papers describing the identifi- 
cation of intellectual precocity in young children, 
social development in intellectually advanced chil- 
dren, and the tenets of the Early Entrance/Optimal 
Match Program. (Author/SE) 
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The principles and procedural guidelines of the 

“Precise Early Education for Children with Hand- 
icaps’” (PEECH) family involvement program are 
described in this training manual for teachers and 
parents of preschool handicapped children. Princi- 
ples of the PEECH approach for involving families 
in teaching skills to their children are grouped as 
Positive, Flexible, or Individualized tenets. To 
clarify the direction of the individual family pro- 
gram, a Family Involvement Planning Guide is in- 
cluded which offers goals and related activities 
designed (1) to help parents improve parenting skills 
and (2) to help family members become better 
teachers of their children. Also included are: sample 
newsletters, a resource bibliography for parents and 
staff, a list of books for parents on activities and 
ideas for play, a list of books for children, a list of 
cassette tape topics about children for parents, in- 
structions on tape script writing, a list of teaching 
methods for presenting lessons, and samples of 
procedures and forms that can be used for planning 
and documenting contacts and obtaining feedback 
on the effectiveness and usefulness of the activities 
in which family members have been involved. (Au- 
thor/SE) 
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The effects of minor illness on infants’ social 
behavior were studied among disadvantaged infants 
who attended a day-care program. Twelve infants 
aged 4 1/2 to 6 months were observed once while 
playing alone and once while interacting with their 
teachers each week for 6 weeks. A time-sampling 
procedure was used to record frequencies of vocali- 
zations, visual regard, touching, toy manipulation 
and infant’s crying. Infant health status on the days 
of observation was determined by a pediatrician 
who reviewed medical records after the observa- 
tional data were collected. Paired t-tests were used 
to compare behavior while infants were ill and well. 
In the playing alone situation, none of the differ- 
ences between ill and well conditions for any of the 
measures were significant. In the teacher interaction 
situation, during illness infants vocalized signifi- 
cantly less and were responded to by teachers sig- 
nificantly less than when the infants were well. 
Results suggest that mild illness had no effect on 
infants’ behavior. Since the effects in the illness con- 
dition appeared only in the teacher interaction 
situation the change in infant vocalization may have 
resulted from changes in teacher behavior rather 
than illness. It is suggested that teacher expectations 
may lead to unnecessary reductions in the level of 
social stimulation when children are ill. (Au- 
thor/RH) 
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This study investigates the reasons single parents 
in San Diego had for choosing either a public day 
care center or a licensed day care home for their 
children. A sample of 30 single parents with chil- 
dren in school district administered children’s cen- 
ters was drawn and matched by a similarly 
geographically distributed sample of 23 parents with 
children in day care homes. Thirty reasons which 
might influence parent’s choice of child care were 
used in a Q-sort instrument which required subjects 
to rank reasons for choosing child care. Data were 
processed by frequency distribution and clustering 
and analyzed for significant differences using Kol- 
mogorov-Smirnov statistic, Chi-square and Stu- 
dent-Fisher t. Results indicated that parents did not 
choose their child care for reasons which were ei- 
ther child-oriented or parent-oriented; nor did those 
reasons influence choices between public school day 
care centers and licensed day care homes. It was 
found that single parents chose their child care be- 
cause the facility offered a structured program with 
a well-trained, competent staff focusing on the 
needs of the child, easy access in terms of nearness 
to home and flexibility of hours, and an environ- 
ment which provides an extension of the home. 
(Author/RH) 
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Identifiers—* Project Home Start 
This presentation discusses longitudinal results of 
a home-based program for low SES black and white 
children whose parents received weekly visits de- 
signed to chart children’s individualized enrichment 
when they were from 2 to 5 years of age. The pro- 
gram drew upon school and community resource 
personnel when appropriate, to provide parents with 
help on medical and nutritional questions. Approxi- 
mately one-third of all participating children were 
identified as having physical, social or emotional 
needs requiring referrals to at least one community 
agency. For subjects without physical, social or 
emotional problems, attention centered on intellec- 
tual development. Individualized enrichment was 
built around an integration of each child’s interests 
and results of periodic diagnostic evaluations ob- 
tained through an achievement oriented preschool 
test. Third grade achievement test scores on the 
“Towa Test of Basic Skills” found participating black 
children outperforming their older and non-Home 
Start siblings by significantly higher scores on 11 of 
the “ITBS” subtest measures; no significant differ- 
ences were obtained with participating white chil- 
dren and their non-program siblings. Results 
indicate that, especially for black children, home- 
based preschool enrichment may more effectively 
promote growth in math and basic skill areas related 
to Cattell’s crystallized intelligence, with more li- 
mited enrichment effects in language-linked subject 
reas such as vocabulary and reading. (Author/RH) 
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This experiment investigates the relation of a free 
play experience to subsequent performance on 
problem solving tasks among children aged 4 to 10. 
Ninety children were divided into 3 age groups and 
were assigned in pairs of free play and non-play 
treatment conditions. Children were paired by block 
design test scores to control for perceptual motor 
differences. In the free play condition children were 
placed in the task setting and allowed to manipulate 
the experimental materials. Free play behavior was 
quantified by checklist guided observation. Chil- 
dren in the non-play condition were asked a series 
of questions about the materials. After treatments 
were individually administered, the child was given 
2 tasks to perform. The most difficult task required 
the child to join sticks to get a colored block located 
behind a transparent barrier. The less difficult task 
required that the child remove a sponge from a 
transparent pipe. Increasingly informative hints 
were provided as required. Among the results it was 
found that the combined play group performed sig- 
nificantly better on the more difficult task. The 6- 
and 7-year-old children appeared to benefit most 
from the free play treatment. No relation was found 
between the number of acts performed in the free 
play condition and subsequent task performance.

Identifiers—* Chicanos, *Field Dependence Theory 
Field-dependent and field-independent cognitive 
styles of Chicano mothers were examined in rela- 
tion to: (a) the role that cognitive styles play in 
determining individual differences in maternal 
teaching strategies; (b) the role of maternal teaching 
strategies as mediators of children’s development of 
cognitive style; (c) the emergence of field depend- 
ence-independence as a coherent construct of cog- 
nitive style in young Chicano children; and (d) 
cognitive style sex differences in young Chicano 
children. Forty three Chicano mothers were ob- 
served, in their homes, teaching cognitive percep- 
tual tasks to their own 5-year-old children, and each 
mother and child was administered a battery of 
measures to assess field dependence-independence. 
Among the results discussed was the finding that 
field-independent mothers used inquiry and praise 
as teaching strategies and field-dependent mothers 
more frequently taught through modeling. Also, the 
contrasting tendencies toward greater or less self- 
nonself segregation and their cognitive and person- 
ality sequelae enter into the mother’s choice of 
teaching strategies. It was found that each mother 
teaches her young child using the type of strategy 
that is likely to stimulate in the child the develop- 
ment of a cognitive style similar to her own. In 
addition, a coherent construct of field dependence 
emerges somewhat earlier in female than in male 
Chicanos. (Author/SE) 
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The purpose of the Developmental Record Re- 
search Project was to construct an infant and child 
development record which could be used by para- 
professionals and those without training in test ad- 
ministration to monitor the developmental progress 
of children from birth to age 5. The project method, 
described in detail in this report, involved (1) select- 
ing items of behavior which were indicative of deve- 
lopment and coulld easily be observed and 
recorded, (2) establishing age norms for the behav- 
ior items, (3) developing format for an administra- 
tion and scoring guide, (4) establishing reliability 
and validity, and (5) writing a set of administrative 
procedures.

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behaviors of infants to their mothers. At 7 months, 
147 infants were observed (and videotaped) sequen- 
tially during a free play period with their mothers 
present, a separation from their mothers and then a 
reunion period. At 13 months, 47 of the infants were 
observed under conditions which elicited attach- 
ment behaviors by increasing stress through alter- 
nating separation, stranger present and mother 
present conditions. Observers judged infants as ei- 
ther unattached, securely attached, or insecurely at- 
tached. It was hypothesized that the more 
traditional inter-/intra-correlation of discrete at- 
tachment behaviors would be less predictive of 
these behaviors within and across time than an at- 
tachment assessment focused on commonalities in 
behavioral responses to separation and reunion epi- 
sodes. Results indicate that intra- and inter-behav- 
ioral correlations among discrete attachment 
behaviors were consistently low both in the number 
which reached statistical significance and the mag- 
nitude of the significant correlations.

Eight public educational institutions serving three 
counties of Appalachian Maryland (Allegany, Gar- 
rett, Washington) have joined together to plan and 
develop public education on a regional basis in order 
to: (1) raise the overall quality of education; (2) 
broaden curricula to meet regional economic needs, 
especially at post-secondary level; (3) equalize edu- 
cational opportunities; and (4) conserve staff, fiscal, 
and physica! resources.

Preliminary findings from a study to develop a 
plan for a community educational television (ETV) 
system in Appalachian Maryland demonstrate the 
feasibility of integrating the ETV project and the 
Appalachian Applied Technology Satellite-F (ATS- 
F) experiment in inservice training for rural teach- 
ers. Through the community ETV project, 
undertaken by the Regional Education Service 
Agency (RESA) of Appalachian Maryland (a 
voluntary cooperative of public education institu- 
tions serving Allegany, Garrett, and Washington 
counties), potential client groups and their interests 
and needs have been identified and existing net- 
works of instructional television in public schools, 
commercial cable television companies, and the 
Public Broadcast Service have been cataloged. The 
ATS-F experiment of the Appalachian Regional 
Commission plans to use educational technology to 
strengthen existing local education programs in ele- 
mentary reading and career education through in- 
service education for improving teaching skills via 
satellites and other communications systems. Since 
the ATS-F experiment will exert a strong influence 
on development of regional ETV, it was recom- 
mended that the experiment be implemented as the 
basis for the ETV system; specific recommendations 
for each of the three counties is given. (RS)

Educators in Allegany, Garrett, and Washington 
counties in Western Maryland voluntarily formed 
the Regional Education Service Agency (RESA) of 
Appalachian Maryland on the basis of their shared 
problems (relative isolation from the rest of the state 
and mountainous, remote terrain with very severe 
winters). RESA is comprised of public educational 
institutions and human development agencies from 
the state and region. RESA’s first year (1972-73) 
evaluation is divided into two parts—program and 
operation, plus an ongoing self-evaluation model. 
After describing the planning, methodology, and 
analysis phases of the study, a brief history of RESA 
is given. More than half of the document is an 
evaluation of programs: joint purchasing; education 
program for industry, business, labor, and govern- 
ment; unified pupil testing, fire service extension; 
educational television task force program; informa- 
tional support services, and personnel sharing, with 
information on objectives, cost benefit analysis, 
problems, recommendations, and source of data. 
The section on operations contains objectives, pro- 
gram planning and development, public information 
and education, maintenance of effort, financing, 
staffing and organization problems, proposed reor- 
ganization, and replicability. The evaluation model 
is discussed in terms of a model for program build- 
ing and monitoring, objectives of RESA program 
evaluation, and guidelines for evaluation of opera- 
tions/management. (RS/BR) 
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A systems analysis of a community educational 
television (ETV) structure and of community needs 
was made in three counties of Appalachian Mary- 
land to see whether an ETV system could meet 
integrated needs of public school students, disad- 
vantaged families, educators, health service groups, 
police and fire departments, and business/industry 
across isolated rural communities. Data from Al- 
legany, Garrett, and Washington counties indicated 
that such a system could be established, incorporat- 
ing best features of a county-based, county-support- 
ing, closed-circuit ETV network and a regionally 
directed and supported ETV network. A two-way 
audio-video system could function through Instruc- 
tional Television Fixed Service transmission/recep- 
tion centers and local cable companies. Assessed 
needs of the target population for local program- 
ming warrant early establishment of ETV. Available 
television facilities and equipment are capable of 
implementing production/distribution, while a nu- 
cleus of programming development and production 
staff has potential for local program origination. 
Enough films and video tapes exist to support even 
a low level of signal distribution effort. Structure of 
the system and associated costs have been explored. 
The recommended system encompasses principles 
of independent county control under regional man- 
agement to satisfy regional needs. (RS) 
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Designed to help Indian secondary school stu- 
dents plan for achieving a college education, the 
guide provides detailed information related to each 
of eight topics: Choosing a College, Admission 
Procedures, Financial Aid, Miscellaneous Forms, 
Senior Year Time Table, College Here I Come, Col- 
lege Here I Am, and Staying in College. Examples 
of specific information are: Questions When Choos- 
ing a College, College Selection Worksheet, A.C.T. 
Registration and Admission Application, Financial 
Aid Programs, and How Aid is Determined. Several 
specific suggestions and recommendations are di- 
rected toward helping students stay in college (how 
to use a college library, how to budget time, how to 
take notes, etc.). Included are names of organiza- 
tions and the type of help they can provide, names 
of universities where students may apply for admis- 
sion, samples of forms and schedules that may be 
helpful to students, and a glossary of terms. (EJ)

Harrison, Montana, and the Mountain 
States Regional Medical Program met with mem- 
bers of the Helena Indian Alliance and the Montana 
United Indian Association to discuss total services 
available to all veterans and their beneficiaries. In- 
dian and VA officials promoted the two-way ex- 
change of ideas on the dynamics of Indian culture 
on health care. The topics of five panel discussions 
were: “The Indian Stereotype and How it Affects 
Health Care”, “V.A. Hospital and G.I. Benefits”, 
“Special Needs of the Urban Indian (Landless, Off- 
reservation and Federally Recognized)”, ‘Special 
Needs of the Reservation Indian”, and “What In- 
dian Health Service Offers and Coordination With 
Other Health Services”. Veterans Administration 
officials explained the requirements and procedures 
for taking advantage of all the services available to 
Indians. Among the specific suggestions and recom- 
mendations for improving services were sending 
pamphlets to Tribal Councils for distribution, hav- 
ing an Indian veteran on each reservation to work 
with veterans in identifying problems and answers, 
and encouraging Indian veterans to duplicate their 
discharge papers at the county court house. Further 
suggestions and recommendations, as well as the 
minutes of planning sessions that culminated in the 
workshop, are included. (EJ/BR) 
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Addressed to non-Indian teachers and teacher- 
s-in-training, this commentary and guide about edu- 
cation of Native American children is intended to 
instill awareness of the Indian child’s perspective 
and provide direction for teaching about Native 
American history, art, literature, and governance. 
Some essays and articles are edited versions of pre- 
sentations at a Project Paiute workshop in Nevada; 
others are by historians, educators, scholars, and 
native leaders in Nevada and elsewhere. Topics in 
the teacher guide include: What We Want for Our 
Children; Every Person Is Bound by His Culture 
(comparing Indian stereotypes with specifics from 
Paiute culture); Teaching the Indian Child (identity, 
communication, teacher training, curriculum); 
Teachers, Indian Children, Indian Culture; Views 
from Different Sides (ranging from instructional 
materials to incorporating Indian Cultures study 
into regular classroom curriculum); A Philosophy of 
Indian Education; Goals for a Culturally Based In- 
dian Preschool Curriculum; American Indian Tribal 
Governments; Teaching History from the American 
Indian Perspective: Indian Art in the Classroom; 
Learning from the Coyote; Teaching the American 
Indian Tale; National Study of American Indian 
Education (excerpts); Resource Materials for 
Teachers of Native American Children. A bibliogra- 
phy of American Indian resources and resources 
from Inter-Tribal Council of Nevada are given. (RS)

Field 
trips went to various job sites. to Phoenix. and to 
other places featuring differing life styles.

basketball. and swimming and tennis lessons. 
Strong-Campbell Interest Inventories helped career 
planning. Sixteen of the students decided to stay in 
college for fall of 1978: they received orientation to 
the various departments and services within the col- 
lege. Officials and students considered the Bridge 
Program highly successful. The academic compo- 
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nents of the program are described at the conclusion 
of the paper along with recommendations for im- 
provement.

A two week teacher training institute for Native 

American bilingual /bicultural education was held in 
the summer of 1978 at Brockport State University 
of New York. Educational Programs for bilingual 
and bicultural learning environments for Native 
American students had been hampered by insuffi- 
cient teachers and teacher trainers and the use of 
inadequate and non culture based materials. The 
Institute sought (1) to develop an initial compe- 
tency based teacher training program in well proven 
methods; (2) to evaluate effects of such methods 
with Native American students; and (3) to develop 
a long range training program drawing on expertise 
of those already trained. Participants included both 
teachers and administrators. The teacher training 
program centered on five content areas of language, 
culture, history, music, and crafts. Training in- 
cluded steps to quality lesson planning, design of 
lessons to meet individual student needs, creation of 
slides without cameras or equipment, and instruc- 
tional methods for bilingual and bicultural educa- 
tion. Administrators had additional instruction in 
supervision techniques for bilingual settings and stu- 
dent behavior from a cultural perspective.

In May and June of 1978 hearings were con- 

ducted on H.R. 9158, which provides for grants for 
the operation and improvement of tribally con- 
trolled community colleges. Appropriations would 
include $25,000,000 for each of the first two fiscal 
years and $30,000,000 for the third. The Navajo 
Community College would receive $60,000.000 
over three years with an additional yearly operation 
and maintenance grant of $125,000. Testimony sup- 
porting the bill cited the tribally controlled colleges 
as “tangible examples of true Indian self-determina- 
tion”. At present only 10% of Indian college fresh- 
men ever graduate. Weak academic backgrounds. 
culture shock, and inadequate supportive services at 
educational institutions are among the reasons for 
poor Indian academic performance. Indians earning 
degrees often are trained for jobs not relevant when 
they return to the reservation. Many of the brightest 
students take jobs elsewhere. and their talents are 
lost to the reservation. A Bureau of Indian Affairs 
(BIA) official opposed the act, saying that the BIA 
already has sufficient authority to provide financial 
and technical assistance to all tribally controlled 
community colleges.

The harm of such distortions is 
discussed and guidelines are listed for illustrators

showing how the Indians repeatedly gave up their 
land to settlers, and discussions conducted on the 
wisdom and harmony with nature which underlies 
many Native American customs.

The major goals of the Partnership for Rural Im- 
provement (PRI) are to explore models for rural 
development and planning and to engage institu- 
tions of higher learning in progressively greater col- 
laboration in delivering services to rural areas.

The Fort Yuma Reservation of the Quechan Tribe 
is located on 9,246 acres in the southwest corner of 
California in Imperial County and the southeast cor- 
ner of Arizona in Yuma County. Historical records 
indicate the Quechans have inhabited the area since 
approximately 800 A.D. The 1974 tribal rolls show 
a population of 1,687. The unemployment rate is 52 
percent with underemployment also a severe prob- 
lem with 39 percent of those employed earning less 
than $5000 annually. Adequate housing is a major 
concern as only 632.7 acres are in tribal ownership 
and some tribal members have difficulty securing 
permanent housing sites. The use of agricultural 
land for homes would diminish that economic po- 
tential for the reservation.

In 

kit 17 the science activities deal with the environ- 

mental components of the universe: matter, energy 
and force.

ties for second graders are presented in the unit five 
language arts strand. Two readers, “Vamos de 
Viaje’ and “Aventuras para Todos”, are used to 
help the student in reading for details, comprehen- 
sion, story analysis, and work with grammatical ele- 
ments.

Since the summer of 1970, the Native American 

Leadership Training Program has prepared 88 Na- 

tive American professionals from 39 tribal groups 

for administrative and policy-making positions in 
tribal organizations, federal and public shcools, and 

federal and state governments. In the fall of 1977 

the program began its eighth year with 16 master’s 

and doctoral candidates participating. Students en- 
rolled in the program may seek Master’s of Educa- 
tion degrees in Educational Administration or in 

Academic Curriculum and Instruction; the doctoral 

program includes a D.Ed. or Ph.D. degree in Educa- 

tion Administration. Additional activities are 
planned to make the program a unique experience 
for those participating. The weekly Native Ameri- 
can Seminar examines current issues and significant 
studies in the education of Native American youth, 
provides a forum for sharing educational experi- 
ences, and draws upon the expertise of tribal leaders 
and other professionals by utilizing them as guest 
speakers. Field trips, conferences, and visiting lec- 
turers such as officials from government agencies 
provide additional learning experiences. Financial 
support includes tuition expenses of $909 per term, 
travel expenses, and a monthly stipend of $400 plus 
dependent support of $75 per dependent. Appli- 
cants must be Indian, Eskimo, or Aleut descent, 
meet Graduate School requirements, and have 
demonstrated a dedication to the improvement of 
educational opportunities for Native Americans. 

Names, tribal affiliation, and positions of current 

and past participants in the Native American Lead- 

ership Training Program are also listed. (DS)

Designed for presentation in three two-hour class 

periods, this five-unit module presents both a con- 

ceptual framework for the study and analysis of In- 
dian communities and a guide to instructors in 
schools of social work for presentation of this frame- 
work to students in a classroom setting. Primary 
focus is upon federally recognized tribal reserva- 
tions. Unit One deals with the 200 year old federal- 
Indian trust relationship and presents Indian tribal 
communities as sovereign and separate political en- 
tities. Unit Two discusses tribal communities as so- 
cial systems with developed sub systems and social 
groupings designed to meet community members’ 
needs. History and effects of federal Indian policy 
on tribal communities are examined in Unit Three 
along with the assertion that federal legal obliga- 
tions and services have had the intended effect of 
reducing Indian tribal communities from self-reli- 
ance to economic dependency. Also explored is the 
inability of present American Indian communities 
to meet tribal members’ needs; this situation is not 
the direct fault of Indian tribal systems but the fail- 
ure of outside institutional systems imposed on 
tribal communities to alleviate the “Indian Prob- 
lem”. Unit Four examines the concept of Indian 
seif-determination along with its implications for so- 
cial work practice. Unit Five deals with social work 
practice with American Indian communities and 
states that social workers’ understanding of the spe- 
cial conditions afforded Indian tribal communities 
through treaties and the Constitution provide a base 





for developing a strong advocate role. Study guide 
activities are provided to help the learner effectively 
utilize the conceptual framework presented. (Au- 
thor/DS)

A migrant child is one who has moved with his 
family from one school district to another during the 
preceding 12 months so that a parent or other im- 
mediate family member might secure employment 
in agricultural or fishery activity. In California, the 
92,000 migrants living in 48 of the state’s 58 coun- 
ties include Chicanos, Mexican Americans, Teja- 
nos, Mejicanos, Blacks, Native Americans, 
Filipinos, Anglos, East Indians, Vietnamese, Por- 
tuguese, and others. Educational needs of migrant 
children are tied to inadequate living conditions; 
interrupted education; health and nutritional de- 
fects; and lack of appreciation of migrant problems, 
identification with successful adult role models from 
their ethnic background, motivation to complete 
high school, personal, vocational, and family guid- 
ance, communication, common experiences, rele- 
vant opportunities, recognition of potential and 
creativity, and assistance from the community at 
large. Self-image may be improved by cross-cultural 
education and teaching about events and contribu- 
tions made to society by persons of different ethnic 
backgrounds, i.e., American Indian Day, Mexican 
Independence Day, Vietnamese Day, Dr. Charles 
R. Drew, Elijah McCoy, and Roy Wilkins. (RS)

ideologies, 7 of the 12 essays discuss ethnographers 
frequent misrepresentation of Chicano culture be- 
cause they are unaware of the “performance”’ ele- 
ment of Chicano behavior; “‘agringado joking”, a 
tactic used by Texas Chicanos to mark ethnic boun- 
daries and to protect their cultural identity; the 
strengths and deficiencies of such critical appro- 
aches as formalist and culturalist; the strong politi- 
cal consciousness shown by contemporary Chicano 
poetry; Felipe Maximiliano Chacon, a prominent 
literary figure of the 1920's; the political favor of 
much Chicano poetry and their limitations; and 
19th-century American responses to Mexican cha- 
racter and culture as determined largely by Anglo- 
American traditions of  anti-Catholicism, 
“Hispanophobia’”’, and a legacy of distorted images 
of the Mexican aborigines. Two essays discuss the 
Chicano occupation experience and their move- 
ment into American cities from 1900 to 1930. 
“Chicano Bilingualism” presents an overview of 
Chicano bilingualism, attributing the widespread re- 
tention of Spanish to the persistence of many Chica- 
nos at the lower level of the economic structure 
where acculturation is minimized. “The Social Im- 
plications of Intra-Sentential Code-Switching” re- 
jects the notion that Chicano code-switching occurs 
randomly and describes the particular social situa- 
tions in which various forms of this activity take 
place. Focusing on a recently published ‘“can- 
cionero” by Americo Paredes, the last essay ex- 
plains how various musical forms _ illuminate 
regional varieties of Chicano culture. (NQ) 
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Social Structure, Transportation, Travel, Values 
Identifiers—* Alaska 
To increase understanding of culture change in 
rural Alaska as it specifically pertains to selected 
policy-related issues outlined by the Federal-State 
Land Use Planning Commission staff, four general 
areas are addressed: traditional subsistence use and 
effects of changing access and availability of those 
activities, apparent long-range effects of cash and 
jobs on village life, means of communication among 
villages and between villages and government, and 
changes in the social order of village life. Data from 
questionnaires completed by 80 residents of the vil- 
lage of Old Harbor is analyzed providing insight 
into commission questions pertaining to population 
changes-values of the good life, changes in eco- 
nomic organization, restricted access, intra-regional 
ties, travel and transportation, social organization, 
intercommunication and cultural contact (govern- 
ment/ village), the Alaska Native Land Claims Set- 
tlement, and Land Use Planning Commission role. 
Main policy implications of the study are the need 
for careful assessment of each village to be directly 
or indirectly affected by change in land status/ac- 
cess, involvement of villagers on issues/alternatives, 
and increased awareness by all Alaskans of regional 
and village differences. It is concluded that an- 
thropological methodologies may be useful for in- 
corporating social and cultural. considerations into 
land use and economic development planning. (RS)

Urban Dif- 
ferences, *Social Characteristics, Statistical Data 
In 1970 the Indian population of all ages was 763,- 

000; 148,600 were 45 years of age or older and 

43,800 were 65 years of age or older. Two-thirds of 

all older American Indian women and slightly more 

than one-third of the older men were either single, 
widowed, or divorced. Half of the older Indians re- 
ceived incomes below $1,408; this was 24% below 
the median income of all older persons. Only 7% of 
older Indians received incomes of $5,000 or more. 

The proportion of elderly Indians below the poverty 

level in 1969 was nearly double that of the total 

older population. The life expectancy at birth for 

Indians and Native Alaskans is 65.1 years, seven 

years less than that for white persons. The leading 

causes of deaths among the older Indian population 
in 1974 included heart disease followed by cancer. 

Cultural differences, low income, and lack of a focal 

point for services have all contributed to the plight 

of elderly Indians. This report, the second of two 
reports on older American Indians, focuses on per- 
sons age 45-64 and 65+. It contains statistical ta- 
bles and analyses on marital status, household 
composition, labor force characteristics, income and 
poverty, education, health, life expectancy, and 

mortality. Data were taken primarily from the 1970 

census as well as from the Indian Health Service and 

the Social Security Administration; they show the 
economic, social, and health situations of the older 

Indian population to be worse than that for elderly 

persons of all races. (Author/DS)

the chartbook looks at the size and composition of 
the labor force and labor force participation rates;

Three appendices contain technical notes, defini- 
tions of terms, and a statistical table for each chart. 
Much of the data in the four sections and one appen- 
dix are cross-classified by sex, family relationship. 
school years completed, and other demographic and 
social characteristics. Data indicate that persons of 
Spanish origin make up 5% of the total population, 
4% of the civilian labor force, 6% of the unem- 
ployed, 2% of the labor force with four or more years 
of college, 12% of the labor force with eight or less 
years of school, 2% of workers in professional or 
technical occupations, and 7% of those in semis- 
killed jobs. Twelve percent of all families in poverty 
are headed by Spanish-origin persons.

Optimum time for efforts to attract minority stu- 
dents to a science career is when the students are 
enrolled in grade school and junior high school 
rather than at undergraduate and graduate levels. 
where many present programs are aimed. Student 
population is at its maximum in grade school. and 
successful efforts will reduce the amount of 
remedial work needed later. Attitudes which should 
be instilled during grade school in minority stu- 
dents, specifically Chicanos and Native Americans. 
include a feeling that science and mathematics are 
fun and that science is relevant to the child’s culture. 
and a feeling of identification with men and women 
who are scientists and of self-worth and confidence 
in dealing with scientific and math concepts. These 
goals may be accomplished through “magic shows” 
using several standard demonstrations. i.e.. chemi- 
cal snake and the iodine clock reaction, to give 
minority grade school children a feeling that science 
is fun, teach them fundamentals, and present role 
models; culturally oriented classroom materials 
which show the interaction of science and native 
cultures; and computer programming as a learning 
strategy to teach problem solving. Minority scien- 
tists should be developing curricular materials along 
these lines and pressing for funding to work in these 
areas. (RS)

An. assessment of contributions of metro/non- 

metro migrants to the population and labor force of 

nonmetro localities is presented in narrative and 
tables, with data based on special tabulations from 
the March 1975 Current Population Survey of the 

Bureau of the Census. Migrants are described in 

terms of characteristics (compared by race, sex, age, 

education, region of previous residence, employ- 
ment rate), replacement of nonmetro population 
lost through outmigration, occupation, and income. 

Statistics reveal that one-eighth of the 1975 non- 

metro population lived in metro areas five years 

earlier, and that metro/nonmetro migrants more 
than replaced the 5.1 million persons moving in the 
opposite direction, except among young adults, 
blacks, and college educated persons. In occupation, 
industry, and income attributes, migrants did not 
have a negative impact on the nonmetro population. 
High proportions were in white-collar occupations 
and industries, and average income was no less than 
that of the total nonmetro population. Remarkable 
similarity was noted in incomes of metro/nonmetro 
migrants and persons moving in the opposite direc- 
tion. Replacement was nominally higher among 
people remaining within the North and West than 
in the South, but in regional exchanges, the South 
gained at the expense of the rest of the country.

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Bilingual education for Navajos is the central ele- 
ment in changing education from an alien function 
to one shared and controlled by the community. A 
number of community-controlled educational sys- 
tems have become the driving force in Navajo bilia- 
gual education, and the past three years have 
produced not just higher quanitity, but considerably 
improved quality, according to Dr. Bernard 
Spolsky, director of the Navajo Reading Study at 
the University of New Mexico (UNM). Spolsky’s 
paper “Advances in Navajo Bilingual Education, 
1969-72” is featured in this curriculum bulletin, 
which seeks to enlarge the case for Navajo bilingual 
education and update the state of the art. Three 
conference reports are also included. The first, 
which covers a Navajo bilingual-bicultural materials 
conference held in Albuquerque in October, 1972, 


discusses curriculum ideas shared by persons in- 
volved with Navajo language teaching. The second 
report includes a student proposal requesting im- 
plementation of a Navajo bilingual education pro- 
gram at UNM along with a description of the 
faculty-student meeting that responded to the 
proposal. The third paper summarizes proceedings 
of a November, 1972, conference at UNM which 
examined questions relating to the training of 
Navajo bilingual teachers. Final portion of the docu- 
ment is a supplement to the 1970 “Analytical Bibli- 
ography of Navajo Reading Materials”. It features 
49 listings, most of which were published between 
1970-72, and includes information on author, title, 
publisher, source, and educational level, along with 
a brief description of the publication’s content. (DS)

In 1974 new sections added to the Code of Fed- 

eral Regulations and the Indian Affairs Field 

Manual required the establishment of programs of 

student rights and responsibilities and due process 

procedures in schools operated or funded by the 

Bureau of Indian Affairs. This two-part filmstrip and 

audio tape program is designed to assist educators 

and students in establishing due process procedures 
that would be of benefit to all parties concerned. 

Part I defines due process in its simplest terms as 

“justice or fair play’. Due process procedures must 

include assurances of eight basic rights: (1) to have 

a written notice of charges prior to a formal hearing; 

(2) to have a fair and impartial hearing; (3) to have 

parents present and to be represented by council; (4) 

to cross-examine witnesses; (5) to receive a written 

record of the hearing and disciplinary actions taken; 

(6) to an administrative review and appeal; (7) to 

remain silent; and (8) if found not guilty, to have all 

information relating to the charges removed from 
school records. Part II presents guidelines for estab- 
lishing due process procedures in a school. It lists 
student representation in government and an offi- 
cial, written code of rules and regulations as 
prerequisites for establishment of due process 
procedures. Suggestions are given for acquainting 
faculty with the rules and procedures of due process. 

The necessary components of a formal hearing are 

discussed along with a step-by-step description of 

the procedure to be followed. (DS) 
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Probably no facet of American higher education 

has received less serious evaluation and study than 

small and/or rural two-year colleges. Though the 
work of the American Association of Community 
and Junior Colleges Task Force of Small/Rural 

Community Colleges (particularly on the themes of 

finance and communication of information) is a 

helpful beginning, a full-scale study remains to be 

done. Emphasis specifically on aspects of small jun- 
ior colleges is crucial whether one defines “small” as 

2,000 students (comprising more than 42% of two- 

year colleges in the U.S.) or 1,000 students (more 

than 31%). Until an exhaustive study appears in 


print, these suggestions may be appropriate: (1) re- 
gional meetings to address topics relevant to small- 
/rural colleges; (2) a newsletter for smaller 
institutions; (3) priority lists developed through 
questionnaires of topics to be dealt with; (4) position 
paper/area subdivision projects (for example, con- 
tinuing education, tapping private business re- 
sources, resource pooling, data _ collection, 
professional growth and development, minimum 
standard guidelines); and (5) increased representa- 
tion in affairs of junior college organizations that 
study issues and problems that affect small or rural 
institutions. (RS) 
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Males, * Marriage, *Occupational Aspiration, Oc- 
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To determine what effect marriage deferment 
might have on the ability of both sexes to achieve 
higher educational levels and, therefore, possibly 
higher occupational status, the study examined soci- 
oeconomic status, attitudes toward future educa- 
tional and occupational attainments, actual 
educational and occupational attainments, and 
desired marriage age among 1052 black and white 
rural youths of both sexes in five southern states. 
The study used longitudinal data collected under 
the auspices of the Southern Youth Study in 1966, 
1968, and 1972. The four-stage analysis examined 
the relationship between social origin and marriage 
deferment; the influence on marriage deferment of 
adolescent attitudes on education, occupation and 
marriage; and the consequences of marriage defer- 
ment on early adult achievement attitudes and at- 
tainment. The findings imply that marriage 
deferment is not determined by social class, that 
marriage deferment has a possible effect on achieve- 
ment attainment, that the relationship of achieve- 
ment attitudes and marriage deferment differs by 
race, and that the achievement attitudes for females 
are significantly depressed by early marriage. Al- 
though the results cannot be generalized to all popu- 
lations, the study has both practical and theoretical 
applications. (SB) 
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Development Act 1972 
In these hearings, discussion centered on the state 

of rurai development research in the U.S. Depart- 

ment of Agriculture (USDA). Testimony by 19 per- 
sons connected with various government and 
private agencies and groups and with land-grant 
universities are contained in the hearings, along 
with letters, articles, and other submitted materials 
and an outline of the two-day hearings. In particu- 
lar, emphasis was placed on amount and type of 
rural development research apart from basic agricul- 
tural research. Three general topics were: (1) what 





is nonfarm, nonfood and fiber rural develcpment 
research; (2) analysis of research priority system for 
USDA and the land-grant system, including the col- 
leges of 1870; and (3) applicability and availability 
of research to rural people-issues of access and use- 
fulness. Research areas mentioned include housing, 
quality of life, transportation, leadership, energy, 
community development, health, employment, ser- 
vice delivery, land use, and identification of need 
through citizen participation. About USDA opera- 
tions, testimony concerned commitment, coordina- 
tion of research efforts, funding, rural data base, a 
tural policy, Extension Service role, and implemen- 
tation of research. Much testimony focused on im- 
plications of lack of specific funding for Title V 
programs in the 1979 budget. Hearings were chaired 
by Sen. Patrick J. Leahy of Vermont. (RS)

The Summer School beginning the second year of 
the three-district, cooperative project was adminis- 
tered by the Saginaw, Michigan, Intermediate 
School District. The program had two objectives: to 
field test three curriculum packages dealing with 
Woodland Indian Social Studies-Language Arts, 
and to “provide for the special needs of Indian stu- 
dents for cultural awareness, enrichment, and re- 
creational/social activities.” Sixty-three students in 
grades K-8 and a staff of 12 participated in the pro- 
gram. Evaluation of the first objective by reviewing 
the modifications and additions to the curriculum 
packages and by classroom observation revealed 
that development of the packages was well under- 
way. Evaluators studied objective referenced test 
results and parent questionnaires to determine that 
a performance standard was met only one third of 
the time for the second objective. Ninety-five per- 
cent of the parents responding to the questionnaire 
were satisfied with the summer school program. 
Evaluators recommended a review of performance 
standards, modification of test items and proce- 
dures, and continued curriculum revision. Appen- 
dices include registration forms, newspaper 
releases, preservice agenda, proposal statement of 
objectives, parent questionnaire and tests. (SB)

The second year of the three-district, cooperative 
program was only partially successful. The City of 
Saginaw, Michigan, was the Local Educational 
Agency (LEA) for the program designed for grades 


K-8 with funding of about $60,000. The project had 
three broad objectives. Only the first, to provide a 
program of cultural enrichment using local Indian 
instructors, was attained. Fifty-two students and 
adults and five instructors participated in eleven ses- 
sions. The second objective was to use a team of two 
teachers and one parent per participating district to 
develop and conduct inservice activities on the re- 
vised curriculum package. The third objective in- 
volved the use of a home-school liaison specialist to 
increase parent participation and to help determine 
program improvements. Evaluators observed en- 
richment sessions, studied a “Cultural Awareness 
Enrichment Program: Evaluation Form” completed 
by most participants, and obtained other data from 
the home-school liaison specialist and teacher/par- 
ent teams. They found that objectives two and three 
were only partially attained due to lack of planning 
and supervision by project leaders and recom- 
mended that this be improved. They also repeated 
several recommendations from the evaluation of the 
1976-1977 project. Appendices include proposal 
statement of objectives, the evaluation form, and the 
Teacher Inservice Packet. (SB)

This module is an introduction to the legal and 

societal considerations which must be appraised 

when land application systems are being designed. 

It serves as an introduction to the federal legislation 

and state guidelines pertaining to land treatment. 

The main thrust of this module is to point out some 

of the concerns which a community is likely to ex- 
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press regarding land treatment proposals, and to il- 
lustrate the importance of open dealings with the 
community to foster public participation in the deci- 
sion-making process. Zoning ordinances, the vari- 
ous planning and zoning boards, public acceptance, 
community concerns, economic and aesthetic fac- 
tors are some of the concepts discussed in relation 
to land application. To illustrate each of these con- 
cepts, and the interrelationships among the various 
local bodies in a well thought out public acceptance 
campaign, two case histories are presented.

Climatic data are 
available for most locations in the United States in 
monthly and 10-year summaries. Computer pro- 
grams can be obtained which identify unfavorable 
and favorable days for waste application in both wet 
and cold climates. Planning agencies on the local, 
regional and state level have information on land 
use. Topographic maps, information on water levels 
and water quality, and local groundwater conditions 
are available from U.S. and state geological surveys. 
Modern soil surveys published since 1960 provide a 
wealth of data in addition to soil physical properties. 
Aerial photos show land use, drainage, and topogra- 
phy of the land.

This module examines the basic properties of soil 

which have an influence on the success of land treat- 

ment of wastes. These relevant properties include 
soil texture, soil structure, permeability, infiltration, 
available water capacity, and cation exchange 
capacity. Biological, chemical and physical mech- 
anisms work to remove and renovate wastes after 
their application to the soil. Wastes are removed 
physically through filtration by the soil and altered 
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by dilution, either upon entering the groundwater or 
by augmentation in the soil with natural rainfall or 
snowmelt. Absorption and precipitation are the two 
main processes of chemical retention of wastes in 
soil. Potentially toxic elements and the macronutri- 
ents nitrogen and phosphorus are partially con- 
trolled by chemical mechanisms in soil.

Soil 
organisms decompose organic compounds. The 
soil’s ability to handle wastes is limited by the load- 
ing of nitrogen, phosphorus, and water, the addition 
of potentially toxic materials, and its sodium ad- 
sorption ration. This module summarizes these limi- 
tations, identifying nitrogen as the major limiting 
factor in most situations.

The purpose of this module is to develop a general 

procedure to decide the feasibility of land applica- 
tion as a waste management alternative, given a spe- 
cific problem situation. This information provides a 
framework within which to apply the information 
presented in all other modules in the program. An 
outline of the general procedure followed in engi- 
neering design is presented, then related to the 
procedure to be followed for land application. The 
design procedure is divided into a two-level ap- 
proach.

Rooted 
plants protect the soil from erosion loss, encourage 
and maintain infiltration, accelerate soil drying 
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through transpiration, absorb nutrients, produce 
economic benefits from crop harvest, and possess an 
aesthetic appeal.

This module expands on the concepts of cost esti- 

mation and comparison of costs among various 
treatment alternatives which were presented in a 
previous module.

Criteria for selecting cost references 
are presented, and examples of charts and graphs 
from several of these are used in comparing land 
application and conventional treatment schemes. 
Several critical cost factors are identified. A sum- 
mary of generalized cost comparisons is made.

Land application systems are discussed with refer- 

ence to the options available for applying wastewa- 

Spray systems, surface 
flow methods, and sludge application schemes are 
all included with discussions of the advantages and 
disadvantages of each option within these catego- 
ries. A distinction is made between the choice of 
treatment method and the application system. The 
selection of an application system is a function of 
the treatment alternative. Selection of alternative is 
made on the basis of fundamental soil, plant, waste 
and management factors pointing to overland flow, 
rapid infiltration, or irrigation as most appropriate 
for the given situation. Application systems de- 
scribed in this module include seven types of sprin- 
kler irrigation techniques, gated pipe, three ditch 
systems, and the three most common field surface 
irrigation methods.

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This module sketches out the impact of sewage 

organic matter on soils. For convenience, that or- 

ganic matter is separated into the readily decompos- 
able compounds and the more resistant material 

(volatile suspended solids, refractory organics, and 

sludges). The fates of those organics are reviewed 

along with loading rates and recommended soil con- 
ditions. Laboratory studies indicate that some soil 
systems are capable of oxidizing as much as 8000 lbs 

COD/acre-day if surface clogging is avoided, mac- 

ropore space is sufficient, optimum moisture levels 

are maintained, and adequate soil aeration is as- 
sured. More stable organic matter generally is not 
present in quantities that are significantly greater 
than the normal losses from productive soils. Usu- 
ally the actual amount of organic matter that is ad- 
ded through land application is small compared to 
the amount of native organic matter present. Also, 
the newly added organic matter decomposes more 
rapidly than native organic matter. These factors, 
combined with the restrictive load limits imposed 
by the nitrogen content of wastes, keep the net ac- 
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cumulation of organic matter quite low in highly 
productive soils. (Author/BB)

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Control 
This module summarizes four major reasons for 

employing monitoring during design and operation 

of a land application site: documentation of existing 
water quality and system performance, confirma- 
tion of design parameters, provision of data for fu- 
ture designs and for management decisions. 
Monitoring requirements are examined for different 
land treatment options—overland flow sites and oth- 
ers employing collection of surface runoff, under- 
drained sites, rapid infiltration sites with recovery 
wells, and downslope emergence of treated effluent 
from irrigation sites. Methods of taking water sam- 
ples and soil moisture measurements are discussed. 

Wells. lysimeters, tensiometers, and piezometers 

are described in conjunction with this sampling. 

Monitoring of parameters other than water is dis- 

cussed briefly. A very brief summary of governmen- 

tal regulations pertaining to monitoring is included.

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Identifiers—* Phosphorus 
The treatment of wastewater phosphorus via land 

application includes both chemical and biological 
mechanisms. Chemically, phosphorus reacts with 
iron, aluminum, and calcium compounds in the soil 
providing efficient removal over a wide range of pH 
values. Phosphorus is also absorbed by rooted plants 
which, upon harvest, constitute a further removal 
mechanism. The general principles of phosphorus 
interactions between soil and wastewater are illus- 
trated, and the mass balance is derived for a typical 
loading rate and application season. Soil P move- 
ment and retention are discussed, with particular 
reference to the chemical environment necessary to 
produce movement of phosphorus among the three 
possible categories: dissolved, labile, and fixed. 
Crop uptake and surface runoff are examples of 
other mechanisms of phosphorus removal which are 
discussed in this module. Application of domestic 
sewage effluents at a rate of 2 inches/wk for 30 
weeks results in annual phosphorus additions of ap- 
proximately 140 Ib P/acre. At this rate, many soils 
are capable of efficient phosphorus removal for peri- 
ods ranging from 20 to 50 years or more. Rapid 
infiltration systems, with annual applications of 
1500 Ib P/acre or more, are generally less efficient 
in phosphorus removal but vary considerably de- 
pending on specific site characteristics. Results 
from existing land application systems are cited to 
illustrate the basic principles of phosphorus remo- 
val.

Drainage for land treatment sites must be eva- 

luated with respect to the purpose the system is 
meant to achieve. Off-site drainage controls the 
flow of storm runoff onto the site or groundwater 
incursion into the soil within the site.

These two 
areas of drainage control must be designed as a sys- 
tem to obtain the desired effluent quality from the 
land treatment system. Surface drainage techniques 
often used for the control of water include diver- 
sions, random surface drains, waterways, and dit- 
ches. Subsurface drainage is generally accomplished 
through the use of drain piping with materials such 
as plastic, clay, and concrete. These techniques will 
generally make up the drainage system. The objec- 
tives of drainage systems as they relate to land treat- 
ment sites are discussed, including some flexible 
operating patterns which can be incorporated 
through the use of on-site drainage.

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Identifiers—* Visual Spatial Ability 
This module was developed to help those who 
train elementary teachers to increase the awareness 
of preservice elementary school teachers of the ef- 
fects of sex role stereotypes as they pertain to wom- 
ens’ achievement in mathematics. The topics 
covered include: (1) career implications of math- 
ematics; (2) counteracting the stereotypes; (3) en- 
couraging the development of spatial ability; and (4) 
mathematics anxiety.

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Surveys, *Tape Recordings 
In this Masters Thesis, the message effectiveness 

and cost effectiveness (in terms of costs and mone- 

tary benefits) of two interpretive audio messages 
were evaluated. Ninety-nine randomly selected visi- 
tors to a Central Ohio interpretive museum were 
exposed to one of two audio tape recorded mes- 
sages. One message used interpretive technique; the 
other did not. The visitors were surveyed after treat- 
ment and the data were analyzed by students’ t-test 
and Chi-square analysis at a significance level of 5%. 
Also, sales revenue at the museum gift shop for the 





study periods was recorded. No statistically signifi- 
cant difference between the audio messages was 
found. However, visitor response to open-ended 
survey items supports the use of interpretive tech- 
nique. No conclusions could be drawn regarding 
cost-effectiveness. (MR)

This publication lists, by state, those science com- 

munication courses and programs that appear to 
teach science comrr unication for general audiences. 
Institutions offering science communication courses 
or programs are identified and the courses or pro- 
grams are described. Information given in descrip- 
tion of the courses or programs includes: (1) title; 
(2) enrollment; (3) predominant majors enrolled; (4) 
average number of students; (5) instructor; and (6) 
course or program focus and scope. Each person or 
program listed received a questionnaire seeking in- 
formation about those six items. No attempt was 
made to seek evaluative information. The Directory 
lists 34 programs and 105 courses in 58 colleges and 
universities. Ten programs offer master’s degrees 
and three offer doctorates. About 45 courses teach 
straight-forward science writing. Nine schools also 
offer science writing internships. (MR) 
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This paper is concerned with certain stages or 
events in a female’s life that may result in the en- 
couragement or discouragement of a career in 
science. The author describes six “filters” through 
which a female must develop and which are either 
nonexistent or non-restrictive to males.

This masters thesis is a study of the possibilities of 
managing various insects for educational or esthetic 
purposes. The study focused on several insect 
groups: (1) butterflies, (2) ants, (3) ant lions, (4) 
tiger beetles, and (5) whirligig beetles. As part of the 
work on butterfly management a butterfly garden, 
complete with maintained mud puddles, was estab- 
lished and observed. The plants in this garden and 
the insects attracted to them are listed. Observa- 
tions were recorded of the butterflies feeding on 
native wildflowers in the Clear Creek Valley area of 
Ohio and a butterfly census was taken in that area. 
In addition to the work done investigating the man- 
agement of these insect groups, a rotting log study 
was done to record the succession of insects in such 
a microhabitat.

Identifiers—Connecticut 
This report evaluates knowledge and attitudes of 

Connecticut students at nine, 13, and 17 years of 

age in the areas of citizenship and social studies. 

Phase I of test development was based on the Na- 

tional Assessment of Educational Progress model of 

testing at age level. The social studies skills and 
concepts of highest priority were developed by an 
advisory committee of Connecticut educators and 
were administered to 29 local school districts with 
17,000 students participating. In addition to three 
objective tests, questionnaires were designed by 
grade level for local use in curriculum planning and 
evaluation. In the realm of local history students 
scored highest at the nine-year-old level while 
scores declined at the later age levels. In the areas 
of political science and knowledge of United States 
government all grade levels showed relatively low 
performance, while knowledge of the nature of con- 
flict resolution was relatively high. Scores on citi- 
zenship remained constantly high, but performance 
on the role of political opposition was weak. Geog- 
raphy scores showed that students may be learning 

“place” geography rather than analytic/predictive 

skills. (MR) 
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Convened to offer a forum for discussion of values 
education to over 100 representatives of public and 
private schools, the conference explored moral 
dilemmas, educational trends, cognitive moral de- 
velopment, and educational objectives. The keynote 
address by values education exponent Dr. Edwin 
Fenton (Director, Carnegie- Mellon Education Cen- 
ter, Pittsburgh) characterized the variety of values 
education programs which have proliferated in pub- 
lic and private schools in the United States since the 
1950s. Examples of types of programs include val- 
ues analysis, values clarification, hidden curriculum 
changes, and programs based on cognitive moral 
development concepts. Fenton also identified key 
issues related to values education in the schools, 
including the relationship between the school and 
the home, the role of the general public in setting 
educational guidelines, and moral education and the 
educational community. Other conference sessions 
dealt with goal setting, in-service programs in values 
education, moral development theory, and responsi- 
bility education. A directory of conference partici- 
pants concludes the document. (DB) 
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Because the field of popular music has produced 
rich resources of social commentary on women, it 
offers ample instructional materials for the critical 
examination of women’s life styles in a pluralistic 
society. Additionally, by adding a “voice” to the 
traditional classroom content, this medium arouses 
student enthusiasm and interest which many writ- 
ten resources may have failed to tap. The objectives 
of such an approach aim at defining the identity and 
self image of females while enhancing the under- 
standing of male students, emphasizing the need to 
promote change in both thought and action, and 
pursuing a realistically balanced view of the feminist 
position. Suggested thematic approaches, including 
both female and male images, and some examples of 
accompanying songs include: (1) negative self image 
(‘When Will I Be Loved,” ‘““Nowhere Man’’), (2) 
positive self image (‘I Am Woman,” “I Got A 
Name”), (3) independence and mutual respect 
(‘Different Drum,” “I’ve Got To Be Me’), (4) sub- 
missive individuals (‘Angel Of The Morning,” “I’m 
Your Puppet’), (5) dominant individuals (‘Honky 
Tonk Woman,” “Bad, Bad Leroy Brown”), and (6) 
rebels and outcasts (“Witchy Woman,” “Born To Be 
Wild”). The document concludes with lists of 26 
songbook resources for lyrics and 59 resources for 
teaching women’s studies in general. (KC) 
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Oral history can contribute to social education in 
a number of ways. Traditionally, data collection has 
been considered as providing the most benefits to 
students of oral history. These benefits have derived 
from the facts that: (1) historical knowledge is im- 
mediate and tangible, (2) oral history stimulates stu- 
dents’ interests, (3) students interact with diverse 
groups of people within the community, and (4) 
students improve their skills in planning and interp- 
ersonal communication. In this paper the authors 
emphasize that additional benefits result from the 
method and content of data collection. First, oral 
history promotes ego development in students by 
providing them with opportunities for social in- 
teraction. It also encourages development of empa- 
thy and moral sensitivity as students learn to 
appreciate other peoples’ situations, lifestyles, and 
values. Finally, through sharing and involvement, 
oral history promotes a sense of community build- 
ing. These experiences are especially beneficial for 
adolescents in terms of their social development. 
(AV) 
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Identifiers—* Canada 
This document describes the operation of public 
and private sector mechanisms which work to keep 
the Canadian economy stable. Part I discusses the 
many sources of instability in the Canadian 
economy. Instability is measured primarily in fluc- 
tuations in aggregate income or gross national prod- 
uct. Two important contributors to economic 
fluctuations are industrial economics and business 
inventory management. Another source of instabil- 
ity is the tendency of business capital investment to 
accelerate to high levels toward the end of the busi- 
ness cycle or to lag well behind demand require- 
ments due to economic uncertainty. The increasing 
role of government in the economy and inflationary 
pressures in the industrial world have also increased 
economic instability. Part II discusses two main 
classes of economic stabilizers. These include auto- 
matic stabilizers that operate in the economy with- 
out any policy initiatives on the part of the 
government, and the three discretionary stabilizers 
of fiscal policy, monetary policy, and income policy. 
The pamphlet concludes with an appraisal of cur- 
rent problems in the application and effectiveness of 
stabilization policy. (RM) 
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Identifiers—* Canada 
This document examines the current Canadian 
tax structure, legislation, sources of tax revenues, 
exemptions, deductions, and tax treaties with fo- 
reign countries. Part I reviews the sources of reve- 
nue and explains why the tax system is so complex. 
Among the reasons given for the complexity are 
that the system must spread the tax load over as 
many sources as possible and must serve specific 
objectives such as using gasoline taxes to maintain 
roads. Questions of who should pay taxes and who 
actually does pay taxes are briefly covered. Part I 
concludes with considerations of what the overall 
character of the tax system should be and discusses 
exemptions, business taxes, property taxes, and 
sales taxes. Part II provides a brief outline of the 
Canadian tax system at three levels of government 
as it existed at the end of 1977. The governmental 
levels are federal, provincial, and municipal. Federal 
tax is broken down into personal income tax and 
other taxes including sales, petroleum export, air 
transport, and excise taxes. Custom duties are also 
considered to be federal taxes. At the provincial 
level taxes are collected on items such as income, 
retail sales, gifts, gasoline, alcohol, and tobacco. 
Municipalities levy taxes against property, tenants, 
and businesses. They also collect special assess- 
ments and charges. In a concluding section tax trea- 
ties with other countries are discussed using the 
Canada-U.S. Tax Convention as an example. (BC) 
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The document presents 12 essays dealing with 
social implications of science-related issues. In- 
tended for use by social studies/social science 
educators, the book focuses on curriculum, instruc- 
tion, and learning environments as well as on intel- 
lectual issues related to science and society. The 
essays are organized into four sections. Section I 
comprises four articles which descriLe divergent 
views of reality. Analyses of perception and belief 
by psychologist Carl Rogers and physicist Fritjof 
Capra are critiqued and interpreted for use in the 
classroom by educators Elizabeth Larkin and Dick 
Barnhart. Section II comprises two articles on in- 
dividual responsibility. Humanistic psychologist 
Rollo May warns that ethics, society, and science 
are inseparable. Educator H. Michael Hartoonian 
applies May’s remarks to K-12 educational settings. 
Section III offers three articles identifying issues 
representative of the science/society relationship 
and three articles by educators responding to com- 
ments about those issues. Discussants are an- 
thropologist Margaret Mead, economist William E. 
Herrmann, and politician Andrew Young. Topics 
focus on childrens’ attitudes toward science, impact 
of science and technology upon humans, and deci- 
sion-making about political, social, and economic 
issues. Section IV offers comments by Jonas Salk on 
the quality of life in the future. In the final article, 
educator Ken Peterson responds to Salk’s affirma- 
tion that human life will prosper if people shift to- 
ward pluralism and a cultural transformation in 
values. (DB) 
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Analysis of the relationship between language and 
ethics can provide insight into social institutions, 
social discourse, and social action. Further, synthe- 
sis of language and social education can aid educa- 
tors as they develop curriculum which deals with 
communication and reasoning in social decision 
making. Ethics is interpreted to include the moral 
principles of a society and rules which dictate 
modes of conduct. Language is interpreted 
primarily as a social enterprise which locks in- 
dividuals into a certain view of reality. Conse- 
quently, speech, action, and social institutions must 
be considered in light of specific reasoning patterns 
and moral persuasions. Curriculum dealing with so- 
cial action should emphasize cultural perspectives 
of time and place as well as the aesthetic balance of 
nature and culture which is necessary for human 
existance. Areas of study throughout the K-12 se- 
quence should include history, social sciences, eth- 
ics, aesthetics, logic, and philosophic thinking 
processes. In addition, students should be involved 
in community projects and enrichment activities 
with institutions of high learning. Social education 
will improve if social studies educators help stu- 
dents understand the human structures of reasoning 
and their linguistic and ethical underpinnings. (DB) 
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Theories and data are examined concerning the 
rapid spread of the public school system across the 
United States during the nineteenth century. In the 
first part of the report the authors review and criti- 
cize current interpretations of the development of 
public education. According to these theories public 
schooling arose from the class conflicts and elite 
interests of a developing urban society-the pres- 
sures for social control of new working classes, im- 
migrants, and young people freed from traditional 
constraints. In the second part of the report the 
authors argue that the spread of schooling can be 
seen as one of a series of social movements by which 
the American nation was built, not as a result of 
state or central elite action. To test their arguments 
the authors analyzed state-wide data on educational 
organization and expansion taken from reports of 
the Commissioner of Education and from the U. S. 
Census for the years 1870-1930. They found dra- 
matic educational differences between northern and 
southern states which they attribute to differences 
in the regions’ political and economic systems. The 
rapid spread of schooling in rural areas of the north 
and west is seen to reflect a commonly-held 
ideology of nation-building that combined the out- 
look of small entrepreneurs in a world market with 
evangelical Protestantism and an individualistic 
philosophy. (Author/AV) 
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The paper discusses curriculum change in Ameri- 
can education and describes a social studies cur- 
riculum model intended to help high school 
students become better decision makers. The paper 
is presented in eight sections. Section I identifies 
educational programs which have been imple- 
mented in response to crisis situations. Among 
these are sex education, drug education, and envi- 
ronmental education. Section II forecasts future 
developments, including accelerated social change, 
continued technological advancement, interna- 
tional conflict, and changing concepts of work and 
leisure. Section III explains that curriculum goals 
should be to help students broaden social perspec- 
tives, understand consequences of decisions, under- 
stand social issues, and deal with multiple 
interacting variables. Section IV describes a cur- 
riculum model which is based on progression 
through learning stages until students reach their 
highest potential. Section V identifies learning ac- 
tivities which are part of the model. Students are 
involved in role playing, exposure to alternative 
viewpoints, debates, clarification of ideas, defending 
personal attitudes, and examining consequences of 
decisions. Section VI lists modules developed for 
junior and senior high school students. Section VII

provides information about how the modules were 
field tested. The final section offers conclusions. 
The major conclusion is that the proposed cur- 
riculum can help students become better decision 
makers by emphasizing simultaneous development 
in intellectual and moral/ethical areas. (DB) 
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This study investigated the effect of singing within 

the elementary school music classroom on (1) stu- 

dents’ preference for one of two performances of the 
same song and (2) students’ ideas of “correct” per- 
formance. Seventy-five third and fourth graders 
were concurrently involved in separate experimen- 
tal groups. One group was taught to sing lullabies 
and chanties in an appropriate manner: soft and 
slow for the lullabies, loud and fast for the chanties. 
The other group was taught to sing the same songs 
in an inappropriate manner: loud and fast for the 
lullabies, soft and slow for the chanties. Children in 
both groups then listened to tape recordings of all 
the songs and were asked to indicate which rendi- 
tions they preferred and which they thought were 
correct. It was found that students’ ideas of correct 
performance were affected by the way songs had 
been taught in class. Also, students preferred the 
appropriately-performed chanties over appropriate- 
ly-performed lullabies. This may be a result of chil- 
dren’s preference for loud, fast music in general. 
(Author/ AV) 
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Twelve learning activities are presented for chil- 

dren in kindergarten through grade three to help 
develop skills of valuing, decision making, interper- 
sonal relationships, and spatial awareness. Knowl- 
edge and skills in these areas will enable children to 
understand and effectively communicate with peo- 
ple of different cultures and lifestyles, and to partici- 
pate more fully in their world. Kindergarten 
activities include identifying the uniqueness in 
thumborints, cooperation experiences, and drawing 
a “me” map. Grade one activities examine personal 
needs and wants, characteristics of groups, and how 
to develop a classroom map. Activities for grade two 
focus on classroom rules, community problems, and 
location of other countries. Grade three activities 
study the world food supply and rules in the com- 
munity. A buried treasure game employs skills of 
direction and location. Concepts, objectives, materi- 
als, procedures, and methods of evaluation are out- 
lined for each activity. (KC) 
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Identifiers—United States 
Based on data derived from a study of three gener- 

ations of black women in Philadelphia in 1975, the 

report offers a new explanation of fertility differ- 
ences between generations, population subgroups, 
and individuals. The authors hypothesize that vary- 
ing fertility patterns are due to societal norms and 
circumstances which influence womens’ attitudes 
toward birth control. A survey questionnaire which 
was organized around events occurring in the age 
intervals 13-19, 20-29, and 30-49 was administered 
to 718 women. The questionnaire inquired about all 
events such as pregnancy and contraception that 
took place in a particular age interval before moving 
on to the next interval. Questions centered on fer- 
tility determinants, specifically fecundity, fre- 
quency of intercourse, marital stability, and use of 
birth control. Among the more pertinent findings 
presented are: attitude toward birth control is as 
important as simple knowledge of birth control 
methods; pregnancy can influence mating, fecun- 
dity, and contraceptive use as well as vice versa; and 
the timing of reproductive events, often determined 
by chance factors, influences fertility differentials. 

The conclusion is that researchers can provide a 

new perspective on 20th century American fertility 

patterns if they concentrate on the temporal dimen- 
sions of fertility determinants. (DB) 
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Twenty-six social studies educators participated 
in a conference at Indiana University, Bloomington, 
Indiana, in summer 1978 to ascertain the status and 
goals of social studies education. Specifically, con- 
ference participants examined recent social science 
research, explored curriculum development, and 
developed social studies classroom activities. The 
report is intended for use by K-12 educators as they 
develop and implement social studies programs. It 
is presented in three sections. Section I defines the 
purpose of precollege social studies as promoting 
citizen education and civic literacy and identifies 
knowledge, skills, and values necessary for a quality 
social studies program. Section II describes current 
trends in anthropology, economics, geography, his- 
tory, political science, and sociology and evaluates 
these trends for their implications for K-12 social 
studies. Section III suggests classroom activities 
related to 16 topics, including infant mortality, com- 
munity land use, pioneer travel, integration, and 
teenage drinking laws. The activities involve stu- 
dents in role playing, constructing graphs, map and 
globe activities, class discussions, making decisions, 


defining terms, and analyzing photographs. For 
each activity, information is presented on classroom 
use, rationale, objectives, procedures, and materials 
needed. A list of conference participants and staff 
concludes the document. (DB) 
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Identifiers—Kohlberg (Lawrence), Marx (Karl) 
Social studies education in the United States and 
Australia has undergone a number of evolutionary 
phases since the mid-19th century and has been the 
subject of frequent debate by educators and com- 
munity members. Major trends in social studies cur- 
riculum have included religious training, moral 
instruction, political socialization, perpetuation of 
the social and economic system, reflective inquiry, 
problem solving, integration of social science disci- 
plines, and more recently, citizenship and values 
education. Although a major objective of many of 
these social studies traditions has been good citizen- 
ship, disagreement has arisen over the most appro- 
priate means to that end. Also, social studies 
teachers have not fully realized their role as profes- 
sional ideologists and transmitters of citizenship. 
Social studies education will improve and will con- 
tribute to positive social change if it encourages de- 
velopment of a critical consciousness among 
students. One way of fostering critical conscious- 
ness and of helping students attain moral/practical 
knowledge is to follow Lawrence Kohlberg’s cogni- 
tive-developmental approach to moral and values 
education. The approach developed by Kohlberg 
encourages meaningful thought about social prac- 
tice and de-emphasizes maintenance of social edu- 
cation and existing social relations. (DB) 
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Identifiers—New England 
This study explored the effect of community 
background on the development of adolescent am- 
bition, using longitudinal interviews to probe sub- 
jects’ own definitions and evaluations of progress 
toward the “good life.” Sixty high ability working 
class youths from three New England towns varying 
in size, urban proximity, and social class composi- 
tion, were interviewed in their senior year of high 
school and again three to four years later. All youths 
perceived entry into high school as a critical junc- 
ture in the development of their ambition and all 
planned on college as a means to upward mobility. 
However, the youths’ pursuit of mobility showed 
many different experiences. In the small working 
class town, students felt personally supported by 
both high school and parents and viewed occupa- 
tional mobility and small town life as desirable and 
compatible. Going away to college introduced them 
to diversity, stimulating an interest in personal 
growth and a devaluation of small town life. In the 
larger working class city, students found the high 
school very unsupportive and relied on adults out- 
side the school system, primarily family, for rein- 
forcement. As commuting college students, they 





had to work hard at balancing the competing de- 
mands of school, family, and friends. In the middle 
class town, students experienced an academic status 
loss as they entered high school and found them- 
selves to be in vulnerable social positions. These 
experiences triggered early self questioning. For 
these students, self doubts, community estrange- 
ment, and the search for congruence between per- 
sonal and occupational goals intensified at college. 
The paper concludes with a discussion of the deve- 
lopmental processes through which socioeconomic 
and community variables are translated into effects 
upon individuals. (Author/RM) 
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Identifiers—* Pakistan 
This annotated bibliography cites books, journal 

articles, policy statements, newspapers, and other 

publications about education in Pakistan. Most of 
the citations were published from March to June of 

1977. A few citations date from 1975. The bibliogra- 

phy is organized into 27 sections including adminis- 

tration, adult education, curriculum, development 
of education, educational objectives, elementary 
and secondary education, higher education, Islamic 
education, professional education, student prob- 
lems, teacher education, teaching methods, text- 
bocks, and women’s education. For each entry 
information is presented on author, title, publisher 
or source, and date of publication. Annotations are 
included also. (DB) 
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Identifiers—*Self Disclosure 
The paper discusses a study of self-disclosure pat- 

terns of 29 college men and 35 college women. The 
purpose of the study was to determine the extent to 
which college students confided in their best male 
friend, best female friend, mother, and father about 
attitudes and opinions, tastes and interests, work 
and studies, money, personality, and body. The 
hypothesis was that the best cross-sex friend would 
emerge as the primary confidant for both male and 
female coilege students. In previous research the 
best same-sex friend had been found to be the pri- 
mary confidant. In this study students were directed 
to respond to a 58-item self-disclosure question- 
naire. Responses were analyzed statistically, specifi- 
cally by analysis of variance and t-tests. Findings 
indicated that the hypothesis was not supported. 
Two of the conclusions were that (1) both males and 
females used their best male and female friend 
equally as confidants, and (2) males in a committed 
relationship and single females directed the most 
self disclosures to their best female friend. Addi- 
tional research is suggested to delineate the link 
between love and self disclosure. (DB) 
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The problem of identifying good ethnic studies 
materials is a result of the large amount of materials 
produced in the 1960s and of the currentl, renewed 
interest in ethnic studies. Four types of materials are 
available to elementary classroom teachers: ethnic 
information, single-ethnic approaches, minority or 
European-ethnic approaches, and multiethnic ap- 
proaches. Ethnic information materials highlight a 
certain group’s achievements. Although designed 
for enrichment purposes, this material occasionally 
distorts the image of the targeted group. Materials 
include coloring books, calendars, folk tales, and 
family history projects. Single-ethnic approaches in- 
clude group histories written from an ethnic per- 
spective. However, groups are often portrayed from 
a “problems perspective” and in contrast to white 
Americans. Learning packets such as “Chinese 
Americans Past and Present” (Association of Chi- 
nese Teachers, San Francisco) and “An Album of 
Jews in America” (Anti-Defamation League of 
B’nai B’rith, New York) are examples. Minority or 
European-ethnic approaches present experiences of 
more than one ethnic group and usually outline the 
uniqueness and_ similarities among groups. 
However, separateness is often given greater em- 
phasis. Examples are the filmstrips “American Chil- 
dren” (Children’s Book and Music Center, Los 
Angeles) and “The Toymaker” (Anti-Defamation 
League of B’nai B’rith). Multiethnic approaches 
present a realistic and balanced view of groups. The 
aim is to present the pluralistic nature of society as 
positive. Two learning kits are “Ethnic Heritage: A 
Living Mosaic” (J.C. Penney Company, New York) 
and “Multicultural Understanding” (Riverside Uni- 
fied School District, California). The process em- 
ployed when selecting any ethnic materials is 
similar to the one used when selecting other materi- 
als: the teacher must match the learner with the 
appropriate materials. (KC) 
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Children’s stories provide a valuable resource for 

teaching economic ideas and provide opportunities 
for young people to relate their experiences to the 
economic world. The Center for Economic Educa- 
tion at St. Cloud State University has compiled a 
bibliography of children’s stories to assist teachers 
and librarians in selecting stories for the enrichment 
of student learning in economic education. This lat- 
est revision is organized into eight parts beginning 
with a listing of economic concepts to be introduced 
at the elementary K-6 level. Parts II through IV 
contain descriptive summaries of 100 children’s sto- 
ries in economics and approximately 70 summaries 
of articles and research on the teaching of econom- 
ics in elementary grades. Recommendations for 
classroom use are found in the summaries. Conclud- 
ing sections identify journals, newsletters, profes- 
sional organizations, and other bibliographies 
related to elementary economic education. (MR) 
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The transcript from a National Public Radio pro- 

gram discusses the school as a training ground for 

citizenship. Comments by professional and aca- 
demic persons are interspersed with opinions of 

White House tourists. A short introductory defini- 

tion of citizenship provides the framework for the 

ensuing discussion. After an assessment of citizen- 
ship education in the schools by Henry Steele Com- 
mager, the transcript illustrates how the schools 
provide a training ground for citizenship. Students 
at the John Adams School in Alexandria, Virginia 
role-play the American Revolution. The growth of 
“street law” courses which help lay persons learn 
the practical aspects of law has impacted upen the 
schools and the curriculum of traditional civics 
courses. Although requirements for political science 
in teacher-trainiay programs have become lax, 
remediation is available through privately-spon- 
sored courses like the Taft Seminar in New York 

City. Further government funding in local program 

development is needed to promote an informed citi- 

zenry. The school is assumed to be appropriate 
ground for citizenship training, but the transcript 
ends with Commager questioning this premise.

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These two transcripts from National Public Radio 

broadcasts discuss the development of religious 

schools and the relationship of religious education 
to modern American society. More than 20 reli- 
gious educators contributed to the transcripts. Since 
it is estimated that one to two Christian schools 
open every single day, there is an assumption that 

public schools are no longer doing a good job. A 

parent suggests that children in private schools are 

better disciplined, taught more character, and get a 

better overall education. High expectations of these 

students result in responsible behavior. Dress codes 
and other regulations of parochial schools indicate 
lower expectations of their students. In Hebrew 
schools, the emphasis is on developing a person se- 
cure in his/her own heritage, better prepared to live 
in a multicultural, pluralistic society. The question 
of curriculum regulation of parochial! schools by the 
state is one issue covered. North Carolina has defi- 
nite curriculum laws for private schools and requires 
the administration of competency tests to all sen- 
iors. The publishing of pupils’ names, parents’ 
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names, and places of residence is another state re- 
quirement with which Christian schools will not 
comply. A third area of disagreement is teacher cer- 
tification and the states’ rights to monitor private 
schools. (MR)

Identifiers—* Europe (West) 

Based on four standards of measurement, it ap- 
pears that the educational systems of Western 
Europe fail to provide a significant equalizing influ- 
ence. The four criteria are: (1) equality of educa- 
tional access, (2) equality of educational 
participation, (3) equality of educational results, (4) 
and equality of educational effects on life chances. 
Although the distribution of education shows a uni- 
versal trend toward increasing equality of educa- 
tional attainments, data indicate that persons from 
lower social class backgrounds are likely to follow 
less prestigious and remunerative courses of study. 
Moreover, they lack the social or political connec- 
tions to obtain better jobs. This pattern is a result of 
the perceived role of schooling, which is to prepare 
students for filling the needs of capitalistic wage- 
iabor. There is a basic contradiction between this 
function and that of increasing social mobility. 
Moreover, the post World War II reduction in eco- 
nomic growth has created an educated, underem- 
ployed proletariat. The increasing disjuncture 
between the values and expectations of the educated 
worker and the realities of work is creating a new 
working class of revolutionary youth. Educational 
reforms must include increasing the selectivity of 
universities, absorbing enrollment increases through 
alternative higher education, developing an alterna- 
tive educational pattern, and emphasizing career 
education. Work reforms call for changing the or- 
ganization of work, increasing the prestige of blue 
collar work, and providing more jobs in the public 
sector. (KC) 
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Professional historians and public school person- 
nel must combine efforts to improve the teaching of 
history in the public schools. Because no more than 
one-half of all high school graduates enter college, 
it is important for the public schools to provide qual- 
ity history education. Recent research by groups 
such as the National Assessment of Educational 
Progress shows that students have not been learning 
general history, American history, or political the- 
ory very well. Reasons for the lack of emphasis on 
studying history include relaxed academic require- 
ments by public schools and colleges, faddish em- 
phasis upon other supposedly more relevant areas of 
study, and.a lack of structure and continuity within 
existing history courses. The author suggests several 
approaches to reinstate effective history programs. 
First, there should be a revival of the basics in which 
schoolteachers will logically structure social studies 
courses to include reading, literacy, math, science, 
and history. This should be accompanied by a paral- 
lel revival of “general studies” and liberal arts in 


colleges and universities. Second, students should 
be provided with research tools and skills to stimu- 
late their interest. Third, universities and profes- 
sional historians should become involved in 
developing ways to improve the teaching of history 
in the public schools. (AV) 
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Identifiers—United States 
This report presents and interprets birth statistics 

for the United States with particular emphasis on 

changes that took place during the period 1970-73. 

Data for the report were based on information en- 

tered on birth certificates collected from all states. 

The majority of the document comprises graphs and 

tables of data, but there are four short expository 

sections which summarize trends. These sections 
examine details of recent fertility trends, changes in 
completed fertility and total fertility, changing pat- 
terns of fertility control, and future trends. The sta- 
tistics show that by 1973 the U.S. fertility rate had 
declined to the lowest number ever recorded, and 
the annual number of births was the lowest since 

1945. Major factors influencing this decline were 

changes in the ages at which women give birth and 

an emerging preference for smaller families. The 

greatest declines in fertility were for women aged 40 

and older. There was a gradual lengthening in the 

interval between births for both white and black 

women. White women under age 30 experienced a 

higher level of childlessness than women of all other 

races, a reversal of the pattern of previous decades. 

(Author/AV) 
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The findings of this second phase of a four-phase 
study of shrimp fishing focus on the effect of this 
occupation upon the family. Data were collected 
from a random sample of 87 boat captains, 73 wives, 
community personnel, and high school students in 
two Georgia coastal counties. The family structure 
reveals a traditional conception of male and female 
roles, with a high value placed on independence and 
autonomy. The demands and the dangerous nature 
of the job, along with long absences from home, 
create a high level of flexibility, a crisis orientation, 
and both competition and cooperation among fel- 
low fishermen. The males, an “in group” in the com- 
munity, identify their occupation with 
independence, strength, endurance, adventure, and 
communion with nature. To the men, the sea repre- 
sents freedom from land and women. Opportunities 
for women are confined to marriage and family, and 
the women view these attainments as primary fulfill- 
ment. Those wishing to remain single and career- 
oriented are forced out of the community structure. 
The wives lead unstructured, independent lives and 
perceive the male presence with a degree of am- 
biguity; most women are the primary disciplinari- 


ans. Both males and females seek refuge from stress 
in same-sex friendships. In raising their families, 
conformity and obedience to parents are the most 
valued behaviors. While many aspire to a formal 
education for both sons and daughters, realistically 
they expect their children to attain a social status 
much like their own. One-third of the families ex- 
pect their sons to become shrimp fishermen. (Au- 
thor/KC) 
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This newsletter explores trends in social studies 
education from the 1950s through the 1970s. The 
decades of the 1950s and 1960s are characterized as 
kaleidoscopes of pedagogic fashions. Among the 
trends in social studies objectives, methods, and 
content were socialization, democratic attitudes, 
conceptual learning, inquiry learning, values clarifi- 
cation, racial equality, integration, cultural plural- 
ism, ethnic studies, legal education, consumer 
education, and global education. Social studies 
courses became the target of special interest groups 
during this period. During the 1970s emphasis was 
placed on citizenship, “back to basics,” and mini- 
mum competency. Among the possible reasons for 
this rapid succession of experiments and changes 
are: (1) transition in American society and world 
affairs, (2) teacher educators’ attempts to initiate 
educational fashions, (3) teachers’ tendencies to fol- 
low fads in search of the ultimate educational 
method, (4) competition of commercial textbook 
publishers who emphasize easy sales instead of qual- 
ity, (5) lack of sequenced instructional material cov- 
ering the first eight or nine years of school, and (6) 
textbook revisions based on fads in order to ensure 
consistent selection by state textbook adoption 
committees. The author concludes that educators 
can overcome social studies fads by insisting on 
quality textbooks, student-centered teaching appro- 
aches, and consistent and cumulative instructional 
materials. (AV) 
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A report is presented of a conference which exam- 
ined the family as a socioeconomic institution. Par- 
ticipants included scholars, practitioners, and 
businessmen with backgrounds in various social 
sciences, finance, survey research, family history, 
home economics, and aspects of the life and health 
insurance business. The report begins with a sum- 
mary of two themes which predominated in the con- 
ference discussion: structural changes in family life 
over time and exchange relationships in the family, 
particularly exchanges from one generation to 
another. Research issues raised in the discussion 
included the value of family impact studies, correla- 
tion between the low-income family and economic 
survival skills, and degree of elasticity in the de- 
mands for health and economic security within the 
household unit. Three sections of the report offer 
abridged versions of a position paper and comments 
of two respondents. Topics included the model 
American family of the 1970s, a historical perspec- 
tive on how families coped with economic in- 
security in the past, and the new economic 
subdiscipline called ‘“tnew home economics” in 
which the family is viewed as a single economic 





entity which utilizes its resources to maximize some 
objective. (Author/AV) 
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Identifiers—Artists in Schools Program 
This booklet explores the advantages and draw- 

backs in the employment of artists as teachers at all 

educational levels. Until recently, arts professionals 

did not want to hinder their creative work by confin- 

ing themselves to the place and time of a school 

situation. Schools generally sought to hire those 
who wanted education as a career. In 1969 the Na- 
tional Endowment for the Arts and the U.S. Office 
of Education (USOE) jointly sponsored the Artist- 
In-Schools Program. Participants were not required 
to teach, but to show students how artists act as 
creators in different media. Other USOE grants 
brought artists into the schools and placed a heavy 
emphasis on preparing the schools for the artists by 
requiring briefing workshops. Such programs have 
not been trouble-free. Placement of artists in the 
schools as teachers can create simple procedural 
problems or more complex administrative problems. 

Teachers may feel threatened by the differences in 

artists’ temperament and educational perspectives. 

Western School for the Arts in Washington, D.C. 

illustrates the problems of a school specifically 

created for professional artist-teachers. These in- 
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clude financial limitations, administrative indiffer- 
ences, hasty planning, and conflicts among various 
participants. A successful program requires an artist 
who has a critical sense, can analyze an artistic 
work, and can communicate skills to children. An 
intuitive artist may not always be able to discuss the 
reasons behind a creative action. (Author/MR) 
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The paper offers guidelines to prospective authors 
on how to write for publication in journals or mono- 
graphs. People generally seem to write because of a 
desire to share an idea, for financial reasons, for ego 
gratification, for professional advancement, or for a 
combination of these reasons. Steps in preparing a 
manuscript include storing notes about good ideas 
in an easily retrievable place, overcoming initial in- 
ertia by outlining key concepts, locating potential 
outlets and editors, researching the topic, writing an 
entire draft copy without concern for spelling and 
wording, obtaining feedback from colleagues, pre- 
paring a neat final revision, and submitting the pa- 
per to alternate publishers if the first attempt fails. 
The question of when to write should be resolved 
according to personal preferences. Many authors 
find it easiest to sequester themselves during this 
period. When editors ask for revisions the author 
should not be disheartened. Many such requests 
stem from the editor’s financial restrictions or simi- 
lar content in forthcoming publications. Authors 
should be aware of citation and permission stand- 
ards for excerpts from the works of others. Writing 
book reviews for journals can provide a smooth en- 
trance into the publishing field. The paper con- 
cludes with a list of 11 resources about professional 
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writing. (AV) 
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A report is presented of a national assessment of 
young Americans’ achievement of citizenship goals. 
Conducted by the National Assessment of Educa- 
tional Progress, the study measured achievement of 
six behavioral objectives. These were: (1) show con- 
cern for the well-being and dignity of others, (2) 
support just law and the rights of all individuals, (3) 
know the main structure and functions of govern- 
ment, (4) participate in democratic civic improve- 
ment, (5) understand important world, national, and 
local civic problems, and (6) approach civic deci- 
sions rationally. Students in the survey represented 
nine-, 13-, and 17-year-old age groups. Chapter one 
of the report is a summary of citizenship achieve- 
ment at each age for all six objectives. Chapters two 
through seven each focus on one of the objectives, 
discussing overall results for that particular objec- 
tive and featuring sample questions. The final chap- 
ter compares different performance levels among 
age groups. Tables of data accompany the discus- 
sion in all chapters. (Author/AV) 
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The conference was convened to provide a forum 
for educators, human rights representatives, and 
government officials to discuss decision-making 
processes of local education authorities. The focus 
of the conference was on the increasing influence on 
educational policy formation of federal and state 
court decisions, regulatory agencies, professional 
associations and unions, publishing houses, and 
schools of education. Much of the discussion cen- 
tered on the impact of rulings from the Office of 
Civil Rights (OCR) on policy making in education 
in New York City. The keynote speech presented by 
Michael Usdan, Commissioner for Higher Educa- 
tion for Connecticut, stressed changing relation- 
ships between federal, state, and local governments 
i education, accretion of federal power, frag- 
mented political structures, urban educational prob- 
lems, and educational finance. Other speakers 
discussed the constitutional framework of educa- 
tional policy formation, Supreme Court involve- 
ment in education, discrimination in employing 
teachers, selective enforcement of OCR policies, 
and flight of middle income families to the suburbs. 
In the summary of conference discussions, a recom- 
mendation was made to increase interaction be- 
tween local school boards and the OCR for the 
purpose of dealing with issues currently overlooked 
in OCR rulings. (DB) 
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This paper presents six generalizations based on 
political education research and discusses their im- 
plications for teaching citizenship in the public 
schools. In drawing the implications, it was assumed 
that citizenship education is designed to promote 
higher political knowledge, interest, trust, tolerance 
of dissent, and intellectual and participation skills. 
The six generalizations are that: (1) compared to 
factors such as family and the media, school is an 
important agent for transmitting political informa- 
tion to youth, (2) secondary students’ political 
knowledge has decreased between 1970 and 1976, 
(3) an open classroom climate in which opinions 
about controversial issues are freely discussed is 
conducive to positive political attitudes, (4) empha- 
sis on factual content and patriotic rituals is as- 
sociated with negative political attitudes, (5) 
student participation in school governance is related 
to positive political attitudes, and (6) American stu- 
dents have a lower tolerance of political dissent than 
do European students. Among the implications of 
these generalizations are that teachers should use 
up-to-date instructional materials, pay attention to 
attitude and behavior outcomes, specify course 
goals, allow students to express divergent view- 
points, de-emphasize rote factual knowledge, and 
encourage participation in school governance and 
extracurricular activities. In addition, teachers 
should point out that good citizenship does not 
necessarily imply passive conformity. (Author/AV) 
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This report describes an approach to citizen edu- 
cation being developed by the Mershon Center at 
Ohio State University. The approach is based on the 
international experiences citizens have in the course 
of daily life in their local community. Part one of the 
report explains three premises upon which the ap- 
proach rests: (1) the local community provides a 
critical arena for international participation and 
learning for citizens, (2) a new dimension of citizen- 
ship is the making and influencing of decisions as- 
sociated with the international relations of daily life, 
and (3) citizen preparation for a global age should 
recognize that all members of the public are linked 
together in a potential learning community. Part 
two presents a strategy for strengthening citizen 
competence. It includes increased use of com- 
munity resources by schools in order to internation- 
alize citizenship education programs, involvement 
of interested citizens in helping schools create new 
instructional programs, and helping community 
groups cope more effectively with international is- 
sues related to their own objectives. Part three de- 
scribes projects and activities initiated in Columbus, 
Ohio to enhance international and citizenship 
awareness. Included are the International Council 
of Mid-Ohio which serves as a clearinghouse for 
international information and a facilitator of inter- 
national activity, a coalition of international volun- 
teer agencies, and development of a local high 
school course and a national workshop on interna- 
tionalizing citizen education. (Author/AV) 
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Identifiers—* Australia 
This is the first part of a report of a large-scale 
national study of the induction of beginning teach- 
ers in Australia. The present research program was 
undertaken in the belief that this growing interest 
would be well-served by a better understanding of 
the nature of a person’s transition from student in a 
teachers’ college or university to teacher in a school 
and member of the teaching profession. To this end 
the research was designed to be both descriptive and 
analytic. There have been two distinct stages in the 
project, and the three chapters in this report relate 
to the first of these. The middle chapter is an an- 
notated bibliography of the literature on induction 
and professional socialization. Details, insights, and 
analyses based on a systematic investigation of be- 
ginning teachers and their principals will be set out 
in the report of Stage II of the project. (Authors/JD) 
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The framework presented in this paper uses an 
organizational perspective to describe and compare 
alternative approaches to teacher education. Alter- 
natives in teacher education such as competency- 
based teacher education, humanistic education, or 
programs typified by academic-oriented, liberal arts 
teacher education are discussed from the viewpoint 
of their basic assumptions on the learning and teach- 
ing processes. Two assumptions are presented to 
provide a two-dimensional framework for classify- 
ing and comparing alternative instructional appro- 
aches. The first is the perceived variability of 
students and the second the perceived nature of the 
instructional process. It is suggested that through 
the use of this framework the identification of an 
innovation through its underlying assumptions can 
provide insight into the consequences of that inno- 
vation. The point is made that a conceptual frame- 
work based upon organizational features can 
illuminate differences in alternative teacher educa- 
tion approaches. A primary implication of this paper 
is that as the profession comes to better understand 
the nature of schooling, the purpose of schools will 
become more specific and will require teachers with 
special expertise and experience. Greater attention 
will need to be devoted to linking the goals and 
purposes of a teacher education program with the 
types of public school organizations in which the 
teacher education graduates will teach. (JD) 
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Citations from 1964 to 1977 are included in this 
annotated bibliography on teaching internships. 
Topical headings are as follows: (1) teacher interns; 
(2) parallels to teacher interns; (3) student teaching 
and teacher education programs; (4) studies of be- 
ginning teachers; (5) inservice programs and train- 
ing programs for teachers; and (6) studies of 
effective teaching. The literature consists of journal 
articles and other published documents. (DS) 
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Data are presented on four important aspects of 
the St. Louis education system’s professional em- 
ployee situation: (1) the pattern of movement from 
one part of the metropolitan area to another; (2) the 
survival behavior among the area’s certified person- 
nel; (3) the shift of personnel towards positions in 
administration as opposed to teaching; and (4) the 
side effects of these changes in salary payments in 
the system. The report concludes with a section on 
the effects of these four aspects on the school sys- 
tems of large urban areas. (Author) 
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Identifiers—*Teacher Corps 
The primary purpose of this conference was to 

update members of the Teacher Corps on current 

issues in education as they relate to the Teacher 

Corps. Speeches delivered by individuals from fed- 

eral, state, regional, and local levels of the Corps are 

printed in their entirety. (JD) 
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Identifiers—*Teacher Corps 
The primary concern of this conference was the 

seeming discrepancy between role groups and func- 

tions within and across Teacher Corps projects and 
the importance of local team members working 
together toward identified goals. Speeches were pre- 
sented on the following major topics: (1) collabora- 
tion and teaming; (2) preservice and inservice 


training designs; (3) developmental planning and 
institutional adoption of models; (4) evaluation, 
management, and demonstration; (5) community 
education; (6) multicultural education; and (7) edu- 
cational leadership. (JD) 
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The dynamics of health education are encom- 

passed in understanding human behavior (its causes 

and consequences), and this book seeks to outline 
learning experiences that will correspond to specific 
behavioral objectives relating to health education. 

The systematic planning and instructional design 

center around 11 concepts: (1) Growth and deve- 

lopment influence and are influenced by the struc- 
ture and functioning of the individual; (2) Growing 
and developing follow a predictable sequence yet 
are unique for each individual; (3) Protection and 
promotion of health are individual, community, and

and psychological climate in the classroom. A code 
sheet of symbols for the use of the observer in 
checking facial expressions, eye movements, head 
movements indicating approva! or disapproval, 
avoidance behavior, mannerisms, gestures, and non- 
verbal control movements is included in this docu- 
ment with instructions on its use. The instrument is 
designed primarily for the use of the teacher in eva- 
luating his or her behavior patterns. (JD) 
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Approaches to organizational change are exam- 
ined, and the means for overcoming resistance to 
change are suggested. Seven models of change com- 
monly used are identified as: (1) decree; (2) replace- 
ment of personnel; (3) structural reorganization; (4) 
group agreement; (5) data discussion; (6) group 
problem solving; and (7) T group. The sixth change 
model (group problem solving) examined in detail 
as the one model that minimized individual istanre- 
sistance to change and puts the power to direct and 
control the change in the hands of the people who 
are expected to change. While the desired outcome 
is determined by those in authority, the participants 
are actively involved in bringing about change with 
this method of decision making. The involvement of 
each person in diagnosis of the problem, generation 
of alternative solutions, and selection of a solution 
are essential ingredients of the model and simul- 
taneously reduce personal resistance. (JD) 
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Basic issues about teacher centers are defined and

Re- 
sults indicate that learners can be given some dici- 
sion making responsibility within the physical 
education learning environment and, at the same 
time, maintain an adequate level of achievement.

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It is a necessity that physical education programs 
and curriculum respond to changes in society, and 
a further necessity that visible and innovative pro- 
grams be developed which may be used as models 
by various schools for purposes of emulation, 
modification, and evaluation.

contrast to assimilation, the changes in structure 
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caused by accomodation are only partially reversi- 
ble. The experiment was a multidimensional scaling 
procedure repeated three times to reproduce walk- 
ing distances between buildings on a familiar college 
campus. The second time, the students in the as- 
similation condition estimated distances between 
additional buildings, whereas the students in the ac- 
commodation condition were asked to estimate dis- 
tances as though an imaginary barrier blocked the 
middle of the campus. The third time, the students 
were asked to reproduce their original estimates. 
The results showed that the accommodation condi- 
tion had a statistically significant effect on the judg- 
ments made on the third trial, thus supporting the 
hypothesis that accommodation produces changes 
in cognitive structures that are not fully reversible.

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People sometimes forget a name or a word, and 
are plagued by the feeling that the sought-for word 
is somewhere in memory but not immediately avail- 
able. The frequent description of this tip-of-the- 
tongue (TOT) phenomenon as_ subthreshold 
memory traces is challenged by data showing that 
TOT genesis and TOT recovery are distinct pro- 
cesses. In a verbal association learning experiment. 
one group of undergraduates studied word pairs by 
elaborating two words into a story or image, while 
a second group studied word pairs by frequent rapid 
repetition. The elaborate encoding strategy led to 
more intense feeling-of-knowing responses for those 
items that were not immediately recalled during the 
retrieval session. While encoding strategy is a strong 
predictor of TOT responses in paired-associate for- 
getting as compared to several estimates of response 
strength, neither factor influences the order in 
which hints cue retrieval. It is concluded that TOT’s 
represent a failure of decoding processes in me- 
diated retrieval. (Author/CTM) 
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It sometimes happens that one is unable to recall 
a word or name that he feels he knows very well. 
This state of frustrated recall is referred to as a tip- 
of-the-tongue (TOT) experience. Two experiments 
were devised to compare the ability of a weak trace 
and a decoding-failure model to predict the condi- 
tions under which TOT reports would be most 
likely. A weak trace model asserts that TOTs will be 
more frequent when there is partial retrieval of the 
forgotten information or when easy items and good 
recallers are tested. A decoding failure model pre- 
dicts instead that the TOT state represents the ac- 
cessing of an undecodable retrieval plan and is more 
likely to occur for materials encoded by elaboration 
strategies than by rehearsal strategies. Analysis of 
feeling-of-knowing ratings and recall performance 
for elements in word matrices and for paired associ- 
ates revealed that TOTs are more likely to be re- 
ported for elaboratively encoded stimuli and that 
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this effect cannot be attributed to the increase in 
trace strength typically afforded by mnemonic 
strategies. These data suggest that it is the failure to 
decode an elaborated retrieval plan that generates 
the TOT experience. (Author) 
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This paper presents evidence bearing on the pre- 

dictive validity of the College Board (CEEB) 
Achievement Average-defined as the arithmetic 
mean of all Achievement Test scores included on a 
candidate’s CEEB Admissions Testing Program 
score report and now routinely reported to colleges- 
for women students in several liberal arts colleges. 
The findings reviewed are consistent with those re- 
ported earlier by Schrader that the CEEB Achieve- 
ment Tests contributed modestly to improvement of 
predictive effectiveness over that provided by the 
Scholastic Aptitude Test (SAT) and the high school 
record. In the studies reviewed, there was a tend- 
ency for the SAT scores (particularly the SAT- 
Mathematics score) to operate, in effect, as 
suppressor variables when included in a battery with 
the CEEB Achievement Average. It would appear 
not only that the CEEB Achievement Average 
tends to be a more valid predictor of college grades 
than the SAT in the settings studied, but also that 
this composite contains all the SAT-type informa- 
tion that is useful for such prediction-i.e., that the 
SAT scores become redundant after taking into ac- 
count information provided by the CEEB Achieve- 
ment Average, with its substantial SAT-type 
components. Questions are raised regarding the ex- 
tent to which candidate freedom of choice in test 
selection is a factor which contributes to the predic- 
tive effectiveness of the CEEB Achievement Aver- 
age.

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Seven liberal arts colleges participated in explora- 
tory studies designed to determine the predictive 
value vis-a-vis freshman grades of scores from a 
208-item, self-report inventory, the Personal Values 
Inventory (PVI). The PVI was developed to yield 
scores relatively independent of traditional meas- 
ures of scholastic aptitude but at the same time 
related to academic performance in schools and col- 
leges. Scores from several PVI scales, particularly 
that labelled Persistence, were moderately cor- 
related with Freshman Average Grade in every col- 
lege. The PVI scale-scores studied were relatively 
independent of Scholastic Aptitude Test (SAT) 
scores. Predictions of Freshman Average Grade 
based on a battery which included PVI scale-scores 
along with four academic predictors (SAT-Verbal, 
SAT-Mathematics, class rank, and the average of 
College Board Achievement scores) were more 
closely related to Freshman Grades than predic- 
tions based only on the four academic predictors.

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This pamphlet describes the exciting potential of 
item banking-a new approach to testing which com- 
bines both comparability of scores with flexibility of 
test format. Item banks are collections of items 
where the characteristics of each item is known and 
these characteristics can be summated to described 
a test made from such items.

Guided Instruction (IGE). PETC-I is an instruc- 

tional system which can be used for trainers in exist- 

ing agencies who wish to adopt this system for their 
inservice efforts; that is, disseminate the training to 
their clients. The evaluation study reported here 
had two main objectives-first to judge the feasibility 
of the strategy based upon its initial implementa- 
tion; and secondly, to understand the factors in- 
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fluencing the feasibility of this strategy. The first 
objective addressed three main questions—Can the 
approach be generalized to other networks? What 
are the major needs, problems and opportunities in 
collaborative efforts such as these? How has the 
disseminction spread beyond workshop participants 
to network clients and schools? Answers were col- 
lected by: (1) review of written documentation; (2) 
interviews with workshop trainers and developers;

The Peterson-Yaakobi Q-Sorts (PYQS) were 
developed to provide a simple, effective, easily 
scored self-concept test which is role specific, is an 
alternative to paper-pencil inventories or question- 
naires, and does not require external inference or 
norms.

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The Sex Stereotype Measure (SSM II) measures 
children’s knowledge of adult-defined, conven- 
tional, sex-trait stereotypes while the Sex Attitude 
Measure (SAM) measures children’s attitudes or 
evaluative bias toward male and female persons, in- 
dependent of their stereotype knowledge. Both 
procedures employ two or three sentence stories 
and human figure silhouettes, and may be individu- 
ally administered to younger children and group 
administered to older ones. Both yield separate 
male and female scores as well as a composite 
stereotype score. The SSM II stories are designed to 
represent traits which adults define as descriptive of 
the male and female stereotypes. The procedure is 
composed of 32 stories created to represent the ad- 
jectives, or groups of adjectives from the Adjective 
Check List which college students identified as 
more descriptive of either males or females. The 
SAM stories employ positive and negative evalua- 
tive adjectives which were originally derived from 
the evaluation dimension of the semantic differen- 
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tial and have been shown to be effective in measur- 
ing children’s attitudes. The 24 SAM adjectives are 
derived from the Preschool Racial Attitude Meas- 
ure II and the Color Meaning Test II. This manual 
contains directions for ordering, administering, and 
scoring both tests, and normative data. The SSM 
and SAM stories are included, along with a bibliog- 
raphy on their development and use. (CP) 
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This is a report on the data collection activities of 
the National Longitudinal Study of the High School 
Class of 1972(NLS). This phase of the operation 
involved the first follow-up contact with the 22,654 
seniors selected for participation in this study. The 
fieldwork for the first follow-up was scheduled be- 
tween July 1973 and January 1974; it included the 
mailout of a newsletter to all members of the sam- 
ple, tracing activities for those individuals whose 
newsletters were returned by the post office as un- 
deliverable, questionnaire mailouts, postcard, and 
mailgram and telephone follow-up contacts with 
non-respondents. Another study was conducted 
with a sub-set of the sample members in order to 
compare the effect of air mail and certified mail 
questionnaires, postcards, mailgrams, and tele- 
phone calls on the response rate. Activities cur- 
rently underway include editing and coding of all 
returned questionnaires.

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This document supports the survey questionnaire 
to be administered to a sample of over 22,000 young 
adults in the second follow-up of the National Lon- 
gitudinal Study of the High School Class of 1972. 
Data collection activities were scheduled to start in 
October 1974 and be completed by March 1975.

Analysis of the 
field test data focused on four major concerns: (1) 
instrument response; (2) item response; (3) skip pat- 
tern errors; and (4) composite measure analysis. The 
questionnaires used for the field test and for the 
second follow-up, and various correspondence are 
also included.

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Identifiers—Item Discrimination (Tests) 

The feasibility of generating multiple-choice test 
questions by transforming sentences from prose in- 
structional materials was examined. A computer- 
based algorithm was used to analyze prose subject 
matter and to identify high-information words. 
Sentences containing selected words were then 
transformed into multiple-choice items by four writ- 
ers who generated foils or question alternatives in- 
formally and by an algorithmic method. Items were 
organized into tests and administered to college stu- 
dents before and after they had studied instructional 
materials. Results indicated that this item-writing 
technique was feasible, and that algorithmic meth- 
ods of generating foils produce items of reasonably 
good quality.

A strategy is proposed for dealing with educa- 
tional research problems, using as an example a 
study based on data that had already been collected 
and using that data to discover how differences in 
school characteristics may result in differences in 
their students.

dictionary, encyclopedia. and card catalog. There is 
no relationship between skill mastery and grade 
level, but most skills should have been introduced 
by grade 5. Mastery is defined as errorless perfor- 
mance; therefore N-ABELS differs from standard- 
ized achievement tests since the latter are norm 
referenced to scores of other students at the same 
grade or age. Although N-ABELS is a marked de- 
parture from most school testing programs, it is 
easily understood by the public. An accountability 
base is thereby established. The administrative 
manual identifies the criteria for the selection of 
N-ABELS skills and the assumptions underlying 
the battery. General directions for administering in- 
cluding ordering, preparing students and parents. 
determining mastery, and modifying for special stu- 
dents or local needs. Each skill section has its own 
directions for administering and determining mas- 
tery, sample exercises. and answer key. Concluding 
the manual is the 2,000-word N-ABELS Vocabu- 
lary, a consolidation of six standard vocabulary lists. 
The N-ABELS Vocabulary forms the basis of the 
reading, writing, and spelling exercises. A grade 
level list shows the level at which the words are first 
introduced in elementary school textbooks.

The concepts of cognitive development and objec- 
tivity are explored preparatory to a discussion of a 
suitable theory of development to be used as the 
foundation for developmentally-based standardized 
tests. It is hypothesized that Piagetian theory is the 
most appropriate basis for such tests and two possi- 
ble approaches for constructing Piagetian-based 
standardized instruments are presented. It is con- 
cluded that since the logical operations approach 
eliminates two of the three disadvantages of the 
content conversion approach, it is a more viable 
means of attacking the problem. A discussion of 
item construction, scoring and interpretation, vali- 
dation, and the effects of the use of a Piagetian- 
based standardized test follow. Examples are given 
of items in which it is possible to analyze error pat- 
terns in order to observe qualitative developmental 
changes. Emphasis is on the change from concrete 
to formal operations. Items are derived from Pia- 
get’s work by using his scheme of logical operations 
rather than merely converting the content to a test 
format. The validity of scores is checked through 
evaluation of the child’s explanation of his re- 
sponses, the most mature responses exhibiting sta- 
ble and generalized concept formation. Implications 
for teacher education and curriculum planning are 
suggested. (Author/CTM) 
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*Pscyhological Differentiation 
This is the third supplement to the bibliography 
on field dependence-independence and psychologi- 
cal differentiation. The original bibliography was 
published in 1973, the first supplement in 1974, and 
the second supplement in 1976. Listed in the pre- 
sent bibliography are reports which appeared be- 
tween September 15, 1976 and July 1, 1978. Also 
listed are reports that appeared earlier but which 
had not been included in the three previous biblio- 
graphies. Criteria for including articles are given in 
the introduction to the original bibliography. Refer- 
ences in the present bibliography are listed al- 
phabetically: they are numbered consecutively, 
starting where the second supplement left off. With 
each reference which reports an empirical study 
there are descriptors of the subject population and 
of the test of field dependence-independence and 
psychological differentiation used in the study. An 
explanation of each is given in the introduction to 
the original bibliography. The index follows the bib- 
liography. The classificatory scheme used in com- 
posing the index is also explained in the 
introduction to the original bibliography. A section, 
“Unindexed References,” which follows the index, 
lists reports which were not yet available for index- 
ing. (Author/CTM) 
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Identifiers—Meta Evaluation 
It appears that relatively little thought has been 
given to the methods for reviewing, synthesizing, 
and reporting the results of a set of empirical studies 
on a given substantive topic. The question is raised 
as to whether the studies that have been reviewed 
constitute a population or a sample, and if a sample, 
whether they are representative or biased or random 
so that inferences can be tested with confidence. 
The purposes of this study were to: describe the 
various methods used for specified aspects of re- 
views and syntheses, determine the frequency of the 
alternative methods, critically evaluate the 
strengths and weaknesses of these methods, and 
suggest ways in which more powerful and valid re- 
views and syntheses can be done. The primary 
source of data was a content analysis of a random 
sample of reviews and of a sample of allegedly ex- 
emplary reviews. The author concludes that al- 
though such reviews are important to science and 
social policy-making, many integrative reviews are 
done less rigorously than is currently possible. This 
paper and the recent work of Gene Glass suggest 
several ideas for improving the prevailing methods 
for reviews. (Author/CTM) 
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Identifiers—Guilford (J P) 

The organization of nine selected cognitive abili- 
ties from Guilford’s structure-of-intellect model (SI) 
was explored in a sample of Spanish-English bilin- 
gual students. One hundred and ninety-four seventh 
and eighth graders were assigned to take a battery 
of nine cognitive ability tests in Spanish or English. 
The nine tests measured convergent production of 
semantic material, convergent production of figural 
material and divergent production of semantic 
material. Separate factor analyses for each language 
version resulted in two different factor structures. 
The factor structure based on the English test bat- 
tery yielded a verbal-ability factor, a spatial-ability 
factor, and a relational-ability factor. The Spanish 
test battery resulted in a convergent-verbal-spatial 
ability factor, a divergent-semantic ability factor, 
and a sequential-reasoning ability factor. Results in- 
dicated that the cognitive abilities of bilingual chil- 
dren are multidimensional in structure; that the 
organization of these abilities is different from that 
hypothesized by Guilford’s model; and that this or- 
ganization is different when the student is tested in 
Spanish versus English. Recommendations are 
made for teachers, researchers, and test authors in- 
volved in bilingual education. (Author/JAC) 
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Pre-selection criteria were developed to obtain a 
profile of student nurses who would compute a com- 
munity college nursing program, and student nurses 
who would leave the program prior to completion. 
The battery consisted of tests and questionnaires 
based upon cognitive, personality /attitude, voca- 
tional preference, and socioeconomic status do- 
mains. A student sample was randomly chosen from 
applicants obtaining acceptable scores on the Gen- 
eral Aptitude Test battery and the Nelson-Denny 
Reading Score test. These candidates were adminis- 
tered the George Washington University Nursing 
Test, the Strong-Campbell Interest Inventory, the 
Coopersmith Self-Esteem Inventory, the Cattell 16- 
PF Personality Test, a measure of attitudes towards 
the nursing profession and academic success, and a 
questionnaire covering demographic, community, 
and adult education background. Using 121 varia- 
bles and data from 1975 test scores and subsequent 
records of program completion, a simple correlation 
of each variable with student persistence /non-per- 
sistence was obtained. The correlations were used to 
select a subset of variables which were significantly 
correlated with the criterion variable. Discriminant 
analysis was found to be a valid way to obtain 
weights for a prediction equation, and its use is 
recommended for counselors and administrators in- 
volved in nursing school admissions. (Author/JAC) 
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Osgood, Suci, and Tannenbaum in their work with 

the semantic differential developed a technique 
with which data from an individual could be repre- 
sented by a three-dimensional model. The model is 
derived from distance scores based upon profile rat- 
ings of concepts such as mother or self, on subscales 
such as kind-cruel, weak-strong, etc. Osgood identi- 
fied three main dimensions for meaning (and mo- 
dels)-evaluation, potency, and activity-which are 
assumed to be orthogonal. The models are fascinat- 
ing and useful but involve a great deal of work. This 
paper describes procedures which yield a good ap- 
proximate model in 3-5 hours; less time is required 
with experience. Further, the approximate model 
can serve as the basis to build the exact model in less 
time than would have been possible otherwise. The 
improvements include computer cards which can be 
used for doing the ratings. FORTRAN computer 
programs, a special apparatus for use as a frame for 
building the model, directions, and a template for 
drawing the model in perspective. Several hundred 
undergraduate students have completed the models 
and a few clinical cases have been evaluated. Ap- 
pendices include administration instructions; sam- 
ple computer cards, programs, and outputs; and 
plans for building the model. (Author/CTM) 
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The 1977-1978 evaluation of the TATT- 





LETOOTH program included a dental screening of 
5,071 school children in 5 counties. A group of 905 
of these children were given, in addition, a post-test 
after receiving the dental education program. A 
control group of 672 were post-tested without hav- 
ing the program. Teachers were asked their opinions 
of the program, especially of the assistance of 
trained dental hygienists. Results of the screening 
suggest that dental problems are highly prevalent in 
this sample, and that a preventive program, concen- 
trating on proper cleaning, is needed. The experi- 
mental dental evaluation indicates that the 
TATTLETOOTH dental-educational program is ef- 
fective in improving cleaning effectiveness, and the 
teacher questionnaire responses support the in- 
volvement of dental hygienists as a valuable compo- 
nent of the program. The results suggest that more 
effort be made in the future to teach effective clean- 
ing of molars. Extensive data tables are appended. 
(Author/CTM) 
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The evaluation model for mastery testing as 
proposed by Emrick (1971) represents an empirical 
approach to determining the most appropriate mas- 
tery criterion score that should be established in 
those testing situations which entail decision mak- 
ing relative to the continued progression or possible 
recycling of students in a given learning sequence. 
It is suggested in Emrick’s model that practitioners 
and researchers alike are no longer limited to intui- 
tive appeal or field-related precedents as a basis for 
establishing appropriate mastery score standards. 
Though not explicitly stated by Emrick, his model 
can be algebraically rewritten and its facility logi- 
cally extended to accommodate those situations in 
which an ex post facto investigation is desired so as 
to determine the relative cost of decision errors as- 
sociated with a previously administered mastery 
test which specified a given criterion score. (Au- 
thor) 
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This report examines how selection fairness is in- 

fluenced by the characteristics of a selection instru- 

ment in terms of its distribution of item difficulties, 
level of item discrimination, degree of item bias, and 
testing strategy. Computer simulation was used in 
the administration of either a conventional or Baye- 
sian adaptive ability test to a hypothetical target 
population consisting of a minority and majority 
subgroup. Fairness was evaluated by three indices 
which reflect the degree of differential validity, er- 
rors in prediction (Cleary’s model), and proportion 
of applicants exceeding a selection cutoff (Thorn- 


dike’s model). Major findings are: (1) when used in 
conjunction with either the Bayesian or conven- 
tional test, differential prediction increased fairness 
and facilitated the interpretation of the fairness in- 
dices; (2) the Bayesian adaptive tests were consist- 
ently fairer than the conventional tests for all item 
pools above the alpha=.7 discrimination level for 
tests of more than 30 items; (3) the differential pre- 
diction version of the Bayesian adaptive test pro- 
duced almost perfectly fair performance on all 
fairness indices at high discrimination levels; and (4) 
the placement of subgroup prior distribution in the 
Bayesian adaptive testing procedure can affect test 
fairness. (Author/CTM) 
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This study investigated the value of the Advanced 

Placement English course in New York State se- 

condary schools, the college performances of for- 

mer Advanced Placement and Non-Advanced 

Placement English participants, the best predictor 

of accelerants’ performances in the first college 

English course, and which predictors, when com- 

bined, stabilized the prediction. Data were collected 

from questionnaires mailed to 100 teachers of Ad- 
vanced Placement English, 45 registrars and admis- 
sions officers, and 580 participants of Advanced 

Placement and Non-Advanced Placement English. 

The statistical techniques included the analysis of 

variance, multiple correlations, regression analysis, 

and the Chi-square test. The majority of the Ad- 
vanced Placement students, after taking the Ad- 

vanced Placement English course, received a 

competent Advanced Placement English Examina- 

tion score, and received more A’s and B’s in the first 
college English course than those with lower scores. 

Advanced Placement English participants received 

higher grades in their first college English course 

than did Non-participants of comparable ability. 

The author concludes that the Preliminary and 

Scholastic Aptitude Test verbal scores were good 

indicators of placement, but not the best predictors 

of an accelerant’s success in the first English course. 

(Author/JAC) 
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This document is a compendium of evaluations of 
27 federally funded vocational education programs 
in the school district of Philadelphia, Pennsylvania 
as of the end of the fiscal year, June 30, 1978. Six 
projects which were scheduled but not implemented 
are briefly described. Twenty-four of the imple- 
mented projects were concerned directly with class- 
room or shop instruction, including three concerned 
with instruction of out-of-school youth and adults. 
Five projects were designed to serve the career 
needs of trainable and educable mentally hand- 
icapped students, socially handicapped, and the 
emotionally disturbed. Several projects emphasized 
individualized programs. Several projects were able 
to provide students with direct hands-on experi- 
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ences. Some administrative problems associated 
with project implementation are mentioned. (Au- 
thor/CTM) 
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The precision and efficiency of a cognitive test 

constructed by three different methods of item anal- 
ysis was compared, using the verbal aptitude subtest 
of the Florida Twelfth Grade Test. Classical item 
analysis, factor analysis and the Rasch logistic 
model were used in the construction of 15 and 30 
item subtests and replicated for samples of 250, 500, 
and 995 high school seniors. The study was de- 
signed in three phases: (1) item selection: (2) double 
cross-validation of the selected items: and (3) statis- 
tical analyses of the test and item characteristics. 
The results of the analysis showed that there were 
no apparent differences in the types of tests pro- 
duced by the three methods of item analysis with 
regard to the precision of measurement. However, 
in terms of test efficiency, the results indicated sub- 
stantive differences in the tests produced by the 
three methods of item analysis for students with 
varying ability levels. (Author/CTM) 
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ton Public Schools Alberta 
A partial immersion bilingual (English-Ukrainian) 
program which included Grades 1 to 3 was exam- 
ined to determine: (1) the program students’ 
achievement in mathematics, English and Ijrainian: 
(2) the attitudes of parents and program personnel 
toward the program: (3) the program students’ level 
of cognitive development: and (4) reasons students 
left the program. Six tests of cognitive and linguistic 
development were individually administered to 12 
children in regular classes, 12 fluently bilingual pro- 
gram children and 12 nonfluent program children in 
grades | and 3. The performance of the nonfluent 
bilingual program first and third grade children was 
similar to that of the regular students on five of the 
tasks. On the sixth. the Semantic-Phonetic Prefer- 
ence test. the first grade nonfluent bilingual children 
made fewer semantic choices. The fluently bilingual 
children in both grades | and 3 were better able to 
analyze ambiguities in sentence structure than ei- 
ther the nonfluent bilinguals or the regular students. 
On the other five tasks. there was no significant 
difference between the fluent bilinguals and the 
other two groups. In general. the majority of the 
teachers and administrators thought the program 
objectives were appropriate. considered the pro- 
gram a success, and wished to see it continue. Par- 
ent attitudes were also positive. (Author/JAC) 
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At one time the major problems faced by an 
evaluator involved the best way to collect, analyze, 
and report data. Today, an evaluator’s major prob- 
lems concern responses to the evaluation report by 
school superintendents, principals, teachers, unions, 
and parents’ groups. An unwillingness to publicize 
the evaluation results; the failure to consider evalua- 
tion results when making program decisions; the 
suppression of evaluation data if it adversely affects 
patronage possibilities; the demand for gross over- 
simplification in reporting evaluation results; an ina- 
bility or reticence to create new programs, or to 
alter old ones based upon evaluative data; and the 
lack of communication between evaluators and field 
personnel are discussed as problems resulting from 
the political forces which influence evaluation. The 
role of laymen, supervisory personnel, project 
managers, classroom teachers, unions, the media, 
and parents in the politics of evaluation is outlined. 
Politically motivated critics of evaluation ignore the 
mandated necessity of assessment, and sometimes 
expect that evaluation agencies will be able to pro- 
vide immediate data upon request. The author 
maintains that these political factors result in a lack 
of funding and facilities necessary in the work of a 
competent evaluator. (JAC) 
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The Instructional Strategy Diagnostic Profile 

(ISDP) was designed to enable instructional deve- 
lopers and evaluators to predict the effectiveness of, 
and prescribe improvements for existing instruc- 
tional materials. Experimental studies were con- 
ducted in introductory college statistics and physics 
classes to validate the ISDP and its accompanying 
design prescriptions. Two methodologies were used: 
(1) existing instructional materials were modified, 
based on a selected prescription resulting from 
ISDP analysis of those materials, and two or more 
versions of the materials were compared; and (2) a 
weak unit of an existing course was identified and 
modified via several prescriptions resulting from an 
ISDP analysis. Test performance, affect, confi- 
dence, and time were compared for students using 
the revised materials and students using the original 
materials. When used to revise existing materials, 
the ISDP prescriptions produced significant differ- 
ences only in the second study. Failure to obtain 
predicted results may have been due to confounding 
factors in the experimental situations. Other studies 
have demonstrated that existing materials revised 
according to ISDP prescriptions can significantly 
improve student performance, especially if the in- 
teraction with the materials can be controlled and 
the tests can be revised to more adequately measure 
concept classification and rule-using behavior. (Au- 
thor/JAC) 
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To prepare for the national norming of El Circo 
(the Spanish-ianguage equivalent of the Circus As- 
sessment Battery) three research questions were 
posed. First, will the presentation of test instruc- 
tions in both English and Spanish significantly in- 
crease achievement? Second, what level of language 
competency is necessary for valid use of the various 
tests on nonlanguage skills in the El Circo battery? 
Third, how can this competency be assessed? Three 
El Circo tests, representing low, intermediate, and 
high requirements for understanding test instruc- 
tions and responding appropriately were given to 
154 Spanish speaking or Spanish surnamed pre- 
schoolers. Results indicated both languages should 
not be used for test instructions because there was 
no significant difference in achievement between 
groups assigned to this treatment and groups receiv- 
ing instruction in the dominant language alone. The 
influence of language competency increased with 
the quantity of verbal instructions for the test. Pre- 
screening to identify children with insufficient 
Spanish to benefit from El Circo was recommended. 
The Bilingual Syntax Measure and the El Circo 
Language Check were validated in this study for 
prescreening. Although parent and teacher assess- 
ments were also considered, neither added much to 
the accuracy of the screening. (CP) 
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These quarterly bulletins provide brief annota- 

tions of tests recently acquired by the Educational 
Testing Service Test Collection. The tests are 
grouped into four categories: (1) achievement; (2) 
aptitude; (3) personality, interest, attitudes, and 
opinions; (4) miscellaneous and sensory-motor. En- 
tries of particular interest to those working with 
children from birth to age nine are designated. Ad- 
ditional information includes a listing of upcoming 
conventions and conferences, test reviews, new 
publisher listings, new references, notes, and ad- 
dresses of organizations and publishers mentioned 
in these bulletins. A complete index to volume 12 is 
included. (JAC) 
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By providing access to samples of forms and other 

evaluation/management documentation, this com- 

pendium provides a working tool so that state pro- 
jects can share methodologies for gathering data 
and applying it for both summative and formative 
evaluation purposes. This compendium may also 
serve to indicate procedural gaps in some projects, 
or to assist in starting new projects. It is arranged in 
five sections, as follows: (1) request forms (inquiry 
records, negotiation forms, and information re- 
quests); (2) feedback (satisfaction) forms; (3) linker 

(field agent) documentation forms; (4) impact or 

utilization forms; and (5) miscellaneous other docu- 

mentation forms. Each section begins with a brief 
analytic overview of the class of materials which is 


followed by the actual forms and questionnaires 
which are arranged alphabetically by state. (Au- 
thor/CTM) 
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The School for All Ages project was designed to 
increase contacts between members of different age 
groups so that the learning of basic life skills and 
standard academic content can be promoted 
through mutual teaching and learning; and to create 
a cooperative atmosphere in which students func- 
tion better in groups, help others in the learning 
situation, and operate dependently, independently 
or competitively where appropriate. The intended 
mode of operation was fully implemented. Student 
grouping provided a variety of cross-age learning 
experiences. Teachers implemented curricula and 
techniques to promote cross-age interactions and 
cooperation. Adult students became part of the 
regular program and the first group of Life Career 
Change classroom aides completed their project ex- 
periences. The project was successful in: (1) creating 
individualized curricular plans for adult students; 
(2) encouraging teacher assistants to pursue career 
changes; (3) encouraging community involvement; 
(4) developing an understanding of cross-age learn- 
ing; (5) providing balanced classroom organization 
with respect to cooperative, competitive, and in- 
dividualistic learning; and (6) providing a variety of 
experiences in which students interact with adults 
and students of different ages and sex. The project 
was partially successful in improving standardized 
reading achievement scores, but was not successful 
in increasing reading achievement levels or second- 
ary level students. (Author/JAC) 
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Detailed item analysis results for a form of the 
Scholastic Aptitude Test were examined for evi- 
dence of sex differences in test speededness. The 
conclusions were: (1) there was no evidence of ap- 
preciable differences in rate-of-work on any section 
of the Scholastic Aptitude Test; (2) there was some 
evidence that low-scoring females on the math- 
ematical sections work at faster rates than would be 
anticipated by the data for males or higher-scoring 
females; and (3) there was some evidence that while 
the time limits were so generous as to reduce vari- 
ance in failure to complete, there may have been 
sizable differences in time to go back over the test; 
the score implications of this variance are seldom 
considered. The complexity of speed-power rela- 
tionships is such that sex differences could possibly 
exist in a number of ways not considered in this 
study. Omitting an item, for example, as opposed to 
not reaching it, is often held to have rate-of-work 
implications. (Author/JAC) 
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This paper briefly discusses the use of item sam- 

pling for student evaluation in a summative evalua- 

tion context. Its proposition is that item sampling is 

a means of achieving better and broader student 

evaluation because it leaves room for individualized 

evaluation. Item sampling can be implemented 

properly by associating it to the concept of item 

domain. It is suggested that a team of three or more 

experienced teachers perform item sampling, and 

that further research is needed. (Author/JAC) 
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Teaching 
It is evident that there is an existing need for a 
process-oriented assessment instrument which can 
be used to provide instructors with specific diagnos- 
tic feedback that can be utilized in the college class- 
room. The goal of the present study was to develop 
and validate a multidimensional student rating in- 
strument which would provide such information. 
The Formative Assessment of College Teaching 
(FACT) was developed around assumptions which 
differentiate it from traditional student rating in- 
struments. Eleven a priori scales formed the initial 
theoretical structure for the FACT. The field test 
version of the instrument contained 55 items which 
were rated on a five-point Likert-type scale. The 
FACT was completed by 777 undergraduate stu- 
dents enrolled in Introductory Psychology, who 
rated their graduate teaching assistant instructors. 
Data from the field test was cluster analyzed. Evi- 
dence confirming the existence of eight of the 
eleven a priori scales was found, and four response 
scales were also developed. The effects of response 
bias and of selected student background variables 
upon the 8 main scales of the revised, 24-item in- 
strument were explored. Assumptions inherent in 
the use of the FACT for instructional improvement 
were made. (Author/JAC)

The scientific implications and practical applica- 
tions of the Stein estimator approach for estimating 
true scores from observed scores are of potentially 
great importance. The conceptual complexity is not 
much greater than that required for more conven- 
tional regression models. The empirical Bayesian 
aspect allows the examiner to incorporate his/her 
own degree of prior information about selected ex- 
aminees. This approach allows for a more accurate 
estimation of true scores, with the corollary of using 
fewer test items to achieve those true score esti- 
mates. Efron and Morris make the point that there 
is little penalty for using the rules discussed here 


because they cannot give larger total mean squared 
error than the maximum likelihood estimate. This 
assurance may be a sufficient reason for more care- 
ful examination of the utility of the Stein estimator 
and its limited translation estimators as they apply 
to behavioral and social science research. A numeri- 
cal example is given of prediction of a season’s bat- 
ting averages on the basis of a sample of about 10 
percent of the times at bat. (Author/CTM) 
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In a 1977 review of the literature on test answer 
changing, Mueller and Wasser (EJ 163 236) cited 17 
studies and concluded that students changing an- 
swers on objective tests gain more points than they 
lost by so doing. Higher scoring students tend to 
gain more than do the lower scoring students. Six 
additional studies not reported in the Mueller and 
Wasser review have supported this conclusion; this 
paper reviews the findings from these additional stu- 
dies. Research synthesized in both reviews surveyed 
these topics: (1) student opinion about the value of 
changing answers; (2) methods of measuring answer 
changes; (3) percent of students changing answers 
and percent of answers changed; (4) ratio of gains to 
losses; (5) relation of changes to achievement and 
aptitude; (6) number of changed answers; (7) sex 
differences; and (8) item characteristics. Although 
cognitive style was investigated and non-college 
subjects were used, studies in the present update 
continue to replicate previous research. Further re- 
search is recommended. (Author/CP)

needed by an audit team to successfully audit pro- 
grams; (5) selection, training, certification and em- 

ployment of educational program auditors; (6) 

evaluation and the accomplishment audit: toward a 

unifying construct; (7) determination of appropriate 

evaluation design for projects; (8) validity, reliabil- 
ity, and margin of error of audit reports to verify 
educational evaluation reports; (9) adaption, deve- 
lopment, and adoption of program auditing into cur- 
rent and new areas and a prediction of its future; and 

(10) role of auditing and validation in the Michigan 

Accountability Model. In his synthesis, Desmond 

Cook observes that there is little question about the 

favorable reception of the audit concept, its pro- 

ceudres, techniques and training practices. Major 
problems however, remain unresolved. Is auditing 
technical assistance or should it be viewed as an 
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independent operation for attesting/ verification? If 
federal audits are no longer mandatory, should 
school districts accept audits on a voluntary basis? 
Several speakers cite the need for further research. 
(CP) 
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The author contends that there is a strong rela- 
tionship between a students’ scholastic success and 
self-image. Following a brief literature review, the 
Self-Anchoring Attitude Scale (SAAS), an inven- 
tory designed to assess attitude, is discussed. Each 
subject is asked to write down what they would say 
about students who like to learn, and what they 
would say about students who dislike to learn. After 
the students identify the two ends of the continuum, 
they are asked to mark, from 1 to 9, where they 
believe they are in reference to students who like to 
learn and students who dislike to learn. A teacher 
can use this information in assessing the students’ 
self image toward learning. A twenty-page list of 
references is included. (Author/JAC) 
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The Middle Years Alternative program (MYA) 
designed for seventh and eighth graders, stresses 
such objectives as ungraded classes, informal assess- 
ment, personal goal setting, and parent and student 
participation. This evaluation report examined pro- 
gress toward achieving MYA objectives, and tests 
two hypotheses implied in the literature: first, that 
only minimal differences in achievement exist be- 
tween students in alternative and traditional class- 
rooms and second, that classroom setting does make 
a difference in preferred learning style. The evalua- 
tion was designed to measure five variables: (1) aca- 
demic achievement; (2) student attitudes; (3) parent 
attitudes; (4) teacher/counselor attitudes; and (5) 
cognitive style. Measures of academic achievement 
were school attendance records and scores on the 
Michigan Educational Assessment Program 
(MEAP) and the California Achievement Test 
(CAT). Researchers, parents, and teachers par- 
ticipated in constructing an opinion survey to meas- 
ure their attitudes toward MYA. Other tests 
included the Group Embedded Figures Test, the 
Piers-Harris Children’s Self Concept Scale and 
three scales measuring attitudes toward learning 
processes, mathematics, and leanguage arts. There 
were no Statistical differences on the academic and 
cognitive style measures between the 81 MYA stu- 
dents and two control groups: non-MYA students at 
the same school and a district-wide sample. Opinion 
survey responses indicated that all groups were gen- 
erally enthusiastic about the program, but it was 
concluded that the MYA students did not neces- 
sarily have higher self concepts. (CP) 
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The logical and psychological bases for setting 

cutting scores for criterion-referenced tests are ex- 
amined; they are found to be intrinsically arbitrary 
and are often examples of misdirected precision and 
axiomatization. The term, criterion referenced, 
originally referred to a technique for making test 
scores meaningful by controlling the test develop- 
ment process. It has since been applied to a variety 
of mathematical techniques for setting cutting 
scores. However, because of the nature of tests and 
the nature of education, no process of quantification 
will alter the critical concern, the definition of mas- 
tery or of minimal competence, which remains ei- 
ther unanswered or vaguely approximate. Different 
methods of setting cutting scores may provide 
widely divergent solutions to a given problem. It is 
important to recognize that cutting scores are arbi- 
trary. However, no criticism is implied with respect 
to criterion reference or domain reference as tech- 
niques of test construction. (CTM) 
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Performance standards are useful tools when 

comparative evaluation or personal selection are not 
appropriate for decision making. The concept was 
developed in 1962 when Glaser introduced criterion 
referenced testing, to emphasize the importance of 
making test scores informative about learning pro- 
cesses rather than comparing them to other people’s 
scores. It was hoped that criterion referenced test- 
ing, with performance standards, would provide a 
simple, inexpensive decision making tool. There are 
three methods of setting performance standards that 
might allow us to relate tests to learning procedures: 
standards based on theories, on expert consensus, 
and on minimum competencies. Learning hierar- 
chies and other theories are too simplistic; expert 
standard setters lack the political thrust necessary to 
support decisive action. The minimum competency 
concept of performance standards is inadequate be- 
cause no single skill, whether a prerequisiste for 
learning or for daily existence, is so essential that it 
can be defined as necessary for survival. No perfor- 
mance standard technology exists or is likely to ap- 
pear, despite the growing amount of legislation 
depending on such a technology. Educational tech- 
nologists should search for other methods to help 
decision makers and inform the lay public. Criterion 
referenced testing has not satisfied accountability 
needs; partly because performance standards are so 
arbitrary. (CP)

A checklist with five major categories is presented 

and discussed for its use in planning and carrying 

out an assessment program. Three other outlines are 
briefly presented for comparison: Stufflebeam’s 

Meta-Evaluation Criteria; Scriven’s Checklist for 

Evaluating Products, Producers, and Proposals; and 

Stake’s Table of Contents for a Final Evaluation 

Report. Preparatory activities for assessment in- 

clude staffing the evaluation team, defining the pur- 

pose, and identifying appropriate strategies for data 
collection. The first category of the checklist, goals 
and purposes, includes a number of different kinds 
of goals as well as criteria for judging goals. The 
technical aspects category includes several items 
about tests and also includes sampling, test adminis- 
tration, and reporting. There are subtopics under the 
heading of management such as planning and per- 
sonnel. The category dealing with intended and 
unintended effects has two headings: people and 
groups who may be affected, and kinds of effects. 

The final category deals with dollar costs, costs in 

time, and possible negative effects of the assessment 

program. Finally, it is suggested that the results 
should be synthesized and contrasted with plausible 
alternatives. (CTM) 
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The Michigan accountability system, based on 

statewide objectives-referenced testing at two grade 

levels generated considerable controversy, includ- 
ing this response to criticisms of an evaluation of the 
program by a panel of three persons. The contract 
under which the evaluation was performed is quoted 
to show that the authors of the report were in- 
dependent and not biased against the practice of 
accountability systems. The findings of the report 
are summarized, including the judgments that Mi- 
chigan’s six-step model was endorsed, but that the 
promise of the model had not been fuifilled. It 
judged that goals were unclear and somewhat 
redundant; that untenable claims had been made 
concerning the development of objectives; that the 
objectives should not be published in book form; 
that the scheme for tying state funding to test score 
results was potentially harmful; and that little had 
been done regarding two steps of the program- 
development of local evaluation systems and influ- 
ence on state and local decision making. Criticisms 
are made of the state’s response to the evaluation 
reports and to other criticisms. It is concluded that 
professional educators should participate in the ac- 
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The author describes the Content, Input, Process, 

and Product (CIPP) evaluation model as it was im- 
plemented in the Saginaw Public Schools in Michi- 
gan. As school superintendent in Saginaw, he 
describes how the CIPP model provided informa- 
tion to administrators for answering four basic ques- 
tions: (1) what should we do? (2) how should we do 
it? (3) are we doing it as planned? and (4) did the 
program work? The roles of context, input, process, 
and product evaluations, in planning, structuring, 
implementing, and recycling decisions are dis- 
cussed. In addition, the organization of Saginaw’s 
evaluation department is outlined in terms of man- 
dated evaluation, needs assessment, non-mandated 
evaluation, and proposal development activities. 
The author stresses the need for cooperation be- 
tween the administrator and evaluator, and holds 
that a system of rational educational management 
can be achieved through program evaluation. He 
concludes that evaluation is a promising tool to be 
used in improving educational practices, programs, 
and products. (JAC) 
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A responsive educational evaluation is oriented 

more to program activities than to program intents, 

and stresses learning about the needs of the evalua- 
tion’s audience, so that these value perspectives can 
be noted in reporting the successes and failures of 
the program. Most evaluation plans are more preor- 
dinate, emphasizing: (1) statements of goals; (2) ob- 
jective tests; (3) standards held by program 
personnel; and (4) research-type reports. Evalua- 
tions are expected to accomplish many different 
purposes, and each needs separate data. Responsive 

evaluation recognizes this fact; it emphasizes only a 

few prime questions. To structure these questions, 

observations conceptualized as intents, standards, 
judgments, and statements of rationale are gathered. 

A large portion of the evaluator’s time is spent ob- 

serving the program and talking with students, 

teachers, community leaders, and curriculum spe- 
cialists-selected according to the issues to be stud- 
ied and the audiences to be served. Instead of formal 
reports, the evaluator often describes the program 
with a brief script; longer portrayals might involve 





media and audience role-playing. Neither a strict 
preordinate design or a responsive design can be 
fixed upon an educational evaluation; rather, choice 
of design should be governed by how far the evalua- 
tor wishes to go beyond values and standards. A 
one-page chart summarizing nine approaches to 
evaluation is appended. (CP) 
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ANACONDA, a computer-based system for 
analysis of verbal content by data processing is pre- 
sented as a scientifically more satisfactory substitute 
for classical content analysis. This system was ap- 
plied to 40 behavioral science researchers who were 
interviewed regarding their channels of information 
for concept formation, problem discussion, research 
methodology, and documentation. Researchers’ 
statements were analyzed into a noun-verb noun 
relationship representing agent, action, and object. 
The treatment of the researchers’ verbal statements 
by ANACONDA involved an analysis and synthe- 
sis of both empirical statements and the relation- 
ships between them. These statements were then 
studied by a discriminant analysis. Finally, an at- 
tempt was made to demonstrate the validity of this 
methodological approach. (Author/CP) 
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A catalog of tests for limited English speaking 
students and an assessment of needs for new test 
development are presented. The most important 
priorities are improved communication between 
test developers and users, and funding to refine 
available tests. The most cost effective solution 
would be the revision, technical improvement, and 
translation of selected instruments. The catalog lists 
tests for students in grades K-6 whose first language 
is Chinese, French, Italian, Navajo, Portuguese, 
Spanish, or Tagalog. Within each language, tests are 
grouped as publicly available, or currently unavaila- 
ble. Available tests are rated acceptable or unac- 
ceptable for technical as well as cultural adequacy, 
and categorized as follows: (1) language dominance; 
(2) non-English language proficiency; (3) English 
language proficiency; (4) mathematics; (5) science; 
(6) social and ethnic studies; (7) multi-subject 
achievement; (8) attitude and self concept; (9) cog- 
nitive style; and (10) general ability and scholastic 
aptitude. Approximately 150 tests are rated, while 
132 are unavailable; about half of both lists concern 
Spanish tests. Crucial needs cited by the bilingual 
educators surveyed are summarized for each lan- 
guage; the need for an improved language test is 
mentioned frequently. The questionnaires, rating 
forms, a list of criteria used to evaluate the tests, and 
of participating reviewers are appended. (CP)

This paper is concerned with the question of 
whether and why individuals who know more about 
a particular knowledge domain acquire domain- 
related information more readily than individuals 
who know less about the domain.

The findings support the general framework 
and also emphasize the facilitative effect of concep- 
tual differentiation and of context in the high- 
knowledge individuals.

Research conducted at the Institute of General 
and Pedagogical Psychology of Moscow, and based 
on the premise that the development of thought 
processes is a direct product of the social environ- 
ment, is described. As a corollary to this premise, 
Piaget’s view that the development of the thinking 
process occurs in orderly fashion is questioned. Evi- 
dence provided by Soviet researchers purports to 
demonstrate that children are able to learn to think 
abstractly before learning to solve the same prob- 
lems in concrete fashion, when appropriate teaching 
methods are used. A mathematics training project in 
which children progress from abstract to concrete 
concepts is described. Children begin by learning 
the abstract concepts of measurement, greater than, 
less than, and equal to. These concepts are used to 
introduce basic algebraic concepts and the concrete 
numbering system. Children are instructed to de- 
scribe problem-solving situations using equations 
before they are able to apply numbers to the prob- 
lem or perform basic addition or subtraction pro- 
cesses. This study illustrates how children were able 
to produce basic formulas for problem-solving even 
before learning the specific procedure for counting.

Research involving split-brain patients has shown 
that the two hemispheres of the brain process infor- 
mation differently. The left side of the brain is more 
analytical, the right side is more holistic, taking in 
overall characteristics rather than specific detail. 
This reserach can be applied to the educational 
process in several ways. The concepts of learning 
and creativity can be enlarged to include right-brain 
thinking and mental abilities. Learning and 
creativity can be facilitated by using learning strate- 
gies that activate the lesser-used right side of the 
brain. These strategies include imagery, pictures, 
chunking, and analogies. Since evaluating only the 
verbal and analytical outcomes of learning may fail 
to reveal the full effects of instruction, brain lateral- 
ity considerations should have an impact on cur- 
riculum development, as well as the evaluation of 
instructional effectiveness and learner achievement.

Problems, Test Interpretation, Test Items 
Because criterion referenced measurement is a 
relatively new approach to testing, systematic 
guidelines for constructing criterion referenced tests 
(CRTs) have not yet been developed. A number of 
questions and issues face the test developer who 
wishes to provide a test that will be helpful in a 
particular decision-making situation. There are 
three basic steps in the generation of domain specifi- 
cations guiding CRT construction. First, decide 
what the test should measure. The instructional in- 
dependence of the test items refers to the items’ 
dependence on or relationship to the instructional 
curriculum content. The amount of content mea- 
sured by a domain may be conceptualized as forma- 
tive or summative evaluation. Secondly, determine 
the dimensions of the class of behaviors (or perform- 
ance) to be tested. Tasks and responses must be 
selected which indicate that the learner has demon- 
strated achievement or competence; this may be the 
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most difficult aspect of test construction. The role of 
items which measure transfer of training must also 
be determined. Finally, develop a set of item genera- 
tion guidelines. Items should be suitable for inclu- 
sion in an item bank. (GDC) 
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Identifiers—Comprehensive Tests of Basic Skills 
It is unsafe to estimate achievement test norms for 
fall testing by linear interpolation between norms 
for the previous spring testing and norms for the 
following spring. Second grade students were tested 
in reading and arithmetic in the fall and in the spring 
to provide pre-test and post-test data for evaluation 
of academic growth. Three procedures were used 
for computing standard scores for the fall testing. 
One procedure used linear interpolation without ad- 
justing for the month in which the fall testing was 
administered. A second procedure used linear inter- 
polation and also adjusted for the month of test 
administration. The third procedure estimated fall 
norms on the basis of growth curves given for first 
grade children on the same test. The use of linear 
interpolation resulted in greater apparent gains than 
were shown when the estimated fall norms were 
adjusted to match first grade growth patterns.

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Identifiers—Computer Assisted Testing 
Test items, all referencing the same instructional 
objective, are not equally difficult. This investiga- 
tion attempts to identify some of the determinants 
of item difficulty within the context of a first course 
in educational statistics. Computer generated varia- 
tions of items were used to provide the data. The 
results were used to investigate the relationship be- 
tween item difficulty and the following characteris- 
tics: item format, language, calculation 
requirements, areas under theoretical distributions, 
and other miscellaneous differences. In general, 
changes in item content had more effect than 
changes in format or linguistic structure, and more 
complex questions were more difficult than simpler 
questions. It was concluded that item difficulties 
can be made to fluctuate by changes in how ques- 
tions are asked, but that further study is clearly 
needed. (Author/CTM) 
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Theory, Item Discrimination (Tests) 

Four statistical methods for identifying biased test 
items were used with data from two ethnic groups 
{1,691 black and 1,794 white high school seniors). 
The data were responses to 150 items in five subt- 
ests including two traditional tests (reading and 
mathematics) and three nontraditional tests (picture 
number test of associative memory, letter groups- 
inductive reasoning, and mosaic comparisons-per- 
ceptual speed). The four statistical methods 
compared indices for the two groups with respect to: 
a normal transformation of percent passing, the 
point biserial item test correlation, chi square, and 
the area between item characteristic curves (ICC). 
The results for three of the methods were moder- 
ately positively correlated, but there was very little 
agreement between the item test correlation method 
and the other three. A random sample of 100 black 
students was matched with a sample of 100 white 
students on the basis of total test score, and item 
data were compared for percent passing in the two 
groups. Finally, a comparison was made of the indi- 
cations of bias in traditional tests and the indications 
of bias in the nontraditional tests. (CTM) 
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There is both less and more to mastery learning 
(ML) than meets the eye. Less because mastery 
learning is not based on a model of school learning, 
and more because it is the most optimistic statement 
we have about the power of education. The notions 
of setting achievement standards and letting time 
for completion vary, of using criterion referenced 
tests, of the motivational value of success, of in- 
dividualizing instruction according to student traits, 
and of formative evaluation and feedback are not 
unique to ML but what is unique to ML is the 
hypothesis that using these notions together can 
transform slow learners into faster learners. Recent 
state laws require mastery or minimum standards, 
but not that ML strategies be adopted. Questions 
should be answered about three aspects of ML: cost 
efficiency, equity, and externalities. ML will be cha- 
racterized by rising costs as the target mastery level 
is raised. Equity refers to fairness in the distribution 
of resources to students, since ML calls for alloca- 
tion of resources in roughly inverse proportion to 
prior achievement. An externality is a consequence 
of an action which affects others not party to the 
action. Marginal externalities should equal or ex- 
ceed the marignal cost of obtaining them. (Au- 
thor/CTM)

The application of latent trait theory to classroom 

tests necessitates the use of small sample sizes for 

parameter estimation. Computer generated data 
were used to assess the accuracy of estimation of the 
slope and location parameters in the two parameter 














logistic model with fixed abilities and varying small 
sample sizes. The maximum likelihood procedure 
for estimating the parameters was compared to a 
method in which the observed relative frequencies 
were smoothed using an isotonic regression method 
prior to applying the maximum likelihood proce- 
dure. The isotonic method was considered promis- 
ing because the smoothed relative frequencies yield 
more accurate estimates of the probability of cor- 
rectly answering a test item given a particular level 
of the ability than do the observed relative frequen- 
cies. The results were presented in terms of variance 
and mean squared error of estimating the parame- 
ters. The results indicated that the isotonic proce- 
dure provided more accurate estimates of the 
location parameter whereas the maximum likeli- 
hood procedure provided more accurate estimates 
of the slope parameter. Since the isotonic method 
did provide for more accurate estimation of the lo- 
cation parameter, it was concluded that the isotonic 
method warrants further attention. The implications 
of the results for use with classroom tests were also 
discussed. (Author/CTM) 
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The Chi-Square Test for Hierarchical Depend- 
ency (THD) is presented. The THD tests the 
hypothesis that all members of a population who 
possess a certain skill are a subset of the members 
who possess another skill. This hypothesis is basic to 
the writings of several prominent theorists, such as 
Gagne and Piaget. The THD is designed as an im- 
provement over existing tests of this hypothesis, 
e.g., the Test of Inclusion. The model, assumptions, 
formula derivations, and procedures for the THD 
are explained. An illustrative example of an applica- 
tion of the THD, involving two spatial skills, is prov- 
ided. (Author/CTM) 
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Identifiers—Student Reaction to Instruction 
Two forms of a teacher rating questionnaire, Stu- 
dent Reaction to Instruction, were administered to 
college students. The regular format used category 
scaling; the 631 responding students selected a 
number between one and five. Experimental “ratio 
production (multiply-divide)” evaluations were also 
completed by 26 subjects along with the regular 
form. The ratio production form required students 
to judge whether the particular dimension was more 
than, exactly the same as, or less than the specified 
standard (other teachers at this university). If ‘‘ex- 
actly the same as” was not an appropriate response, 
the students filled in a number to represent the per- 
ceived ratio (two times more effective, four times 
less effective). The multiply-divide scale produced 
ratios and eliminated some of the problems as- 
sociated with traditional category scaling: confusing 
interpretations and highly skewed distributions of 
means. The tendency to rate instruction high, rather 
than low, was apparent with both methods; 
however, with the multiply-divide scale, there was 
a greater tendency to rate an instructor “the same 
as” rather than “average”. Results were illustrated 
graphically, on semi-log scales. Respondents pre- 
ferred the more commonly used category scale form 
to this new method; further research was recom- 
mended.

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Anxiety, Test Anxiety Scale 
The effects of achievement-oriented and neutral 

instructions on the humor ratings of both testing 

and non-testing cartoons were assessed for high- 
and low test-anxious students. The effects of humor 
in reducing state anxiety were also evaluated. Fifty- 
two undergraduate students were selected on the 
basis of their Test Anxiety Scale scores. Both high- 
and low test-anxious students rated five testing and 
non-testing related cartoons for funniness under 
achievement-oriented or under neutral conditions. 
In the neutral condition, the high test-anxious stu- 
dents rated the cartoons as significantly higher in 
humor value than their low test-anxious counter- 
parts. In contrast, with achievement-oriented in- 
structions, high and low test-anxious students rated 
the cartoons as equally funny. These results gener- 
ally support an optimal arousal model of humor ap- 
preciation. Hypothesized relationships between 
cartoon theme, theme salience, and humor ap- 
preciation were not found. Results indicated that 
the incorporation of humor may have both positive 
or negative effects, depending on the test-anxiety 
proneness of the students and their momentary state 
of anxiety.

Factor analyses of two forms of the Graduate Re- 

cord Examinations (GRE) Aptitude Test were un- 

dertaken to better understand the abilities affecting 
test performance. Results suggest that three global 
abilities-two verbal and one quantitative-are con- 
sistently tapped by the GRE Aptitude Test. Other 
less prominent dimensions—some of which appear to 
be specific to test forms-revealed aspects of the test 
related to item type, speededness, and the content 
of reading passages. Factor extension analysis was 
used to estimate the loadings on these operational 
test factors of new items from eight experimental 
tests administered with the operational forms. Sta- 
tistical removal of the extended factors from the 
matrices of tetrachoric interitem correlations of the 
experimental tests and examination of residual rela- 
tionships and amount of variance explained sug- 
gested that the experimental tests are, in general, 
adequately explained by the factors in the opera- 
tional tests. There are, however, several dimensions 
in the experimental tests distinct from the factors 
underlying the operational forms. Recommenda- 
tions based upon these findings are made concern- 
ing subtest length, item arrangement, and passage 
content. The factor analysis method is relevant for 
supplementing more traditional item classification 
and analysis techniques, and for the planned re- 
structuring of the GRE Aptitude Test.

More specifically, the project at- 
tempted to define subgroups for which the GRE 
tests have varying degrees of validity, and to pro- 
vide biographical profiles of each subgroup as well 
as the optimal predictive equation for those sub- 
groups. The GRE-Advanced tests were consistently 
found to be the best predictors of Ph.D. attainment. 
However, the predictive accuracy of the GRE- 
Advanced test varied considerably across graduate 
fields and in one case within a graduate field.

A special course was designed to aid undergradu-

This is a report of a conference concerned with 
educating “‘less-able” 16-19 year old students within 
the British school system. These students vary from 
being physically handicapped, to educationally 
“sub-normal,” to simply lacking in vocational skills. 
Topics of papers presented include: defining disad- 
vantaged young people, describing academic and 
vocational resources available to them in the sys- 
tem, curriculum development, and counselling ser- 
vices. Two basic themes recur in most of the papers. 
First, the root of the problem of educating the “less 
able” is the emphasis the educational system places 
upon the high achiever.

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Failures of school officials in Jefferson County, 
Kentucky to desegregate their student bodies since 
1975 are cited in this report and substantiated with 
charts and tables. The resegregation, rather than 
desegregation, of elementary schools in 1977-78 is 
documented. It is shown that 12 elementary schools 
have never been in compliance with desegregation 
guidelines since the program’s inception; that al- 
though most of the 28 schools exempted from bus- 
ing in 1975 have maintained an adequate racial 
baiance, black enrollment at four of these schools 
has moved above court maximums; and that schools 
were generally more segregated in 1978 than they 
were in 1975. Practical recommendations are made 
to school administrators about how the situation can 
be rectified.

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In this report, progress made since 1975 in the 
desegregation of faculty and staff of schools in Jeff- 
erson County, Kentucky, is described in light of the 
Singleton standard. Although overall progress to- 
wards teacher and administrator desegregation is 
evidenced, it is shown that black teachers are still 
significantly underutilized in the high schools. The 
absence of teacher desegregation in vocational 
schools and of black administrators in some middle 
schools is documented. It is recommended that 
school officials give high priority to achieving a 
more representative ratio of black professional em- 
ployees to the proportion of black students. Based 
on data which show that desegregation among 
professionals has been much faster than that among 
nonprofessional workers, the report criticizes 
school officials for their slowness and accuses them 
of tokenism.

Entries are presented by geographical 
area and categorized as nonfiction, biography, fic- 
tion and folklore, with a separate section on picture 
books from all countries. Four indices (author, title, 
illustrator, and biographical) aid in the retrieval of 
specific works. Brief introductions to each section 
provide geographical and historical information 
about the country in question. Annotations gener- 
ally include some historical background, a descrip- 
tion of the book and, often, information about the 
author. Symbols designate approximate reading and 
interest levels. (WI) 
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In this manual, both methodological and practical 

guidelines for conducting field research in urban 

desegregated schools are discussed. Strategies for 

negotiating access to and studying all participants in 

the educational system (students, teachers, adminis- 

trators, other personnel, and parents) are suggested. 

Fieldwork styles, philosophies, and techniques are 

described, and project administration (team work, 

budgeting, personnel handling) are discussed. 

Recommendations are made concerning how to 

deal with ethical, political and practical problems 

which may arise. Six appendices provide sample 

questionaires and a network analysis chart appropri- 

ate to this type of field research. (WI) 
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The Supreme Court’s ruling in the Bakke case, 
which found that strict numerical quotas were ille- 
gal in admissions programs, is analyzed in this arti- 
cle in terms of its applications to women’s rights. It 
is pointed out that although the ruling, which was 
made on a statutory rather than a constitutional 
basis, conceded that race could be considered as one 
factor in admissions, it made no mention of gender 
as a permissible criterion. The possible interpreta- 
tions of the ruling are examined as they relate to 
women’s admissions at institutions of higher learn- 
ing, quotas in student programs, voluntary affirma- 
tive action, and employment. In _ reviewing 
Executive Order 11246 and Title VII of the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964, the article discusses the many 
unresolved issues confronting institutions and af- 
firmative action. In its discussion of the 14th 
Amendment, the article points out that in the Bakke 
ruling the Court implied that it does not extend the 
same equal protection of the law to women as it does 
to racial and ethnic groups. (WI) 
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Information in this pamphlet provides the science 
student with ideas about where to look for career 
opportunities in biomedical research and what fur- 
ther information to seek. The primary research pro- 
grams of each division of the National Heart, Lung 
and Blood Institute are outlined and are accom- 
panied by descriptions of important research areas 
and suggested fields of study. At the end of each 
description is a grid which cross references certain 
fields of study to the research programs described in 
the pamphlet. (Author/WI)

Act Title I 
The 41 projects across the country funded under 

Title I, and validated by the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare Education Division as “‘ex- 
emplary” and worthy of duplication, are described 
in this booklet. The descriptions, which are aimed at 
telling parents, community groups and educators 
what is working in Title I, are taken from newspaper 
articles and television and radio scripts. The general 
philosophy, scope, and activities of each program 
are briefly stated. Many focus on reading and lan- 
guage arts, but math programs, programs with high 
levels of parental involvement, individualized in- 
struction, and bilingual and migrant education are 
also in evidence. Names, addresses, and phone 
numbers of persons to contact are included for those 
who wish to obtain further information. (Au- 
thor/WI) 
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The overall utilization of minorities and women in 

the Federal government in 1975 and 1977 is com- 

pared in this report. A further comparison is made 
among 44 selected agencies for 1977 only. Statisti- 
cal data in 9 tables show: (1) a concentration of 
minorities and women in lower salary grade ranges 

in 1975 with only a slight improvement in 1977; (2) 

severe underutilization of blacks and Native Ameri- 

cans and some underutilization of Orientals in in- 
dividual agencies; (3) underutilization of women in 

more than 50% of the selected agencies; and (4) 

agencies which have a low utilization of one 

minority group tend to have a low utilization of the 
other minority groups. It is illustrated that agencies 
such as the Department of Health, Education, and 

Welfare, which have significant civil rights respon- 

sibilities, tend to show a relatively higher utilization 

of minorities and women than agencies which do 
not have those responsibilities. (WI) 
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Act Title I 
In order to assess the impact of Title I programs, 
models specifying criteria, techniques and me- 
thodologies for evaluation were developed. These 
models prescribe pre- and post-test results for both 
Title I and non Title I children. This report describes 
the status of the use of the models, the experience 
of people who used them during the 1976-77 school 
year, Federal progress in drafting regulations re- 
garding their use, and the future work planned to 
improve the quality of the data produced. Specifi- 
cally, a brief history of the program to develop and 
encourage the use of models is presented. The work 
of the Technical Assistance Centers, the number of 
districts using the models, and projected use are also 
discussed. State and local level activities are de- 
scribed.

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The socioeconomic needs of Pacific and Asian 
American (PAA) families and Department of 
Health, Education, and Welfare programs having 
the most impact on the lives of PAAs are analyzed 
in this conference report. An overall outline of the 
conference proceedings, as well as reprints of all 
charts and papers presented, are included. The find- 
ings of three task groups on education, health, and 
welfare are reported. Policy papers and program 
recommendations formulated by the task forces are 
presented and targets of opportunity are defined. 
Major recommendations are made with regard to 
the need for culturally oriented health programs, 
expanded health education programs, research on 
psychological and emotional problems, ethnocul- 
tural diseases, obtaining clearer health statistics, 
adult education, bilingual education, multicultural 
education, changes in criteria for Title XX and So- 
cial Security, extension of welfare benefits to immi- 
grants, and consideration of PAA language and 
culture in designing and delivering welfare pro- 
grams. (WI) 
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This booklet contains word games and puzzles, 
designed for use as introductory exercises at school 
food service training workshops, nutrition educa- 
tion classes, community health meetings, or for use 
by students. Time needed to play the games ranges 
from 5 to 15 minutes, depending on the nutrition 
knowledge and experience of the participants.

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This report is part of a research study on citizen 
participation in educational decision making. Data 
are drawn from: (1) interviews with school adminis- 
trators, school board members, teachers’ union re- 
presentatives, members of the media, political 
figures involved in educational issues, officers and 
members of citizens’ organizations, state elected of- 
ficials and foundation officials; (2) a computer 
search of relevant literature; (3) conventional 
sources of data for Federal and State court cases;

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Over the past twenty years, Federal government 
intervention has had a greater impact on elementary 
and secondary education than most citizens, educa- 
tors, or politicians realize. Federal intervention has 
taken two directions: initiatives to redistribute edu- 
cational resources through compensatory educa- 
tional programs, and initiatives towards target 
group involvment in planning and carrying out such 
programs. The Economic Opportunity Act of 1964 
and the Model Cities Act of 1966 were two of the 
most important pieces of Federal anti-poverty legis- 
lation that affected education in the cities during the 
mid-1960s. However, Federal programs such as 
these have tended to be highly categorical, frag- 
mented and confused. Serious efforts have been 
made to improve programs by strengthening partici- 
pation requirements and actual citizen activity. Two 
of the more successful programs are Head Start and 
Follow Through and, to a lesser extent, Title I. In 
these programs, great emphasis is placed on parental 
involvement, and this has led to the growth of nu- 
merous parent advisory councils. It has been found 
that the most important points of citizen participa- 
tion action occur through parental involvement at 
the local level. (Author/EB) 
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The expansion of the State role in education re- 
flects a general increase in State powers. This expan- 
sion, however, has been strongly influenced by 
Federal funding and priorities for education. In ad- 
dition, Federal efforts to encourage efficiency often 
establish procedures for planning at the State level. 
This emphasis also indirectly broadens opportuni- 
ties for general public involvement. Two trends, the 
creation of local citizen councils and public partici- 
pation in comprehensive planning, created new 
Structures and established new functions for citi- 
zens. Both trends are represented in recent State 
initiatives to encourage citizen participation in edu- 
cation. Although legislation mandating such partici- 
pation varies from State to State, an overview of 
such legislative action indicates that a number of 
States are engaging in a variety of activities to in- 
crease citizen access to educational governance 
structures and administrative bureaucracies. This 
overview also suggests that State regulations and 
implementation strategies have, in general, the same 
flaws as Federal ones. Some of these flaws are lack 
of technical assistance or support, lack of monitor- 
ing or evaluation, and lack of funding. There are 
numerous difficulties in collaborative school-com- 
munity relationships, but individual successes can 
be identified. (Author/EB) 
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This paper deals with Federal and State court 
decisions, from 1970 to present, which either foster 
or encourage citizen participation in the educational 
decision-making process. Findings contained in this 
study are based on a State by State analysis of court 
decisions in education. An overview of the decisions 
supports the report’s contention that most judicial 
decisions encouraging or mandating citizen partici- 
pation in the educational decision-making process 
occur on the Federal level. Some of the judicial 
decisions described deal with areas such as student 
discipline, parent associations, racial balance, voter 
registration, school board appointments, teacher 
monitoring, test fairness, and school desegregation. 
Decisions reviewed also reflect the court’s strong 
mediating role for group as well as individual claims.

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Identifiers—Colorado (Denver), Kentucky (Louis- 
ville), Massachusetts (Boston), Texas (Dallas) 
This paper examines community responses to 
court-ordered desegregation in Louisville, Boston, 
Denver, and Dallas. Background information is 
provided on the implementation of desegregation, 
court decisions affecting desegregation, reactions to 
desegregation and busing, and the influence of so- 
cial structures, political traditions, and prevailing 
attitudes of civic leaders towards desegregation. 
Also included is a list of functions served by court- 
mandated and citizen-initiated organizations in the 
implementation process. These functions include: 
(1) participation in development of plan of im- 
plementation; (2) mobilization of public support; (3) 
participation in carrying out the plan; (4) monitor- 
ing and reporting; (5) advocacy and student protec- 
tion; and (6) participation in educational 
development. Important mandated or citizen- 
initiated organizations in each of the four cities are 
described briefly. Included in these descriptions are 
strategies used by the respective organizations for 
achieving or aiding peaceful implementation of 
desegregation policies and for dealing with problem 
areas such as bilingual education and discrimination 
against black teachers and students. The degree of 
business, university, and student participation in or- 
ganized efforts to implement court-ordered desegre- 
gation plans is also assessed. (Author/EB) 
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In this report, summaries of papers given at the 
conference on young women’s work to school tran- 
sition are reprinted. Themes addressed include: (1) 
problems of teenagers, teenage mothers, and the 
transition to adulthood; (2) problems faced by youth 
and minority youth; (3) responsibilities of educa- 
tors; (4) employment programs; (5) employment 
prospects in the private sector; and (6) Federal pro- 
grams for youth employment. Recommendations of 
the conference are: (1) women and minorities must 
work together to improve their job options; (2)

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Identifiers—Illinois 
This paper presents a view of school-community 
relations based on the concept of change. It is held 
that the school should develop and maintain a close 
relationship with the community if it is to recognize 
and provide for changing educational needs. The 
involvement of minority groups in education, a con- 
troversial issue, is necessary in order for this respon- 
siveness to be effected. Staff and teacher 
preparation, leadership support, and open com- 
munication among school personne! and com- 
munity members are essential. A number of ways 
that concerned citizens can influence school gov- 
ernment include participation as volunteers in 
school and recreational activities, membership on 
decision making committees, and involvement in 
local political issues. (GC) 
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In this paper it is suggested that current research 

methods are of questionable validity as they pertain 
to minorities, but that this problem may be solved 
by encouraging more minority input into the con- 
ceptualization, organization, and implementation of 
surveys that affect them. All phases of survey re- 
search are discussed in detail. Planning objectives, 
hypothesizing, and writing up a problem statement 
are explained. Methods of designing the sample and 
the instrument in a way which will obtain the 
desired information without excluding certain sub- 
populations are outlined.

This report addresses the denial of suffrage to 
mentally disabled persons institutionalized in Penn- 
sylvania. The case study of Pennhurst Center pa- 
tients who tried to vote in the 1976 election is 
described. Pertinent Pennsylvania statutes and cur- 
rent voting practices are analyzed. A national over- 
view of the problem along with community and 
institutional attitudes toward voting by the mentally 
handicapped are discussed. State directives in sup- 
port of voting rights of institutionalized Pennsyl- 
vanians and guidance to election officials and 
institutional administrators are outlined. Recom- 
mendations are made to institutions concerning 
how to assist in all aspects of the voting process, 
how to decrease community hostility toward men- 
tally disabled voters, and how to help insure legal 
voting rights of institutionalized persons. (WI) 
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Identifiers—Iowa, Kansas, Missouri, Nebraska 
Presented in this document is a study undertaken 

by four State Advisory Committees to review the 

quality and the effectiveness of affirmative action 


activities in lowa, Kansas, Missouri and Nebraska. 
An overview of the four States’ agencies responsible 
for education administration, employment services, 
highways, police, and social services indicates that 
no State exhibits consistent success or consistent 
failure. Almost all agencies reviewed, however, are 
shown to be consistent in their underutilization of 
women and minorities. In addition, Federal agen- 
cies with monitoring responsibilities and/or funding 
capabilities are found to have made only minimal 
efforts to compel affirmative action and to have not 
used their authority over funds to promote affirma- 
tive action efforts by State governments. Findings, 
recommendations, and conclusions of the Advisory 
Committees are presented for the areas of recruit- 
ing, hiring, training, and the promotion of full repre- 
sentation of minorities and women in public sector 
employment. Appendices provide information on 
race and sex composition of State agencies, and a 
comparison of State and agency affirmative action 
plans with a model plan. (Author/EB) 
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Identifiers—*Criminal Justice Agencies, Utah (Salt 

Lake City), *Utah (Salt Lake County) 

Utilizing guidelines provided by the United States 
Department of Justice and the Federal Govern- 
ment, the Utah Advisory Committee concludes in 
this report that all five criminal justice agencies it 
investigated in Salt Lake City and County are defi- 
cient in providing equal employment opportunity 
for women and minorities. Findings, recorded in 
tables and charts, indicate that: (1) in general, 
women and minorities are in low level positions; (2) 
no blacks or Native Americans were employed at 
any level in the court systems; (3) employees of the 
five criminal justice agencies demonstrated little 
awareness of the concept of equal employment op- 
portunity; and (4) a recent reorganization of the city 
personnel system has initiated some actions to rec- 
tify the situation. Recommendations are made with 
regard to how the State legislature, the Federal gov- 
ernment, and local administrative bodies can act to 
encourage implementation of a more effective affir- 
mative action program. (WI) 
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Identifiers—*Comprehensive Employment Train- 
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The Comprehensive Employment Training Act 
(CETA) program in Des Moines, Iowa, is analyzed 
in this report in light of its value for minorities, the 
economically disadvantaged, and people with little 
formal education. The history, purpose, organiza- 
tion, and administration of the program are out- 
lined. Eligibility requirements for and availability of 
CETA training and job opportunities to women and 
minorities are discussed. Problems of Federal and 
local support, program administration, and com- 
munity involvement are detailed. Fourteen charts 
included in the report substantiate the findings that 
further equal opportunity must be provided through 
the program for poorly educated minorities and 
women. (WI) 
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Identifiers—* New Jersey (Camden), *Work Incen- 
tive Program 
Findings and recommendations of two studies 

begun in 1968 regarding the lives of impoverished 

people in Camden, New Jersey are presented in this 
report. In the first study, factors aiding and hinder- 
ing the achievement of economic independence, 
especially through the Work Incentive Program 

(WIN), of female headed households are consid- 

ered. Data drawn from a three-wave panel study 

(1969, 1970, 1973), initiated with 438 matrifocal 

households and supported through Aid for Depend- 

ent Children and 102 matrifocal households sup- 
ported by the earnings of the mother, are analyzed. 

In the second study, poverty is considered as a 

breakdown between family and economy and as a 

function of family organization in relation to partici- 

pation in the economy. Data are drawn from a two- 
wave panel study initiated with 723 low-income 

men and 414 of their mates in 1973 and 1974. 

Recommendations are made from the WIN pro- 

gram and other programs engaged in the provision 

of work training, employment services and income 
maintenance. (Author/ WI) 
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Social class discrimination in the schooling proc- 

ess is less a product of teachers’ attitudes than of the 
systems by which schools group students. Although 
class bias has been demonstrated in grading prac- 
tices and other key decision points, numerous stu- 
dies have shown that teachers are less to blame for 
inequitable learning situations than tracking and 
curriculum decisions based on ability grouping. The 
ethnic bias of most intelligence tests indicates that 
ability placements are unfair. Class discrimination 
in tracking is shown by the fact that more lower 
class students than middle class students are placed 
in low groups. Once placed in a low group, students 
have a tendency to achieve less and to have very 
little upward mobility. Curriculum tracking is also 
discriminating in that it influences college choices, 
class rank, and scholarship aid. (WI) 
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The main and interactive effects of classroom 

openness on the achievement and creativity of 103 

third graders and 97 fourth graders were assessed by 
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multiple regression analyses. After controlling for 
student IQ, socioeconomic status, sex, age, anxiety 
and “family openness,” classroom openness was 
found to be negatively related to achievement and 
creativity measures at both grade levels. However, 
the increments in explained variance attributable to 
classroom openness were consistently significant 
for the fourth grade only. Two student characteristic 
X classroom openness interactions were found, each 
of which affected verbal creativity. Further atten- 
tion to IQ X classroom structure interactions is sug- 
gested in this paper. (Author/WI) 
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In this paper, the political and economic forces 
influencing attempts to reduce the inequalities in 
education expenditures are examined. Current pro- 
grams for financing public education (local, State, 
and Federal) are compared. In general, State-local 
tax systems are found to be regressive and improve- 
ments are suggested. Inequitability of State aid for- 
mulas for equalizing funding sources is criticized. 
The inadequacy of the present systems, both in ac- 
quiring funds and utilizing them effectively, is 
analysed in terms of taxation methods and the qual- 
ity of educational opportunities. Major forces of 
public dissatisfaction are enumerated and illustrated 
by court cases. Proposals offered for restructuring 
the financing of education include: (1) utilization of 
local property tax for local government costs; (2) 
redistribution of educational resources to establish a 
State-wide revenue system; (3) assumption by the 
State of educational financing; (4) increase in the 
use of State personal income tax to displace the 
property tax as a major source of school funds. In 
this plan, the Federal government is advised to pro- 
vide funding by adopting either the traditional func- 
tional aid approach, the self-help approach, the 
“Fiscal Relief’ approach, or a combination of all 
three. The types of social policy likely to emerge in 
response to changes in educational financing proce- 
dures are detailed in the hope that a restructuring of 
the financing system will promote greater educa- 
tional equality. (Author/ WI) 
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In this resource book prepared for teachers of Chi- 

nese bilingual, bicultural education programs, tradi- 

tional Chinese stories, myths, songs, rhymes, 
recipes, poems, riddles and games are included. All 
entries are written in both English and Chinese. Art 
projects to accompany some of the stories or to 
celebrate certain festivals of the Chinese year are 
described. A brief bibliography is appended. (WI) 
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Education has traditionally been a tool of coloni- 
alists, who used it to destroy peoples’ cultural histo- 
ries and to create new cultural myths (such as race) 
designed to divide, demean, and debilitate the colo- 
nized group. Many concepts passed on through the 
educational system and through language have con- 
tributed to a form of cultural mental illness in which 
the objective realities of history and biology are dis- 
torted by the colonists’ biases. Human relations 
educators must select strategies based on the theory 
of oppression to direct their work towards causes, 
not symptoms. In order to provide quality educa- 
tion, they should not feel bound to ethnically 
prejudicial testing, but should concentrate on: (1) 
teaching the truth (not the myth); (2) stressing his- 
torical continuity; (3) fostering self-determination 
and self-knowledge; and (4) instilling the spirit of 
liberation, which is the knowledge and capacity to 
choose and create. (Author/WI) 
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In this booklet, papers presented at a 1978 confer- 
ence on the implications of the Supreme Court’s 
ruling in the Bakke case are reprinted. The issue of 
the constitutionality of special admissions programs 
for minority applicants is considered and related 
policy problems facing educators and political lead- 
ers are examined. The future of admissions pro- 
grams and the creation of sensible policies for 
professional school admissions are also discussed. 
The Bakke case is reviewed and explained from a 
historical perspective. Questions of educational due 
process, the validity of test scores as a measure of 
merit, and the socioeconomic biases of the admis- 
sions selection systems are explored. (WI) 
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Identifiers—Comprehensive Tests of Basic Skills 
In this report, findings related to the process of 
selecting students for compensatory education (CE) 
programs on basic skills, and the economic and edu- 
cational status of students selected are recorded.

ous sizes. In addition, effects of non-academic pro- 
grams are evaluated and the progress of the 

Sustaining Effects Study on CE is outlined. (Au- 

thor/WI) 
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Presented in this document is a developmental 

study undertaken to determine specifications for a 

teacher training program designed to change the 

behavior of teachers towards minority children. A 

review of literature concerned with the instruction 

of minority and/or educationally disadvantaged 
children and data collected from at least thirty ele- 
mentary school teachers working with minority 
children are used to support this report’s primary 
contention that teacher behavior towards students 
perceived as low status can be changed. Specifica- 
tions dealt with in several stages of the developmen- 
tal study include such variables as population, 
purposes, delivery system (emphasis on education 
vs. training), and needs. Findings presented indicate 
that the three most frequent categories of problems 
were: (1) negative attitudes toward school held by 
students; (2) teacher perceived attributes of stu- 





dents; and (3) human interaction problems. It is also 
stated in the findings that the teachers’ most fre- 
quent suggested remedies were parental involve- 
ment and teacher training. In addition, a list of 
conclusions indicates that most of the teachers sur- 
veyed would be in favor of a course or workshop 
that would help them relate to children from 
minority groups. Features of such a program are 
described. A bibliography is included along with a 
sample of the questionnaire used in the study. (Au-

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The only way that a program of school desegrega- 
tion can be successfully implemented is with strong 
community participation. Boards of Education must 
develop policies to provide quality education in a 
culturally pluralistic society. Through community 
education, the school sytem can look at the total 
community in terms of its needs, wants, problems, 
and priorities. The school-community relationship 
can then be developed in such a way that decision 
making and power become a shared responsibility, 
with community people determining their own 
needs, priorities, and courses of action, rather than 
having their options dictated by institutions. Staff 
and parent involvement are also necessary in deseg- 
regation programs, and efforts to strengthen these 
individuals’ knowledge and intercommunication 
should be undertaken. (WI) 
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Identifiers—*Womens Educational Equity Act 
This report contains the following information in 
regard to the Women’s Educational Equity Act: a 
brief description of the original legislation and the 
pending legislation; comments on program develop- 
ment; analysis of applications received and funded 
in the 1978 fiscal year; analysis of three years of 
funding; identification of products to be dis- 
seminated; and summaries of grant and contract 
awards for the fiscal year. Data presented in the 
Statistical summaries of program efforts for fiscal 
1978 include an analysis of applications received 
and grants awarded in terms of distribution by HEW 
region, levels of education, type of applicant, major 
target groups, special population groups, type of 
grant activity, and special academic areas.

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In this book community education, defined as a 
form of compensatory education which is being in- 
troduced widely in urban and educational priority 
areas, is explored. The role and status of compensa- 
tory education anJ its relationship to community 
education in inner city schools are examined. The 
history and current problems of such programs are 
discussed and exemplified with short case histories. 
The present concept of community schools are ex- 
amined in detail, as are Educational Priority Area 
(EPA) Projects. The Deptford Project is construc- 
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tively criticized, illustrating how false assumptions 
and faulty educational thinking can subvert project 
effectiveness and even delude participants into be- 
lieving that the project has been a success. Finally, 
the future of community education in urban areas is 
discussed. Recommendations of a practical and 
philosophical nature are made concerning how pro- 
ject initiators and administrators should create and 
plan community oriented educational projects to in- 
sure effectiveness. (WI)

The upheaval in large city school systems during 
the late 1960s and early 1970s is examined in this 
book. Most of the specific examples are drawn from 
school districts in New York City, such as Ocean 
Hill-Brownsville and Canarsie. The problems of 
growing demands for community control, ethnic 
and racial conflicts, and school decentralization are 
explained in sociocultural perspective. The history 
of large city school system bureaucracy and ensuing 
reforms are described. The struggle for student 
rights, community involvement and educational 
change is explained in light of school board politics, 
teacher unionism, school administration and legisla- 
tive action. Integration and busing are discussed in 
depth. The social and political atmosphere of ethnic 
demands and educational change in the period is 
recreated and the actions of those in power (boards 
of education, courts, politicians, tax exempt institu- 
tions, etc.) are criticized. Suggestions are made as to 
how these bodies might act in the future to provide 
stable, nondiscriminatory school systems in which 
all children can get a decent education. (WI) 
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The cultural conditioning which specifies and li- 
mits women’s roles not only pervades secondary 
and higher educational practices, but is actually 
reinforced by current guidance practices. Bias 
against women’s attainment is perpetuated by the 
very experts who counsel women. Socialization and 
sex stereotyping lead to both quantitative and 
qualitative differences in self concept between men 
and women. Although approximately half of the 
guidance counselors in elementary and secondary 
schools are women, counselor educators are over- 
whelmingly white and male. This has strong im- 
plications, borne out by studies, that counselors 
hold negative expectations for women and minori- 
ties. In addition, counselors’ theoretical underpin- 
nings, the materials they use, and the culture in 
which they live are all sex-biased, often ignoring the 
special factors that affect women. A number of or- 
ganizations are undertaking programs to remedy 
sexism in women’s education and guidance counsel- 
ing. Such efforts must be strongly supported by the 
State and Federal governments, as well as by institu- 
tions and professional organizations. Since high 
school and college women arrive in the counselors’ 
offices already socialized into considering only tra- 
ditional education and careers, equity in education 
must be the goal. (Author/GC) 
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The educational needs of neglected women are 

described in this report in the form of testimony 

from nationwide hearings on the subject, profiles of 
specific types of women, and case histories. Follow- 
ing each profile, solutions to the problems presented 
are suggested and existing programs are listed. 
Recommendations are made to revise existing legis- 
lation and programs so that they will be of greater 
benefit to displaced homemakers, single mothers, 
and older women. Also recommended is new legis- 
lation which would aid educationally disadvantaged 
women by: (1) providing financial assistance for 
such women; (2) providing for non-taxable assist- 
ance by employers for career advancement educa- 
tion for such women; and (3) including in new 
legislation on displaced homemakers a broad defini- 
tion of eligibility. Appendices include the agenda 
from hearings, a list of participants and contributors, 
suggested funding resources for financial aid for 
adult women to continue education, and a large bib- 
liography of works related to women’s employment 
and education.

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The issue of minimal competency testing for high 

school graduation and grade to grade promotion as 
a method of emphasizing the teaching of basic skills 
and guaranteeing that the high school diploma will 
“mean something” has received widespread legisla- 
tive attention in recent years. In this report, data 
pertaining to the enforcement of minimal compe- 
tency testing in each State are presented. Specific 
information is provided by State with regard to Fed- 
eral legislation (pending), State legislation (enacted 
and failed), State board of education rulings, State 
department of education activity and local district 
activity. It is noted that as of April 1976, four States 
had enacted legislation and four State boards of edu- 
cation had adopted regulations mandating some 
form of minimal competency testing.

This book is a study of contemporary alternative 

schools and the complex of forces which led to their 

growth in the late sixties. Using current literature 
and a data base derived from a random sample of 
forty alternative schools, the goals, pedagogical 
methods, administrative organization, and composi- 
tion of contemporary alternative schools are de- 
scribed. In addition, an attempt is made to formulate 
generalizations which characterize most of the 
schools in the sample. Also analyzed is the com- 
paratively recent flowering of contemporary alter- 
native schools despite a long history of popular 
discontent with education. Formative influences 
such as government agencies, universities, school 
administrators, parents, students, and individual 
teachers are dealt with in this analysis. (Author/EB) 
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Planning and the appropriate role of planners are 

vital elements for black community development in 

the South. In enhancing the community develop- 
ment activities of Southern black communities, 
planning would direct new challenges and coopera- 
tion between blacks and whites in the region. One 
of the challenges would be to influence directed 
social change such as the improvement of the qual- 
ity of life for black and white citizens alike. In deal- 
ing with these challenges, white planners, being 
better able to identify with city government offi- 
cials, business people and white citizens, could 
speak on behalf of blacks who may have difficulty 
in acquiring audiences with these elements. White 
planners may further act to involve greater numbers 


of blacks in the planning process. Black planners 
also have a role to play in working with Southern 
black communities. No matter what race or what 
role a planner plays, he or she must acquire compe- 
tence through education. Specifically required by 
these planners are results that would enhance the 
economic and political positions of Southern black 
communities, and the generation of feasible benefi- 
cial choices for blacks. In return, Southern black 
communities are encouraged to exploit the planning 
process to focus greater emphasis on policy that 
makes for equity in resource allocation and use.

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In this paper, data collected from two midwestern 
schools, one open and one traditional, were com- 
pared to determine differences in pedagogical tech- 
niques, routines of teachers’ work, teacher 
participation in decision-making and school policy, 
and frequency of staff communication. School pro- 
files (neighborhood composition, student character- 
istics, etc.) were matched as closely as was possible 
in a single school district. Questionnaires sent to 
teachers, professional staff members and all aides 
had a response rate of one hundred percent. 
Through statistical analysis, the following results 
were tabulated: (1) open schools ranked high in the 
index of open classroom methods and personalized 
curriculum, while traditional schools ranked high in 
the index of traditional classroom methods and pre- 
scribed curriculum; (2) teachers’ work was more 
routine in traditional schools than in open schools; 
(3) teachers in open schools had much greater par- 
ticipation in strategic and work decisions; (4) teach- 
ers in both schools reported a general lack of close 
supervisory control, but traditional schools had a 
greater emphasis on rules and procedures; and (5) 
frequency of attendance at committee meetings and 
contacts with staff were significantly greater at open 
schools. In conclusion, it is found that the two types 
of schools do tend to differ, both in terms of their 
techniques and the degree of uniformity of the 
teachers’ work.

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tunity Research Center 
The history, purposes, activities and success of the 
Widening Opportunity Research Center (WORC), 
founded in 1972 to promote continuing education in 
Massachusetts, are documented in this project re- 
port. Each area of the WORC program is described 
and evaluated as of 1978, including: (1) counseling; 
(2) training; (3) employment referral; and (4) pro- 
motion of adult service centers. The numerous posi- 
tive effects of the program’s information 
dissemination projects and activities (conferences, 
group guidance, skill-building, and career planning 
workshops, etc.), particularly for low income and 
minority groups, are related.

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After providing descriptions of educational re- 
search and development (R & D) and the back- 
ground and role of the educational researcher, this 
document analyzes different minority groups’ repre- 
sentation in the field in relation to their proportion 
of the total population. Specific topics dealt with 
include: (1) the distribution of minority personnel 
within the field of educational R & D; (2) the distri- 
bution of minorities in training for employment in 
the field; (3) major forces affecting minorities in 
entering careers in educational R & D; and (4) the 
need for increased minority participation. Suppor- 
tive data are presented in the form of charts and 
text. General findings presented indicate that blacks 
and hispanics (including Puerto Ricans) are sub- 
stantially under represented, whites and Orientals 
are over represented, and the representation of 
American Indians in Educational R & D is approxi- 
mately equal to their proportion in the total United 
States population.

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The public controversy which developed between 
1896 and 1920 in the Canadian prairie provinces 
over the question of immigration is examined in this 
paper. It is shown that although many of the social, 
political, religious and cultural characteristics which 
have differentiated the prairies have been a result of 
ethnic diversity, the predominantly white Anglo- 
Saxon Protestant population which pioneered the 
prairies was initially resistent to many immigrant 
groups. The non-restrictive immigration policy, 
developed by Minister of the Interior Sifton to 
stimulate agricultural and economic growth of the 
region, and its social, political, and economic effects 
are considered in detail. Acceptance or rejection of 
various groups (Asians, Central and Eastern Euro- 
peans, blacks) and their subsequent assimilation 
processes (particularly with regard to language) are 
explained. The issues of racism, social reform, femi- 
nism, radicalism, prohibition and naturalization are 
described in light of the changing social situation 
and the prevailing political and intellectual currents. 
Attitudes towards assimilation and immigration 
legislation are detailed for each ethnic group and, 
finally, effects of the immigration process on various 
groups up to 1970 are summarized. (WI) 
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If one accepts the premises that the school is 

obliged to develop respect for the right of choice 

regarding ethnic behavior and attitude, and that the 

individual has a right to be judged on his/her own 

merits, then it is appropriate to use a counter-stereo- 

typic curriculum in multi-ethnic education. This ap- 

proach may be defined as: (1) devotion of curricular 


time to an ethnic/racial entity in proportion to the 
pervasiveness of the stereotypy directed against it; 
and (2) selection in the curriculum of elements of 
history and culture of a given group which refute the 
stereotypes attached to it. This sort of educational 
model will enhance ethnic diversity and solidarity 
while changing stereotypic misconceptions. To pro- 
mote effectiveness, the counter-stereotypy ap- 
proach should be supplemented by incorporation of 
ethnic history within the framework of American 

History, introduction of events and personalities of 

ethnic significance into a variety of topics studied 

(not just the specific study of ethnicity) and, finally, 

inclusion of measures for affective cation within 

the context of a socio-psychological analysis of eth- 
nicity. This approach to multicultural education will 
encourage students to make the sort of “reflective 
decisions” regarding ethnicity required of them as 
citizens of a society aspiring to interethnic harmony 
and respect. (Author/WI) 
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Mature adults who had such high hopes in the 
1960s that the United States would live up to the 
promises of the American Creed have lived long 
enough to have those high hopes dampened from 
1969 to 1978. What progress occurred for blacks in 
the 1960s was real at the time, but is not permanent. 
Retrogression has befallen blacks in the 1970s and 
is most pronounced in unemployment rates. Lack of 
employment is tied to every aspect of life, housing, 
food, clothing, education, health care. The quality of 
black life is regressing. The purpose of this paper is 
to provide historical perspective for black status in 
America, including an overview of present black 
advancement. The effects of the Bakke case and the 
role of the government in enforcing equality are also 
reviewed. (Author/GC) 
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In this questionnaire, fifty-two statements related 

to attitudes concerning race, sex, and multicultural 

education are presented. Spaces are provided for 
respondents (school personne!) to register their 
agreement or disagreement with the statements. 

The questions are designed to stimulate discussions 

between groups and to help to establish program 

goals in school systems. (WI) 
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The movement to undo the damage of American 

racism and to establish the conditions for genuine 
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racial equality has lost its momentum, both in the 
academic community and in the Congress. The pre- 
vailing academic caution with regard to busing and 
affirmative action is best articulated by Nathan 
Glazer in his book “Affirmative Discrimination,” 
which details the problems inherent in equal oppor- 
tunity programs. His argument centers around the 
idea that quotas, racial percentages, and group 
rights not only discriminate against the individual, 
but are also un-American. Although the rights of 
individuals are important, individualism alone can- 
not provide the basis for institutional changes neces- 
sary to eradicate the effects of past discrimination 
and set the stage for genuine equality in the future. 
To end discrimination, we need women and minori- 
ties in positions of power, competence and control, 
not because these positions represent opportunities 
for individuals, but because this is the best way to 
ensure that institutions will meet the broadest hu- 
man needs. Action goals, combined with affirmative 
action programs, are essential to the creation of a 
just society, in which opportunity means more than 
free admission to a competitive rat race and equality 
implies a fundamental respect for humanity. (Au- 
thor/WI) 
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Many people have attempted to define exactly 

what racism is and what causes it. While there is no 
commonly accepted definition, there is agreement 
with regard to the facts that (1) no scientific evi- 
dence has been found to support the belief that race 
determines the history and culture of a people; (2) 
racism is a learned behavior; (3) definitions of ra- 
cism which do not include a study of socioeconomic 
factors are confusing; and (4) racism is an instit- 
uional, problem. To understand racism in America, 
one must study the history of the development of 
racist thinking, beginning with slave codes passed in 
the 17th century through the 19th century, the no- 
tion of “race suicide” (genetic inferiority), the ero- 
sion of the Reconstruction Period rights given to 
blacks, up through the inequalities of the 1950s and 
1960s. Even with all the recently enacted legislation 
and institutional policy changes, racism, overt and 
covert, is still a significant factor in American so- 
ciety. The question of whether racism is primarily 
overt or covert, individual or institutional, or 
specifically a white problem is debated frequently. It 
is certain, however, that because white people are 
dominant in the United States, white racism and 
institutional racism are one and the same, often den- 
ying non-whites a relevant education, a voice in 
political processes, the rights to economic determi- 
nation, just treatment under the law, and decent 
health care. (Author/ WI) 
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After reviewing the purposes of descriptive re- 

search on teaching in general, this paper discusses 

the value of using a system of analysis and a techni- 

cal language to describe classroom interaction. The 

need for such descriptive research in language class- 

rooms is then outlined in detail. A critical review of 

the few systems of analysis designed for the lan- 

guage classroom and of the research studies done in 

this field is presented. The paper concludes with a 
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call for more objective research that is experimental, 
as well as descriptive, in nature.

Monthly, quarterly, and annual updates 
are available for both RJE and CIJJE, so that the 
files may be kept current.

These files include the complete 
resuine, (document description, indexing, and ab- 
stract or annotation) of each document announced 
in the respective journal, in accession number 
order.

The files are writ- 
ten on new, high-quality, 9-track tapes (600-1200, 
or 2400-ft., as appropriate) at either 1600 or 800 
BPI and are guaranteed. Prices per tape reel start as 
low as $50.

TOOLS are a series of printed indexes, directories, 
and cross-reference lists, distributed internally to 
components of the ERIC network. The Title Index 
provides access by document title. The Source 
Directory provides access to all organizational 
names used in the system, i.e., corporate authors 
and sponsoring agencies. Cross-reference lists lead 
the inquirer to the accession number (ED number) 
from: Report Number; Contract Number; and 
Clearinghouse Accession Number. 





The documents are available individually and on 
annual subscription at a discounted price. Prices 
start from as low as $10 for some individual 
documents.
